It larely happens that an object seriously aflfecting the 
welftre of the human race, can be attained by any moment- 
ary effort, however powerful* Enterprises of great design 
advatce but slowly to their completion. And those who are 
engaged in the prosecution of such undertakings, — ^if they 
would gather encouragement from the retrospect of the past, 
or hope from the prospect of the future, — must look forth far 
and wide, tracing the remote connexions and tendencies of 
causes, whose immediate operation may seem insignificant to 
their ultimate purpose. And the Creator has wisely ordered 
thaft the same elevation of character which enables the mind 
to comprehend the vastness of the plan, enables it likewise to 
coniprehend the means of its accomplishment, and to look 
down on the difficulties that embarrass its progress. The same 
principles that inspire the benevolence which prompted the 
design, inspire also faith to anticipate, and patience to await, 
the distant consummation. 

Therefore it is that the Directors of this Society ever come 
forward with confidence to present the annual history of their 
operations. They are persuaded that their constituents and 
patrons, having once conceived the magnitude of the enter- 
prise in which they have engaged, and the certainty with 
which, by persevering diligence, it may be accomplished, 
will never be dismayed by transitory ill success, or disheart- 
ened by the apparent insignificance of their efforts. 



. In reporting Iheir Own transactions and the progress of th6 ' 
; Society since the last anniversary, the Board have only to say, 
— ^that one hundred and ninety-eight Beneficiaries, scattered 
though ten difierent states, from Georgia to Maine, have re- 
ceived appropriations, amounting, in the whole, to J^10,210; 
— tliat of these young men, fifty, in the first stage of their 
education, are pursuing their studies at. sixteen different 
Academies; and one hundred and forty-eight, in the second 
stage of their education, in thirteen difierent Colleges. That the 
receipts into tbe Treasury have been j!9,454 88, beipg more 
than 2S2,OOOless than the receipts of the preceding year; that 
of the amount i^ceived 01,34SO, wer. on life subs<}rif)tioiiS4 
being y^OO less thaj!i the. ixbcome from (this source the pre^ 
ceding year; that no portion of the money Received the past 
year on^he current fund has been applied to thejncreaise of the 
permanent fund ; ti>at, so Batr as the Directors are informed^ no 
hew Alixiliary Soeieties havebe^n formed the past year;— an4 
that the gentleman who has performed, bMt three years past, 
tlie duties of General Agent, having, some months ago, reKn* 
c^uished his charge; the interests of the Society have> in some 
degree, suffered, from the want of that minute aod coastant 
attention, wh-ich can not be afforded, except by a ma« completely 
devoted to the business; while the Directors have been, and . 
are still, seeking, not without some hope of success, to fill the 
vacancy with an individual competent to the labors required** 
But the usefulness of the American Education Society, is not 
to be estimated by merely counting the number of its Beneficia- 
ries, and calculating the amount of its funds. If it were so,, the 
Directors and their Patrons might fold their handsin despon- 

* ThatauAh ao officer i^ indispensable to the successful raanageinftnt of these 
great interests is a subject of deep conviction with the Board,--a conviclion wliioh 
the experience of every year has served to strengthen, though many obstaetes hxft 
conspired todcAay the aeeomprisbinent of their wishes in respect to this important 
object. A» the limits of this Report forbUl them to present their views at length* 
on this point, they will only add here, that an opportunity will be sought, at no 6is^ 
tant period, to exhibit more folly to the Society and the public^ the necessity of 
such an agency, and the considerations which urge upon the* friends of religion a 
daty of providing adequate means of meeting its expense. 



deney; for the itttttediate and directly visible influence of 
their exertions, is no less inadequate to the growing necessi- 
ties of our country, than the seed which the husbandman 
scatters in spring, would be to sustain the thousands who will 
teed on the abundance which he gathers in harvest. Our 
present operations are to be valued mainly as the germ 
of other and future efforts, as powerful as ' they will 
be diversified, and ftiUy commensurate with the wants of this 
vast community. — And yet, in the opinion of the Directors, 
many, by overlooking these indirect and collateral influences, 
have been emboldened to denounce our scheme as a chimera, 
and its advocates as enthusiasts; and not only so, but some 
who are friendly to our cause, while they have noted in des- 
pondency the disparity between our operations and our pur- 
pose, have been half persuaded to give over to the sole care 
of a wonder-working Providence, an enterprise which seems 
to them beyond the compass of human agency. A proper 
view of the object for which we are associated, and of the 
manifold causes that are now conspiring to promote it, is all 
that is needed, either to silence the cavils of the unfriendly, 
or to cheer the despondency of the timid. 

This Society was established in view of the alarming dis- 
proportion which had been found to exist, between the increase 
and diffusion of our population, and the growth and extension 
of our religious institutions. It had been found that, ov^r the 
great majority of this people, the influence of religion was, at 
the best, hardly visible. It had been found that, over a vast 
extent of our tert*itory, the institutions of the gospel were 
almost unknown; — churches were few and feeble, the sanctu- 
aries of Jehovah still fewer and more desolate; and the sab- 
bath brought with it no universal rest — no quiet and solemn 
stillness — we might almost say, no voice of prayer or music 
of devotion. It had been seen that, throughout this wide 
exteut, though the population was increasing with an unexam- 
pled rapidity, though the arts of civilized life were advancing 
as becomes a civilized nation, though the everlasting forest 
was disappearing like a dream, while towns and. cities were 
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rising up like a vision; — the progress of religion and religious 
institutions was hardly sufficient to be estimated; churches 
seemed to gather little strength by advancement in years; the 
sanctuaries continued to be few and unfrequented; and many 
were the places where the sabbath, at first neglected, was soon 
despised, and gradually forgotten. And as the same religion 
which prepares the sou)s of individuals for heaven, is ever the 
source of general morality and public order; so it was evident, 
to the slightest observation, that in all the desolate quarters of 
our land, infidelity of sentiment and immorality of practice 
were springing up together, mutually alOfording and receiving 
the sustenance by which they flourished. The cause of all 
these evils was found in the principle, that religion can never 
be made to flourish save by the instrulrtentality of a compe- 
tent ministry; and in the fact, ih^i generally throughout our 
country, the. ministers of Christianity were not qualified, by 
their numbers, or their intellectual attainments, to take that 
station in society which they ought to occupy; or to exert, 
upon the mass of the community, that influence which a 
christian ministry ought ever to exercise. The preachers 
of the gospel, while they were too few to make themselves 
known by simple numerical influence, were also too little 
instructed to command the reverence of the more enlightened, 
or even to exercise over the multitude, in any considerable 
degree, that power which is always the prerogative of supe- 
rior attainments. And, as if to consummate the evil, it was 
equally apparent that the same causes in the character and 
circumstances of ministers, which, in those sections of the 
country, prevented their immediately giving to society a de- 
cidedly religious aspect,* prevented also their making any 
rapid advancement towards an object so desirable. They 
seemed to have no vantage ground on which to stand, no 
power by which to operate. The educated were too few, and 
the uneducated too ignorant, to take into their own hands 
the establishment and 'direction of colleges and schools of 
Theological science. And the consequence was that there 
were no means, and no apparent prospect, of ever supplying 



a deficiency 9 as ominous to our fears^ as it was evident to our 
observation. For a long and wide experience has shown that, 
where there is not an enlightened clergy to awaken the zeal 
and direct the energies of the community, the establishment 
of literary institutions will not be attempted; or if attempt- 
ad, will not be successful. 

The object at which our society aims, is to remedy an evil 
so great, and so alarming; — to raise up, in every part of our 
land, a learned, pious, and devoted clergy; to give to every 
thousand souls, among the rapidly increasing millions of our 
population, a pastor, whose influence over them shall be such 
as always belongs to superiority of knowledge combined with 
consistent piety and faithfulness of efibrt. And we confess 
that, comparing an object so vast with the feebleness of our 
past and present operations for its immediate attainment; — 
looking now at the calculations by which it is shown that no 
less than six thousand educated ministers are necessary to-day 
that our destitute millions may be adequately supplied, while 
thousands more will be continually needed for the millions 
that are yearly rising into being; and then at the history of 
our society, by which it appears that, in the nine years of its 
existence, it has contributed to the support of less than 500 
bepeficiaries; — we should indeed despair of our purpose, if 
we could not, at the same glance, trace out the indirect and col- 
lateral influence of exertions, in themselves, so comparatively 
trivial. 

In a country like ours, the existence and operations of a 
great society, aiming at an object intimately connected with 
the future character and happiness of the nation, may be ex- 
pected to exert no inconsiderable influence on public opinion; 
and so far as that influence is favorable to the object, so far 
may that society congratulate itself on its success. At the time 
when the American Education Society was organized, there 
existed indeed a few local institutions for this object in difier- 
ent parts of the United States; and, by their proceedings and 
reports, they were doing something to bring before the 
churches the actual condition of our country, and the pros^ 
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pects that were opening before it. But then was ootfaing 
like a ^n^ra/ excitement, no great and united effort. Thougii 
it had been ascertained, and published, that no less than fiv« 
thousand educated ministers were then wanted to sidpply oor 
population with compdent. religious in8tructolrs> the fact had 
not seized on the attention of the public^— -the benetolent 
were not generally conrinced of the necessity of the enter- 
prise. The story of our desolations hod been told; but It 
did not ring in the ears of him who heard it. It Wks hkHitd 
only to be disbelieved, or forgotten, like an idle tale. Nitte 
years have now elapsed, during which this society, by its. 
agents and addresses and reports, has been pleading its cause 
with the American churches. The desolations of Oui* country 
have been carefully surveyed, the ratio Of their increase has 
been accurately estimated, the necessity of mighty and imme- 
diate effort has been demonstrated; and the results have been 
repeated and reiterated, till they have become more or less 
familiar to the mind of every intelligent christian. The en*^ 
terprise has been presented in all ijts various aspects, and by 
every mode of communication, to the man of wealth, and the 
man of influence, to the patrons of learning, and the friends 
of religion, to the high-minded patriot, and the humble chris^ 
tian; — >and it would seem that the community, or at least that 
part of it fk»m which all benevolent operation proceeds, and 
by -which it i^ supported, is at length, in 5ome degree, Siwake 
to the importance of the object. And, as our country and 
our age aife ecjually distinguished by a spirit of enterprise, it 
IS a thing of course that the conviction, on the part of the ^ 
public, that an object is important, implies also efforts f6r 
the attainment of that object, — efforts corresponding in energy 
with the power of the conviction. 

Thus it has been in this case. Eiccitement has rei^uIteiS in 
effort. It has not been in vain that the publie hh$ been 
urged, with this iteration of argument, and this variety of nit>* 
tives. Numerous independent Education Societies have been 
foi*med, both local and general; and many of them in the des- 
titute parts of our country. New institulibns of learning have 
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been erected; and in those of older date, the standard of ed- 
ucation has been raised, while, at the same time, new pro- 
vision has been made for the support of the indigent The- 
ological Seminaries have been founded, for the express pur- 
pose of supplying particular states and districts. And, what 
deserves our special notice, these eflforts are confined to no 
^ne denomination. Christians, of every name, almost without 
exception— and we quay add, almost without distinction — are 
beginning to feel the necessity of exertion. — ^Looking then at 
t^e causes which are working together to accomplish the object 
for which we are associated, it will be convenient to arrange 
them under the following particulars; Education Societies; 
Literary Institutions; Theological Seminaries; and the gen- 
eral spirit of.improvement which is fcftind in every Christian 
denomination. 

I. Education Societies. At the time when this Society was 
organized, there existed in the United States, only a few asso- 
ciations for educating ministers; all of them local in their char- 
acter, and limited in their design. Now, besides our own in- 
stitution with its branches and auxiliaries, we see the Union 
Education Society of New Hampshire and Vermont, — the 
Baptist Education Societies of Maine, of Massachusetts, of 
Connecticut and of New York; — the Connecticut Education 
Society; — ^and the Board of Education of the Presbyterian 
Church, comprising the Presbyterian Education Society with 
its seven auxiliaries and nineteen executive committees, the 
Philadelphia Education Society with its thirteen Auxiliaries, 
the Pittsburg Education Society, and the Education Socie- 
ties of Virginia, of North Carolina, and of Georgia; — not to 
mention others whose recent or remote location or subordi- 
nate scale of proceeding, precludes a more particular enu- 
meration. It is computed that, by these Associations, more 
than seven hundred young men have already been assisted in 
preparing for the ministry. While the good which so many 
organized bodies are accomplishing, by dififusing information, 
and exciting an interest through every district of our coiin-^ 
2 
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try, in the object for whose promotion they have been form- 
edy it is at once apparent, must be great, and continually in- 
creasing. ^ 

11. The multiplication of Literary Institutions is dreaded 
by some, as being, in their view, unfavorable to the substan- 
tial progress of our national literature. But for obnS^lves' 
we can say, that it seems to us no inauspicious OtwenV "W^ 
hail it as the token of a spirit in this community that tvill nbt^ 
rest, till it has brought within the reach of every enterprising 
youth, the means of a liberal education. We see in it the 
process by which the standard of education is to be raised to 
its maximum, while the expenses of education are to be 
brought down to their minimum, — a process as simple as it 
is rapid, and involving only the well known principle that 
competition always leads to improvement. That such anti- 
cipations are not visionary, the history of Literary Institu- 
tions in our country abundantly testifies. While the num- 
ber of Colleges in New England has been increasing, the ad- 
vantages, which they have individually afibrded have been 
continually rising in value and diminishing in expense. The 
recent experience of this community, and the facts which 
are at this day exposed to the observation of every individual, 
may serve at once ttf illustrate and to prove the assertion, 
that if a new institution be placed where it becomes in any 
sort a rival with an old one, the friends of both are immedi- 
ately excited to far higher exertions than could have been 
otherwise called forth in behalf of either. Students must 
be obtained; and to secure them, each institution must aim 
at combining, as far as possible, the highest advantages with 
the least and fewest expenses. This principle of competition, 
co-operating with the spirit which has been diffused over the 
public by the efforts of Education Societies, has brought 
about in several of our Colleges and Academies, within a few 
years past, the establishment of very respectable foundations 
for the support of indigent students. — If we suppose this 
spirit of competition, and the spirit of improvement which it 
begets, to operate a few years longer; and If we suppose at 
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the same time^ that spirit of Christian patriotism, which has 
been inspired by the efforts of this and kindred Societies, to 
increase in power and in the extent of its diffusion, it will be 
no visionary expectation to anticipate the day, when it shall 
be here as it is In Scotland, where every man of common in- 
dustry, where e^en a poor widow, by a little extraordinary 
exertion^ may train up a son to rank in attainments, in influ- 
ence, in usefulness, with the richest and proudest in the land. 
And when such privileges of education shall be enjoyed in 
every district of our territory, there will be no more difficul- 
ty in supplying a well instructed ministry for all our popula- 
tion. 

Regarding the subject in this light, it is with peculiar sat- 
isfaction that we notice the progress of Literary Institutions 
in the distant and more destitute parts of our country. The 
history of every successive year shows us, how rapidly they 
are advancing in numbers, in respectability of character, and 
in the strength of their hold on the interest and affections of 
he public. And, in this connexion, we cannot help remark:- 
ing with pain, that the main reason why these infant and ris- 
ing Institutions do not advance far more rapidly to the rank 
of usefulness in which it cannot be doubted they will ul- 
timately find their place, seems to be the difficulty of obtain- 
ing men in all respects properly qualified to manage their 
concerns. But it is at the same time encouraging to observe, 
that no inconsiderable number of those, who annually go forth 
from our highest seats oflearning, are speedily employed in 
superintending the education of others, — some of them even 
in the remotest parts of the Union. 

III. The first establishment of Theological Seminaries was 
an important era in the history of the American churches. 
The superiority of these seminaries over the former system 
of ministerial education, the advantage of experienced instruc- 
tors in all the departments of Theological study, the impulse 
which the student receives from being associated with a 
crowd of his equals, all aiming at the same high rank of use- 
fulness, and the preparation which he thus makes for future 
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co-operation with them in every high design, cannot be here 
particularly considered. It will be enough to say that, while 
the experience of every year is showing, how admirably they 
are calculated, at once to increase the number o{ ministers, and 
to raise the standard of their attainments, the rapidity with 
which they are multiplying and growing in favor with the 
christian public, affords a confident assurance that the time 
will come when they shall send forth thoroughly educated 
ministers, not only to supply the millions of our fellow citi- 
zens, but to carry the tidings of salvation and the institutions 
of religion to all the dark and desolate kingdoms of the 
world. 

In the year 1815, when this society was organized, there 
were only four Theological Seminaries in the country. 
Since that period, nine others have been established, and two 
of the four which then existed, have been united; so that the 
whole number is now twelve. Of these, some have been gen- 
erously endowed by benevolent individuals, whom God has 
raised up for that purpose, and whose names the church will 
ever delight to honor. Others are still in infancy; and some 
in very poverty. But even these are sending forth, over the 
comparatively destitute regions in which most of them are 
situated, a radiance "like the morning light that shineth more 
and more unto the perfect day.'' Every year, as it adds to the 
resources of the communities with which they are respect- 
ively connected, adds something to their strength. And 
they are continually gaining something by the reaction of 
their own ever growing influence. As the Seminary at 
Auburn, for example,, lixes its students in that great and flour- 
ishing district which it is designed to bless, it will wax strong- 
er and stronger; new sources of power will be opened, as 
well as new channels of operation. For, in the present con- 
dition of our country, you have only to increase the number 
of .well instructed and pious ministers, and you increase the 
number of churches, and the number of intelligent Christians, 
and, by consequence, all the moral resources of the region 
, where you place them. And in this aspect, even the least 
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and weakest of these Institutions swells to an importance not 
easily estimated. It is a seedling of the tree of life. Its 
roots shall strike downward^ and its branches shall shoot up- 
ward; till at last its leaves shall be for the healing of the 
nations. Such ever has been, and such ever will be, the pro- 
gress of the church in all its departments. " Whereunto,'^ 
said its Founder " shall we liken the kingdom of God? or 
with what comparison shall we compare it? It is like a grain 
of mustard seed; which, indeed is the least of all 9eeds; but 
when it is grown, it is the greatest among herbs, and becom- 
eth a tree, so that the birds of the air come and lodge in the 
branches thereof.** 

IV. But these varied eflforts for the attainment of the object 
at which we are aiming, become far more interesting to our 
affections, and far more animating to our hopes, when we 
reflect, that/Ae spirit qf improvement ^o^vfhich. they are at* 
once the effect and the evidence, has pervaded every consid- 
erable denomination of Christians. If those numerous and 
powerful sects, whoy acting on the wise principle that an un- 
educated ministry is better than none, have occupied, and 
are still going forth to occupy, vast tracts of our newly settled 
territory, had risen up, at the commencement of effort for 
the promotion of our object, and embodied themselves as the 
firm advocates of illiteracy, and the open enemies of improve- 
ment, our cause would have been well nigh desperate. For 
long and fearful would have been the struggle required, 
whether to eject such opposers from the territory they had 
won, or to make them co-workers in the efforts which they 
feared. But God has placed no such conflict before us. 
There is no denomination of Christians arrayed against the / 
attainment of our purpose. The only controversy respect- 
ing it would seem to be, which sect shall be foremost inits / 
efforts. Our Society, it is true, was established on broad and 
liberal principles. As it assumed a national appellation, so it 
has sought to deserve that appellation, by maintaining a truly 
national character, equally remote from locality of ©peration 
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and sectarism of purpose. And the Directors can now see 
no reason, either to repent of their proceedings, or to deviate 
from their course. For, as they trust that the lil>erality of their 
principles has heretofore given to their efforts sonie degree 
of influence, and some degree of favour, with Christians of 
every designation, so they would hope, that an adherence to 
the same principles in future, will give them a high and 
honorable rank of usefulness. At the same time, they do re- 
joice, and will rejoice, in all these separate efforts, so far as 
they are contributing to the accomplishment of the great ob- 
ject of furnishing to our population a competent number of 
pious and well educated ministers. They see, in these mul- 
tiplied exertions, an encouraging indication that their expecta- 
tion will not be deceitful, or their labor in vain. 

It cannot then be deemed extravegant to say, that the com- 
bination of causes now in operation does promise ultimately 
to relieve the wants of this people. The eighty thousand 
ministers who will be needed,seventy-five years hence, to sup- 
ply the eighty millions of souls that will then occupy this 
country, are not all to be educated here in New England. 
The process of supply must be, at once, more economical, and 
more effectual. The ministers to be furnished, must be train- 
ed up on the spot where they are needed, in the midst of 
the people whose characters they are to form, and whose af- 
fections they must secure. For this purpose, a thousand halls, 
of science, and a hundred schools of sacred learning, must be 
erected, in the various districts of that vast territory that will 
then be echoing with the tumult of population. And these 
institutions can be planted and fostered, by the efforts of a 
few well educated ministers: — we mean, a few when com- 
pared with the prospective, or even the immediate, necessi- 
ties of our country. Our meaning may be illustrated by a 
specific example. In the state of Illinois, as in all our re- 
eent states and territories, a liberal provision has been made, 
by the wise policy of our General Government, for the sup- 
port of schools and institutions of learning. But experience, 
abundant and sad experience, has shown, that without the 
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co-operation of an enlightened and zealous Christian ministry, 
such provision is < made to little purpose; and the state of 
Illinois is supposed to contain, at present, not more than 
three or four clergymen of liberal education; and these, even 
supposing their attainments to be of the highest order, are 
too few to form the character of the state, or even to call 
forth and sustain the energies of its people in behalf of any 
object whatever. Three or four ministers, scattered over a 
wide country, can never establish a college, or even a school, 
to educate their successors, much less to train up helpers for 
themselves. Yet it does not follow that all the successors, or 
even that all the coadjutors, of these men must be educated 
here by the charity of the churches. If you will send forth 
to Illinois only twenty missionaries properly qualified by the 
graces of piety and the attainments of education, the diiSSculty 
is removed; academies and colleges can be organized, and 
they caii be made to flourish. And when this is done, what 
insuperable obstacle will there be to prevent the regular sup- 
ply of a competent ministry? Let the same process be repeat- 
ed, in all our destitute states and territories; and why may not 
the same result be expected? The progress which Ohio is 
now so rapidly making in moral and intellectual improve- 
ment, evinces that such calculations are not chimerical. 

If it should be said that the case is different in those States, 
where a numerous population has long been accustomed only 
to the imperfect ministrations of an uneducated clergy; the 
answer is, that the difficulty here will be obviated by that 
universal spirit of improvement of which we have already 
spoken. Nearly every denomination acknowledges, openly 
and practically, the importance of superior intelligence 
to ministers of the gospel; and is striving to impart \o its 
ministry a character so desirable. To urge forward a course 
of improvement so happily begun,. we have only to adopt 
the same measures, in this case, which we would adopt with a 
young and growing community. Twenty clergymen of 
superior acquisitions, settled, under such circumstances, in 
such a district, would immediately elevate the standard of 
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ministerial attainments; and would lead on their less privi- 
leged brefiiren, by co-operation or ty competition,, accord- 
ing as they might be of the same or of another denomination, 
to still more zealous and strenuous exertions for the eleva- 
tion of the clerical character. 

We say then, that the scheme of redeeming the waste 
places of our land, and imparting to all the future millions of 
this people the holiest and most effectual ministrations of re- 
ligion, is not a chimera. And to every worldly calculating 
politician, who listens to our purpose,'and tells us we are mad, 
our answer is, ^*We are not mad, but speak forth the words 
of truth and soberness.'^ We are not mad; for our project, 
in all the. immensity of its interests, is feasible, by strenuous 
and persevering exertion. 

It is feasible, we say, by siremu)us and persevering exer- 
tion. And we now put it, even to the weakest and most 
fearful of our friendsj we put it to the enlightened lover of 
his country; we put it, above all, to those whose hearts have 
kindled with a holier flame; whether it shall fail for want of 
such exertion. 

In all our calculations, on this subject, from which we have 
derived the hope of ultimate success, we have proceeded on 
the supposition, that the efforts of our fellow citizens are to 
become far moripowerfuly and their contributions /ar more 
liberal' Let this supposition be taken away, and the fair 
fabric of pur hopes must fall, and the enemy may come up to 
exult in its ruin. Let this supposition be taken away, and 
what we have done already, will be of comparatively little 
avail. If twenty ministera are needed, to-day, to supply the 
State of Illinois, where may they be found? Would you take 
them from the churches of New England? Would you call 
them'away from entering in to^ supply the places of the fath- 
ers, who may not continue by reason of death? And if twenty 
are needed for Illinois, twenty more are equally needed for 
Indiana, and twenty for Missouri, and twenty for' Alabama, 
and twenty for Louisiana, and twenty for Mississippi; to say 
nothing of the States far older, yet hardly less desolate, than 
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these^ Old q^f the States that will soon be claiming ai place with 
their sistecs in the union. 

Wh^e we repeat it then, that the attainment of out pur- 
pose 19 possible, to faith and s^al and unremitted effort; we 
add, that it i^ equally impossible to sluggishness and fear* If 
in any enterprise assurance is essential to effort, and therefore 
to success, it is in this. But in this undertaking the confi* 
dence of success can spring, only from the consciousness of a 
strongly determined purpose. If it is true that in the Chris- 
tian patriotism and the Christian bei)evol€;nce which now 
exist in this country, there is a power adequate to the accom- 
plishment of the object in question, it is equally true that 
unless the Christians and enlightened ps^triots of our land do 
resolve to exert their power, and to exert it without delay, 
the object is unattainable by human effort. 

The question then— (and it is a question which to all appear- 
ance must sopn be decided) is nothing less than this; shall 
the people who will finally occupy this whole continent, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, enjoy the religion and religious 
institutions of their fathers? or. shall the children of the Puri- 
tans become a nation of heathen? — And, when we regard 
this country in the relations which it sustains to the world, 
the question swells to an immeasurable import. 

Our country, in its condition and in the tokens of its des- 
tiny, is entirely unique. God has placed us on an elevated 
stage, aad turned upon us the gaze of the nations, as if to de- 
monstrate before the wondering world, by our example, some 
great principle of social happiness. The.question, whether a 
nation can be free, has often been tried; and the experiment 
has always resulted in showing, that a nation degraded by 
ignorance, or brutalized by vice, qan never be free. We are 
trying the experiment once more. And if our circumstances 
are to be the same, the same will be the issue. Thus far our 
circumstances have been different; and the experiment has 
proceeded successfully. We are frequently told, that "on us 
"are fixed the expectations of fallen and oppressjed hunianity; 
^'that if our experiment shall fail, there is along farewell to all 
3 
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Hhe hopes and all the hoaours of our nature.'^ But the com-^ 
plete and ultimate success of the experiment, it will be ad- 
mitted, must depend, under jGod, on the intelligence and 
virtue in which he has laid the foundations of the freedom 
we enjoy. And this intelligence and virtue cannot be ex- 
tended over our wide dominion, or perpetuated to our count- 
less posterity, but by the equal extension and perpetuation of 
the religious institutions which we have inherited from our 
fathers. The question then, whether that so intense expecta- 
tion which has centered upon us shall be forever disappoint- 
ed, depends on the question whether the religion of Jesus 
Christ, in all its power to restrain the passions of men, and 
to elevate and sanctify their better affections, shall be the re- 
ligion of our country in the coming ages of its history. And 
this is the question which we call pn every lover of his coun- 
try, and every lover of the church of God, to answer. 

But to the Christian patriot, -there is another, and a still 
more impressive, appeal. In our country^ Christianity appears 
under circumstances altogether peculiar. The influence 
which perfectly free political institutions must exercise on 
the purity and prevalence of Christian faith, opens a field of 
speculation too wide, and too little explored, to invite our en- 
trance. Thus much we may say, that never before has our 
religion appeared in circumstances so favorable for the exhi- 
bition of its natural and intrinsic power. 

Our nation has declared, that conscience is not a subject of 
human legislation, that religion is a matter between man and 
his Maker, and that the truth of God can be supported by 
its own inherent energy. As freemen and as Christians, we 
believe this declaration to be true. We believe that the re- 
ligion of the cross can be supported by its own power; and 
that, by the same power, it will finally be extended to the ends 
of the e^th. But it is not the mere name of Christianity 
that can do this. It is not a creed, a confession, an abstract 
conception, of the Christian system. Christianity is nothing, 
but as it is embodied in living Christians, The power of 
Christianity to support and propagate itself, is only the power 
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of the individual men whose hearts are glowing with that 
faith and love and zeal which the cross of Christ inspires. 
And therefore it is that we call on our fellow Christians of 
this generation^ to show before the worlds that the averment 
of our constitution is true; and that, as a nation of Christians 
must and will be free, so a nation of freemen may be, of all 
nations, most thoroughly subjected to the ennobling and puri- 
fying influence of true religion. We set up no banner of a 
sect. We blow the trumpet in Zion, and summon all who 
love our Lord Jesus Christ, whatever the titles they assume, 
or the badges they wear, to ^^come up to the help of the Lord 
again&t the mighty .''

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The ninth annual meeting of the American Edacation Society 
was held in the vestry of the Old South Church in Boston, Sept. 
29, 1824. 

At 12 o'clock, M. the President of the Society heing pre- 
vented from attending hy indisposition, the Rev. Dr. Holmes, of 
Cambridge, was appointed chairman; at whose request, the Rev. * 
Benjamin H. Rice, of Petersbur^h, Va. opened the meeting with 
prayer. 

The Treasurer's Report was read and accepted. 

The officers of the preceding year were unanimously re-elected. 
Voted, That the thanks of the society be given to the Treasur- 
er for his able and disinterested services in the important office 
which he^lls. 

On recommendation of the Board of Directors, Voted, That 
the tenth article of the Constitution be so altered as to read as 
follows, (^The Society shall meet annually in Boston on the , 

to elect officers, hear the Reports of the Directors and of the 
Treasurer, and to transact other necessary business. 

Voted, That the Rev. Dr. Porter, Rev. Mr. Wisner, and the 
Clerk, be a Committee to fix the time of the annual meetings of 
the Society; and report at an adjourned session of this meeting, 
to be holden on the second Wednesday of January next, the place 
and hour to be determined by the Directors. 

Voted, That Messrs. J. C. Proctor, A. P. Cleveland, H. Homes, 
H. Hill, and the Rev. Dr. Porter be a committee, to consider and 
propose measures for]^increasing the funds of the Society, and 
report at the adjourned session of this meeting in January. 
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Voted, to adjourn till 7 o'clock, P. M. then to meet in the Old 
South Church. 

At 7 o'clock, P. M. the Society convened in the Old Sooth 
Church. Rev. Dr. Holmes being absent, the Rev. Dr. Porter 
was appointed chairman. The meeting was opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Mr. Thompson of Rehoboth. 

The Annual Report of the Directors was read by the Rev. 
Mr. Wiisner, of Boston. 

The following Resolutions were then olSered, and unanimously 
adopted. 

On motion of Bradford Sumner, Esq. of Boston. Mass. seconded 
by the Rev. John H. Rice, of Petersburgh, Va. Resolved that the 
scriptural and catholic principles, the extended labours, the eco- 
nomical appropriations, and the flattering success of the American 
Education Society, claim for it the confidence and liberal patron- 
age of the Christian public. 

On motion of the Rev. Justin Edwards, of Andover, Mass. sec- 
onded by Mr. Rufus Anderson, Assistant Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, 'Resolved, that 
the salutary influence of Education Societies upon our literary in- 
stitutions, ought to be acknowledged with fervent gratitude to 
Almighty God, and furnishes a conclusive evidence that these asso- 
ciations are entitled to the countenance and support of the friends 
of piety and learning. 

On motion of the Rev. Aaron Leland, D. D. of Charleston, S. C. 
■seconded by the Rev. Samuel Green, of Boston, Mass. Re- 
solved, that with the continued smiles of divine providence, this 
Society will never relinquish its efforts to provide a sufficient 
tiumber of competent religious instructors, to fulfil the great 
commission of the ascending Redeemer, and bring all nations to 
the knowledge of the truth. 

A collection was then taken in aid of the Society's funds. 

Voted, that the Report of the Directors be accepted, and 
printed under their direction, with such additional matter as they 
«hall think expedient. 

Voted, that this meeting now adjourn to the second V^^ednes- 
4iay in January next. \ 



ADDRESSES 

DELIVERED AT THE ANNUAL JVJIEETING. 



Ik offering the first of the resolutiond adopted af\er the reading 
of the annual report, Bradford Sumner, Esq. of Boston, address* 
ed the meeting, in substance, as follows. — 

I do not rise, Mr. President, in the hope that I shall be able to 
offer any thing new, upon the subject of educating pious joung 
men for the gospel ministry. But, Sir, 1 believe that we have little 
reasoD to fear, that the same important truths, upon one of the 
most important of all subjects, can be too frequently urged upon 
our attention. Such truths ought to be urged upon us, and again 
and again to be urged, with becoming zeal, until they move us to 
action. It is often by repetition, that truth is made to exert upon 
us its whole force. 

From the report which has been read to us this evening, as 
well as from others which we have heard on similar occasions, 
and indeed from a variety of sources of information, we learn the' 
important fact, that, in our land, even in these United States, fa- 
voured as we indeecf are, in regard to religious privileges, there 
is a want, a lamentable want, of able and faithful religious teach- 
ers. If we confine this remark even within the limits of our own 
Commonwealth, situated as we are, in comparison with others, un- 
der the very blaze of gospel light, we shall find the truth of it in 
no small degree verified. But more especially, when we look 
abroad into other parts of our country, whether to the North, to 
the South, to the East, or to the West, we shall find many, very 
many, painful demonstratious of its truth. The waste places 
amoDg us, as they are pertinently called, are many and exten- 
sive. In these places religious instruction is seldom if ever en- 
joyed; the ascendency which vice has actually gained over virtue, 
is most appalling; the sabbath day, which all are commanded to 
remember and keep holv, is, from month to month, and from 
vpap to vear, utterly disregarded. It is true in the largest sense 
4 
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•f the declaration, that thousands and thousands of oar fellow be- 
ings, even in this garden of Christendom, as it may be fitly called, 
are literally perishing for lack of vision. The opportunity for 
the exercise of Christian benevolence, is ample. The harvest 
indeed is plenteous, and the call for labourers is loud and imperi- 
ous. We cannot plead our ignorance in excuse for not acting. 
The cry has reached our ears; and we cannot disregard it with 
impunity. It brings with it a duty from which we can be dis- 
charged, only by its faithful performance. 

But, Sir, it will not, I apprehend, be a profitable use of time, for 
me, on this occasion, to go into detail upon this subject, since so 
much information in relation to it, has from time to time, and 
for a long time, been laid before the public. Be it enough then to 
say, that the statements which have b^en made by this Society in 
relation to the spiritual wants of our country, are true; not rest- 
ing upon vague report and uncertain declaration, but matters of 
record; and that the record is true, the most ample testimony 
may be adduced. The result is, that an alarming evil exists 
among us; an extensive moral evil, even in the very midst of us; 
and that, so far as it is practicable, by the use of means put into 
our power, so far it is the duty of the Christian public, to remove 
the evil. Is it then practicable, in some good measure, to efiect 
this great object; to build up these waste and desolate places 
among us.^ It is, we say with assurance, that it is practicable. 
Experience has proved it to be so. Already has the work been 
begun. It is now going forward under our own observation; and, 
in its steady progress, has given the most flattering promises of 
success. Already has the bounty which active benevolence has 
thrown into the hands of this Society, been extended to many bene- 
ficiaries. Some of whom, possessed of learning, useful talents and 
the hopeful piety, are now actually and actively engaged in extend- 
ing the knowledge of Christ and him crucified, to thousands, from 
whom that blessing has hitherto been withheld. Others, destined to 
the same exalted service, are now in a cotirse of education, at the 
different academics, colleges, and theological institutions, of our 
country. So that additions may be expected from time to time, 
to the number already engaged in this great work. By the efforts 
of good men, this work will go forward. The same gracious 
and almighty hand that raised up this Society, at first, and sus- 
tained it in its infancy, will support it in its maturer years. It was 
in obedience to the command to preach the gospel to every 
creature that it was established; and we are warranted in saying 
that a sincere and holy effort to oSey that command, shall never 
be made in vain. 

But, Sir, whatever may be our hopes, feelings, and expecta- 
tions, in regard to this Society, it has its opposers. At least there 
are those among us who are not cordial in the approbation and 
furtherance of its interests. By some it is objected, that many < 
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of its beneficiaries are unworthy of its patronage and support; 
that their labours are not calculated to advance the cause in which 
they have engaged. Be it so. What is the inference? Is an object 
which all acknowledge to be excellent, the most exalted in its 
nature and character, to be disregarded, and abandoned as un- 
worthy of pursuit, merely because something of imperfection is 
occasionally found in the means employed to accomplish it? Is 
there to be no visible church on earth, because an unworthy 
professor now and then gains admittance to it? Is it not true, in a 
greater or less degree, of every age of the world, that the 
Christian religion itself, has been employed by wicked men as a 
shield against the effects of ruin, immorality and crime ? But is 
religion on this account to be discarded as an object unworthy our 
pursuit and attainment? No man, whether Christian or pagan, 
will dehberately avow his assent' to such a sentiment. Every 
effort which could be made to effect a judicious selection of bene- 
ficiaries, has in fact been made by this Society; of which, those 
who doubt on the subject may be convinced, by examining the 
rules and j^gulations by which the Directors regulate their pro- 
ceedin^in relation to beneficiaries. 

Is itsaid, that the object of this Society, is to spread sectarian 
seiTtiments, or establish favorite creeds, among the people ? The 
answer is, that facts disprove the statement. It is not the Society 
of a sect. It is the American Education Society. And its object 
is as broad and indiscriminate as its appellation. It has for its pur- 
pose to raise up, qualify and send forth evangelists, of every de- 
nomination whose members apply for aid, and give satisfactory 
evidence of indigence, talents and piety, to preach Jhe gospel to 
the poor and the destitute. And is not such a Society entitled to 
the confidence and liberal patronage of the Christian public? 

Having then discovered a remedy, for the evil that is found to 
exist among us, let the question be put directly to our consciences 
and our hearts. Will we lend our aid in applying the remedy ? 
Will we give our influence, bur prayers, and something of our 
substance, to advance so great an object.^ Although it would seem 
that the duty is obvious, and could hardly be mistaken, still there 
are those, good men we trust, men of affluence, whose answer, 
when asked to contribute something for a religious object, is, that 
they have nothing to spare; they have other ways, and other 
calls, for money, that must first be satisfied. This is inconsiderate. 
A very little deliberation, would greatly improve the reply. Be- 
fore this answer is given, let such persons honestly inquire of 
themselves, whose cause is it that we are called upon to pro- 
mote? Whose property is it that we possess? Who is ihe sole 
and ultimate proprietor of it ail? Whose property are we our- 
selves? Who first gave us being, and who has sustained us in be- 
ing every day of our lives .^ With true and faithful answers to 
these questions before them, few, very fe\f^ are the men who can 
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saj, wbeo ailked to nid a beneyoleot al?JQot, ibstt 4h^y hire noHir 
ing to spare. Who is the man, what^yeir toay be tb^ amovet 
of his treasures, that can say of a single particle of proper!}^, it is 
mioe; to no ooe am I acQountable for the use I make of it? H4>w- 
ever large may be our possessions, aud howjBver well secured U> 
us by the pow^r of human laws, sdll they are but lent piropeity. 
And be it eyer remembered, for it will be forever true, that the 
possession brings with it little more than a weight of accouotabilr 
ity, a tremendouf obligation to render a true account of the use 
we make of it. 1 would not be thought to disparage wealth. U 
is a great blessing to possess it, if we have but hearts to imprave 
it aright It gives us an opportunity to be faithful to an importr 
ant trust; to discharge, the duty of faithful stewards; aodAo take to 
ourselves the promided rewai'd of faithful stewardship. But sadly 
the reverse of aU this, is tbe case with him who has wealth, but 
is not disposed to use it as he .ought; who dhuts his haad against 
the claims of every ben/evolent object, and spends his wealth upon 
his pleasures. Such ao abuse of trust, will add an important item 
to that long account of words and deeds which he is one day to 
render up. Now is the time to prepare ao account, that may be 
given up with joy, and not with grief And it is thie plain dictale 
of sound wisdom, to improve ttie sea3on as it passes. When he 
whose right it is to caU, presents his claim, with a view to ad- 
vance his own great cause in the world, let those who have to 
spare, give freely. It is itheir reasonable t^rvice. It is their 
solemn duty. And solemn indeed will be tb/e consequences of 
disregarding of it. 

In seconding the resolution offered by Mr. Sumner, the Rev. 
]^jAMiN H. Ricjs, of Petersburg, Va. spoke, in substance, as follows. 

Though I am a Virginian, and love my native State, yet an^ I 
an American, and I love every thing- that is Am.6rican; and I. loy^ 
this society because it is the American Education Society. Other 
plans of benevolent operation have come to us from foreign lands; 
but to this country is due tbe honour of originating plans and 
adopting systematic measures, for educating indigept youth of 
piety and talents for the gospel ministry. 

This society, having in view th^ supplying of our destitute 
country with well qualified religious teachers, without respect to 
denomination, claims the patronage, not only of every Christian, 
but of every patriot. 

That the wants of our country are great and pressing, needs no 
proof, and can admit of no question. There is no proposition 
capable of clearer demonstration, than that our government 
cannot long exi^t with a dense and ignorant, and vicious popu- 
lation. The voice of history universally declares, that all 



gaveraiQ^^iis k^aYi? 9ri^9 on their virti^^, ^nd nwakin their vice^. 
And if this if true 99 tq kingdoms ^od empires, and repahlics of 
other lands, and other dayet, pinch ipore wjU it be found tru^ of 
' our beloved cpq^try, where the power is prcLCtict^lly acknowl- 
edged (P be IP the people, and they are, in fact^ their own legis- 
lators. Pars, is ^ govermnent, not qf arhitr^ry forc^, but 9 
goyernipept qf l^w, of qooral obligatipq, voluntarily obeyed by 
a free people. Ppt without a population mtelligent and virtuous^ 
9 popqlation controlled by th^ principles ^nd sanctions of religion; 
the l^w pan h^ve np power) aqd yf\\\ receive no obedience; , 
without sqch a population, iqstead of that security and peace 
and prosperity in which we now rejoice, we shall inevitably 
become, at no distant period, the slaves of a military despotism. 
And such will qot be qur population without the influence of 
religion. And that influence will not be continued and ei^tended, 
without competent and faithful religious teachers. The end to 
be accomplished, that the blessings bequeathed by our fathers, 
may be traosnaitted to our posterity, is therefore perfectly plaip. 
There mqst b^ an adequatq supply of well qualifiied religious 
instructors. 

But where, Sir, can such a supply be obtained? Can we expect 
it from those, of the risipg generation, whose wealth and con- 
i^igi^ion? ijp life lead them to aspire to stations of hopour and profit 
in pqr country? No Sir; such are the hardships »nd privations an<} 
pprsecqtions, which lie in the way of him who would spread thje 
in^uence of true religion among the ignorant aqd the vicioqs, ths^t 
no ordinary measure of grace will induce those qf better pros- 
pects, to enter upon the painful office, and indure the h^^rdpess,. 
of good soldiers of Christ. To me it seems, that Education Soci- 
eties open the only prospect, jjnd furnish the only means, pfT 
disseminating, in the only way in which they can be disseminated,, 
those principles, the prevalence of which is absolutely necessarv 
for the salvation of our country. 

And if the interests of this great nation require the persever- 
ing exertions of these societies, to send into ^very quarter the 
redeeming influence of enlightened and pious preachers of the 
gospel, much more do the interests qf the church and the salva^ 
tion of souls demand such exertions. The preaching of the 
gospel, Sir, tp the Jews a stqmbling-blqck, and to the Greeks 
foolishness, is the wisdom of God, and the power of God, to sal- 
vation, to them that believe. And the fjiith which is essential to 
s^lyation^ cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of God. 
But how shall they believe, e:^cept th^y hear? And hpw ghall 
they hear withoqt jj preacher? And how shall they preach except 
they be sent? On every hand^ hundreds and thousands, and tens 
of thousands, ^re growing up, s^nd going down to the shades of 
death, without sabbaths, withoqt sanctuaries, without any to 
bre^k to them the bread of life. Si^ir^ly, then, a scheme yirhicb 
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'oposes to multiply rapidly the number of faithful teachers of 
ie everlasting gospel, commends itself to the coqfidence and 
>eral patronage of the Christian public. 

This is, moreover, no sectarian plot. But, like Bible and 
'ract Societies, it unites Christians of every denomination, both 
t affection, and in exertion, to furnish every churbh, in every 
art of the country, with well taught teachers of our holy reli- 
ion; that religion which enlightens and refines, and redeems and 
aves man from vice, and rebellion, and ruin, in this world, and 
n the world to come. What patriot, then, what Christian of 
my denomination, can justify himself in withholding his approba- 
tion and support from such an institution? 

The Rev. Justin Edwards of Andover, Mass., in offering the 
second resolution, addressed the meeting, in substance, as follows. 

Mr. President. It was hoped by the Directors, that this reso- 
lution would be offered by a gentleman connected with one of 
our principal seminaries of learning, who would be able, from his 
own observation, to illustrate the salutary influence of Educa- 
tion Societies upon the literary institutions of our country. As 
he is not present, 1 have, though reluctantly, at their request, 
consented to offer it; not because I intend to illustrate, or enforce 
it by an extended course of remarks, but because of its pre- 
eminent importance; and because 1 believe that it needs only to 
be presented, and fairly laid before the members of this society, 
to meet their cordial approbation. 

It has often been said, and with a great deal of truth, that next 
to the preaching and ordinances of the Gospel, our hterary insti- 
tutions form the glory of our country. Nor am 1 certain that 
this exception can be made to the extent which the remark seems 
to imply. Were it not for our schools, academies, and colleges, 
even the Gospel and its ordinances would, in a great measure, 
fail of their legitimate effects. 

And it is a fact that ought never to be forgotten, that the grand 
object of our fathers in the establishment of Common Schools^ was, 
that their children might be made ^'wise unto salvation, through 
faith in Christ Jesus." If they failed of this, the grand object of 
all instruction was, as to them, ultimately lost. Hence the reasoa 
why piety was considered, by our fathers, an essential requisite 
in a teacher. Not only was it thought to be desirable, but abso- 
lutely essential. Those men who left the delights of their native 
country, braved the dangers of the ocean, and settled in a waste, 
howling wilderness, that they might educate their children for 
God, would not commit them to one who knew not God. .'How,' 
said they, ^can he teach others what he does not himself know? 
Besides, if he is not a pious man, his example, instead of leading 
them to God, will tend to lead them away from him. And what 
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advantage will it be to our children to become wise for this world, 
and yet be fools for the world to come; to become great, and dis- 
tinguished here, and yet be outcasts from the presence and 
favours of God hereafter?' Nor had thev much confidence that, 
without pious instruction and example, their children would ever 
become wise or happy for this world. They had learnt the lesson, 
wbicb ought to be written upon every man's heart, that "godli' 
new^ is that alone, which is ^^profitabie unto all thin^, haying 
promise of the life that now is^ and that which is to come.'' 

It was the promotion of this, also, of vital religion, which was 
their grand object in the establishment of Academies. These were 
designed to be places for educating youth, not simply for time, 
hut for eternity; for fitting them to act well their part, not merely 
for half a century, but for hundreds, thousands, and millions of 
ceoturies. Hence the earliest founders of these institutions, after 
stating that their object was to lay a foundation for the highest 
improvement in human science and learning, state expressly that 
their grand, and ultimate object was, to teach youth, ^Hhe great 
end and real businet^ of Iwing.'^^ And, to prevent the smallest 
perversion of their object by any who should come aAer them, 
down to the end of the world, they declare again, and again, that 
their first and principal object was, ^HAe promotion of true piety ^ 
and virtue J^^ 

This also was their object in the establishment of Colleges. 
They were founded for the purpose, primarily, of raising up 
ministers of the gospel. Said a pious devoted minister, at the 
establishment of Yale college, after laying the books of the library 
upbn a lable, ^^Here we establish a college for the purpose of 
raising up ministers of our Lord Jesus Christ." At the opening 
of the University in this vicinity it was dedicated, as we all know, 
"lo Christy and tke c/iwrcA." The grand object was, to raise up 
men, who, like Paul, should go forth and proclaim the unsearcha- 
ble riches of divine gr^ce to a perishing world. And so of all 
the earliest literary institutions in our country. To promote the 
cause of Christ, was the grand object in their establishment. The 
immediate . object was a knowledge of literature and science; the 
ultimate object was, that knowledge of God and Jesus Christ 
which is life eternal. 

Our fathers in making this the object in establishing our lite- 
rary institutions were wise men; and if we do not make it our 
object in supporting them, we shall be as far from wisdom, ^s 
they were from folly. For only in promoting this object, can 
they continue to be, what they have been, the light and glory 
of the land. 

Whatever therefore, tends to promote this object in our literary 
institutions, tends- to promote their prosperity. Education Socie- 
ties tend strongly to promote this object. Since their formation 
they have assisted more than 750 young men, of hopeful piety, 
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in their preparatioo for t^e gospel iniiiiitffy. Abbot two thi#d» 
of these, it is supposed^ hiave been iofitructors of schools. Edtiea^ 
tton Societies thcfOy have fuinished 500 instructors of common 
Reboots. Suppose thfrt each oo^ has had tbe'care, upo* aa arer- 
mge^ of 40 chtMren. This bas bi'oagbt 2^000 children odder 
their daily instruction. Tb them they have read the Bible; with 
them .UDiitdd iti morni ng and eyeniiig supplication. And often*, afler 
showing them their skis, have they pointe<l them to the ^^Lemb 
of God that taketfa away the sin of the woiMd;^' and that too, at 
the most interesting period of their existence, when they were 
forming, and fixing characters for eternity. Who that knows 
the worth of the soul, or views it on a state of trial, and bouod to 
eternity, does not here see cause for gratitude to almighty OodI, 
for the influence of Evocation Societies? I have known a single 
teacher, a charity scholar tooy ia a single season, hopefully the 
means, under God, of leading no less than fen of his pupils to 
tbat knowledge of Christy which is life eternal. Eight t)f tbe^ 
are now members df the church, and have, for years, adorned the 
doctrine of God oot Saviour by their lives and conversation. And 
if we, in this distant world, and looking through a glasff darkly, 
'can see such results from the labours of a single individual, in a 
eiDgle season, who will estimate the resiritis of the labou^s of 500^ 
upon 20^000, to vdiom they are daily communicating impressioaa 
which are to form the basis of character to everlasting ages? 
10,000 of these 20,000 children, will probably become parents; 
and in the ordinary course of Providence, have the care of not 
less than 30,000 children. Here then are 10,000 parents, and 
40,000 children, connected with the influence of these 500 pious 
teachers, in the course of a single generation. These, in the 
ordinary course of Providence, will transmit this influence to 
more than 100/)00 of the next generation; and they to propor- 
tkuably increasing numbers of generations that shall follow them, 
down to the end of tbe world. Nor does moral iofl^uence, exerted 
on minds, stop there; but passes onward, and onward, augmenting 
its results for ever and ever. 

Let it not be forgotten, It speaks with trumpet tongue, more 
than half the evangehcal ministers now in Great Britain, under 
forty years of age, and a large proportion of all the missionaries 
ROW in heathen lands, beica«ie hopefully pious in childhood and 
youth, under the instruction of pious teachers. I doubt not, Sir, 
but that piousieachers, many of whom are furnished by Education 
Societies, are destined by divine Providence to unite with pious 
ministers, and pious parents in raising up a generation who shall 
do more than any generation that has gone before them, in 
exitending the knowledge of God through the world. 

Probably more than 400 of the beneficiaries of Education 
Sooietics have been members of Academies. Here they have 
cooie into contact, as daily companions, with not less than 1,000 
youth who are preparing for public life. And as '^he that 
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in promoting diligence, sobriety, and the fear of the Lord, has 
been eminently salutary. 

Several hundred of these beneficiaries have been members of 
colleges. In thirteen different colleges there have been, within 
seven years, revivals of religion. In seven of them, in the course 
of two y^ars, 180 students were added to* the church. And it is 
the united opinion of the officers of these colleges, that no incon- 
siderable part of these efforts must be ascribed, under God, to the 
idBuence of beneficiaries. An officer of distinguished eminence, 
whose name, might I mention it, would give peculiar weight to 
his declarations, writes, "We are again blessed with a revival 
of religion. The influence of charity students in producing it 
has, under the divine blessing, been very great. What could we 
do without them. No one can speak on this subject but an officer 
of college. Every year increaffes our conviction that the 
church would be paid, doubly paid, for all its expense in support- 
ing charity students, were the effects confined to the walls pf a 
college, were every beneficiary to die the moment he leaves us." 

But, Sir, they are not thus to die, they are to live, many of 
them for years, and in numerous ways to promote the salvation 
of men. Were they to be instrumental in only one revival of 
religion, in a single college, in which only twenty students should 
be made subjects of divine grace, they ^ould accomplish a work, 
the (greatness of which, if measured by its effects, woald surpass 
all finite conception. We hear of a revival of religion in n col- 
lege, and rejoice in it as a great event. But when we look at it 
only in general, we have but a very inadequate idea of its impor^ 
aince. Fix your eyes upon a single individual. He has distin- 
guished talents, and has come to college for the purpose of 
preparing to make a distinguished figure in the world. He has 
no religion, has in view no higher object than himself, and never 
casts a look beyond the limits of time: Upon the members of 
that college God pours out his Spirit. Numbers are convicted of 
sin, and anxiously inquiring what they shall do to be saved. He 
remains unmoved. He looks down with scorn and contempt upon 
those who are anxious for eternity. But "He who inhabiteth 
eternity," has made him for a different purpose; end an arrow 
from his quiver, pierces his heart. He too is distressed, and finds 
no rest. In the class of which he is a member there is one 
charky student. No sooner is this young mrfn distressed on 
account of his sins, than he attaches himself to that charity stu- 
dcnf. Of\en are they seen in the lonely walk, engaged in ardent 
counsel; one anxious to know who can "take away the heart of 
stone," and the other anxious to tell him. On a certain day they 
retire to a mountain, in imitation, I trust, of Him who went up 
into a mountain to pray, and there unite in supplication to the God 
of heaven for the blessings of his grace. Impressions are made, 
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hj the poirer of the Holy Ghost, upon the miod of that young 
man, which will never be effaced. He becomes an ardent disciple 
of the Lord Je^^us Christ, and' devotes his time, talents, and influ- 
ence to the promotion of his glory and the salvation of his people.' 
Much is done by him before he leaves college. Then he enters 
the ministry, and his labours are blessed. Numerous churches, 
and congregations, who have beard him with delight, are anxious 
to obtain him for their minister; to go in and out before them, 
break to them the bread of life, and guide them and their chil- 
dren in the way to heaven. But God has opened a fountain in 
that man^s soul, from which flows a current of benevolence, too 
strong to be confined within the limits of Christendom. He 
crosses the Atlantic, passes round the Cape of Good Hope, and 
lip through the Indian ocean; and, for years, proclaims the glad 
tidings of salvation on the islands, and continent, of Asia. From 
that land of moral death he cries, with a voice that is heard half 
round the globe, '^O ye blood bought churches of Christ, let the 
Cry among you be. Whom shall we send, and who will go for us, 
as messengers to the heathen? And O ye pious youth, let the echo 
among you be, Here are we, send us.'^ Nor does he speak only 
to those in Christian lands; no, he daily tells the wandering pagans 
of a Saviour, who has bought them with his blood. With one 
hand he points them to the cross, and with the other gives them 
the New Testament, which he and his associates have translated, 
and printed in the language of 10,000,000 of people. More than 
2,000 children are collected together in missionary schools, to 
read in their own tongue the wonderful works of Jehovah. 
Hundreds of thousands of religious tracts are put in circulation; 
and a«ystem of Christian means opened which, like streams from 
the fountain of life, are uniting in one great and mighty river to 
carry the blessings of salvation through that extended and desolate 
part of the world. At some future day, I see a Hindoo traveller 
crossing that mighty desert; weary and thirsty, his soul faints 
within him. But, directed by a band uqseen, he meets this current 
of mercy; and it is to him, ^^as a river of water in a dry place,^' 
and its banks are ^'as the shadow of a great rock, in a weary 
land.'' He drinks of this water, and never thirsts. It is '4n him a 
well of water, springing up, into everlasting life.'' And as he rises, 
and goes onward, ^^from strength to strength," his heart kindles 
with holy desire to know the source of this celestial river. With 
an enthusiasm more ardent than ever sought the source of the 
Niger or the Nile, he traces it through a course of 18,000 miles, 
and finds that it comes from America. Not content with this, he 
traces it among our hills and dales, till he comes to a literary 
insiitution. Not content with this, but wishing to see the very 
crevice from which it sprang, he enters the interior; and, afler 
searching, finds that he who was honoured of God, as an instru- 
ment of opening this fountain with all its blessings upon the 
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world, was a charity student. And, unitiog with all pious charity 
students, and all pious benefactors of charity students, all who 
have been, or shall be, saved from eternal death by their labours, 
he gives the glory to God for ever. 

Mr. RuFus Anderson, Assistant Secretary of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, on rising to second 
the resolution, regretted that he was to follow immediately after 
the Reverend Gentleman, to whom the audience, as well as himself, 
had just been listening with so much delight* He despaired of 
sustaining the interest, which that address had excited. At the 
same time, he was happy to believe, that such a task would not be 
required of him. He should confine his remarks to the influence, 
which the beneficiaries of Education Societies were likely to 
exert on the literature of this country. 

In the favoured times, said Mr. A., of which we have just heard 
an interesting description, when our Cottons and our Mathers 
adorned this city, the moral standard of our public opinion 
stood at an unprecedented elevation. Nearly all the literature 
which then originated from oar native talent, or was imported to 
oar shores, was constrained, by the force of public sentiment, to 
become auxihary to vital religion. But who cannot see, that a 
change, unfavourable to our moral prospects, has since taken 
place } that our press has broken loose from salutary restraint; 
that the moral taste of our large reading population has been vit- 
iated; that public opinion has been let down from its high moral 
standard; and that the great body of the literature, which is in 
daily deooiand, owns no relationship to the Bible, and furnishes no 
aid to the religion of the heart? 

The cause of this unhappy change is to be found, chiefly, in the 
sources of our knowledge: for, it is to be remembered, that« 
knowledge is the grahd agent, which moulds, and modifies, and 
controls the public mind. Whether it be the productions of art, 
or science, or literature, that wake up the general curiosity, and 
produce extensive efiibcts upon the public sentiment, still the agent 
is knowledge; the only agent that has power upon mind. Now it 
is believqd, that, among the professors in our colleges, the princi- 
pals of our academies, the teachers of our common schools, and 
our literati generally, wh|i,are the dispensers of our knowledge, 
the comparative number of those, who have publicly professed to 
be the followers of the Lord Jesus, has, until of late, been gradu- 
ally, but constantly, diminishing. Of course, the influence, which 
they have been sending through every intellectual order in soci- 
ety, has possessed less and less of a truly pious character. 

This decrease of the comparative influence of piety upon our 
literature, may be traced back through a century past. Though 
every pious man does not preach the gospel, and though every 
preacher of the gospel cannot be accounted a pious ipan, yet it 
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cannot be denied, that the proportion qf graduates from oar col- 
leges, who become ministers of the gospel, in any given period, is 
not a very fallacious indication of the proportion of real piety among 
our literary men, during that period. Now it appears, that up to 
the year 1720, more than half of the graduates of our colleges 
were clergymen. During the subsequent fifty years, a third part; 
and during the next forty years, only a fifth ^ati; and from 1800 
to 1810, only about one in six! If there is any justice in this 
mode 6f reasoning, we arrive at the conclusion, that pious influ- 
ence, from Seing the ascendant power among our men of leam- 
ipg, had sunk, in less than a century, to a small fractional part of 
the whole! And why might it not have proceeded in this ratio 
of diminution, until it had become only & twentieth; or a fiftieth, or 
a hundreth part? Why not, until Christian benevolence anddevot- 
edness to God had been wholly driven from the halls of science; and 
other Voltaires, generated from the putrescent mass of our liter- 
ature, had risen up to prey, upon all that is lovely in this world? 

Sir, 1 am glad to observe, that this ruinous diminution of, holy 
principle in our seminaries of learning, has been checked. I am 
glad to see, that the mercury on the scale of our spiritual ther- 
mometers, is fast rising. Nearly one fourth of the students in our 
colleges, a year ago, and nearly one third of those who then 
graduated, were professedly pious; facts, which had not before 
occurred, I suppose, for more than half a century! 

You know. Sir, to what this cheering revolution is to be attrib- 
uted: for you have seen a moral machinery, of reeent invention, 
but of vast efficiency, sending through our classical institotioos 
a corrective principle. You have beheld Societies actively en- 
gaged, in various parts of our country, in procuring pious talent 
'for the benefit of a correct and virtuous literature. And you 
have also beheld the members of these societies rejoicing in the • 
most animating success. Nearly eight hundred minds, possessing 
more than common vigor, and endued with the fear and love of 
God, have they enlisted ip the cause of general science. 

As a consequence of this accession of pious talent to our col- 
leges and academies, there has been a great accession of jmoral 
influence, and of moral reformation. Kefore Education Societies 
came into operation, revivals of r^Ugion, in our literary instita- 
tions^ were rare. But within the eight years past, there have 
been no less than twelve or fourteen revivals in our colleges 
alone) an$i nearly 200 students have, in consequence of them, 
become hopefully the disciples of the Lord Jesus. And in. our 
academies, also, there has been, I believe, within the same period, 
a very unusual number of these most blessed events. 

That the pious beneficiaries had much agency in these revivals 
of religion, there is the full testimony of presidents, professors, and 
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others; an^i moreover, the confirming fact, that, until heneficiaries 
became considerably numerous, comparatively few residents at our 
seats of learning were hopefully the subjects of renewing grace. 
Here, then,' may be reckoned at least a thowand studious minds, 
that have been induced, chiefly by means of Education Societies, 
to engage in the pursuit of scientim^^ literary knowledge tai^tr 
the controling influence of tScToiT^^^^HT^TlRrwEa^t anlnc^ 
of sound character and of excellent habits, is here. How have 
temptations to youthful vice, and the danger of early ruiy, been 
diminished. How have peace, order, obedience to rightful di* 
rection, prudence, economy, and application to study, been pro- 
moted. And how much more intellectual strength is employed in 
the pursuit of knowledge; and how much more wisely is it 
directed; and how much more extended is its range; and how 
much more valuable will its acquisitions be to the world. 

I imagine. Sir, that, a few years ago,^it was a very interesting 
desideratum^ ^^how our institutions of learning could be kept from 
the contaminations of error and vice." The problem is now 
solved. Education Societies are likely to become the simple, 
but effectual remedy. They will be, henceforward, tbe moral 
regulators of our literary seminaries. As scholars, their bene- 
ficiaries maintain, in ail these seminaries, a highly respectable 
standing; and they may ever be made to hold such a standing. 
Able, pious talent can be procured to almost any extent, and can 
be directed to almost any quarter. And it may prove a corrective 
of error, more effectual than polemical discussions; and an anti- 
dote to vice, more salutary than college penalties. Thus your 
moral machinery, propelled by the charities and prayers of the 
Christian church, and operating at the centre of moral and int^U 
lectual action, may send a life-giving influence through every part 
of the body politic. If the Theological Seminaries, risen and rising 
up in various parts of our land, are to escape the evils of an 
erroneous religious faith, 1 sometimes think it will be owing less 
to the precautionary statutes of their founders, and less, perhaps, 
to the piety and wisdom of their professors, ^han to the fact, that, 
for a large portion of their students, they will be indebted to the 
judicious selection df Education Societies. 

Without noticing particularly the great influence of the bene- 
ficiaries upon thousands of youth, in our Common Schools, (such • 
a notice, on my part, having been rendered unnecessary by my 
predecessor,) I come at once to the conclusion of-- the whole 
matter. It is this: Education Societies are likely to beQome the, 
grand connecting link between the literature and Religiqn of this 
country; and^ hence^ the palladium of our national virtue and hap- 
piness. 

And already is their influence abroad; extending to thousands of 
places, acting upon every grade of society, enlightening, reform- 
ing, and elevating our community. Go on, Sir; and if your ben- 
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eficiaries are to remain in this world only till they completed their 
collegiate course, this Society will he amply compensated for all 
its labour and expense. Nay, if we regard them only as 
enlightened and pious teachers of our village schools, your 
money is well expended. Bi^t when we remember, thaty after 
having, as schoolmasters, and as members of our acadeinies and 
colleges, exerted an influence, benign, powerful and extensive, 
they are to go forth into various parts of our land, and into differ- 
ent quarters of the world, as pkcachers of the everlasting 
Gospel, shedding divine light upon the paths of bliss, and bring- 
ing thousands of souls to God and heaven; then, the importance 
of your object swells into immeasurable magnitude, and, in the 
words of the resolution which I have risen to support, we have 
^^conclusive evidence, that Education Societies are entitled to the 
countenance and support of the friends of piety and learning." 

The Directors regret that they have not been able to procure 
for publicatiqn, copies of the addresses of the Rev. Dr. Leland, 
and Rev. Mr. Green in support of the third resolution. 
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In thU Ust^ all the ministers were made Life Members by females^ 
except in those instances^ where it is otherwise specified.

The Directors of the American Soctett for vovcAmiQ Pioiw 
Youth roi the Gospel Ministry, wishing to be govenied In 
their proceedings, bj an exact conformitj to the requisitions of 
the constitution, and, at the same time, tt> avoid all needless 
trouble in transacting business so complex and arduous as that 
committed to their hands, and wishing that all concerned maj 
know what is requisite for the first reception, and what for the 
continuance^ of any young man as a beneficiary, 4iaTe adopted, 
and now publish, the following rules. 

The first stage of education includes those, who are fitting 
for college; the second, those who are members of college; and 
the third, graduates who are pursuing theological studies. The 
funds do not, in the view of the Directors, at present justify ap- 
propriations to ^ny indiWduals in the thitd stage. 

RULES. 

1. On the day designate4 in the 8th rale, every candidate for 
the charity of this Society, Id whatever stage of his education, 
shall, unless otherwise specially directed, be examined at Boston, 
by a committee of the Board, as to the evidences of his personal 
piety and his motives in wishing to engage in the ministry, as well 
as his talents and literary attainments. At the same time he must 
exhibit unequivocal' testimonials, from three or more serious and 
respectable persons, best acquainted with him and his circum- 
stances, (e. g. his minister, instructor, a magistrate, or some other 
principal man in the vicinity,) stating his age, place of residence, 
indigence, moral and religious character, talents, learning, and se- 
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rioiui desire to devote his life to the gospel ministry. If his ex- 
amination and testimonials are satisfactory, he may he placed on the 
foundation for such assistance as the Directors shall judge expe- 
dient, and upon trial for three months; at the close of whicb^peri- 
od, he shall exhibit, from his instructor or instructors, sufficient evi- 
dence that in point of genius, diligence, literary progress, morals, 
and plefy, he is a proper character to receive this sacred charity. 

Provided however, that, except in extraordinary cases, no can- 
didate shall be thus received, who is not fifteen years of age, and 
who has not studied the languages, under an instructor, at least 
three months. 

But if any candidate lives mare than a hundred miles from Bos- 
ton, he ma^ apply to such examining committee, herein after 
named, as may be most convenient to himself, presenting to them 
the same testimonials, and submitting to the same examination, 
as above required of those examined by this Board. And the 
certificate of said committee, stating that he has exhibited such 
testimonials, and has been thus examined; describing also his 
age, place of residence, his indigence, moral and religious char- 
acter, place of study, talents, stage of his advance in study, and 
serious desire to devote his life to the gospel ministry, shall su- 
persede an examination by the Directors, and shall receive due 
consideration by the Board, in determining the claims of the can- 
didate to charity. 

Provided that whenever this Board or their Exaihining Com- 
mittees, do not see fit to reject a candidate on examination; 
but yet are in doubt respecting his qualifications; such candidate 
shall be re-examined, after a proper interval, once or more, as 
the case may require. And the Board wish it always to be re- 
membered by their Examining Committees, that the object of the 
Society requires unremitted circumspection and fidelity, in regard 
to the admission of candidates. 

2. In regard to those who have been admitted, and who wish 
to be continued as beneficiaries, the following principles and 
rules are to be observed. As the interest of the institution for- 
bids that any individual should receive more aid than is absolute- 
ly necessary, to the prosecution of his studies; each beneficiary 
will be expected to submit to sacrifices and self denial,- and to 
derive, from bis friends, and his personal efforts, as much assist- 
ance as possible. When any one wishes for further assistance 
from the funds of the Society, he must make application to tHe 
Directors by letter, (post paid^ addressed to the Clerk of the 
Board,* in which letter he will present a distinct view of his 
circumstances, mentioning any assistance which he may have 
obtained from friends or may have reason to expect. In prepar- 
ing such communications, the Board require each beneficiary to 
state the number of weeks he shall have parsued his studies, in 
*The present Clerk it Re?. Asa Eaton, Chirdon Street, Boston. 
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^ each quarter; to make up his accounts, not according to academ- 
ical terms, hut from one meeting of the Directors to another; 
and to give a statement of his receipts and expenditures, during 
each period, in the form of a regular account current. And, to 
secure greater pertinence, precision, and brevity, in the prepara- 
tion of such papers, each beneficiary will be expected to obtain 
the signature of his principal instructor, substantiating his com- 
munication to the Board, and briefly certifying that said instruc- 
tor has examined and approved the statement it contains, and that 
the candidate continues to sustain, in all respects, the character 
which the constitution requires. 

3. The principal Instructor of all beneficiaries, and the Com- 
mittee who examined them, are constituted their joint Guar- 
dians, and are expected to watch with due vigilance - over their 
conduct; to see that they receive a thorough education; to 
guard them against imprudence in their expenses or in contract- 
ing debts; and, in general, against every thing which would 
tend to violate these rules, or defeat the object of this Institu- 
tion; and finally, to acquaint the Board, seasonably and faithfully, 
with any thing manifestly faulty in their character or conduct. 

4. No student, after choosing the place of his study in either 
stage of his education, shall, without the approbation of the Di- 
rectors, or of those whom they shall appoint as his Guardians, 
remove to another place;* — nor shall any beneficiary, without 
such approbation, attempt to advance from the first to the sec- 
ond stage of his education. 

5. To prevent mistakes, it is to be understood that all appli- 
cations for the patronage of the Society, and all communications 
from beneficiaries, or respecting them, may be made to the Clerk 
of the Directors. All applications, however, for monies appro- 
priated to individual beneficiaries, (of which appropriations they 
have been duly informed by the Clerk,) are to be made by writ- 
ten order of the beneficiaries, or of their principal Instructors, 
addressed to the Treasurer. But no monies are sent from the 
Treasury by mail. 

> 6. All retwittances of money, or other property, from benevo- 
lent societies or individuals, may be made to the Treasurer of 
the Society.f 

7.- The three senior officers of the several New England Col- 
leges, of Union and Hamilton Colleges, Nassau Hall, University 
of North Carolina, Greenville College, Georgia University, and 
the Columbian College, are authorised and requested to act as 
committees to examine candidates for assistance, in behalf oPthe

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Americaa Education Society, according to the Constitution and 
rules 'of the Directors. Also, the existing President, Vice Pres- 
idents, Secretary and Treasurer of the South Carolina Auxiliary 
Education Society, in Charleston and the low country, for the 
low country; and the Rev. James S. Adams, York District, the 
Rev. Robert B. Walker, York District, and the Rev. John B. 
Dayis, Fishing Creek, for the up country; the Rev. M. Murphy, 
Rev. Mr. M'Whir, Rev. Henry J. Ripley, and T. Mallard, Esq. 
in the low country of Georgia; and the Hon. John A. Cuthbert, 
Joseph Bryan, Esq. and Augustus Moore, Esq. in the up country 
Georgia. . 

8. The Directors will hold stated quarterly meetings in Bos- 
ton, on the second Wednesday of January, April, July, and Oc- 
tober, at 10 o'clock, A. M. And the Committee of the Directors 
will meet at 3 o'clock, P. M. of the preceding day, for the pur- 
pose of examining those, who apply for the charity of this Society. 

9. In applications for a share in this sacred charity, instances 
of gross fraud or imposition, should they occur, shall be publicly 
exposed, at the discretion of the Directors. 

10. Every beneficiary, as a condition of enjoying charity, shall 
in the whole course of his education, conform exactly to the Con- 
stitution of the Society, and to the rules of the Directors. 

ftj- The Instructors of the beneficiaries of this Society, are 
requested to preserve these Rules, and to see that the commu- 
nications of their pupils to the Board, are prepared In conformity 
to them.

The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for 
the gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Any person, who shall subscribe and annually pay into 
the Treasury, a sum not less than five dollars, and if a clergyman, 
two dollars, shall be a member of this Society : and any person 
who shall pay, at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergy- 
man, forty dollars, shall be a member for life. 

Art. II. A permanent Aind shall be formed of bequests, lega- 
cies, donations and grants, thus appropriated by the dpnors ; and 
of any other property of the Society, as the Directors may think 
best calculated to promote the object in view. 
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Art. III. There shall annaallj be chosen, by ballot, a Preai- 
dent, Vice President, Clerk, and Treasurer, and such othjer offi- 
cers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue in office till 
others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents; as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, seven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President 
of the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors. It shall be 
the duty of this Boa^rd to increase the funds of the Society ^^ by 
soliciting themselyes, and by appointing and instructing agents to 
solicit, the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This 
Board shall have the power of appropriating all monies for the 
support of beneficiaries; of examining and selecting candidate^ for 
this charity: and likewise of appointing agents, to examine and 
recommend applicants living in distant parts; and, generally, of 
transacting all business necessary for the furtherance of the ob- 
ject of this Society, not otherwise herein provided for. The 
Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, and 
annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates for this charity may be aided, in 
each stage of preparatory education for the ministry; but, except 
in very singular cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the 
first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and respectable 
characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeful piety, promising 
talents, and real indigence; nor shall any person be continued on 
this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, except in very 
special cases, shall not annually exhibit to the Directors, satisfac- 
tory evidence, that, in point of genius, diligence, literary progress, 
morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive this sacred 
charity; in addition to which, each beneficifiry, aflter his admission 
into any college, shall annually exhibit to the Directors, a written 
^leclaration, that it continues to be his serio&s purpose to devote 
his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art, VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the Society, 
•shall not devote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, within 
a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with 'three of the Directors, shall have 
power to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasui^ shall be bound with two sureties, in 
a reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faith- 
ful discharge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the So* 
ciety, in the safest and most productive forms; make payments 
and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders 
of the Directors; and annually render to the Society, a written 
account of all receipts and expenditures within the year, of the 
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amoant of its funds, and of the manner in which they are vested: 
— this account to he previonslj examined and approved, in writing, 
hy a Committee of the Society, annually chosen for the purpose. 
He shall also give to the Directors, whenever they request it, a 
particular account of the state of the Treasury." 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually in Boston, on* 

to elect officers, to hear the report of the Directors, and of the 
Treasurer, and to transact other necessary business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall 
be requisite to constitute a quorum; and every meetii^ of the 
Society, -and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of. all Societfes auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually five hundred dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of 
this Society; and any person, who shall at one time pay five 
hundred dollars into the Treasury, shall be an honorary Vice 
President for life. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by t^e in- 
habitants of any State, or district of any States whose distance 
renders an immediate connexion with this Society impracticable, 
and such Society shall adopt the essential prindples of this Con- 
stitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, a^ the basis 
of its own, and shall annually raise the sum of two thousand dol- 
lars, such Society upon due notice of its existence, and desire of 
union, shall be received, as a constijtuent branch of the American 
Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appoint- 
ing its own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treas- 
urer; and also the right of appropriating its own funds for the as- 
sistance of beneficiaries, who may apply for assistance, and who 
shalttave, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. Every 
candidate for such charity shall be examined by a committee of 
three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the 
Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this 
Society; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory 
to the ministry, under the immediate superintendance of the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society; or, if they shall deem it expedient, 
such candidate may be committed to the charge of the Directors 
of this Society. All monies of any Branch Society, not appropri- 
ated as above, shall be transmitted to the general Treasury; and 
whenever the exigencies of such Society shall exceed its own re- 
sources, it may apply for assistance to the Directors of this 
Society. < 

* When the time at which the annual meeting is to he held in future, is fixed 
at~the adjourned session of the last annual meeting, to be held on the second 
Wednesday of January next, it will be communicated to the public through the 
medium of the religious newspapers. 
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Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be honorary 
Vice Presidents pf this Society, and also honorary members of 
the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any 
vacancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of 
the Society, till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of thia Constitution shall be made, ex- 
cept on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three 
fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting; or unlecs 
the proposed alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, 
in writing, at a previous meeting. 



Persoks to whom this Report is sent are requested to have it 
read in the Monthly Concert; before the different Benevolent 
Associations, and by their particular friends.

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With gratitude to God for the distinguished patronage which 
has been extended to the American Education Society, the 
Directors present their Tenth Annual Report. 

This Society was formed upon principles undeniable as the 
divine word, and immutable as the results of universal experi- 
ence. Knowing that it has pleased God, in his wisdom, ^' by 
the foolishness of preaching, to save them that believe," and 
that he has designated to the gospel ministry those only, who 
are " apt to teach," we have pledged ourselves, as far as God 
shall, enable us, to furnish this land with preachers of the gospel, 
Hnd to provide the means of furnishing them with those intellec- 
tual and moral qualifications demanded by their arduous office. 

By putting our hands to this work, we have bound ourselves 
not to rest till the thousands of ministers at this moment needed 
to break the bread of life to the destitute of our own land, are 
provided ; nor, till we have put in operation causes which shall 
multiply preachers of the gospel, in some proportion to the as- 
tonishing increase of our population ; nor till ministers cease to 
be needed to save a world lying in wickedness. 

We can conceive of no scheme of benevolence more ardu- 
ous, or more magnificent, than this ; and we are ready to ask, 
what heart can be so dead, as not to catch the inspiration of 
this cause, when, in its full magnitude it bursts upon the mind ; 
or what hand can be reluctant to lend its aid ? 



The Directors have made no Report to the Society, since 
the Annual Meeting in September, 1824. It will be recoUect- 
ed that the constitution was liien amended for the purpose of 
altering the time of the Annual Meeting, and a committee was 
appointed to 6x upon the time most convenient. Agreeably to 
the report of that committee at an adjourned meeting on the 
second Wednesday of January, the Annual Meeting was chang- 
ed from the Wednesday succeeding the fourth WedneiSday in 
September, to the Monday preceding the General Election in 
Massachusetts. At that meeting, as a year had not elapsed, the 
Board made no Report The present Report therefore em- 
braces the time induded between the 29th of September, 1824, 
and the 29th of May, 1826 — a period of one year and eight 
months. 

Di^ving tbis time, 76 new Beneficiaries have been re.cdved 
under ^le patronage of the Society. The sum expended in 
grants, amounts to $16,014. 

The Board have the satL^action' of assuring die Sodiety, 
that except in a very few instances, no improper conduct of 
their Beneficiaries has come to their, knowledge during the lime 
embraced in this Report. We have indeed occasionally heard 
those rumours which the tongue of calumny utters against the 
good, or wbftcfa oiiay have arisen from unjustifiable prejudices. 
•But widj few exceptions, we have no knowledge of any thing in 
them winch ought to injure their infiqence, or give pain to the 
Society by which they are patronized. On the contrary, we 
have evidence the most irresistible, of the general propriety of 
thehr demeanour, of the ardour of their piety, the respectability 
^of th^ir ulentSj^and the S9]u|ary effects of their example. * The 
6oar4 are aware that they are liable to be deceived in relation 
to the objects of yQi^ patronage. They have in general to de- 
pend on the testimony of others ; perhaps of some wboibrough 
personal' friendship nuiy judge with partiality. And it is no 



more than would be expected in such a case, that there should 
iiave been a few, who have received your favours with ingrati- 
tude, and .conducted in such a manner as to discredit their 
christian professidn. But the number has been smaU indeed ; 
and the conduct of such is .to be attributed, not to any radical 
defect in the system of the American Education Society ; but 
to the liability to deception incident to human judgmoit. That 
every precautionary step which wisdom could suggest, has been 
taken, will be evident to any one, who will examine with can* 
dour the methods hy which, the Board have eodeavoured to 
guard Against imposition and extravagance, in the subjects of 
your patronage. These methods have been set forth m Re^ 
ports and addresses already puUished. From these it will be 
seen, that, to 'guard against a waste of public charier, the Direc* 
tors have nev^er graoiied the Beneficiaries a full support, but on* 
]y sufficient to enable them to livcj with the greatest economy 
as to their .expenses, and the most strenuous exertions to assist 
themselves. But the more effectually to secture this object, a rule 
has been Adopted, that their appropriations to all Beneficiaries 
in colleges shall be equal, and be fixed at $18/X) per quarter ; 
and that appropriations to all Beneficiaries in Academies shall 
be fixed at $12,00 per quarter. This was done with the belief 
that it would conduce much to the economy and. the oonveo* 
ience of Beneficiaries, to settle beibrehand what they are to re* 
ceive, and what exertions i)f their own, in the way of teaching* 
or manual labor, will be necessary, to enjable them to prosei^ite 
their studies. 

Since the situation of tlie Beneficiaries subjects them to 
much observation, and there are eyes quick to discover, and 
tonguesi jneady to proclaim all their failings ^-^since even those 
jtrivid fnultSi which men of judgment would readily pardon ip 
persons so young and inexperienced, are liable to be comment* 
ed upon and magnified to the disparagement of the Socie^, the , 
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Directors have taken pains in various ways to awaken in the 
minds of Beneficiaries a lively sense of their responsibili^, and 
of the vast importance of their maintaining constant circumspec- 
tion. And they are happy in having it still in their power to state, 
as they have done heretofore, that the testimony of those who 
are conversant with our Beneficiaries, is almost uniformly in 
their favour. Letters from the Presidents of several of our col- 
leges spelak in strong language of their diligence in study, and 
their correct christian deportment. In several instances, which 
*if it were proper we should delight to mention, they have been 
instruments in the hand of God of promoting revivals of religion. 
And their general influence on the moral state of the Colleges 
' and Academies in which they are located, we know to be dedd- 
edly favorable to true piety. On the whole, it is our decided 
opinion, that an equal number of christian youth, so variously 
selected and placed in circumstances so trying, cannot be found, 
to such a degree consistent and praiseworthy. The faults of 
which they are accused, are the faults of a few only, unjusdy 
attributed to the whole, body, by that blind prejudice so common 
among men ; or by a fear that the sudden elevation to which 
the beneficiaries are raised, will injure their religious character. 
This fear is laudable, it may be^ in the heart from which it 
springs, but it is unsupported by any sufficient number of facts. 
It is a source of the liveliest satisfaction to us, that while we 
cannot impart to our object the excitements which attend mis- 
sionary operations, in which intelligence novel and important is 
brought from distant lands to awaken interest in the churches, 
we can yet feel that our operations are a double blessing. They 
are a blessing when' the final object is accomplished, and a quali- 
fied ministry is given to the world, and a blessing before, by the 
amount of good our beneficiaries effect while passing through 
the different stages of their education. For this amount, though 
it may be despicable in the eyes of worldly men, is not so in the 



eyes of him who died, for sbners, nor of those, who with better 
means of judging than we possess, rejoice in heaven over one 
sinner that repenteth. 

At their quarterly meeting in July, 1825, the Board of Di- 
rectors, deeply impressed with the necessity that there should 
be some man whpse whdle time mighty be devoted to the busi- 
ness of superintending the concerns of the Society, unaniipously 
elected the Rev. Joseph Harvet to the office of General Agent. 
Mr. Harvey obtained a dismission from his people, and entered 
upon the duties of his office during the last autumn. 

The reasons which rendered such a measure proper, are ob- 
vious and weighty. The Directors are too much occupied with 
the duties of their several professions, to give to the Society the 
time and attention which its various' business demands. Accom- 
panied, in the management of its concerns, with great ^nd inhe- 
rent difficulties j and requiring a continual watchfulness, lest it 
be impeded or deranged in any of its operations, the Society, if 
\e& without additional means of carrying its designs into effect, 
would be in no small danjger of languishing. By general con- 
sent the time has come, when important charitable institutions 
must be managed by competent men, who shall be devoted to 
them as their business for life. The Education Society, espe- 
cially, needs a man of suitable qualifications, who shall be whol- 
ly devoted to its interests ; who shall be unwearied in exciting 
public attention to this cause ; in visiting and watching over our 
Beneficiaries with paternal care, and in attending to all the oth- 
er various and difficult concerns of the institution. We are hap- 
py to say, that provision has been made in part for the support * 
of such a person, independently of the general funds. 

Mr. Harvey commenced his services, by preparing an 
Address to the firiends of religion in behalf of the Amer- 
ican Education Society. Of this Address, which was written 
with ability and sound judgment, 2,500 copies have been print- 
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«d, and most of them put in circulation*--*— It was not long, 
however, before it appeared that the state of Mr. Harvey's 
health rendered a suspension of his labours necessary. , In this 
emergency, the Directors, without loss of time, made effi)rts 
which proved successful, to secure the services of another roan, 
as agent of the Society.^ And though he was engaged for only 
thred months, his exertions, we have reason to think, will be a 
subject of many thanksgivings to Crod, and will contribute greatly 
to advance the interests of this benevolent institution. 

We cannot but look with the most devout pleasure on what 
tthjs Society has accomplished during the short period of its ex- 
istence. The whole numher of those who have been received 
as Beneficiaries is 545. Although we have so recently com- 
menced our labors, a considerable number of our Beneficiaries 
have already become ordained ministers and missionaries ; otb- 
-ers are engaged in promoting the interests of some of our prin- 
cipal benevolent institutions ; and others are licensed candidates 
for the ministry. More than 200 are now members of Colleges 
and Academies. Of those who have been graduated, many 
are employed for a time as instructors of youth, or are pursuing 
theological studies. 

From the fact that this Society has b^n in operation ooly 
ten years, a period barely suflScient to complete a regular course 
of liberal education, it is obvious that only a few of its benefici- 
aries can have actually entered (»i the duties of the ministry, 
and of course that the utUiiy of its efforts cannot in any degree 
be estimated by the number already engaged in professional la- 
bors. Indeed, it can b^e fully disctesed only by future ages and 
the scenes of eternity. Many of the ministers it has educated 
and will educate, will, we doubt not, be instruments of convert- 
ing many sinners ; some of their converts will become ministers 
in their turn, and others will succeed them,, and thus continue 
the effects ^ich,~ under God, originated with us, as long as the 
sun and moon shall endure. 
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If this Society prospers till the whole number who have al-* 
ready been under your patronage shall become pastors, 545,000 
persons, according to the common estimate, will be supplied 
with the preaching of the gospel. And if among those whom, 
in process of time, we hope to educate, should be found, as we 
trust there will be, many a Leland, Campbell, and Paley» who 
shall defend Christianity against the attacks of infidelity ; and 
many a Carey, Martyn, and Fisk, who shall proclaim the news 
of salvation to millions that have never known it, and many an 
Edwards and Fuller, who by their writings shall ably support 
the faith once delivered to the saints ; and many a Storr and 
Knapp, whose learned and critical labors shall contribute to the 
elucidation of the sacred volume ; generations yet unborn will 
bless you for your liberality, and thank Godj that he put it into 
your hearts to devise this excellent charity. 

Smce the origin of this Society, partly, we believe, by its 
influence and example, a public education has been rendered 
less expensive, and the treasures of literature have become more 
accessible. Education Sopieties are forming in various parts of 
our land ; Theological Seminaries risbg in the newly settled 
countries of the West; and great and strenuous exertions are 
put forth by every considerable .denomination of Christians, to 
prepare for the' church, a ministry able both clearly to define 
add powerfully to employ the truths of the gospel, and to defend 
them msjifully against their adversaries. If any one, compar<- 
ing the number in a state of preparation for the mintstry with 
the multitudes who are without the preaching of the gospeli 
should ask in the language of the incredulous disciples, ^^ what 
are these, among so many," we would tell him, that this charity 
is but commencing, and that we must not expect it to have at 
once the energy of a plan operating in its full strength. The 
infant shall one day become a man. '* The little one shall be- 
come a thousand, and the small one a strong nation. Th^ Lord 
2 
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hath gtven the word, and great shall be the company of those 
that publish it." 

The tremendous fact, does, indeed, stare us in the face, that 
many thousands of ministers are at this moment necessary for 
this country ; and that at every subsequent period, a still great- 
er number will be needed ; and we are compelled to confess 
that this institution and others of* a similar character have not 
received from the Christian community, a patronage in any good 
degree proportioned to their wants and the importance of their 
object. 

But for relief from the pain produced by these facts we 
have the privilege of looking to him who has all power in heav- 
en and earth, and then of relying on the same generous Chris- 
tian public that has relieved us in other emergencies. The 
frieads of religion have extensively pledged themselves, that this 
Society shall be supported, and we have confidence that they 
will redeem their pledge, and will not suffer genius, which may 
be a blessing' to the world, to sink under the pressure of dis- 
couragement ; or to struggle on, unaided, till it has, by its own 
efforts, risen above untoward circumstances, and placed itself in 
situations of usefulness. In some instances, the Beneficiaries 
mighty by extraordinary exertions, struggle through their embar- 
rassments ; but in a majority of cases they would be unable to 
proceed another step, and would have to look with sorrow and 
■despondency towards that hedvenly employment, in which their 
hearts bum to be engaged. Who that has ever known by his 
own experience, how pecuniary embarrassments overwhelm and 
prostrate the sensitive student, can contemplate this subject with- 
«out emotion? 
, But the Directors have confidence that the Church of Christ 
of the different denominations from which the Beneficiaries are 
taken, will not suffer this Society to languish, nor its Beneficia- 
ries to be kept back from the work of the ministry. The silver 
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and the gold, and the cattle upon a thousand hilts, are the Lord^s, 
and we have confidence in him that he will incline the hearts of 
those who hold his property in their hands, to deposit a part of it 
in your treasury for his service. The christian patriot, when he 
sees how your efBrts are destined to bless the land of his fa- 
thers, will step forwa^rd voluntarily to your aid. When the im- 
portance of this Society shall be fully apprehended, the wise and 
generous,' instead of finding fault, or standing by as- indifferent 
spectators, while we are laboring to' furnish the means of spiritu- 
al illumination and redemption to lost men, and of giving the el-' 
ements of political safety to a vast and flourishing republic, will 
unite to render the operations of the Society more perfect and 
sure, and to offer that pecuniary assistance, without which its 
exertions must be restrained far within their proper limits. It 
. is our wish, by every means in our power, to hasten the day 
when by the aid of this and other similar societies, thousands of 
ministers shall be training up, in the different sections of this 
land, to be scribes well instructed in the kingdom of heaven. 
Of the practicability of this, we have no doubt jr-of the ability 
of the church to accomplish it, we have the most perfect evi- 
dence. 

If the benevolent an3 pious take a correct view of the great 
interests of religion, they will suffer no inconsiderable portion of 
their energies to be enlisted in behalf of this Society. Whether 
we look at the structure of our political constitution, or to the 
present necessities of the Church ; the cause in which we have 
enlisted, assumes an importance incapable of being magnified 
beyond its real greatness. The structure of our government is 
such, that every man by his vote has an influence on its charac- 
ter ,; and feels the prosperity of the nation as in some sense iden- 
tified with his own. Thus the character of our government, 
more strictly than that of any other, depends upon the personal 
character of the people. Let our people be enlightened, and 
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our rulers will be enlightened. Let ibe people be immoral, and 
our rulers will be immoral. This being a self-evident truth we 
cannot but believe that the present prosperity of our country, 
has arisen chiefly from the correct moral sentiments of the com- 
munity. Over some, religion has reigned in its strength and 
purity, and the generality of those whose hearts it has kiot whol- 
ly subdued, have yet bowed down and done it reverence. Had 
our land been filled with a population, which with one accord 
rejected the truths of revelation, and condemned piety as the 
invention of priestcraft, we cannot conceive how a government 
like ours, could have subsisted. The human heart needs the 
influence of religion to quell its passions ; and unless this influ- 
ence in some sense predominates in a community, that commu- 
nity is fit only for political slavery. FoJr proof of this, we need 
only advert to the fact, that such a^ slavery exists in every land, 
over which Christianity exerts no mfluence. Would it be pos- 
sible for our government to exist in its present form, if the peo- 
ple of this nation universally embraced the sentiments entertain- 
ed by the infidel philosophers of the last century f 

We believe that the influence of religion, so necessary to 
the good of civil society, has been mainly preserved by the 
preaching of the gospeL And if it were possible wholly to 
suppl*ess the public and {H*ivate labours of preachers, though 
other causes might operate for a tjme to preserve religion now 
so deeply rooted, the sanctuary would . at length be utterly de- 
serted ; the sabbath universally profaned, and the restrmnts of 
virtue broken down ; religion would desert the public assembly, 
and the family, and would in the end, take a last adieu of this 
land, into which she was ushered by our fathers, and which she 
has contributed so mightily to make the abode of contentment 
and happiness. If that hour should arrive, whatever is beauti- 
ful or regular in the fabric of our republican institutions, would 
be trampled in the dust, and on its ruins would be erected a 
rigid and horrible despotism. 
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Such being the influence of the Christian ministry, and such 
the fatal effects that would ensue were a succession of those 
who hold the sacred office to cease ; whatever causes operate 
to maintain this succession are as important as the prosperity 
and the existence of this nation. 

But merely to preserve a succession of pious and qualified 
ministers is not all that is necessary. Their number must be 
increased, till it equals not simply the demand which is actually 
made for ministers, but the real necessities of the thousands and 
tens of thousands, who are destitute of the gospel ; and till all 
parts of the land are better supplied with preachers, than any 
considerable portion of it now is. In our new settlements, ipul- 
titudes are hungering for the bread of life, and there is no one 
to give them the true bread from Heaven. And in the old sec- 
tions of our land, \^e see national vices prevailing^ with fearful * 
increase, which can in no way' be so effectually opposed as by 
the eflbrts of a numerous, enlightened, and pious ministry. 

But where is the company of the preachers to be found, ad- 
equate to these growing wants f The Presbyterian church has 
about 2,000 regular churches, and of these, 800 are at this mo- 
ment de^itute. The Baptist denomination has more than 1,000 
vacant churches ; and the Congregationalists a very large num- 
ber, and the Episcopalian more than 100. To supply these 
vacancies more ministers are needed, than all the Education 
Societies in our land, with their present means, can supply for 
many years to come. We are justified therefore in making 
loud and frequent calls on the christian community, to lend their 
jaicji. We have heard that in a large district of our country, 
which once had 16 churches, these churches were left for years 
destitute of the preaching of the gospel, until every member in 
some of them had been cut off by death. Such, unless the bu* 
siness of educating youth for the ministry should be pursued 
with increasing zeal, must be the fate of many of the churches 
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now destitute. In relation to them, the prophecy concerning 
Babylon will be fulfilled. They shall not be dwelt in from gen- 
eration to generation ; the beasts of the desert shall lie down 
in them, and the satyrs dance unmolested. 

But merely to state the number of churches already desti- 
tute, is not by any means to give a full exhibition of the evils 
which this and kindred institutions are laboring to remedy 
and prevent. In many regions now flourishing in agriculture 
and commerce, churches have not yet been formed. The 
tide of population is setting strongly towards the west, and the 
means of grace do by nq means multiply sufficiently to supply 
its necessities. Removed beyond the preaching of the gospel 
and the means of grace we so richly enjoy, the enterprising em- 
igrant forgets his GfoD^ and throws aside the restraints of virtue. 
In our new states a population is growing up, which it will be 
difficult to bring under the influence of religion, if they are long 
destitute of a preached gospel. There, whatever of alienation 
from God exists in the heart of man, meets with no influence' 
to counteract it, but with every thing to give it strength. 

" At our present ratio of increase, we shaU be in 1850, 
22,000,000 of pfeople ; and in 1875, 44,000,000. Let any man 
calculate what ought to be the ratio of ministers which the 
Church should train for this teeming population. Let the thril- 
ling question pass from one watchman of Israel to another^ — 
until it reach every ope who can bring help to the cause of the 
Lord, — ^Whence are the 40,000 ministers of the gospel to come, 
who, fifty years hence, are to supply the 44,000,000 of our 
countrymen?" 

This is an appalling question, and our invention is confound- 
ed in endeavouring to frame a reply. But we can say, with a 
full conviction of its truth, that if the christian public will awake 
to the importance of educating ministers for the church ; if it will 
enable Education Societies to enlarge and perfect their plans;

the 44,000 mmisters, and as many more as the world shall need, 
will easily be furnished. 

In urging the claims of this Society upon the prayers and 
the charities of the Church, we would not diminish the claims 
of anyjpther benevolent Societies, which distinguish the day in 
which we live. But, we ask, how are Missionary societies and 
Tract societies to be furnished with missionaries and agents, ex- 
cept by the efforts of such societies as this f The Bible must 
he translated into every language under heaven ; but how shall 
this be effected, unless you train up your Carey's and Milne's 
for the work ? Its truths will be a dead letter to the majority of 
meg, unless enforced by the voice of the living preacher. And 
these preachers can be furnished in sufficient numbers only by 
the charities of christians. 

If then any of the great benevolent societies of the day have 
claims on the christian community, so also hs^s this. If any of 
them is simple and feasible in its plan, and great in the object 
it aims to accomplish ; — if to any belongs a moral sublimity 
which ennobles it in the estimation of those who love what is 
grand in human project ; — ^this character of simplicity and greats 
ness, and sublimity belongs to the Society whose anniversary we 
are. now assembled to celebrate. 

To the christian public therefore, we may say, we are en- 
gaged in a great work ; come and lend us your aid. And if 
any shall assail us with ridicule and scorn, we can reply, '' the 
God of heaven, he will prosper us.*' And if any make opposi- 
tion to our cause, with one hand we will grasp a weapon to de- 
fend it, while with the other we labor to repair the dilapidated 
walls of our Zion. 

In concluding this Report, the Directors beg leave, earnest- 
ly to entreat the friends of the Education Society, to persevere 
in the cause in which they have enlisted. Bear this Society on 
your hearts to the throne of grace ; present it^ claims to the 
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christians mth whom you may from time to time associate ; — 
remember that it lies at the foundation of every other system of 
christian charity ; that it labors for the good of this great na- 
tion, and for the salvation of a world. Plead then the cause of 
this Society with an eloquence, which the sjrmpathising heart of 
christians cannot resist. Make them feel for genius strugglmg 
with poverty ; for the thousands of churches, that are as sheep 
having no shepherd ; for the millions of our countryman who 
are destitute of the stated ordinances of the gospel ; and for the 
hundreds of.millions of our fellow men in other parts of the 
world, who are perishing for lack of knowledge. — lAfi up your 
eyesj and look on the Jieldsj for they are already white t9 the 
harvest. Pray ye, therefore^ the Lord of the harvest ^ to send 
forth laborers into his harvest.

On recommendation of the Board of Directors, 

Votedy that the first Article of the Constitution be altered so 
as to read as follows : — ** Article 1. Any person who shall sub- 
scribe and shall pay into the Treasury at one time, one hun- 
dred dollars, and if a clergyman forty dollars, shall be an honora- 
ry member ; and shall have a right to sit and deliberate in all 
meetings of the Society. But all members hereafter added to the 
Society who shall be entitled to vpte, shall be chosen by ballot at 
an Annual meeting." 
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On recommendation of the Board of Directors, 

Votedy that the last sentence except one, in the fifth Article of 
the Constitution be so altered as to read as follows : — '* This Board 
shall have the power of appropriating all monies for the support of 
Beneficiaries ; of examining and selecting candidates for this char- 
ity ; of appointilig committees to examine and recommend its ap- 
plicants living in distant parts ; and likewise of appointing a Sec- 
retary and^ Agents ; and, generally, of transacting all business ne- 
cessary for the furtherance of the pbjects of this Society, not oth- 
erwise herein provided for." 

Voted to adjourn to the Old South Meetinghouse, at half past 
seven o'clock, this evening. 

The Society me|t at the Old South, according to adjournment. 
Prayer was offered, and the Report of the Directors read, by Rrv. 
Dr. Woods. 

The Rev. Heman Humphrey, D. D. was then called to the 
Chair, and the following resolutions were offered, and adopted, viz. 

1. Resolved, that the Report be printed and circulated under 
the direction of the Board of Directors, 

2. Resolved, that the peculiar circumstances of our country, 
and of the world, require that specicd and unceasing efforts he 
made in behalf of the Americas ^vcATioN Society, 

3. Resolved, that the nature and object of this Society are 
such, that we ought to cherish a constant sense ef our dependance , 
on God, and yjith fervent prayer look for a blessing. 

4. Resolved, that the object of the American Education So* 
ciETY is one of great and permanent interest, and that it is pecu- 
liarly important that its support should be placed upon as broad 
and permanent a foundation as possible. 

These Resolutions were proposed and seconded by the Rev. 
Dr. Jenks, of Boston, and the Rev. Mr. Hitci^cock, of Ran- 
dolph ; the Rev. Dr. Codman, of Dorchester, and the Rev. Mr. 
Storrs of Braintree ; the Rev. Mr. Warner, of Medford, and 
the Rev. Mr. Ide, of Medway ; the Rev. Mr. Cornelius, of Sa- 
lem, and the Rev. Mr. Edwards, of Andover— ^several of whom 
addressed the meeting. - 

A collection was then taken, amounting to $ and the 

meeting adjourned. 



CONSTITUTION 

OF THE . 

mmrrUan mnutamn Sbotittn* 

The object of this Society is to educate pious youDg men for 
the gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Any persou who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one huo<!red dollars, and if a clergyman 
forty dollars, shall be an honorary member; and shall have a right 
to sit and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all 
members hereafter added to the Society who shall be entitled 
to vote, shall be chosen by ballot at an iinnual meeting. 

Abt. IL • A permanent fund shall be formecTof bequests, l<sga- 
cres, donations and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; and 
of any other property of the Society, as the Directors oiay think 
-best calculated to promote the object in view. 

Art. IIL There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Clerk, and Treasurer, aild such other offi*^ 
cers as may be found necessary ; who ;8hBll continue in office till 
others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, hy ballot^ 
elect such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may 
judge expedient. 

Art. V. The. Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, sevea 
Directors ; who, together with (he President and Vice President 
of the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors. It shall 
be the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, 
by soliciting ttiem«e Ives, and by appointing.and instruoting agente 
to solicit, the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This 
Board shall have the power of appropriating all monies for the 
support of beneficiaries ; of examining and selecting candidates 
for this charity ; of appomting committees to examine and re* 
commend its applicants living in distant parts ; and likewise of 
appointing a Secretary and Agei;i.ts; and. generally, of transact* 
ing all business necessary for the furtherance of the objects 
of this Society, not otherwise herein provided for. The Direct 
tors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, and anna- 
ally make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Aat. VI. Qualified candidates for this charity may be aided, 
in each stage of preparatory education for the ministry ; bnt, ex- 
cept in very singular cases, no applicant shall be assisted^evea 
in the first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and res- 
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pectable characters, unequivocal testimotiials of hopeful piety, 
promisiDgf talents, and real indigence ; nor shall' any person be 
continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, ex- 
cept in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit to the Di* 
rectors, satisfactory evideoce, that in poiqt of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to 
receive this sacred charity ; in addition to which, each benefi- 
ciary, after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit 
to the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be 
bis serious pufpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. Vli. If any persbn, who has been assisted by the Soci- 
ety, shall not devote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his edu-> 
cation, with lawful interest, whenever required by the Direc* 
tors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice 
President, In concurrence with three of the Directors, shall 
have power to call special meetings. of the Society. 

Art. IX, The Tretlsurer shall be bound with two sureties, 
in a reasonable spm, to be determined by the Directors, to the 
faithful discharge of his' duty. He «hali vest the property of 
tba Society in the safest and mpst productive forms ; make pay* 
ments and advances of money, from to time, agreeably to the or- 
ders of the Directors ; and annually render to the Society,' a 
written account of all receipts and expenditures within the year, 
of the amount of its funds, and of the manner in which they are 
Tested :— <-tbis account to be previously examined and approved, 
in writing, by a Committee' of the Society, annually chosen for 
the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, whenever 
they request it, a particular account of the state of the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually in Boston, on the 
Monday preceding the General Election in Massachusetts, to 
elect officers, to he^r the Report of the Directors, and of the 
Treasurer, and to transact other necessary business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members 
shall be requisite to constitute a tjuorum ; and every meeting of 
the Society, and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XU. The Presidents of all Societies auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually five liundred dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be^ ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of 
this Society ; and any person, who shall at one time pay five 
hundred dollars into the Treasury, shall beau honorary Vice 
President for life. 

Art. Xlll. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the in- 
babitantaof any Slate, or district of any State, whose distance 
reoden an immediate ooDOexion with this Society impracticable. 
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aDd such Society shall adopt the essential principles of this Con- 
stitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, and shall annually raise the suoi of two thoa- 
sand dollars, such Society upon due notice of its existence, and 
desire of union, shall be received, as a constituent branch of the 
American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appoint- 
ing its own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treas- 
urer ; and also the right of appropriating its own funds for the as- 
sistance of beneficiaries, who may apply for assistance, and who 
shall have, in all respects, the requisite quaUfications. Every 
candidate for such charity shall be examined by a committee of 
three competent men, two of whom shall be .appointed by the 
Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directers of 
this Society; and, if approved^ may prosecute his studies, pre- 
paratory to the ministry, under the immediate superintendance 
of the Directors of said Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem 
it expedient, such candidate may be committed to the charge of 
the Directors of this Society. All monies of any Branch Society, 
not appropriated as above, shall be transmitted to the general 
Treasury; and whenever the exigencies of such Society shall 
exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance to the Di- 
rectors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. . Presidents of Branch Societies shall be honorary 
Vice Presidents of this Society, and also honorary members of 
the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any 
vacancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers 
of the Society, till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, 
except on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of 
three fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting ; or' 
unless the proposed alteration shall have been submitted to the 
Society, in writing, at a previous meeting.

MEETING OF THE SOCIETY. 



The Eleventh Anniversary of the American Education 
Society was held in Boston, May 28, 1827. The Society met, for 
basiness, at 4 o'clock P. M. in the vestry of Hanover church. 

The venerable President of the Society having deceased a 
few days previous to the meeting, Jeremiah Evarts, Esq. Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, and a member of the Society, was called to the 
chair ; and the meeting was opened with prayer. 

The Rev. Mr. Hamilton of Newark N. J. the Rev. Mr. 
Patton, and Mr. Eleazer Lord, "of New York, appeared as dele- 
gates from the Presbyterian Education Society, now a Branch of 
the American Society ; upon which it was 

Voted ; — That the Society is highly gratified with the Union 
between this Institution and the Presbyterian Education So- 
ciety as announced by the Directors, and they cordially receive 
the gentlemen present from that Society, and invite them to sit as 
Corresponding Members. 

A number of alterations in the Constitution were proposed by 
the Board of Directors, and upoii their recommendation, were 
adopted. 

The Treasurer presented his report,^ which was committed 
to the Board op Directors for acceptance, when it should be 
audited.

The Hon. SAMUEL HUBBARD, 

President of the Society, took the chair. Prayer was offered by 
Rev. Mr. Hitchcock, of Randolph ; and the Report of the Board 
OF Directors was read by Rev. £. Cornelius, Secretarjr of the 
Society. 

The following resolutions were moved and adopted. 

On motion of Jeremiah Evarts, Esa seconded by Mr. Elea* 
ZER Lord, of New York ; — 

RfisoLVEp, — That the Report which has been presented be ac- 
cepted, and printed by the Directors. 

On motion of Rev. Edward W. Hooker, of Green's Farms, 
Connecticut ; seconded by Rev. Wm. Patton of New York ; 

Resolved, — That the union of the friends of evangelical relig- 
ion in one great system of operations, for supporting the cause of 
Education Societies, deserves to be hailed as another delightful 
feature of the age ; and as an auspicious omen of success. 

On motion of Professor Newman of Bowdoin College, se- 
conded by Rev. Mr. Hamilton, of New Jersey ; 

Resolved, — That since a large p)*oportion of the most useful 
and distinguished men of every profession, and in every age, have 
sprung from humble life ; the friends of the American Education 
Society have peculiar reason to expect, that in consequence of 
their efforts, a great addition will be made to the piety, talent, and 
effective influence, of the Christian ministry. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Beecher, 

Resolved, — That the state of the world, and especially of our 
own country, imperiously demand, that the effort which is making 
to raise up ministers of the Gospel, should be prosecuted with in- 
creasing energy ; and with a more humble and constant reliance 
upon the blessing of Almighty God. 

A collection was taken ; and the Society then adjourned*

The Directors op the American Education Societt, ia 
coramon with all who celebrate the religious festivals of the pres- 
€Dt week, feel the gloom which overspreads this city. The ven* 
arable man whose benevolence has so long flowed in a thousand 
streams among the poor, in the seats of education, and through 
the wide spreading valley of moral desolation in our own country, 
and in distant lands, has gone to his rest. He has ceased from 
his labours, and his works do follow him. To this Society, over 
which he has presided from its first formation, and whose treasu* 
ly he often replenished by his liberality, the loss is great, and is 
one which will long be felt. The name of Phillips will ever 
have a distinguished place among the friends and benefactors of 
the Society, and will always be cherished with deep and tender 
emotion. The monuments of his beneficence are many ; but 
none are more durable, nor more honourable to his memory, 
than the minds which his benevolence has assisted to form for 
usefulness. Hundreds there are who might go to the place where* 
he lies, and as they behold his pale form, exclaim, O my Fa- 
ther, my Father ! These will remember him when the places 
which have kilown him, shaH know him no more ; and their zeal 
and eflbrts for the good of their fellowmen will perpetuate his in? 
fluence, when every other monument has crumbled into ruin. 

In laying before their brethren of the Society, the Elevefitb 
Annual Report of their proceedings, the Board of Directors Would 
recognize, in the most solemn and explicit manner, the dependanc» 
of the Society on God for every degree of success with which 
tfs labours may be attended. Instituted for the purpose of n^s^ 
3 
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ing up a succession of holy and devoted miuisters of Christ, to 
supply the wants of the present generation, and of generations to 
come, what can it do without Divine help f It may accumulate 
funds, select those who are to be educated by them, provide in- 
stnicters, and give every advantage which human learning af- 
fords ; but, if those whom it patronizes are not chosen, taught, 
and qualified for usefulness, by the Holy Spirit, the labour of the 
Society will be in vain, and worse than in vain. 

The Directors would be more and more penetrated with a 
sense of this dependance, and be more entirely influenced by it, 
in all their deliberations and measures for the good of the Society. 
While the experience of every year strengthens their conviction 
of the necessity of a wise, vigorous, and extended system of 
means, they see increasing reason for adopting, as their motto, the 
words of the Angel to the prophet ; ^ot by mighty nor by power ^ 
but by my ^viBir^saiih the Lord of hosts. With emotions of 
gratitude, in some measure proportioned to this feeling of depen- 
dance on the Great Head of the church, they would proceed to 
record the proofs of Divine favour which the Society has receiv- 
ed, during another year; and to review some of the results which 
have begun to follow from its labours. They will confine them- 
selves, chiefly, to a statement of facts, and to an exhibition of 
the principles upon which the Society has been conducted. 



Persons under the patronage of the Society the past year. 

The number of young men who have been received under 
the patronage of the Society, since the last annual meeting, is 
thirty five. The whole number assisted during the year, by the 
funds of the Socie^, is. One hundred and' fifty six. They have 
been pursuing their studies in the following Institutions; — ^28 in 
Amherst, 25 in Yale, 19 in Middlebury, 14 in Williams, 13 in 
Dsurtmouth, 9 in Union, 7 in Hamilton, Colleges ; 2 in Brown 
University, 1 in Vermont University, 1 in Waterville College, 
1 in Washington College, in Connecticut, 1 in Columbian Col- 
lege, District of Columbia, and 1 in the University of Georgia v 
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29 have been pursuing studies preparatory to entering College^ 
in eight different academies. The character of these young 
men, and their proficiency in study, as appears from thorough 
personal inquiry, and from the repeated declaration of their in- 
structers, is in a high degree satisfactory. Many of them are 
distinguished for intellectual attainments, and for piety ; and few, 
if any, would be judged by intelligent and candid minds to be un- 
worthy of the patronage which they receive. It deserves to be 
mentioned also, to the praise of the young men under the patron- 
age of the Society, that they have earned, by their own industry, 
in various ways, during the last year, and appropriated to their 
own support. Four thousand dollars. 

Results of past efforts. 

The whole number of young men to whom appropriations 
have been made since the formation of the Society in 1815 is 
Jive hundred and seventy 'six.* They have resided in nine- 
teen, or twenty, states ; and have pursued their studies at as many 
Colleges, and at more than forty academies. Some have been 
aided only for a few months, and others during the whole course 
. of their academic studies. 

In consequence of the wide extent of country within which 
the patronage of the Society has been enjoyed, and the difficulty 
of maintaining a correspondence with so many young men, liv- 
ing in remote parts of the nation, especially after their connexion 
with the Society has ceased, the Directors are unable to give so 
complete a statement of the results of the past ef&rts of the So- 
ciety, as they could wish. The Secretary of the Society has for 
several months paid particular attention to this subject, and al- 
though his inquiries are still going on, the information which he 
has received, in addition to what the Directors before possessed, 
enables them to communicate the following gratifying statement 
of facts. 



* The number stated in the last (tenth) annual Report should hare 
been 641.^ 
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Of those who have been patronized by the Society since Us 
operations were commenced, seventy eight have been settled as 
Pastors of churches f in fourteen different states ; all of whom, ex- 
cept four or five who have died or been dismissed, it is believed, 
are now performing the duties of that sacred and delightful office* 
Six, or seven, have devoted themselves to the work of foreign 
missionaries : two of these, the lamented Moseley and Chapmanr 
have already ceased from their labours, and their bodies lie buri- 
ed in the wilderness of America. Four have been ordained as 
Evangelists; and six others, as Missionaries, to remote and des- 
titute parts of our own country } where, with the exception of 
one or two, cut off by death, they are supposed to be still labour- 
ing. TTiirty three are preaching as Licentiates and Candidates 
for settlement ; seven are Licentiates, and, at the same time. In- 
structers of youth ; and two others who have received ordination, 
have been called to stations of great usefulness, in connexion 
with two of the largest benevolent soi^^ties in the Country. Thus' 
it is ascertained, that of those whom the Society has assisted 
since its formation only twelve years ago. One hundred and 
THIRTY SEVEN havc bocome preachers of the Gospel. Their 
voice is heard, every sabbath day, by thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of immortal beings, in various and remote portions of our 
own land, and by hundreds in pagan lands. Some of them have 
been blessed with revivals of religion ; and every year swells the 
number of those who will regard them, forever, as the instruments, 
under God, of their salvation. 

Forty jive are employed as Teachers; four as professors, or 
tutors, in CoUeges, and the remaining number, for the most part, 
as instructers, for a time, of academies. In* consequence of no 
appropriations having heretofore been made from the funds, ex* 
cept in a few instances, to sdd young men in the third, or theolo- 
gical stage of their education, many have been compelled, after 
leaving college, to resort to this measure, to defray the expanses 
of their education, and have been occasionally kept back from 
the great work to which they were to devote their lives, for a lon- 
ger period than sound discretion would approve. The Pireclors. 
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have DO doubt that in most cases, a portion of time spent in this 
manner, will prove of lasting benefit to the young men under 
their patronage, and enable them to be more extensively useful, 
as ministers ; but it should never be forgotten that the great, the 
final object, df all the efibrts of this Society is to raise up preach" 
€rs of the everlasting Gospel. For this end, it was formed ; 
tp assist in accomplishing it, every dollar of its funds has been 
given ; and nothing but an act of God, or the clearest indications 
of his providential will, can justify either the Directors, or the 
young men under then: care, from stopping short of it. 

Not far frond hqifofthe whole number who have received aid 
•from the Society, are now in various stages of their preparatory 
studies. About or^ hundred and fifty are in Academies and 
Colleges, as has been mentioned already. Between sixty and 
seventy are members of various Theological Seminaries, and 
several others are attending to theological studies under the di« 
rection rf private ministers. From ttoenty to thirty^ it is expect- 
ed, will finish their preparatory course, and commence preaching 
the present year. 

The Directors regret to state, that twenty four young men, 
some of whom gave great promise of usefubess to the church, 
have beet) cut down by death while they were engaged in studies 
preparatory to the ministry. Ninet&en others have failed on ac- 
count of ill health ; a number have been dropped in consequence 
of not discovering, after trial, the qualifications specified in the 
constitution; and a few others have, for other reasons, 4relinqui$h- 
ed the object for which they commenced their education, and 
have devoted themselves to other pursuits, either professional, or 
literary, or conamerciaL From those which remain, the Dhrec- 
tors have not received such particular informatioa as to enable 
them to make any certain classification. Future inquiries, which 
the Secretary will make, as he has opportunity, will doubtless 
supply this deficiency, and render tlie annual statements, to be 
given in subsequent reports, still more complete. 
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In regard to the pecuniary resources of the Society, the past 
year may justly be said to have been a year of embarrassment, 
and a year of success. At one of the quarterly meetings, the 
Directors were obliged to expend seven times more than they 
bad received during the preceding three months. But God 
has smiled upon subsequent effi)rts to replenish the treasury, and 
the Board have been enabled to make the customary appropria- 
tions without resorting to the unpleasant expedient of loans. The 
whole amount of donations and of disposable income, received 
during the year, as appears from the Treasurer's report, is 
$12,866,90 exclusive of 462 dollars subscribed expressly to- 
wards the support of the Secretary. The amount of expen- 
ditures is $11,441 leaving a balance on hand, of $1,425,81. 
About sixty scholarships, of one thousand dollars each, have been 
subscribed, part of them payable in five years, and $23,446,87 
has been paid into the general treasury, besides several thou- 
sand dollars more which are in the treasuries of Branch Soci- 
eties, waiting the order of the general treasury : $1671,50 have 
been added in the mean time, by donations and legacies, given 
for that purpose, to the general permanent fund. 

The Board find it difficult to do justice to their own feelings, 
in speaking of this distinguished liberality. It has not only saved 
the Society from great embarrassment, and from more serious 
evils, but it has placed it upon a basis where, with the common 
blessing of God^ it will stand for ages to come, increasing in re- 
sources, and in influence. Among many other circumstances of 
a gratifying kind, which have marked this liberality, it deserves 
to be mentioned that it has been exercised by persons of distin- 
guished intelligence, as well as benevolence ; affording the best 
of all testimony, the testimony of deeds, to the greatness and 
value of the object of the Society, and to the propriety of , the 
principles upon which it is conducted. Rarely has a more de- 
cisive expression of approbation been given to any object of chris- 
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tian benevolence. For these unequivocal indications of the pros- 
perity of the Society, the Directors, uniting with all the friends 
of this sacred cause, would offer devout acknowledgments to God, 
and with increasing confidence commend the Society to his con- 
tinued protection and favour. 

Among the auxiliary Societies which have contributed liber- 
ally to the funds, the last year, the Young men's Auxiliary Ed- 
ucadon Society of Boston, and the Auxiliary Education Society 
of Norfolk County, continue to hold a distinguished place. The 
former has paid since the last annual meeting rising of one thou- 
sand dollars ; and the latter, more than six hundred dollars, into 
the treasury of the Parent Society. Let the spirit which ani- 
mates these auxiliaries become general, and the country will ere 
long have less occasion, than it now has, to groan over the wide 
spreading desolations which meet the eye in almost every direc- 
tion. A multitude of labourers would soon be raised up, under 
whose cultivating hand the whole land would become like the 
garden of the Lord. 

Resignation of Rev. Mr. Harvey ^ and the appointment of thu 
present Secretary. 

It was stated, by the Directors, in their last report, that the 
concerns of the Society had become so numerous and complicat- 
ed, as to demand the whole time and services of a properly quali- 
fied man ; and that they had unanimously made choice of the 
Kev. Joseph Harvey late of Goshen, in Connecticut, as the Gen- 
eral Agent of the Society. It was also stated, that the health of 
Mr. Harvey had rendered a suspension of his labours necessary. 
In July last, he tendered his resignation to the Board, which was 
accepted. On the 1st of August the Directors made choice of 
the Rev. Elias Cornelius, Pastor of the Tabernacle Church in 
Salem, as Secretary. His dismission from his pastoral charge 
followed in September j and he entered upon the duties of his 
office towards the close of October. 
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Branch Societies. 

The Directors are happy to have it in their power to state 
that two new Branch Societies have been formed during the past 
year, one in the state of Connecticut ; and one in the state of 
New Hampshire ; both of which promise to become important 
auxiliaries of the General Society. A system of rules has re- 
cently been adopted by this Board, and by the Boards of the 
several Branch Societies, which brings the latter into more inti- 
mate connexion with the General Society than heretofore, and 
gives to the entire plan of operations new energy, and at the samq 
time, new securities against a misapplication of the funds. A 
copy of these rules will be found in the appendix to this report.* 

Union mih the Presbyterian Education Society. 

A communication having been made to the Board of Direc-* 
tors of this Society, by the Board of the Presbyterian Education 
Society, at New York, proposing the union of the two Societies, 
upon such conditions as were believed to be mutuaUy advanta- 
geous, a friendly correspondence was opened with that Society, 
which has resulted in a consummation of the proposed union. 
The Presbyterian Society takes the name of the Presbyterian 
Branch of the American Edvcation Society, and will henceforth 
conduct its operations upon the same general principles as the 
Aii^rictn Society; and, as a constituent part of that Socie- 
ty. The Directors cannot but regard this event as one of the 
i»ost interesting, and auspicious, which has yet occurred in the 
history of Education Societies in this country. All experience 
goes to prove that union, is strength. It is especially so, where 
the friends of benevolent institutions^ who have a common object^ 
unite their counsels and their effi)rts. The Bible, the Missiona- 
ry, and the Tract Societies of our country, furnish a splendid il- 
lustration of tins truth. We cherish full confidence, that hereaf- 
ter the history of Education Societies will afford another delight- 
ful exhibition of the same sentiment. The Directors feel it to 
be due to their brethren at the South, to say, that the proposition.

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tot union not only originated with them, but was presented in a 
spirit of christian confidence and liberality, that could not fail to 
excite kindred feelings, and to render the union as much one 
of affection, as of christian effort. The number of young men 
under the patronage of the Presbyterian Education Society, and 
of its various Exiecutive Committees, is about one hundred ; the 
an[U>unt of donations, the last year, was rising of 5,000 dollars. 

Principles upon which the Society is conducted. 

The cause, in which the American Education Society is en* 
gaged, is justly regarded by intelligent men, as involving great 
responsibility, and as being attended with peculiar difficulties* 
The power of introducing men into the ministry is one which can 
never be exercised without promoting, or endangering, the high- 
est interests of men. They who hold the key to this sacred 
door should remember that consequences greater, and more last* 
ing, than the mind of an angel can comprehend, are depending 
upon their wisdom and fidelity. They touch a chord which wiU 
vibrate through eternity. 

The difficulties attending the work in which the Society is 
engaged are inseparable from the imperfection of human nature. 
The youth who appears well for a time may fall into temptation, 
and destroy the hopes and expectations which were entertained 
of his future usefulness ; or, he may become a disciple of error, 
and spread poison among his fellow men. While human nature 
remains what it now is, these difficulties roust continue, and noth- 
ing but unceasing vigilance, united with fervent prayer for the 
wisdom which is from above, can overcome them. 

As the enterprise in which the Society is embarked is, be- 
yond that of most other benevolent institutions, new, it was rea- 
sonable to expect that modifications in the original mode of con- 
ducting it would .become necessary. Not to make them where 
the good of the Society evidently demanded them, would have 
beep as unwise as to encourage useless innovations. The chang- 
es wjbich have beep introduced ace few, and such a^ ^(^ve be^ 
suggested by experience. 
3 
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la tlie montii of November last, the Directors published a 
" Brief View'* of the principles and object of the Society, in 
which the most important of these alterations and improvements 
are mentioned. It is very gratifying to state, that in the measures 
which they have taken, they have received the decided, and al- 
most universal approbation of the friends of, the Society in every 
part of the country, and particularly of those who have had most 
experience in the business of education, and who have been best 
acquainted with the peculiar difficulties with which the Society 
has had to struggle. The written opinions of many of these men 
will be found in the Appendix, together with the declarations of a 
large number of the young men under the patronage of the Soci- 
ety, in favour of the present mode of appropriation ; — ^the whole 
forming a body of evidence which sober and candid minds can- 
not but regard as entitled to high respect.* And when to these 
testhnonials, we add the fact before mentioned, that nearly sixty 
thousand dollars have been subscribed, during a few months of 
the past year, in support of the system thus adopted, by many of 
the most intelligent and pious members of the community, the 
evidence becomes strong indeed, that the principles upon which 
the society is conducted are judicious, and that they will continue 
to commend the Institution to the confidence of wise and good 
men. 

Having exhibited so recently tlie principles and prominent 
features of the Society, the Directors deem it less necessary to 
enter into detail on this subject in the present Report. They 
will confine themselves to a summary notice of a few leading 
principles. 

Fvndamentai maxims. 

The following positions are received by the Board as axioms : 
— ^That the good which the Society is to accomplish must depend, 
under God, upon the character of the men whom it patronizes ; 
that the enterprise is undertaken, and should be prosecuted, with 
reference to the entire wants of our country and of the world ;

and that the Society is destined to continue, ybr generations and 
ages to co)ne. These positions lie at the foundation of near- 
ly all the measures which the Board are taking to promote the 
interests of the Society ; and one who keeps them in view will 
have no difficulty in perceiving the reasons by which they are in* 
fluenced in their decisions generally. 

Caution in selecting candidates for patronage. 

Since so much is depending upon the character of the young 
men who are patronized hy the Society, the Directors aim Jo ex- 
ercise great vigilance in the selection of candidates for assistance. 
It would be vain to think of constructing a solid and durable edi- 
fice, of defective and perishable materials ; and it is no less im- 
possible to raise up an able and devoted ministry without talents, 
learning, and piety. The Board may not yet have instituted, or 
discovered, the most effectual means for deciding who are pro- 
per subjects of patronage^ and who not ; but they feel a strong 
interest on the subject, and are resolved to spare no pains in dis- 
charging the trust with fidelity. They earnestly request the 
aid of all the friends of the Society, in this difficuk, and often 
delicate part of their duty. They would especially call upon all 
who have occasion to recommend young men to the patronage qf 
the Society, to act with deliberation, and to remember that a 
greater responsibility rests on them, than on the Board ;. inas- 
much as they have better opportunities for obtaining correct infor- 
mation, and may more easily dissuade young men, of improper 
character, from seeking an education for the ministry. The Di- 
rectors do not hesitate to say, that they wish no young man re- 
commended to the Society, who in addition to being reaUif indi- 
gent, does not possess a good understandingj at least up to me- 
diocrity ; a respectable share of common sense ; and decided jwc- 
iy. The last of these qualifications they would seek first ; the 
second, next; and the first next ; and all are requisite to make 
such ministers as the Church needs, and as the necessities of the 
world demand. To young men of this character, the Directors 
do not fear to pledge the patronage of the Society, even though 
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they should be multiplied by hundreds in a y«ar ; and they rely 
confidently on the liberality of the friends of an educated and pi- 
bus ministry for the means of redeeming this pledge. No such 
youth has yet applied in vain 5 and we trust, none ever will. 



Preference given to those who seek a thorough education. 

The same general maxim has led the Directors to extend the 
patronage of the Society to those who were pursuing a thorough 
course of preparation for the ministry. If men are to be exten* 
siVely useful, as ministers, at least in this age of the world, they 
must be able to exert an influence over the minds of those whom 
they address. This they are not likely to do unless their own 
minds are well disciplined, and well furnished by educsrtion. 
The aid which the apostles and primitive ministers derived from 
miraculous gifts, must now be supplied by study^ or h will not 
te supplied at all. It may take more time to obtain such an ed- 
ucation as the Directors recommend, than to acquire one which 
Is more superficial ; but it should be remembered, that time is 
valuable in proportion to the niieans which are possessed of using 
it to advantage ; and who can doubt, that, these are greater, oth- 
er things being equal, where a thorough- education has been re- 
ceived, than where only slender advantages have been enjoyed i* 
The Directors had r^tther see the standard of preparation Tor 
the ministry elevated, than depressed ; and they feel happy in 
the belief, that the course which they have pursued, has 'had to 
influence to produce this desirable end. 

: tdssistance given in Ae way ofloansy and not €Ls a charity. 

It is because the l)lrectors, after much experietice, are con- 
vinced that it will ^xert a more happy influence Upon the charac- 
ter of those whom they patronize, and render the Sbciety rtione 
^teiisively add permanently useful, that they 'have decided to 
make appro[)riations'of moniey in the foriti of loans, instead of 
gifts. 'Experience shows that depend^bcfe dh chdrity is 'iidt (in- 
ly a painful le^on for noble and independent tninds to letira, btft, 
%^6bttie'cases, a dangerous one. Not a few Who baVe fak^nahe 
deepest interest m the prosperity of Education Societies, have 
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looked with apprehension to the uliimaie influence, of a system 
of entirely charitai)le education, upon the energy, and devoted- 
ness of the christian ministry. It has been often observed that 
those who hare been compelled to rely chiefly upon their own 
eflforts in obtaining an education, have acquired a strength of 
character which has eminently qualified them for usefulness, in af- 
ter life, and proved a full remuneration for all their toil and self 
denial. It is natural that those who are familiar with instances 
of this kind, should express solicitude when motives to personal 
effort are taken away. Besides, it is possible that the door to 
the ministry may be opened so wide, and access to it be made 
so easy, as to prove a temptation to ambitious or worMly minds, 
^and in this way greatly to endanger the purity and safety of the 
church^ 

The Directors feel the importance of these considerations. 
Much as they desire to see the number of ministers of the Gos- 
pel increased, they bad rather the number should be less, than 
that it should be augmented by an accei^snon of faithless men. 
But they believe that in this, as in most other cases ia middle 
path is the path of wisdom and of safety. They would grant so 
much assistance that a young man of proper disposition and en- 
dowments may obtain, without serious embarrassment, or loss of 
health, a trough education for tlie ministry ; — and they VKmld 
afford aid in such a manner j as to excite hind to diligeuce and 
economy, and to leave unimpaired every desirable motive to per- 
sonal effort. Proceeding upon this gronntl, the Directors do 
not grant a full support ; and they have decided to appropri- 
ate what they do grant, as a loan^ and not as a charity. In this 
way, they hope to encourage young men to do all which they 
can for themselves, and to influence their friends and relatives to 
assist them ; they lessen the indocement, to any but those whose 
hearts tire strongly set on the ministry, and who really need as- 
sistatide, to apply for aid ; they allow young men to feel that 
they 'are not pensioners on charity, but dependent, uhimatdy, 
upon themselves alone for their education ; and &ey increase 
there^urces, and thus extend and multiply the benefits of Ihe 
Society. 
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The loan, however, is made under peculiar advantages. It 
is strictly parental. No interest is required till a reasonable time 
after the young man has entered the ministry ; the only surety 
is his own note ; and it is further provided by the written vote 
of the Directors, " That in case the future condition of those who 
are patronized by the Society, in consequence of any calamity, or 
of the service in the church to which they may be providentially, 
called, or the peculiar sitimtion in which they may be placed, shall 
in the judgment of this Board be found to be such, as to render 
it unsuitable for them to be called upon to pay the debt contracted 
for their education, it shall be understood to be the right, and du- 
ty, of the Board to cancel such debt, in whole or in part, when- 
ever they shall judge proper .^^ 

No young man, who does his duty, can ever be oppressed 
or very greatly embarrassed by such a loan. Having derived 
important advantages from it, himself, he will, if he possess any 
benevolence, or any sympathy for those who are struggling with 
the same difficulties which he has had to encounter, find it a 
pleasure to return into the treasury of the Lord, what he has re- 
ceived from it. At least, if one, professing supreme love to 
Christ and to his cause, should be unwilling to do this ; if he 
should count it a hardship to have his obligation to refund, meas- 
ured by his ability to refund, and that too, when hundreds and 
thousands might be savingly benefitted by giving back what he 
had received, it were well that he should never enter the sacred 
office. The Society seek those, for this holy service, who rer 
gard no eflTort and no sacrifice, which may reasonably be requir- 
ed of them, as too great for the cause of Christ ; men who have 
a spirit that disdains ease ; and who are prepared for a life of 
toil and self denial. 

It may justly be expected, that since the Board throw the 
young men under their care, upon their own resources, for a 
part of their support, they will afiford them every facility in their 
power for obtaining something by their own earnings, without mar 
terial injury either to their studies, or to their health. This is 
a subject which has frequently occupied the attention of the Bo2ir.d> 
and which is at present receiving special notice. The hope is 
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entertained that some measures which are now taking, in regard 
to this object, will prove successful, and enable the Directors, at 
a future time, to communicate information that will be definite 
and satisfactory. The principal sources of private income which 
the young men now have, are derived from keeping school; by 
which they earned the last year three thousand dollars ; — and 
from various kinds of labour by which they earned one thousand 
dollars more. 

Pastoral supervision over all who are aided by the Society. 

A consideration of the consequences which are depending 
upon the character of those who are patronized by the Society 
naturally suggests the importance of a minute and faithful super- 
vision over them, during the whole course of their preparatory 
studies. The Directors have adopted measures for fulfilling 
this sacred and very arduous duty, which, it is hoped, will be 
both pleasant and profitable to the young men themselves, and 
satisfactory to the community. The Secretary of the Society is 
required to visit, periodically, the places where the young men 
are pursuing their studies, to see their instructors and converse 
with them fully respecting their intellectual, moral and religious 
character, to ascertain their standing as scholars, and to know 
their general deportment. He is also to see the young men, 
to converse and pray with them individually, and collectively ; 
he is affectionately and faithfully to counsel them ; and in all 
other ways to do what he can to encourage them in their stud- 
ies, and to promote in them an elevated, a growing, and a devo- 
ted piety. It is also made his duty to keep up a regular inter- 
ieourse with them at other times, and to make such communica- 
tions, as with the blessing of God, may promote the same end. 
In a word, he is to be, to this interesting class of persons, so far 
as his circumstances and general duties will allow him to be, a 
personal friend^ and Pastor. When abuses occur, he is impar- 
tially to make them known to the Board ; whom he is also to 
keep informed of every thing, of importance, relating to the char- 
acter and circumstances of those under tlie care of the Society. 
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The eatablishment of Sehohf^hip^. 

For the same general reasons, which have been mentioned, 
the Directors have adopted the plan of establishing scholarships. 
A scholarship b a permanent foundation of one thousand dollars, 
with the income of which, and a small additional sum from the 
general funds of the society, the Board hope to be able to carry 
forward, constantly, one young man, in a course of preparation 
for the ministry. 

The prosperity and final success of the American Education 
Society, it has been before remarked, depends upon the charac- 
ter of those whom it patronizes. Unless a wise selection is 
made of persons to be assisted, and a faithful supervision is main- 
tained, the funds will be perverted, public confidence will be 
weakened, and incalculable evils will be inflicted upon the church, 
and upon the world. There is a difference, in this respect, be- 
tween the American Education Society, and other benevolent 
institutions of a popular kind, which it is important should b& 
understood and felt. 

In addition to this, it may be observed that if any enterprise 
requires a steady and permanent support, it is that in which this 
Society is engaged. The work to be done, is the work of edu- 
cation ; which more than almost any thing else is liable to suffer 
from instability, and interruption. The wise and good of all 
ages have concurred, in endeavouring to place its support upon 
as safe and durable a basis as possible. 

The Directors see no way in which these evils can be so well 
guarded against, and these advantages gained, as by establishing 
scholarships. By this means the Board will be relieved, in a 
good degree, from pecuniary embarrassment, and be enabled to 
make the selection and supervision of the young men, ihe chief 
oT^e^t of attention. In this way, also, a degree of stability and 
permanence will be given to the Society which nothing else 
could secure. 

Nor is this all. A Mtde reflection will show that a thou- 
sand dollars, given as a scholarship, will accomplish more, con- 
sidering the nature of the work to be performed and the princf- 
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pies upon which appropriations are made, than, could be accom- 
plished by the same sum, given for immediate use. On the sup- 
position, that each young maa should have the benefit of a schol- 
arship on an average seven years, fifteen ministers of the Grospel 
would be brought forward by it, in little more than a century ; 
and if only half of what is loaned should be refunded, three times 
that number would be brought forward in the same period ; and 
a still greater number in centuries to come. The same sum, if 
given for immediate use and expended in portions as called for, 
would assist upon the same general principles, three, or at most 
four young men, and would then come to an end. 

Such being the case, it is manifest, that the only anxiety 
which need be felt respecting these foundations, is, that they be 
carefully preserved, and faithfully applied. The American Ed- 
ucation Society, it is believed, affords a degree of security, on 
this point, which few other institutions can affi)rd. Not only, is 
it an iocprporated Institution, having the advantages of incor- 
porated bodies generally, but its very organization is such as is 
wisely calculated to prevent monopoly, and to guard against per- 
version. The supreme, or ultimate control, is lodged in a Gen- 
eral. Society, composed of members from every section of the 
country, who have the power of electing additional members as 
occasion may require. In addition to this. Branch Societies 
are established is different parts, sustaining the general relation 
of auxiliaries, but retaining the right to select young men for pat- 
ronage within their respective limits, and to appropriate for their 
support the funds in their treasury, including the income of schol- 
arships which have passed through their hands into the general 
treasury. All accounts are l^ept in the name of the General So- 
ciety ; the supervision which has been described extends to all 
the young men who are patronized without distinction ; the prin- 
ciples and Tules of the General Society are observed by all the 
Branch Societies ; officers are chosen for twelve months, only, 
at a time ; and the Directors of the Parent Society, and of each 
Branch respectively, are required to report their proceedings 
publicly, from year to year. The Institution rests, therefore, up- 
on the evangelical community ) and, the i^curity that the funds

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Will be rightly applied, is as great, as that can make it* Local 
institutions may alter their character, with the changes which 
Cake place in a state, or a neighbourhood ; but, a General Soci- 
ety, like the American Education Society can fail only vritb the 
country. 

Patronage given to persons of different denominations. 

What has been said in regard to general principles, will ex- 
plain, also, the course which has been pursued in deciding upon 
applications from young men of different denominations. The 
Society, it is well known, was formed in view of the wants of 
our country, and of the world. With so great and catholic an 
object before them, it was meet that local and sectarian peculiar- 
hies should be lost sight of. The Directors have sought with 
anxious care for evidence, that the person applying for aid, pos- 
sessed the qualifications pointed out in the Constitutk>n, and if 
they were able to find this, they have not made his acceptance 
to depend upon the denomination to which he belonged. Where 
God has endowed a youth with natural talents, renewed his heart 
appsu*ently by. the Holy Spirit, and filled him with a desire to be 
useful as a minister of Christ, the Directors have had but oncf 
feeling, and pursued but one course. Whom God has thus ac* 
cepted, they have not rejected. Much the largest number of 
applications have, indeed, come from the denomination by whom 
nearly all the funds have been given, but the Board have uni- 
formly cherished' the feeling that they were not acting for a sect, 
or a party. Young men of twenty states, and of five denomi- 
nations, educated in nineteen colleges, and more than forty other 
literary or sacred institutions, can testify that these have been the 
principles upon which the Board have acted* Is it too much to 
suppose, that those who are thus aided by a common hand, and 
educated side by side, will contract a friendship, that will con- 
tinue when they have entered upon their different fields of la- 
bour, and serve to unite more closely in affection, if not in name, 
the great body of evangelical christians ? 
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Monthly Concert of Prayer. 

It gives the Board great pleasure to state that an increasing 
spirit of prayer for the Society and the young men under its 
care, is beginning to prevail in many parts of the community. 
A monthly concert has been instituted among the young men 
themselves, which is observed on the Tuesday evening, immedi- 
ately following the usual monthly Concert, in all the colleges and 
academies where they are receiving instruction. The leading 
object is to pray for themselves ; for the society which patronises 
them ; for the destitute at home and abroad ; and for a revival of 
religion in the seminaries where they belong. A constitution con- 
taining a full view of these various topics of grayer, and a num- 
ber of rules for regulating the meetings, is signed by each mem- 
ber of the concert ; and a copy of it will be found in the Appen- 
dix.* Great interest is taken in this season of supplication by 
many, beside those who are specially pledged to observe it. 
Members of churches, and circles of christian females, have 
agreed to observe the same season and to pray for the same 
objects. The Board hope, that ere long the observance of it, in 
a private or social manner, will become general. They believe 
that nothing is so necessary to increase the number of labourers 
for the harvest, as fervent, effectual prayed ; and could they lift 
tbeir voice so high as to be heard by christians from one end of 
the land to the other, they would echo the words of the Saviour, 
and say ; Prat ye the Lord of the Harvest that Hb vnU send 
farA labaureri into hU harvest. 

Conclusion. 

The return of another anniversary reminds us that our opporr 
tunities of promoting this great object of Christian benevolence 
are passing away. Twelve years have fled, since, as a Society,

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we began to labour, as well as pray, for an increase of min- 
isters to supply the thousands and millions who have no one 
to point them to the Lamb of God, that taketh away the^sin 
of the world. Five thousand ministers are needed for our 
country alone ; and yet this Society, though it has probably done 
more than any other, has aided but few more than five hundred 
young men in their preparatory studies. Our population is ad- 
vancing at the rate of one thousand every day ; and to keep up 
with it, and to supply the vacancies occasioned by death, would 
probably require the addition of five hundred ministers every 
year, to say nothing of the thousands who are needed to carry 
the Gospel to those who are already destitute. How is this 
growing, this alarming deficiency ever to be supplied ? Advanc- 
ing with our present step, we can never overtake the wants of 
our country, much less of the world. More must be done, or 
vast multitudes of men will go down, as they long have, to the 
shades of death, with not one ray of heavenly light to cheer their 
path. O when will the groans and dying agonies of a famishing 
world, that has long cried in vain for the bread and wateir of life, 
be heard ; and the church of God be roused to action ? Follow- 
ers of Jesus ! shall not more be done, than has ever yet been 
done for these perishing millions f Will you not do more, pray 
more, labour more, sacrifice more for their sake ? Caii you be 
told, that by consecrating a thousand dollars of the propei'ty 
with which God may have blessed you, the question whether 
forty or fifty more heralds of salvattbn shall be raised up in the 
progress of another century, will probably be decided^aiid with- 
hold the means of so great a blessing f Can you persi!iade 
others to make the offering, and refuse to exert your influence i 
Can you contribute any things in support of this precious cause, 
and neglect to do with your might what your hand findeth to 
do f Wait not, then, for other calls and opportunities ; ask not 
the solicitor of public charity to come to your dwefling and 
plead with you in behalf of the needy 5 biit, with a heart of 
tenderness^ and an eye directed to Heaven, and to a future day 
of judgment, inquire ; Saviour of lost men ! What wilt Thou 
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have me to do f And whatever be bids you do, do it now. 
Withhold not good from them to whom it is due^ when it is in the 
power of thine hand to do it. Say not unto thy neighbour^ go^ 
and come again^ and tomorrow I mil give ; when thou hast 
it by thee.

Mr. Evarts atkhded to iskjeotkam which were raised twelf s jeare 
ago, when this 6oei«ty eommeneed its operations, and iM|«ired 
whether time and experience had confirmed them, or remored tbem. 
He believed he might, on this ground, challenge for the Society a 
complete and absolute triumph, it was said, there was not in our 
country a very great destitution of ministers ; but careful and ex- 
tensive investigatiim hsi» swelled the Bomber of waste places far be- 
yond the first computations. It was said that numerous beneficia- 
ries could not be procured ; but the Lord has raised them up. It 
was said, tf they were prepared, they would not be received and 
settled i but the demand haai increased beyond the supply, and ealb 
for Uhorers were sever more irvinerous or urgent than at the pres- 
ent moment. It Was afterwards said, some may not prove useful 
and successful preachers ; but the society is not required to guar- 
anty a perfect character, or eminent usefulness. The church must 
still take ministers as imperfect men, and depend on God to make 
them useful. He believed that the plan and operations of this body 
were now firmly established ; and that the pi^osecution of them 
would lead to glorious results. Mr. Evarls adverted to the appoint- 
ment of a Secretary or Genera] Agent, to be solely devoted to the 
^toncerns of this institution ; and expressed his conviction, that such 
a measure is desirable for ail the principal benevolent societies. Yet 
Christians at large should not feel, that such agents will do the whole 
work ; but should remember them with fraternal regard, and each 
perform his own part as assigned him in the providence of God.r .

Substance of Mr. Hookah's Address 
Ma. PiaEsiBENT, 

I trust I speak in ihe hearing of many who have rejoiced ia Ui» 
repeated evidences shown among christians in our country, within 
fifteen years past, of a disposition to unite in their labours of love. 
Prejudices which we may call geographical, have boen vanishiaig ; 
and to some extent also, prej^udices of a sectarian character. In th9 
formation of the American Bible Society, christians of different de- 
nominations, and fr(Hn different portions of the country, showed that 
they could meet happily together on the same floor, as christiaoe^ ti> 
consult how they shall advance Christ's kingdom. Subsequent to that 
event, other experiments of union and consolidation have been tried 
with success^ American christians have found that they can together 
listen to the cries of the destitute, and devis€i their good, without 
tcoubliAg themselves with inquiries whether their efforts will redound 
to the honoiir of this or that portion of the country, or of this>or that 
denorainationr if they only diffuse the^ knowledge of Christ JTesus, and 
him crucified;, and save souls from death. — And .this evening, it is ai>> 
nounced in the interesting Report to which we have listened^ that 
Christians in the United States are ready to say — are saying — ' let us 
assist in the education of pious young men for the ministry ;' with** 
out debating whether they shall be New England or Middle States 
men, or Southern men; or whether they shall be of the Congregational 
denomination, or the Presbyterianf, or the Episcopal, or Baptist, or 
Methodist, but only to see to it that they be men who will preach 
^' Christ Jesus and him crucified." 

These things, Mr. President, indicate the rapid and happy growth 
of the feelmg, that we all belong to the same '' household of faithv" 
And herein tea we are getting ilkatrationsof the feelixig of the I^saW 
isty '* Behold how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity.'' And illustrations too oi the idea, have we, thaC 
God has all hearts in his hands, — has his people's hearts in his hands) 
and turns them to each other, forgetting their prejudices and pride in 
their desire for men's good and his own glory ; and to Him be all the 
glory of this. 

It would be pleasant, Sir, to dilate on this, union of minds and 
hearts, in promoting the objects of the American Education Societjp. 
But it more deserves our attention as an event of God's providence 
giving us even m<»e serious indicattiond of oar du^ th{u» we ha^ had foe* 
fore. He has brought the American Eduoalion Society and the Pfesbj* 
terian Education ^iety together, not to shake hands and congratulate 
each other on their liberality and Catholicism,, but to work ;^— not eveif 
so much that they may enjoy the sweets of '^ brotherly kindness and 
eimrity," as that they may put their haifds now together to'tMs- gr^ 
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work which is to be done, and to urge it forward as it deserves and 
requires. 

Let then, Sir, all the advantages of this consolidation of Education 
Societies be contemplated and improved, more than ever, for this end, 
— the accomplishing of the greatest amount of good. "Behold I have 
set before thee an open door," says God, in these, more remarkably 
than in ancient days, to every association of Christian benevolence. 
He is saying it to us, Sir, this evening, in this event in which we re- 
joice. This society is now invited, — by the speaking providence of 
God is commanded, to go forth into every corner of this great and 
prosperous republic, and solicit the benefactions of the liberal and 
pious. While in the business of doing good by raising up ministers, 
our '' field is the world ;" for procuring the means to do this, our 
'^ field is the nation" 

With obstacles removed then, and facilities made ready, we have 
little to do but throw open our hearts to the full and powerful influ* 
ence of motives to action ; and to act ; — to show to the eyes of men, 
above all, to the eye of our God and Saviour, a united body of chris- 
tians, considerately, seriously, prayerfully, diligently and *' with their 
might," doing '* whatsoever their hand findeth to do." With a plan 
of operations well digested ; with past success to encourage us ; with 
the cry continually coming to our ears from the destitute, ' send us 
ministers, send us missionaries ;' with a population increasing in our 
country, as it has been well observed, '' at the rate of a congregation 
in a day ;" with the affecting consideration before us, that thousands 
and hundreds of thousands, and perhaps we must say millions even in 
America, must perish before our best efforts can overtake their wants ; 
with our responsibilities as stewards of the divine bounty so' solemnly 
set forth in the word of truth ; with almost a nation here to provide 
for, and also for its unborn generations ; with our eyes on the cross 
of Him who gave himself for us ; with his glory to advance ; and 
with the solemnities of his coAiing to judgment, and of our account of 
what we have done or lefl undone for him and for a perishing world 
just before us ; with all these considerations before us. Sir, the sol- 
emn command is this evening accompanied with arousing emphasis, 
" Go forward." 



Third Resolution, moved by Prop. Newman, and seconded by Rev. 
Mr. Hamilton. 

Mr. Hashlton, one of the delegates from the Presbyterian Educa- 
tion Society, spoke in substance as follows. — 

Mr. President, ^ 

I rise in this assembly-— and on this interesting occasion, to lift 
my voice in support of what I cannot but deem one of the best and 
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the holiest of causes : — This guilty world has been given to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. In due time we are taught to expect it shall be wholly 
reclaimed to him, and to effect this great end has the ministry of re- 
conciliation been appointed of God : it is not on this occasion nor in 
this place that I need labour to show that besides the love of Christ 
shed abroad in their hearts — and an inextinguishable desire after the 
service of the Lord Jesus Christ, the ministerial office requires in those 
that would exercise it with a just expectation of the divine blessing 
to crown their labours with success — such a degree of learning as 
shall enable them to comprehend the import, trace the connexion and 
urge home upon every man's conscience — the force of the various 
truths of God's revealed will ; qualifications which cannot be obtained 
without a long course of persevering, laborious study : — I need not 
remind this assembly that he who commands us to disciple all nations 
and to pray the Lord of the harvest to send forth more labourers, 
makes it the duty of all his people to do their utmost to evangelize 
all men and to multiply the heralds of his salvation ; and that this du- 
ty is resting equally on every one of the followers of Christ. — So long 
as additional thousands of such heralds are needed in the field, while 
wealth is confided to one class of men, and the Spirit's influences are 
copiously diffused on youth in another class, and poor young men are 
born of God and made to glow with holy desire to labour ia the gos^ 
pel of his Son, the finger of Heaven is pointing to such young men as 
proper instruments^— and the voice of Providence speaks to all others, 
— do your part to prepare these for active service. The great Baxter 
was one of the first to read and interpret this lesson of God's providence, 
and the pious Thornton to practise it : but when more recently numbers 
learnt this lesson — the importance of united systematic effort was felt, 
— ^and hence originated Education Societies. The Eastern Education 
Society, the seat of whose operations is in this city, — assumed a no- 
tional name ; it augured well Sir ; even that was no small point gain- 
ed ; — and as if the Lord would honor this catholic name, he moved 
this Society first of all the existing Education Societies, to conceive 
and to avow the lofly design — ^in view of the vast and vastly increas- 
ing wants of this mighty land : — "Thousands of pious and well qualifi- 
ed ministers are needed to supply the wants of this country. With the 
help of the Lord we will attempt to furnish that supply, and we will 
not rest till it is accomplished, and the blaze of millenial glory is be- 
held.'' — ^It was a noble thought. Sir ; it sprung from heaven I doubt not, 
— and when first I heard it uttered by your Secretary — it thrilled me 
with emotions unfelt before ; it inspired me with a confidence I had 
not dared to anticipate. — Sir, other Societies, — like that I represent, 
have been labouring and toiling in a narrow compass ; our efforts were 
cramped by our contracted views ; — we aimed comparatively at small 
things and we accomplished still less ; a society like yours. Sir, — ^that 
has taken the lead* of us in your very name, and still more in your spirit, 
your views and your achievements, even now, — secures our admiration^ 
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our coBfideoce» — inapnrea as with fiikl regutd — and haa led m to ao* 
licit your friexidly alliaace. 

Another feature of yoor plan^ that has wod upon oar hearts-— 
streagthened our confidence, — and animated our hopes of success t& 
the utmost, — is the Catholicism of jour spirit — as w«li as the ettferg* 
edaess of jour 'views. You bury sectarianism, ont of sigfat,-<^-«Ml 
proclaim to the world that your object is to prepare miniateva for Christ 
^-Qot ibr Congregationatists, nor Presbyterians, nor any other denom* 
iaation : you will seek for men of God— 'men of piety, men of prayer,— 
men full of aeal and humility — whom Qod has called to desire the o^ 
fice of the ministry ; and once satisfied that they are called <^God, 
you will thoroughly furnish them for the great work, and then leave it 
to be determined between God and their own consciences in what 
particular division of Christ's kingdom, they will labor. This, Sir, is* 
a plan so simple that the only ground of astonishment is, that if was 
not struck out long since,-— and yet so truly catholic, that it furnisiies 
common ground for evangelical christians of every denonmatiQn, to^ 
meet and rally their fiirces round a oonmoo 8tandardr-?-and fight va^ 
der one baaner for Immaauel in that v«ry service which faeretofere it 
was supposed nmat necessarily call them to split i«ta sepasate and of^ 
ten jealous companies, — in whose operations there was not wantmg 
ground to fear collision, as well as jealousy, ^is bringing, ten thoiK 
sand battering rams to bear against the very walls of SatanV strongest 
citadel, when eJuristiaas of all denominations are brooght to nnite in 
et&rts for educating minfisters fiur Christ alone, — f iving up the parti* 
tion walls of sect and party by w*bieh they have been dividsd— and ask- 
ing OBly the common ground of genuioe evammlical piety. — This 
pka, Sir, is in: unison with- the ^irit of the goepe^ whiehr forMs par- 
ty strifes, reoognizes the audiority of Christ alone, and enjoiasanfe^- 
ed love to* iril the brethren. — It is m muma with the spirit of the age, 
-^-whioh is tapidl J assuming the tsne of benevoknee more and move 
enlargedft-^It most secmre the oonfidenock^and eidist the pasronage 
of aU that love the Lord ;-*-prejudice8 wiM arise, na doubt^-^but thef 
must tthtimately yieidL It is but reeendy^ tkat I was prejudiced against 
the plan — as loose and impracticable,-^iabile tO' encH^ess and ivremedi*> 
able abuse ; b«t those pvejudioes hshve yieldbd m my mind to deep 
coBvietianr of the wisdsm and eseeUenoe ot the plhn : it is a plan 
that does honour to> the heads and the hearts of those with whom it 
originated ; a plan that Gomportsrwillt the dignity of yen? national ti* 
tJjs,, opisning the door of hasmoiiious action for all who leve the Lord 
JesQs Chiriat to enter, — yet cipmniscribiDg the field of operations with* 
in strictly evangelical greuiid : the tiaae nay yet come, when the Pres- 
byterian, the Congregaiianidist, tile f^soopalian, the Methodist and the 
Bbpiist^ — with all tte minesHraMivisionscf each of these sects — shall' 
sttbmit their most devoted youtbtayxmir directieiij — ^look with oofiiidence 
tot yott for wetii quatified and ftulhftil: ministers^— a nd vie in hof jemutMieci 
with each other in. eheerfvd and liberal coMlributions to* yonr fonds both, 
permanent and contingent. — Every thing which tends to banish suspi- 
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doD, fHromotechnErtiui felkmtiliip, and strengtiieii the bonds of afiection 
and mutual confideace among Christians of difi^rent denomination^ 
a of inestimable value, and a Society whieh apart from the vast im- 
portanoe of its direct opimitioas, has struck out a plan and reduced it 
to inractioe, so powerfully tending to produce these results rises, like a 
morning star <on the christsan beriBon', aifonltng promise of a bright 
approaching day : 'tit a iight house to the m«riiier, — a promise of the 
long desired haven — and a beacon to guide him «afely into it. Around 
such a ^Society the best affectwins c? the christian public must ulti- 
mately lasten. 

In another point of view also, the plan of this Society evinces a lib- 
erality of feeling that is truly national : I refer to the disposition of 
the fanda under the control of this Society ; in that, in whatever sec- 
tion of the country, or from whatever sources they may be derived — 
they are ail rendered available for the promotion of the one grand 
object, the education of a pious, able ministry, in every section of the 
(Jaited States, Wherevier a Branch shall be formed. There is practi- 
cal, christian wisdom in this arrangement, Sir, whiph rises in my cs^ 
timation the more I contemplate it, and brings home to my heart the 
sweet conviction, *' this is of none other than the Lord.*' — Branches 
are formed, or are to be formed in various parts of the land — these are 
to be encoura^d to raise funds and select and educate suitable candi- 
dates to the utmost extent of their ability, with the assurance that all 
tb^ cs» raise, however large, is at their own disposal for expenditure 
within their own bounds, if it is iieeded,«--and if insufficient, a pledge 
that the deficiency shall be made up iroot the general fund ; in return 
for which, all that is asked by the Parent Society is a recognition of 
ber rules— and the subjection of their surplus funds to her order for 
Uie benefit of the general cause. — Thus each Branch is left indepen- 
dent as far as indq)endence is practicaUe or desirable — while all the 
Branches are united in one grand confederacy— -one great brother* 
hood, all mutually supporting each other — all enjoying the supervis- 
ion-<^he counsels — the guardianship and the bounty of the Parent So- 
ciety. Nor cao I omit to notice the wisdom of that regulation which 
requires all accounts to be kept in the name of the National Society — 
And quarterly submitted to the inspection of its officers — who will, it 
may be confidently expected, soon be able to exhibit annually be- 
ifiMre the public, a correct statement of the whole amount of benevo- 
lent ac(aott-*-in this most important department of Christian effort : — 
When the whole ampunt of what is doing in the cause of ministerial 
^uoation^ and the success attending these efforts, shall come to be 
aniuilly presented before the public at one rtet^,— *the effect will he 
noBi salutary : the greatness of this cause and its vast importance will 
be better understooKi, its claims to christian liberality will be more 
extensively aad distinctly perceived, and the constantly brighten- 
ing prospect of success may be expected to call forth that liberality. 

It is this view of the plan of your operations, that has led the Pre»- 
fojterian Education Society to desire a union with you, conscious

that they could devise no better plaa, satisfied that increasing sacceas 
must continually crown your labours, and deeply sensible that unity of 
plan and union of effort among different denominations of christians 
will, Ivith the blessing of God, afford the surest pledge of that success. 
— And, Sir, if the efforts of individuals gave to the church such men 
as Buchanan and Martyn — whose influence, in deepening the tone 
of piety in the christian ministry and in the christian church, is still 
felt and will long continue to be felt — if the divided efforts of the 
church, feebly operating in one corner and another of our country, 
has produced results, such as, did not delicate regard to the feeling? of 
some of the most useful servants of Christ now in the field and of 
their friends forbid it, — might at this hour be disclosed, — what may 
we not expect to result from the united exertions of our whole Amer* 
ican Zion — prayerfully searching out the most talented and most 
devoted of her youth,— opening the rich stores of learning to their in- 
spection — and when thoroughly furnished, sending them forth, con- 
secrated to the service of the Lord of Hosts and to the gospel of his 
Son? ^ 



Fourth Resolution^ moved by Dr. Beecher. 

Dr. Beecher remarked, that the laws of the natural world are uni' 
form ; and if it is not always so in the moral world, still some things 
are certain. We can have no doubt, that the population of this great 
country will increase, and that we shall become a vast people ; or that 
the spirit of enterprise will continue and increase abundantly ; or 
that these causes, unless counteracted, will mightily extend moral 
corruption. It is certain too, that there will be a relative decrease- of 
moral power, unless very special and powerful effort be made to sus*- 
tain and increase it. We may, however, bless God, that for this mor- 
al corruption and desolation there is a remedy. There is a power 
that can effect this, and there is but one. That is the gospel. Sci- 
ence, philosophy, legislation, cannot do it. The gospel can do it. 
And in preparing ministers for the whole country, we send forth 
streams from that fountain to heal the land. We stand at the head 
of the most important river of influence ever known. How wicked 
are they, who would stand there and augment the poison and death. 
How guilty are those servants who stand there, with the gospel of 
healing in their hands, and do nothing. We, as a society, have under- 
taken the work, and we must march on as a united phalanx to ac- 
complish it. — Again, success is certain. There is gospel enough ; 
there will be hands enough to carry it ; there are prayers enough to 
bring down the blessing ; and promises enough to secure it. If we 
persevere, success i» sure. There can be no doubt about it ; no pos- 
sibility of failure. The Lord of hosts is with us, the God of Jacob 
jis our refuge^

10* The Parent Society being an incorporated institution, with an 
MHple cbaarter for holdifi^ funds, all donations given for the purpose 
ef founding seholarshipsi whether by individuals or associations, shall 
be given directly to thai Society ; but the income of such as are giv- 
en wttbin the limits of a Branch Society, shall be pledged to the Board 
of Directors of such Branch to be appropriated by them, according to 
the Provisions of the general constitution. All donations for immedi- 
ate use within the limits of a Branch, and sent to its treasury shall be 
pledged in like manner : provided that nothing in this article shall be 
considered as restraining, or in any way affecting the liberty of donors 
to make such an arrangement in regard to their donations as they 
may think proper. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Board of each Branch Society, to 
meet quarterly, at least two weeks previous to the second Wednesday 
of January, April, July and October, to receive the returns of benefi- 
eiavies under their care ; to appropriate the funds at their disposid ; 
to attend to the applications of new beneficiaries; and to transact any 
other business which may be important to the welfaie of that part of 
the general concern which is confided to their care. 

12. The treasurer of each Branch shall be required to make a 
ifuarterly report, to its Board of Directors, of the state of the treasuryt 
noting particularly the amount of disposable funds, which is possessed 
at the time ; he shall also be required to forward a duplicate of the 
same report, including a complete and accurate list of donations for 
the quHrter, to the treasurer of the Parent Society; and for all funds 
in hid hands, or under his care, belonging to the General Society, he 
shall forward a certificate to its treasurer. 

13. Surplus funds in the treasury of any Branch Society, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury, or made subject to its order at 
least once a year, and oftener where arrangements for that end, shall 
be mutually entered into, by the Board of the Parent Society and tbe 
Board of any Branch. 
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14. SchedvleB, eontainiiif the pecuniary aocomifs of beneficiamv^ 
with their renewed implications for aid, shall usually be made out, and 
returned quarterly. If the beneficiaries are under the care of a 
Branch Society, they roust make their returns to the Secretary of that 
Branch, in season for the quarterly meeting of its Directors ; and 
when those returns have been acted upon by them, they shall be sent 
by the Secretary of the Branch to the Secretary of the Parent Society, 
in season for the quarterly meeting of the Board of Directors of that 
Society, with an official note, stating how much has been appropriate^ 
ed by the Board of the Branch Society, and how much will be neces- 
sary from the Board of the Parent Society to complete the appropria- 
tion. 

15. In case of a difference of opinion, between the Board of the 
Parent Society, and the Board of a Branch Society, the subject shall 
be referred to the decision of the Parent Society at a legal {neeting, 
as a portion of the members of that Society are chosen from within 
the limits of each Branch. 

16. Other rules and regulations may hereafter be added, or those 
which are here specified may be altered or amended, as experience 
may suggest to be necessary.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

BRANCH OF THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



Art. I. This Society shall be cdled the ■' ■ Branch of 

the American Education Society. 

II. The object of the Society shall be to educate indigent pious 
young men for the Gospel ministry, as an Auxiliary of the Aflaerican 
Bdufiation Society. 

m. Auy peiBon shall be a member of this, Society, by paying into 
its treasury the anuua) sunt of ^ne dollar ox more ; and «i\y fiersQa 
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who sb&ll pay {Mrip doUetrs) at one time^ or {J^y- thUara) within lirve 
jears from the time of sabscrihiiig, shall be a member for life. 

IV. There shM be annually chooen by baiki a President, Vice 
I¥esident, Secretary, and Treasurer, who with seven (off five) others 
i^pointed for the purpose, shall constitote a Board of INrectors, and 
shall oontiniie in office till others are choaen in their stead : any five 
of them shall constitute a qooram for dmng bnsinesa. The Society 
may also elect, from time to time, such number of Honorary Vice 
Presidents as they may judge expedient 

V. It shall be the doty of the Board of Directors to receive bene* 
factions ; to take measures in concert with the Parent Society for 
raising funds ; to examine and receive beneficiaries ; to make appro- 
priations ; • and generally to conduct all the interests and concerns of 
the Branch : subject, however, to the general rules of the Parent In* 
stitution, and in conformity with the essential principles of its €onsti« 
tution. 

VI. Vacancies occarring in the offices of the Society may be filled 
by the Directors, till there i^ opportunity for them to be filled by the 
Society at a regular meeting. 

VII. An annual meeting shall be held at such time and place as 
the Directors may appoint, for the choice of officers^ for hearing the 
Report of the Directors, and for any other purposes which the Socie- 
ty, or the Board of Directors shall think proper. Special meetings 
may be called by the President with the concurrence of three other 
Directors. 

VIII. Alterations of this Constitution shall not be made except on 
the recommendation of the Board of Directors, and by vote of three 
tburths of the members present at an annual meeting, or unless the 
proposed alterations shall have been submitted to the Society at a pre- 
vious meeting.

TfiSTiMONIAXS RELATING TO THfi PRUNCUPLES AND PftESBNT SYSTEM 

OF TBB American Ei^ucation Society. 

I have, for several years, viewed with deep and increasing interest, 
the operations of the American Education Society. I am fully con- 
vinced, that without the aid of this, and other similar institutions, 
there is no rational prospect of supplying the defilorable deficiency of 
educated ministers, in a population which multiplies with a rapidity 
sufficient to form a new congregation every day in the year. The 
means of the Society must hie enlarged, fiifr beyond its past 6t pres- 
ent Tesoiikjes btefbre ftie're can be ev^n iita ftjiproach towards kh Ade- 
qtiate Wrppljr. 
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The most important of the metsiiies lately adopted 6a repleniriiing 
the treasury, appears to me to be the employment of a permanent 
agent, whose time and talents are to be devoted to the interests of the 
Society. This is the only way in which a systematic course of efforts 
can be secured from year to year, and an energy and unity of action 
be given to its operations. In effecting these purposes, additional aid 
may be obtained, by the arrangement of severed Branches, under one 
general Society. 

The establishment of scholarships promises more than any other 
measure, towards, enlarging the permanent fund ; without which, the 
efforts of the Society cannot be expected to be uniformly and lasting- 
ly efficient. I fully approve of the ^n of throwing the beneficiaries 
upon their own resourses for support, so far as this can be made con- 
sistent with the primary object of giving them a thorough education. 
Further improvements in the detaUs of the Society's operations, may 
be the result of longer experience. But I cannot doubt that the bless- 
ing of Heaven will rest upon its designs and exertions.

I have perused with no common interest, a brief view of the pres- 
ent system of operations pursued by the American Education Society ; 
and with a still deeper and gratified interest, have I listened to the 
details of the plan, as developed to me in a personal interview with 
their respectable Secretary, the Rev. Elias Cornelius. To furnish 
young men of piety and taJent with a thorough education for the pul-

Having been acquainted with the operations of the American Edu- 
cation Society, from its origin, I am free to express my opinion in its 
favour ; and I can recommend it to the patronage of the christian 
-community with great confidence in its beneficial influence and hap- 
py results. It has already done much, by its direct and indirect in- 
fluence, to increase the number of faithful and able ministers of the 
igospel. Its tendency has been to elevate the standard of ministerial 
qualifications. Indeed, without its aid, I see not, how the exigencies 
of our churches are to be supplied, or how our Missionary Societies 
are to proceed in their operations. Benevolence, therefore, muist 
wish to see this Society sustained and its operations greatly extended. 

My confidence in the utility of the institution is strengthened by a 

view of the improvements, which experience has enabled the Direo- 

"tors to make in their mode of management ; furnishing better security 

against embarrassments, guarding more effectually against a perversion 

of the funds, and removing all foundation for local jealousies. 

One grand feature of improvement consists in securing the time 
and energies of a Secretary and General Agent. This provision, I 
think, happily calculated to give unity and efficiency to the operations 
of the Society. 

The plan of organizing Branches, tinder the uniting influence of 
the preceding provision, can hardly fail to excite new interest in the 
objects of the Society^ and prevent the interference and jealousies, 
iH^hich have hitherto limited and embarrassed the operations of inde- 
pendant, local societies. 

The establishment of scholarships seems to me exceedingly deaira- 
-ble« J*or most benevolent Societies permanent funds may be un* 
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necessary, and, on accomit of their liability to loss or perversibn^ may 
not be expedient. But for the security and steady progress of this^ 
such a provision seems peculiarly requisite. Beside, without a per^^ 
manent resource, to meet a part of the quarterly demands on the treas- 
ury, embarrassment must often ensue, and the time and attention of 
the genera] agent be so engrossed, as effectually to prevent his execu- 
tion of that plan of supervision, which he has so happily begun to ex- 
ercise over the beneficiaries of the Society. From this practice of 
frequently visiting them and their instructers ; making the most mi- 
nute inquiries concerning them ; conversing with them faithfully and 
tenderly ; and imparting to them advice and counsel, much good 
must result. It will furnish peculiar security against Imposition, and, 
at the same time, tend to elevate the intellectual and religious charac- 
ter of the young men. The commencement of this system of super- 
vision, at this College, has been highly interesting, and, I trust profit- 
able. 

I believe, too, the substitution of the plan of loaning entirely, for 
that of giving, will have a salutary influence on the character of the 
young men. It will enable them to aid themselves, without the fear 
of being harrassed by merciless creditors ; and at the same time free 
them from the unreasonable reproach of being dependent on charity..

I have ever regarded the American Education Society as one of 
the most important and useful of those benevolent institutions which 
are the glory of the present age ; and the recent changes which have 
been adopted in the mode of conducting its operations appear to me

The establishment of scholarships^ by means of which a permanent 
fund is created, is calculated to give stability to the institution ; and 
while it will enable the Directors at all times to redeem their pledges^ 
and to reduce their operations to system, it will save them from the 
embarrassments, to which they must oflen be subjected, if dependent 
solely on occasional contributions. 

The plan of converting their benefactions into loans, possesses ma-^ 
ny advantages. While it operates as a stimulus to the young men to 
do all in their power for their own support, and relieves them from 
many of those unpleasant associations, which their dependent situation 
suggests, it lays the foundation of an accumulating fund, which is^ 
destined to increase with the increasing wants of our growing popuk<^ 
tion.

10« The Parent Sootety being an incorporated institution, with aft 
•Miple.cbaarter ibr hoidio^ funds, all donations given for the purpose 
ef feunding seholar^ps^ whether by individuals or associations, shall 
be given directly to that Society ; but the income of such as are giv- 
en witbin the limits of a Branch Society, shall be pledged to the Board 
of Directors of such Branch to be appropriated by them, according to 
the Provisions of the general constitution. All donations for immedi- 
ate use within the limits of a Branch, and sent to its treasury shall be 
pledged in like manner : provided that nothing in this article shall be 
considered as restraining, or in any way affecting the liberty of donors 
to make such an arrangement in regard to their donations as they 
may think proper. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Board of each Branch Society, to 
meet quarterly, at least two weeks previous to the second Wednesday 
of January, April, July and October, to receive the returns of benefi- 
ciavies under their care; to appropriate the funds at their disposal; 
to attend 'to the applications of new beneficiaries; and to transact any 
other business which may be important to the welfaie of that part of 
the general concern which is confided to their care. 

12. The treasurer of each Branch shall be required to make a 
ifuarterly report, to its Board of Directors, of the state of the treasufy^ 
noting particularly the amount of disposable funds, which is possessed 
at the time ; he shall also be required to forward a duplicate of the 
same report, including a complete and accurate list of donations for 
the quarter, to the treasurer of the Parent Society; and for all funds 
in hid hands, or under his care, belonging to the General Society, he 
shall forward a certificate to its treasurer. 

13. Surplus funds in the treasury of any Branch Society, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury, or made subject to its order at 
least once a year, and oftener where arrangements for that end, shall 
be mutually entered into, by the Board of the Parent Society and the 
Board of any Branch. 
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14. Schedules, containing the pecuniary aocooncs of beneficiafieffi 
with their renewed implications for aid, shall usually be made out, and 
returned quarterly. If the beneficiaries are under the care of a 
Branch Society, they roust make their returns to the Secretary of that 
Branch, in season for the quarterly meeting of its Directors ; and 
when those returns have been acted upon by them, they shall be sent 
by the Secretary of the Branch to the Secretary of the Parent Society, 
in season for the quarterly meeting of the Board of Directors of that 
Society, with an official note, stating how much has been appropriate 
ed by the Board of the Branch Society, and how much will be neces- 
sary from the Board of the Parent Society to complete the appropriar 
tion. 

15. In case of a difference of opinion, between the Board of the 
Parent Society, and the Board of a Branch Society, the subject shall 
be referred to the decision of the Parent Society at a legal fneeting, 
as a portion of the members of that Society are chosen from within 
the limits of each Branch. 

16. Other rules and regulations may hereafter be added, or those 
which are here specified may be altered or amended, as experience 
may suggest to be necessary.

CONSTITUTION 

OP THE 

BRANCH OF THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



Art. I. This Society shall he cdled the ■' ■ Branch of 

the American Education Society. 

II. The object of the Society shall be to educate indigent pious 
young men for the Gospel ministry, as an Auxiliary of the American 
Bdadation Society. 

m. Any peiBon shall be a member of this Society, by paying inUp 
its treasury the annual sun of one dollar ox more ; and ^n;jf (r^rsoa 
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who shall pay {i^irtp doUars) at <me time, or {fifty dMar$) within lire 
years from the time of sabscribing, shall be a member for life. 

IV. There shall be annaally chosen by ballot a President, Vice 
I^:«8ident, Secretary, and Treasurer, who with seven (or five) others 
appointed for the purpose, shdl constitute a Board of Directors, and 
shall continue in office till others are chosen in their stead : any five 
of them shall constitute a quorum for doing business. The Society 
may also elect, from time to time, such number of Honorary Vice 
Presidents as they may judge expedient. 

V. it shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to receive bene* 
Actions ; to take measures in concert with the Parent Society for 
raising funds ; to examine and receive beneficiaries ; to make appro- 
priations ; • and generally to conduct all the interests and concerns of 
the Branch : subject, however, to the general rules of the Parent In- 
stitution, and in conformity with the essential principles of its Consti- 
tution. 

VI. Vacancies occarring in the offices of the Society may be filled 
by the Directors, till there U opportunity for them to be filled by the 
Society at a regular meeting. 

VII. An annual meeting shall be held at such time and place as 
the Directors may appoint, for the choice of officers^ for hearing the 
Report of the Directors, and for any other purposes which the Socie- 
ty, or the Board of Directors shall think proper. Special meetings 
may be called by the President with the concurrence of three other 
Directors. 

VIII. Alterations of this Constitution shall not be made except on 
the recommendation of the Board of Directors, and by vote of three 
fourths of the members present at an annual meeting, or unless the 
proposed alterations shall have been submitted to the Society at a pre- 
vious meeting.

The First for ourselves, and for such as are Beneficiaries in other 
institutions, that we may be the sincere disciples of the Lord Jesus, 
and never be left to deceive ourselves or others concerning the hope 
which we have professed before many witnesses ; that we may possess 
in large and increasing measure the spirit of humility, selfdenial, dis- 
interestedness and holy zeal ,* that our hearts may be filled with the 
love of God, and of the souls of men, so that we shall count it our 
highest happiness to carry the Gospel, if we shall hereafter be calted 
to do it, to the meanest and most destitute of our fellow men : that we 
may be kept during the period of our preparation for the ministry, 
from pursuing any course of conduct which may bring reproach on 
ourselves, or our benefactors, or on the cause of religion ; and that 
we may diligently use the means afforded us for moral and intellec- 
tual improvement : that at length we may be prepared to engage in 
the glorious work to which we desire to devote our lives and all that 
we possess, and be used as successful instruments of advancing the 
kinsrdom and glory of Christ. 

The Second prayer shall be offered with special reference to the 
prosperity of the American Education Sifdeiy whose patronage we en- 
joy — for all the members and supporters of it, that they may receive in 
their own bosoms a rich return for their liberality and that the funds 
generously given by them may never be perverted, or lost upon un- 
worthy recipients : for the Directors that they may have wisdom from 
above to guide them in all their deliberations ; and particularly- for 
the Spxretary, on whom is more immediately devolved the concerns 
of the Society : that he may possess every requisite qualification for 
his various and responsible duties ; that he may be successful in his 
appeals to the benevolence of the community ; that he may be a bless- 
ing to those who are receiving the patronage of the Society, and 
through them to multitudes of his fellow men ; and in short, that he 
may be able by divine grace to discharge his trust in such a manner 
as to answer the expectations and hopes of the friends of Zion, and to 
secure the approbation of God. 

The TfliRt) prayer shall have reference to those who cere destitute of 
tht Oospel i)(i mr oim country, and in other parts of the tmrld; that 
the waste places of Zion may be built up ; that the tide of moral 
desolation which is coming in like a ffood may be stayed ; that the 
sttpp^y of ministers of the Gospel may keep pace with the raj>id in- 
crease of our population ; especially that the western and newly setthd 
parts of our country may be blessed with an adequate and faithful 
ministry — that the glorious enterprise of converting the world may go 
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on with more and more success, till Missionaries are raised up for all 
unevangelized nations, and the earth is full of the knowledge and 
glory of the Lord. 

The object of the Foubth prayer shall be a revival of religion in 
the Institution to which we belong, and for a similar effusion of the 
Holy Spirit in all the Academies, Colleges, and Theological Semin- 
aries in our land, that hundreds of young men who are now training 
up for public life may be converted to God, and become heralds of 
Balvatlon to their fellow men. In this prayer may also be remem- 
bered the instructors and governors of literary and sacred institutions. 

3. Each member of the association shall take a part in the services, 
in the order of seniority, and one shall be appointed on the monthly 
concert evening of January and July each year to preside during the 
steetinsB, and to call upon the members in their turn. 

4. l^e intervals between the prayers may be occupied in singings 
reading portions of Scripture or other appropriate pieces, giving in- 
telligence, or in christian conference, as there may be time or occa- 
sion. The subjects of each prayer, as given above, shall be read by 
the presiding member immediately before the prayer is offered, and 
previous to the last prayer being made, the following questions shall 
be proposed by the presiding member for free and fraternal conversa- 
tion. What is the present state of religion in this Institution, and 
especially among ourselves ? Cannot some measures be taken to in- 
'crease the spirit of piety in our own hearts, and to promote a revival 
cf religion in the Institution with which we are connected ? 

5. The presiding member shall keep a record of each meeting, in 
which shall be given a list of members present, the order of exercises, 
and any thing else important to be noted. He shall correspond with 
the Secretary of the American Education Society when necessary, 
and with the presiding members of other similar associations. 

6. In case the number of beneficiaries should be so diminished as 
to make it impossible to continue the observance of this concert, this 
record shall be sealed up and directed to the Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Education Society.

An Act to incorporatB the American Education Society. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Houde of Representa- , 
lives, in General Court assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 
that William Phillips, Samuel Salisbury, Eliphalet Pearson, William 
Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa £aton, Samuel H. Walley, and Aaron P. 
Cleveland, together with those, who have associated, and who may 
hereafter associate with them, be and are hereby incorporated and 
made a Body politic, by the name of The American Education So- 
ciety. And the Sbcieiy aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, 
and may have a common Seal, which it shall be lawful for them to 
alter at pleasure ; and may purchase and receive by gift, or devise, 
lands, tenements, and real estate of any kind, and the same hold in 
fee simple or less estate, the annual income and profits whereof shall 
not exceed the value of ten thousand dollars. And the said Society 
IS hereby enabled to take and receive subscriptions of charitably dis- 
posed persons, and may take any personal estate in succession ; and 
•all donations to the Society, either by subscription, legacy, or other- 
wise, (excepting such, as shall be differently appropriated by the do- 
nors, or by a vote of the Society agreeably to their Constitution) shaU 
make a part or be put into the capital stock of the Society, which 
shall be put out on interest or good security, or otherwise improved 
to the best advantage, and the income or profits applied to the purpose 
of aiding indigent young men of talents and hopeful piety in acquir- 
ing a learned and competent education for the Gospel Ministry. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may choose 
a President, Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers, 
•as they shall see fit ; and may at their first meeting under this incor- 
poration, by the vote of two thirds of the members present at said 
meeting, adopt such Constitution or system of Rules and Bye laws, 
as they shall think necessary for the orderly conducting and execut- 
'ing the business of said Society, and for the most effectually secur- 
ing the object of their institution ; which Constitution or system of 
Rules and Bye laws shall be for the government of said Society, and 
shall not be altered at any subsequent meeting, but in the manner 
therein pointed out : provided such Rules and Bye laws be not repug- 
nant to the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at 
all times under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, 
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plead and be impleaded, appear, prosecute, and defend to final judg- 
ment and execution, and may appoint an Agent or Agents, to prose- 
cute and defend suits with power of substitution ; and it shall be law- 
ful for the said Society to make sale of any estate or personal proper- 
ty, given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other way or right ac- 
cruing to them in their corporate capacity, (unless that, which is giv- 
en, be otherwise expressly ordered or appropriated by the donor) and 
convey the same by deed or other legal instrument, duly executed ; 
and, when the property to be conveyed is real estate, under the hand 
of the Treasurer and the Seal of the Society : provided that all monies, 
arising from such sale, be applied to the same use, to which the in- 
come thereof was before a|^lied. 

Section 4* Be it further enacted, that William Phillips Esquire be 
and hereby is authorized by notification, in any two of the newspa- 
pers, printed in Boston, to appoint the time and place of the first 
meeting of said Society.

CONSTITUTION 



OF THE 



The object of this Society is to educate pious youog men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman for- 
ty dollars, shall be an honorary member; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members 
hereafter added to the Society who shall be entitled to vote, shall 
be chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

AiiT. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, legacies, 
donations and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; and of any 
other property of the Society, as the Directors may think best cal- 
culated to promote the object in view. 

Art. hi. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall con- 
tinue in office till others shall be chosen in their stead, 
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Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
Buch a namber of honorary Vice Presidents as they may jo<%^e es- 
pedient. 

Akt. V, The Society shaH annnally appoint^ by ballot, eleven 
iMrectors ; who, together vrith the President aad Vice President of 
the Societjs shall eoastitate a Board of Directors, five of whom 
shall constitute a oaomad at any meeting regnlarly convened, it 
shall be the duty or this Board to increase the funds of the Society, 
by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and instrocting agents to 
-solicit the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board 
-shali bate the power of appropriating ail monies for the snpporC of 
beneficiaries ; of examining and selecting candidates for patronage; 
fit app&intiog committees to examine and recommend its applicants 
living in distant parts ; and, generally, of tmosactii^ all business 
necessary for the furtherance of the objects of tbts Society, net 
otherwise herein provided for. The Directors shall also keep a 
fair record of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of pre- 
paratory education for the ministry ; but, except in very singular ca* 
ses, no applicant shall be assisted, ef en in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose in- 
structor or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annu- 
ally exhibit to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of 
genius, diligence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a pro- 
per character to receive aid from these sacred funds ; in addition 
to which, each beneficiary, after his admission into any college, 
^hall annually exhibit to the Directors, a written declaration, that it 
continues i» be his serious purpose to devote his life to the gospel 
ministry. 

Art. Vll. If any person, who has been assisted by the Society, 
shall not devote himself to the go^el ministry, he shall, within a 
reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, with 
lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Pres- 
ident, tn concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have pow- 
er to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful 
discharge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society 
IB the safest and most productive forms; make payments and advan- 
ces of money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Direc- 
tors ; and annually render to the Society, a written account of all 
receipts and expenditures within the year of the amount of its funds, 
and of the manner in which they are vested : — this account to be 
previously examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of

the Society, annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give 
to the Directors, whenever Ihey request it, a particular account of 
the state of the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to bear the Report 
of the Directors, and of the Treasurer, and to transact other ne- 
cessary business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall 
be requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Soci- 
cty^ and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury of 
this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Preiideats of this 
Society. 

Art. XIU. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhab- 
itants of any State, or district which shall adopt the essential prin« 
ciples of this Constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth ar- 
ticle, as the basis of its own, such Society upon due notice of its 
existence, and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the 
Directors, as a constituent branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing 
its own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer ; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of ben- 
eficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qoalifica- 
eoDS. Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a 
tiommittee of three competent men, two of whom shall be appoint- 
ed by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Di<^ 
rectors of this Society ; and, if approved, may pronecute his studies^ 
preparatory to the ministry, under the immediate superintendance 
of the Directors of said Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it 
expedient, such candidate may be committed to the charge of the 
Directors of this Society. Alt monies of any Branch Society, not ap- 
propriated as above, shall be transmitted to the general Treasury ; 
and whenever the exigencies of such Society shall exceed its own 
resourced, it may apply for assistance to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be ex officio 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board 
of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any va- 
cancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the 
Society, till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, ex- 
cept on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three 
fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting; or unless the 
proposed alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in 
writing, at a previow meeting.

Where a donor wishes ta make other stiptdations, a par- 
ticular form can he used for this purpose. 

** As the object of the Society is connected with the best interests of 
present and future generations, in our own country and in the world, 
It is desirable that its support should be placed on as secure and per- 
manent a basis as possible. For this reason it has been resolved to 
solicit, in addition to what may be given to the general funds, the es- 
tablishment of Scholarships, or permanent foundations of One Thou- 
sand dollars each, to be placed under the care of the Directors, and to 
be subject to such provisions as the Donor or Donors may think pro- 
per, in concert with the Society, to institute at the period of making 
the foundations. 

Where no other conditions are annexed or specially instituted, the 
following general provisions shall be considered as established. 

The principal of each Scholarship shall be invested in some safe 
and productive form, and the interest otdy^ appropriated by the Di- 
rectors in such manner as they shall judge best calculated to promote 
the great object of the Society.

For the information of such as may wish to ap-ply f&r the pcEtrorwge 
of the Society, the following notices are given. 

1. The apphcaot must exhibit evidence that he has been pursu- 
ing classical studies, at least three months, with a competent Instruc- 
ter. 

2. He must produce testimonials from three or more serious and 
respectable persons, best acquainted with him and his circumstances 
(e. g. his minister, instructer, a magistrate, or some other principal 
man in the vicinity) stating his age, place of residence, indigence, 
moral ai^d. religious character, talents, acquirements, and serious de- 
sire to devote his life to the Gospel ministry. These testimonials 
should be full and explicit. They should not be given without per- 
sonal knowledge of the facts stated^ or a minute and thorough in- 
formation respecting the person to be recommended. They should 
be sealed; that the writer may speak with more freedom, and that 
the person recommended may not be injured, by reading opinions in 
his own praise. This lastt suggestion is of more importance than 
might, at first, be apprehended by one who has not reflected on the 
subject 
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3. Haying obtained (he above testimonials^ the applicant, ot his 
friends, may make known his wishes to the Secretary of the Parent 
Society, whose residence is at Andover, Mass ; or, if more cony en- 
ient, to either of the Secretaries of the Branch Societies (see pp. 
61, 62) who will direct him to go before some one of the Examin- 
ingf Committees, appointed to examine candidates, in regard to the 
evidences of their piety, their motives in wishing to engage in the 
mioistry, and in regard to their talents and literary attainments. 

4. If the examination and testimonials of the candidate are satis- 
factory to the Committee, they will recommend him to the Board of 
Directors, who at their next regular meeting will receive him on 
probation, for three months, and make him the asual appropriation. 
The sum granted is, at present, 12 dollars per quarter to those in 
Academies, and 18 dollars per quarter to those in Colleges. 

6. At the end of three months, the person received is required to 
make a return to the Board of Directors, according to a printed 
form, a copy of which is appended to this Report. In the first col- 
umn he repeats his serious desire to devote his life to the Christian 
Ministry and renews his request for aid. In the subsequent columns, 
after mentioning one or two othf r circumstances, he gives a full, 
and accurate statement of all his expenditures, and all his receipts^ 
with the amount of his debts, if he h^^ any, beside what he owes to 
the Society. This schedule is then submitted by him to his princi- 
pal Instructer, who signs the following declaration on the back of 
the same : ^^ 1 certify that I have examined the within accounts, and 
that I believe the same to be correct ; and abo that the person, (or 
persons) herein named sustain the character required of beneficia- 
rieia by the Constitution and laws of the American Gdacation Society.^' 

A responsible person signs another declaration of the following 
import : '^ I certify that I have received, for safe keeping, the note 
(or notes) of the within mentioned person, (or persons) for his (or 
their) last grant from the American Education Society, which note, 
(or notes) is (or are) subject to the order of the Directors of that 
Society." ♦ Where the Directors have not authorized any one to re' 
ceive notes y they are to be sent by mail^ to the Secretary. 

6. At the close of each succeeding quarter, unless a longer time 
has been granted by the Board of Directors, on account of distance, 
or for other special reasons, the application for aid must be renewed 
in the same way. If the account is essentially defective, or if the 
testimonial of the Instructer is wanting, or if no note has been given

Communications 
must be in season for these oSieetings, or they will be laid over.

The Society met according to adjournment. 

Hon. STEPHEN VAN RENSSELAER 

of Albany took the Chair. The Rev. John H. Rice, D.D. of Vir- 
ginia opened the meeting with prayer. The Annual Report was 
read by the Secretary ; after which the following resolutions 
were moved and adopted. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Hewitt, of Connecticut, seconded by 
Rev. C. Mason of New York. 

Resolved, — That the Report now read be accepted, acted up- 
on, and printed by the Directors. 

On motion of Rev. Beriah Green of Vermont, seconded by 
Rev. J. F. Halsey, of New- Jersey, 

Resolved, — That the impulse which has been given the past 
year to the cause of benevolence, calls for a corresponding effort 
of the friends of Education Societies to increase the number of able 
and thoroughly furnished ministers of the Gospel. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Tappan, of Maine, seconded by Rev. 
Dr. Spring, of New York ; 

Resolved, — That the wants of the church and the world, no 
less than the sacred character of the ministry, require that the Di- 
rectors of this Society seek those for patronage, who, in addition to 
other qualifications, are distinguished for piety. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Humphrey, of Amherst, Mass. seconded 
by Rev. Dr. Beecher, of Boston ; 

Resolved, — That while gratitude is due to God for the past 
success of this Society, the time has cofne for more efficient mea- 
sures to supply the entire wants of our country and of the world, 
and that with a view of aiding this great work, the Directors are 
called upon in the Providence of God, and in reliance upon divine 
help, to enter systematically on the work of educating every young 
man of proper character in the United States, who may apply for 
aid, and who may not be otherwise provided for. 

The thanks of the Society were voted to the speakers for their 
addresses, and copies were requested for publication. 

The Society then adjourned. 
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X o the many proofs which have been furnished, during 
the present season of religious anniversaries, of the progress of 
Christian benevolence, the Directors of the American Educa- 
tion Society would add, with devout acknowledgement, the 
prosperity, which has attended their efforts the past year. With 
lively satisfaction do they meet their brethren of the Society in 
this metropolis, where so many of the friends of Zion have come 
together, from remote and widely distant parts of the land, to 
mingle hearts, and to unite hands, in the common cause in which 
they are engaged. The occasion affords a new opportunity of 
testifying the liberality of the principles upon which the Society 
was founded, and of cementing the union which has taken place 
between those who have long deplored the want of pious and en- 
lightened ministers of the Gospel, and who have resolved, with 
the help of God, to supply the deficiency. 

Although few of the active members of the Society have been 
called from the scenes of their earthly labours since the last anni- 
versary, they have been men who will not cease to be remember- 
ed and honoured by successive generations. The name of Pay- 
son, so justly dear to the heart of warm and elevated piety, stands 
associated with some of the earliest efforts of the Society, as well 
as with its more recent history. The testimony which this emi- 
nent servant of the Lord Jesus gave in behalf of the object 
which we are striving to accomplish has survived him, and is 
powerfully pleading our cause in many parts of the country. 
Nor, though occupying a widely different sphere in public life, 
can we withhold our humble tribute to the memory of the dis** 
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tinguished man who so lately held the highest office in the gift of 
the people of the state within which we are assembled. The 
friends of humanity mingle their tears with those of the friends 
of science, of art, and of human improvement around the tomb 
of Clinton. For several years this highly gifted citizen was 
President of the Presbyterian Education Society, which the last 
year became a constituent part of the American Society, and he is 
well known to have given his public, and decided approbation to 
the object for which both institutions were formed. 

dumber of beneficiaries received the past year. 

In the review which is now to be given of their proceedings, 
the Directors will aim as much as possible at brevity^ Ninety 
one young men have been received upon the funds of the Socie- 
ty since the last annual meeting, making the whole number who 
have been aid^d in a greater or less degree since the Society 
was established, thirteen years ago, six hundred and sixty,* 
The number of young men received the year preceding that now 
under review was thirty five. The highest number ever received 
upon the funds, in any one year, previous to the last, is sixty five* 

Aid granted to young men in their theological course* 

For reasons which have been stated in former reports, the 
Directors judged it expedient at the commencement of their ope- 
rations to assist young men only in their academic and colle- 
giate course. Believing, however, that the time has come when 
the friends of an educated ministry are prepared to sustain such 
youth through every part of their preparatory studies, and con- 
ceiving it to be highly important to the success of the system of 
supervision which has been adopted, that all under the patronage 
of the Society should be kept under its care through every stage 
of their progress, and be enabled to proceed without distressing 

• Seven young men in the theolog^ical course, have been readmitted to 
the funds in consequence of the decision of the Board of Directors to at4 
l^oung men in every part of their studies. 
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embarrassmeDts to the end of their course, the Directors have 
thought it proper to remove former restrictions, and to open the 
door to candidates possessing the requisite qualifications in either 
stage of education. In consequence of this determination, be- 
tween forty and fifty members of Theological Seminaries have 
been aided during the year, and the number is rapidly increasing. 

Whole number under patronage. 

The whole number of young men now under the patronage 
of the American Education Sjociety and of its Branches cannot 
be stated with perfect accuracy, as the organization which has 
been recendy commenced has not yet been completed ; but it 
probably does not differ widely from three hundred. They are 
''-pursuing studies in seven Theological Seminaries, twelve or fif- 
teen Colleges, and a larger number of Academies. The plan of 
supervision which was mentioned in the last report, has been 
carried, extensively, into execution during the year; and while 
the information which it has accumulated, has furnished new evi- 
dence of the decidedly promising character of the young men 
generally under the patronage of the Society, it has nevertheless 
satisfied the Directors of their duty to withdraw their patronage 
from seven young men ^ho were found deficient in the qualifica- 
tions pointed out in the Constitution. In performing this painful 
service, the Directors have acted in concert with the Instructors 
of the youth referred to, and from a sacred regard to the interests 
of the Redeemer's kingdom. They know that the friends and 
benefactors of the Society demand of them entire fidelity in this 
respect, and they hope never to disappoint their confidence. 

Branch Societies, 

It has already been remarked that the organization which 
has been recendy commenced, comprehending a regular system 
of intercourse between the General Society and its Branches, 
has not yet been completed. It is, however, in the way of 
speedy accomplishment, and promises important advantages to 
(he cpmmon cause. Many intelligent and benevolent men are 
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by this means brought to feel a lively interest in the object which 
the Society has in view, and to share in the labours necessary to 
promote it. The Branch Societies of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and Connecticut, are in successful operatbn ; and the 
Presbyterian Branch, which has connexions in nearly all the 
Middle States, is preparing for extended efforts with very animat- 
ing prospects of success. A disposition to cooperate in the work 
in which we are engaged has been long manifested in more re- 
mote parts of the United States, and measures are in progress 
which it is hoped will at no distant period, still more widely dif- 
fuse the blessings of a pious and educated ministry. 

Quarterly Journal. 

With a view to establish a more direct and frequent inter- 
course between the Society and the public, by means of which 
information should be regularly and widely diffused, and the ob- 
jects and wants of the Society be better known and appreciated/ 
the Directors resolved soon after the last annual meeting, to 
commence the publication of a Quarterly Journal, to be issued in 
numbers of from sixteen to thirty two pages each, and to be af- 
forded at a small price to such persons as should be disposed to 
patronize the work. The favourable reception which the pub- 
lication has met with, justifies the expectation that, after the 
I present year, it will be no expense to the Society, while it will, 
I in many ways, contribute effectually to increase its resources, and 
I to advance its object. 









Funds. 

The subjects which have called for the attention of the Di- 
rectors and of the Secretary of the Society, during the year, have 
been so m^y, and so various, owing to recent modifications and 
improvements in the system of operations, that there has been 
but little opportunity for attending directly to the collection of 
funds. The great object has been to complete and perfect the 
system of the Society, to render it in a high degree deserving of 
public patronage, and then to present its claims for support as 
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rapidly, and as widely, as circumstances should admit. Notwith^ 
standing this temporary suspension of efforts to raise funds, the 
report of the Treasurer will show that they have been steadily 
advancing. The amount of receipts since the last anniversary, a 
period of little more than eleven months, is $33,017,59. If to 
this be added other sums received into the treasuries of several 
Branch Societies, and not reported by the General Treasurer, it 
will make the total amount received by the Parent Society and its 
Branches the past year about $35,000. Of this sum $16,365,88 
have been received on account of scholarships, and five thousand 
dollars constitute a legacy bequeathed to the Society, by the late 
Hon. William Phillips of Massachusetts, for t^^elve years its ac- 
tive and venerable President. It is due to the cause in which 
the Society is engaged to state, that an important item of the above 
receipts is made up of money which has been refunded during the 
year by former beneficiaries of the Society. In this manner a sum 
rising of one thousand dollars, has been returned to the Treasury of 
the Society, after assisting several young men to gain their respec- 
tive posts of usefulness, and has again been dispersed to aid other 
youth in acquiring the means of doing good to the souls of men. 
Each beneficiary from whom the money has been received, has 
thus become, in his turn; benefactor^ and to all the good which he 
can ever accomplish by his own efforts, he will add, in the pro- 
portion of what he has refunded, the good that may yet be done 
by the person who shall have the benefit of what he has returned 
into this sacred treasury. 

Successful efforts of beneficiaries to aid themselves. 

It is well known that a fundamental maxim of the Board of 
Directors of this Society is, that all who enjoy its patronage shall 
be encouraged and required to make every proper exertion to 
assist themselves ; that for this reason, the sum appropriated to 
each beneficiary is the least which will enable him to proceed in 
his studies without embarrassment, after obtaining what he can 
by his own earnings, by the occasional assistance of his friends, 
and by the practice of a rigid economy. It isjgratifying to state

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that tbeee established principles, have been met during the year with 
a corresponding spirit, by the young men under the patronage of 
the Society t^ Tlie whole amount of their earnings, as appears from 
the returns which they have made during the year, is five thou- 
sand ONE HUNDRED AND FOKTT NIliE DOIJL.ARS, mOrC thaO eleVCD 

hundred dollars of which were received for various kinds of man- 
ual labour, and the rest for teaching school. The Directors, 
with pleasure add, that arrangements are making, in connexion 
with several of the Institutions of learning where the young men 
reside, for systematic exercise and labour which promise impor- 
tant advantages, both as it respects health, and the pecuniary ex- 
pense incident to a public education. On this subject, there can 
be no doubt that much remains to be done. Improvements must 
be made, as experience, the best of all guides, shall suggest them ; 
and great will be the benefactor, who' shall best show how to com- 
bine the most thorough education^ with the highest physiccd and 
bodily vigour. 

Efforts to improve the religious character. 

To one who reflects on the subject, it will appear exceedingly 
obvious that the amount of moral power which is to be exerted by 
the Christian ministry must depend more upon the character 
which it sustains, than upon its numerical strength. It is not less 
certain that the good which the ministers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ will accomplish, other things being equal, will be in pro- 
portion to their piety. Let a spirit, such as moved the heart 
and roused the energies of Paul, be imparted to our young men 
who are preparing for the ministry, and a little one will become 
a thousand, and two will put ten thousand to flight. Twelve 
ministers of the Gospel, with this spirit, in a former age, spread 
the light of Christianity over the civilized world, and, single hand- 
ed, resisted the furious onset of millions. Let the day come that 
shall witness a resurrection of their spirit from the tomb where 
it has slept for centuries, and ignorance, and superstition, and 
iotquity will flee away, like cbuds before tlie rising sun. The 
Dhrectors of this Society attempt, in vain, to express the sense 
which they have of this subject. They believe that thepte/y 
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of those under their care may be cahivated, and gready increas* 
ed, «nd that motives, vast as eteraity, urge their instructers, tbeif 
guardians, and all who are connected with them, to use every 
suitable means of leading them to higher degrees of holiness, and 
to a more unreserved and self-denying consecration of all they 
have to. the service of Jesus Christ. In the hope of doing some* 
thing towards the accomplishment of this most desirable end, the 
Secretary of the Society is instructed to visit, as often as circum- 
stances will permit, the beneficiaries of the Society, and to en- 
deavour, by personal interviews with them individually and col- 
lectively, and by other means to stir up their minds to the duty 
of seeking a more ardent and devoted piety. With the same 
object in view the Directors have solicited and obtained from the 
Trustees of the Phillips fund in Massachusetts a donation of six 
hundred copies of a recent and very complete edition of the life 
of David Brainerd for distribution, and of several other excellent 
works, calculated to hold up to' the mind a high standard of chris- 
tian piety. Each beneficiary of the Society is supplied with one 
. thousand pages of tracts annuaDy, for gratuitous distribution, the 
generous gift of the American Tract Society at Boston ; and the 
donation is intended as well for their personal advantage, as to 
make them immediate instruments of good to others. A concert 
of prayer is also observed by them in the places where they are 
receiving their education, as was stated in the last Report, which 
is regularly attended on the Tuesday evening following the usual 
monthly concert. Efforts are made to have the young men sup- 
plied with information respecting the spiritual wants of America 
and of the world, and the hope is cherished that as they become 
better acquainted with the miseries of their fellow men, they will 
be inspired with growing desires to carry them the remedy which 
God has provided in the Gospel of his Son. It affords no ordi- 
nary satisfaction to be able to state that the concert of prayer which 
has been referred to, is beginning to awaken an interest in the 
community, and that more than fifty societies, chiefly of fe- 
males, have been formed during the last year for the express pur- 
pose of observing it, and, at the same time, of contributing some- 
thing in aid of the Society's funds. The conviction is evidently 
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extending and becoming more and more deep, that if ever la- 
bourers, of the proper character and qualifications, are to be 6ent 
forth into the wide spreading vineyard of God, there must be 
more fervent and more frequent prayer to the Lord of the Har- 
vest*' We trust that this conviction will spread, till every Chris- 
tian shall feel it, and the throne of grace shall be surrounded by 
millions of earnest suppliants. 

Assistant Secretary* 

From what has been said, it will be seen that the work to be 
accomplished is of a nature too arduous to be performed by one 
man. The Directors have therefore resolved upon obtaining 
such assistance as the case demands, and with this view have re- 
commended to the Society, at its present meeting, the choice of 
an Assistant Secretary. This will enable the Secretary to spend 
a larger portion of time in* the business of pastoral supervision 
over the young men, in visiting distant parts of the country, and 
in adopting measures for extended and efficient operations. 

Principles of the Society. 

In regard to the principles of the Society, as explained in the 
last Report, the Directors have nothing to add, except that the 
experience of another year has confirmed them in the belief of 
their correctness and of their high importance to the character of 
the ministry, and to the interests of the church of God. A /Aor- 
ough preparation for the ministry, both moral and intellectual ; 
fearless integrity in receiving, or rejecting candidates for patron- 
age, according to their respective claims ; assistance in the form 
of advantageous loans to be refunded on certain conditions at a 
future day, and not in the form of a charity ; leaving every bene- 
ficiary to stand upon his own worthy and as far as is consistent 
with health and a thorough education, upon Aw own efforts; re- 
gularity and permanency in the pecuniary operations of the Soci- 
ety ; a faithful supervision over all under patronage in every 
stage of their progress ; and a solemn pledge in behalf of the 
Christian community to aid every young man of suitable charac- 
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ter who may apply for patronage in conformity with the rules, 
let the number of applicants be what it may, and let them come 
from whence they may ; — these are the avowed, often declared 
principles of the Board of Dii-ectors, approved and ratified again 
and again by the Society. By these they expect to abide, till 
experience^ the great basis on which tliey now rest, shall suggest 
modifications or improvements. 

The Directors having thus laid before the Society, as succinct- 
ly as possible, a view of their operations the past year, and of the 
principles by which they have been governed, cannot close this 
report without expressing their full conviction, that the Society 
has reached in its progress, a poiqt of higher and more solemn 
interest than any on which it has ever before stood. A voice 
is heard from the four winds of Heaven, saying Onward, onward. 
We have talked, and written, and reasoned, and hesitated, and 
wept, and groaned, long enough. Blessed be God, the day has at 
last come for action. The first great direction to be given now, 
in every good work, is. Do it ; and the second is. Do it ; and 
the third is, Do it. Deeds are the arguments by which the timid 
are made bold, the feeble strong, and the doubting convinced ; — 
die heavy artillery by which the walls of Satan's empire are broken 
down, and the enemy is put to flight. These, then, are the argu- 
ments, and these the weapons, by which we hope in God, to be 
able to carry forward the cause of this Society. If any still doubt, 
we have no time to stop and convince them. We see our fellow 
men sinking on every side into a bottomless abyss to rise no 
more. The practicability of their, salvation we choose to prove 
by our efforts to save them. If others prefer to stand still and do 
nothing, let them, at least, throw no obstacles in the way of those 
who are trying to rescue the miserable beings that are still cling- 
ing to the wreck. The widow's mite is worth more in such a 
cause, than millions of empty words or of unsubstantiated good 
wishes. 

The Directors would not be unmindful of the good which 
this Society has already accomplished. They thank God, that 
though the difficulties with which they have had to conflict have 
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been many dnd powerful, and though the Society has scarcely 
passed the period of its infancy, they live to see One hundred 
Pastors settled in twelve or fifteen different States, who once 
stretched forth their hands to this Society for the means of use- 
fulness. Already has the Great Head of the Church owned their 
labours and made them, as we have cause to believe, instruments 
of salvation to thousands. Of sixty others who have become 
ministers of the everlasting Gospel, some have gone to raise the 
standard of the cross in the wilderness of America or in the 
Islands of the sea, or on the continent of Asia ; some are em- 
ployed in the remote regions of our own destitute population ; 
some in carrying forward the enterprises of Christian benevolence 
as secretaries and agents of our largest and roost efficient be- 
nevolent Societies, and some as Licentiates. Between seventy 
and eighty are now pursuing theological studies, about fifty are 
employed for a time as Instructers of youth, and as many as two 
hundred are in earlier stages of their preparatory course. 

But like the Disciples, we ask, what are these among so ma- 
ny destitute immortal beings ? Thousands are wanted where wo 
now have hundreds and even fifties, to meet the wants of our fel- 
low men. At the rate in which the work is now advancing, cen- 
turies must waste away before the tidings of a Saviour can be 
heard through the world. A crisis is coming, and unless we en- 
tirely mistake the signs of the time, it is not far off— when it must 
be decided whether the cause of foreign and domestic missions, 
as well as of general benevolence shall be retarded, and the hopes 
of thousands destroyed, for want of labourers properly qualified 
to carry forward the noble designs which have been conceived 
for the good of mankind. On this affecting topic we have listen- 
ed with pain, during the present season of religious anniversaries* 
Again and again have we been told that more able and devoted 
ministers must be raised up, or the chariot of the Lord, whose 
sound is already heard with joy in many portions of the land, 
will move too slow ever to reach hundreds and thousands that 
are waiting its approach with longing eye and aching hearts. An 
enlightened and venerable professor in one of our seipinaries who 
has long occupied a high post of observation, has said publicly^

'* That taking into view the missionary, as well as the pastoral 
service, it is probably safe to affirm, that if we had a thousand 
iMe and faithful men, added, at once, to our present number of 
ministers, they might all be usefuUy employed." 

The question then, is a plain one, and comes home directly 
to the heart of every lover of Jesus Christ and of every friend of 
mankind — Sliall ti>is deficiency be supplied f Every such heart 
answers yes ; it can be supplied, and it must be supplied. A 
new spirit of prayer must go up to Heaven accompanied ^^ with 
strong crying and with many tears," that the Lord of the Harvest 
will send forth labourers. Our Colleges must be had in perpet-^ 
ual remembrance, and the youth of our land must rise up, by 
thousands, and testify that our prayers are heard and answered. 
Hitherto, it has pleased God to take three fourths of our foreign 
missionaries, and more than one half of our domestic missionaries 
from among that class of youpg men whom it is the object of the 
American Education Society, and of other similar Societies to 
qualify for the ministry. Actual inquiry has proved, that of 872 
young men, who have been educated at the Theological Semina- 
ries of Andover, Princeton and Auburn,* 565 have been indigent 
youth who needed, and who have actually received, the benevo- 
lent aid of the Church ; and that of 44 who have left Andover 
and Princeton, and devoted their lives to the work of foreign 
missions, 34 have been assisted by the charity of the public. To 
a man who is accustomed to read and understand Providence, 
such facts speak volumes. If we would multiply faithful labour- 
ers God has told us where we may find them, and how we may 
iiualify them fqr the sacred cause which demands their services. 
Twelve months need not pass away before hundreds of young 
men may be found, who lack neither piety, nor talents, nor dispo- 
sition for the work. One fact may be mentioned as a sufficient 
proof of this assertion. A convention met at Auburn in the wes- 
tern part of this state a few months ago, and resolved to aid every 
young man of suitable character in the western districts of New 
York, who should need assistance in procuring an education for 
the ministry, abd in less than two months there were nearly fifty 
applications. It is confidently believed that it i9 io the power of 
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the ministers of the Presbyterian and Congregational churches 
alone, to find the present year, two thousand joun^ men of prop- 
er character to be educated for the ministry, and to find the means 
of carrying them forward in their studies. Even this would be no 
more, on an average, than one young man for each such minister. 
The question then comes back with accumulated weight — if the 
work which is proposed may be done, shall it not he done ? If 
funds are wanted, shall they not be procured — ^if the efforts of min- 
isters are necessary id obtaining the proper candidates, shall they 
not be given — and if the prayers and exertions of the whole church 
are wanted, shall they not be called forth immediately f The 
year on which we now enter is to try this question, and the hap- 
piness or Woe of millions, for eternity, is suspended on the issue.

BEFORE THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY, MAT 8, 1Q28. 

Mr. President,— Permit me to introduce the following^ reflolution : Reniki' 
td^ That the new impulse, which tEe cause of Christian bene^olenoe has re- 
ceired the past year, affords a powerful ailment for pursuing with increased 
energy the objects of the American Education Society. 

When in this resolution, I speak, sir, of the impulse which during the past 
year, has been given to the cause of Christian benevolence, \ refer to a matter 
of general notoriety. In the remote village among the mountains of Veranont 
where it is my privilege to preach the Gospel, we heard the ** glad tidings,** 
that ^^ great things had been attempted,^^ and great things effected, to promote 
this most sacred cause. And while we dwelt upon the pages which glowed 
with the eloquence of our brethren in different parts of our country, who in be- 
half of a ^^ world lying in wickedness^* had stood up and from their full souls 
poured forth a torrent of rich thought and holy feeling ; and while we marked 
the immediate effect of these appeals in the noble sums of gold and silver, 
which we saw flowing into the ** treasury of the Lord,** " we thanked Gknl and 
took courage.** Yes, sir ; and we said to each other. Surely the machinery, 
by which our Lord will crush the Serpent's head and extend far and wide the 
triumphs of his cross, will henceforward move on with new energy and increas- 
ed effect. The extraordinary exertions which have recently been made to ex- 
tend the limits of the churchy are not the result of factitious feeling, worked np 
by bold appeals and heated declamation. They are the result of causes more 
substantial in their nature, and more permanent in their influence. Our breth- 
ren have been excited to action by enlarged views of the magfuitude and glorj 
of the cause in which they are engaged ; they have been ^^ constrained by the 
love of Christ ;*' they have been wrought upon by deep compassion for a mis- 
erable world. Acting from such views and governed by such motives, '* they 
will hold on their way ;^* will move forward in the path in which they have set 
out, with a joyful heart and a firm step. And we, therefore, enconraged 
each other, sir, to hold fast the grateful conclusion, that henceforward, the 
church, raised to a higher eminence, would put forth her ^^ efforts of faith and 
Isihors of .lov:e** pn a broader scale— would act with more vigor, and decisioii» 
ftnd affect. 

The soundness of this conclusion, -I shall not now stop to argue. I shalf 
take it for granted, Mr. President, that the new impulse, which daring the past ■ 
year has been given to the cause of benevolence will be followed up by oi^ 
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retpondeBt esertioas ;— that thofe, who hmve been awak^bed to estracrdinary 
cibrts IB this cause, will by the power of their example, which I trust will 
be felt from one limit of oar repablic to the other, and by their own continiu 
•d and increased exertions, nrg^e forward with irresistible force and accelera*- 
ted morement the triumphal car of our Messiah. I shall take it for g^ranted, 
that year after year, the interests of foreigpn and domestic missions will be more 
TiiroroQsly and effectively promoted ; that a larger and still larger amount of 
means will be famished to convey to ^* all the world ^^ the riches of redeeming 
mercy. B>en now, I seem to see " a great company of Christian preachers,** 
proclaiming in the ears of all men the tidings of salvation ; even now, I seem 
to he^ the glad voice of distant nations, shouting, ^^ How beautiful upon the 
mountains are the feet of them that bring good tidings.** 

Just here, Mr. President, the object of your Society rises before me in all its 
glory. Viewing it from this elevated ground, I frankly declare, that it is sec* 
ond in magnitude and importance to no object on which my eyes were ever 
fastened. Why, sir, almost any child in our Sabbath Schools would tell us, 
that it is chiefly and especially by the agency of a living ministry, that ^^ God 
intends to save them who believe.**' We may fill to overflowing the treasu- 
ries of all our benevolent Societies ; but little, very little towards the building 
op of the kingdom of Messiah can be effected— so doth the Bible teach us— so 
deth the history of the church in every age tfach us— without the sinew, soul, 
and spirit of an intelligent, active, devoted Christian priesthood. And I do not 
hesitate to say, sir, that unlets the objects of your Society are vigorously pro- 
moted^ the impulse recently given to the cause of benevolence will fail, for 
SMtfi/ of an appropriate nudtum, to reach the sublime results, towards which it 
bas so obvious a tendency. Here, then, with my eye fixed upon the scale of 
exertions, every day growing broader, upon which churches are expending 
their strength, I take my stand, and lift ap my voice in behalf of the American 
Education Society. 

Sir, soe mnot have mor» ChruHan mtnisteri. Who at this ^* late day ** needs 
the cold calculations of arithmetic to work in his mind a conviction of this uof 
cessity ? Contemplate the field around you, sir and behold the harvest, whidi 
is whitening and waving beneath your eye. A more interesting and inviting 
•cene never opened on Uie eye of man or angel. Where are the laborers, whom 
you may send forth to fill their bosoms with the golden sheaves f Where are 
the men, who may superintend the thousand agencies, which are requisite to 
inform a^ animate the soul of this great community ; who may build up 
churcheAid establish Christian institutions in every township in the nation ; 
who may go far hence to the East and the West, to the North and the South, 
and by the grace of God rescue the heathen from eternal death ? Blessed be 
<Tod for our Theological Seminaries ; — for the streams which flow from these 
fountains, to refresh our sacred city. But, sir, you have often seen how soon 
the thirsty earth drinks up these streams ; while a vast extent of land, withite 
withering vegetation, languishes beneath a scorching sun. Sir, we must have 
more ministers : and your Society, I would say it with humility and yet with 
confidence, must rear them up, and bring them forward ; that holy men may 
•et their eyes upon them, and lay their hands upon them, and send them forth 
•very where to make known the Saviour*s power and mercy. And, sir, 1 have 
lieard it said, on good authority, that 

** Full many a jmn of punft ray Mrmis 
TIm dark annthoiMa eavM of ooean bear.** 

But this must be so no longer. These caves must be explored and these gems 
brought out to light, to sparlde in the crown of our Messiah. All the young 
men of piety and promise in the nation, who burn to preach the Gospel— and 
do not our communion tables show that there are many such— must be drawn 
forth Arom their concealment, and qualified for the labors of the pulpit. The 
church demands their services, sir ; and if I do not entirely mistake the import 
' of the signs of the times, the church must have their services, if she would 
urge forward to a happy consummation the sublime enterpritei to which the is 
d«iroted« 
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Mr. President, the present state of Christian enterprise in our country, not 
only demands more ministers, but also ministers of the very stamp which your 
Society is fitted by a Saviour^s blessings to rear up. Look, sir, at the American 
Home Missionary Society. This Society intends, if we do not mistake its ob- 
ject, not only to assist churches already org;anised, to sustain the institutions of 
the Gospel, — it intends also, as an instrument in the hands of Almig^hty God, 
to create as well as sustain — to plant as well as water. It must send forth 
men, then, suited to its purpose. It is not enouafh, that they are pious men, 
and learned men,' and eloquent men. They must be men, sir, of firm fibre 
and stedfast resolution ; — men, whose g^reat souls g^low with the spirit of apos- 
tles and martyrs and confessors *, — whose very beings is identified with the 
Christian cause ; — who can cling to their sacred purpose in the face of pover- 
ty, reproach and disgrace, with a grasp which nothing but death can relax. 
These are the men, who are needed to set up the banner of their Lord, where 
it has not yet been unfurled. 

Look at the cause of foreign missions. Who will go to the ends of the earth 
and hold up the torch of heaven amidst the shades of death, which have been 
gathering and deepening for many generations ? Why, sir, those ministers, 
who in the heart of this fair republic dare not trust the Son of God to take care 
of them in their official course, who ^^ entangle themselves in the affairs of this 
life,'' anxiously to seek out a scajity living, will not answer the purpose. The 
foreign missionary must be a man of vigorous faith ; who at the command of 
the Son of God can walk upon the sea ; who dares to take Jiis Bible in his bo- 
som and bis staff in his hand, and go any where and do any thing, at the bid- 
ding of his Master. — And just such men, it is the object and the tendency of your 
Society to give the world. Those, to whom it offers encouragement and aid, 
brought up in indigence, have been inured from childhood to healthful labor. 
Touched with a lively and generoue concern for the good of man, animated 
with a strong desire to be useful in " their day and generation," they labored, 
on, long trying to suppress the flame in their breasts, which they feared they 
ought not to feed and fan. Fix your eyes on an individual of this class. It 
is a small thing with him, to give up his '^ worldly prospects,'' — the hope<~a 
hope, which the proud child in America may cherish, of gaining wealth and ri- 
sing to a po«t of honourable distinction. Oh might he but be prepared to preach 
the gospel ! But how can he obtain that mental discipline — that intellectual 
culture, without which he knows he cannot be " apt to teach " — ought 
not to undertake the sacred office ? The question staggers him. The object 
for. which he pants, meets his eye far up the stream ; how can hPreach it? 
Just here, sir, when despair had begun to chill his life-blood at the foun- 
tain you meet him. You encourage him to tempt the stream. And now with 
iron sinew he buffets the current. You watch his progress ; and give him so 
much aid as may enable him with determined resolution and agonising effort 
to stem the tide. Sir, in preparing him for the holy ministry, you are subject- 
ing him to a discipline, which may enable him to emulate an apostle in self- 
denying and effective effort. This is the man who will bless God for the 
Srivilege of going any where and enduring any thing to preach the gospel, 
^h, sir, in the signs of the present times, 1 seem to hear the voice of God, bid- 
ding you urge forward with courage and hope your sublime enterprise. He 
has placed beneath your eye the very mainspring which gives life, and activi- 
ty, and effect, to Jhe whole system of machinery, by which he is renovating 
the world, and creating '' a new heaven and a new earth." By your love of 
Zion, sir, I beseech you be faithful to your sacred trust. ^^ Be strong and of a 
good courage." Fear not to ask the churches from Geors:ia to Maine to lend 
you their sons^-their prayers — their gold and silver. They will not—- they 
cannot refuse. God will furnish you the means of multiplying a thousand-fold 
the heralds of salvation. It is done. I hear the voice of the angel, in the midst 
of heaven, having the everlasting gospel ;— it breaks on the ear of the nations ; 
the earth awakes from the slumber of ages ; and lo, a cloud of incense ascends 
to heaven from a renovated world I 
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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 
OOMMONWSAIkTB OV MA88AOBU8BTTS. 

IN THE TEAR OF OUR LORD ONE THOUSAND BIGBT HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN. 

An act to incorporate the American Edw:ation Society, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court 'assembled, and by the Authority of the same, that William Phil- 
lips, Samuel Salisbury, £liphalet Pearson, William Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa 
Eaton, Samuel H. Walley, and Aaron P. Cleveland, tog^ether with those, who 
have associated, and who may hereafter associate with them, be and are here^ 
by incorporated and made a Body politic, by the name of The American £d- 
rcATioN SociETT. And the Society aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, 
and may have a common Seal, which it shall be lawful for them to alter at 
pleasure ; and may purchase and receive by g^ift, or devise, lands, tenements, 
and real estate of any kind, and the same hold in fee simple or less estate, the 
annual income and profits whereof shall not exceed the value of ten thousand 
dollars. And the said Society is hereby enabled to take and receive subscrip- 
tions of charitably disposed persons, and may take any personal estate in suc- 
cession ; and all donations to the Society, either by subscription, legacy, or 
otherwise, (excepting such, as shall be differently appropriated by the donors, 
or by a vote of the Society agreeably to their Constitution) shall make a part 
or be put into the capital stock of the Society, which shall be put out on in- 
terest or good security, or otherwise improved to the best advantage, and the 
income or profits applied to the purpose of aiding indigent young men of tal- 
ents and hopeful piety in acquiring a learned and competent education for the 
Gospel Ministry. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may choose a Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers, as they shall 
see fit ; and may at their first meeting under this incorporation, by the vote of 
two thirds of the members present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or 
system of Rules and By-laws, as they shall think necessary for the orderly 
conducting and executing the business of said Society, and for the most effec- 
tually securing the object of their institution ; which Constitution or system 
of Rules and By-laws shall be for the government of said Society, and shall 
not be altered at any subsequent meeting, but in the manner therein pointed 
out : provided such Rules and By-laws be not repugnant to the Constitution ' 
and laws of this Commonwealth. ^ 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at all times 
under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, appear, prosecute, and defend to final judgment and execution, and 
may appoint an Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of 
substitution ; and it shall be lawful for the said Society to make sale of any 
estate or personal property, given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other 
way or right accruing to them in their corporate capacity, (unless that, which 
is given, be otherwise expressly ordered or appropriated by the donor) and 
convey the same by deed or other legal iusti'ument, duly executed ; and, when 
the property to be conveyed is real estate, under the hand of the Treasur- 
er and the Seal of the Society : provided that all monies, arising from such 
sale, be applied to the same use, to which the income thereof was before 
tipplied. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that William Phillips Esquire be and here- 
by is authorized by notification, in any two of the newspapers, printed in Bos* 
ton, to appoint the time and place of the first meeting of said Society.

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GONSTITUTION 

ovTas 

Thv object of this Society iir to edacate pious yoang men for the g^ospel 
niniftry. 

Art. I. Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the Treasary 
at one ^me^ (me hundred dollars, and if a clerg^yman forty dollars, shall be 
an honoraiy member ; and shall have a right to sit and deliberate in all 
meetings of the Society. But all members hereafter added to the Society who 
shall be entitled to vote, shall be chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. IL a permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, legacies, dona- 
tions and grantS) thus appropriated by the donors ; and of any other property 
jof the Society, as the Directors may think best calculated to promote the ob« 
jecl in view. 

Art. in. There shaU annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, Vice 
President, Treasurer, and Secretary who shall al9t> be Clerk, and such other 
officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue in office till others shall 
be chosen in their stead. 

ART. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect such a 
Dumber of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven Directors; 
who, together with the President and Vice President of the Society, shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall constitute a quorum at any 
meeting regularly convened, it shall be the duty of this Board to increase 
the funds of the Society, by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and in^* 
structing agents to solicit the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This 
Board shall have the power of appropriating all monies for the support of ben- 
eficiaries ; of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in dtstaint parts ; 
and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the furtherance of the 
objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided for. The Directors shall 
also keep a fair record of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of preparatory 
education for the ministry ; but, except in very singular cases, no applicant 
ehall be assisted, even in the first |tage, who shall not produce, from serious 
and respectable characters, unequivuxsal testimonials of hopeful piety, promis- 
ing talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person be continued on this 
foundation, whose instructor or instructors, except in very special cases, shall 
not annually exhibit to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of 
genius, diligence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character 
to receive aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the Directors, a 
Written declaration, that it continues to be his serious purpose to devote hit 
life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the Society, shall not 
4evote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, within a reasonable time, re- 
fund the sum expended for his education, with lawful interest, whenever re- 
quired by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice President, in con- 
currence with three of the Directors, shall have power to call special meetings 
of tl\e Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a reasonable 
sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful discharge of his duty. 
He shall vest the property of the Society in the safest and most products 
forms ; make payments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably 
to the orders of the Directors ; and annually render to the Society, a written 
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accoant of all receipts and expenditures within tbe fear of the amount of its 
funds, and of the manner in which they are rested :^-this account to be pre- 
Tiously examined and approved, in writing:, bj a Committee of the Society^ 
annnally chosen for the purpose. He shall also girt to the Directors^ when- 
erer they request it, a particular account of the state of the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place as the 
Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the Report of the Directors, 
and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall be requi- 
site to constitute a quorum ; and erery meetings of the Society, and of the* Di- 
lectors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, which shall 
pay annually one thousand dollars int6 the Treasury of this Society, shall be, 
•X officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this Society. 

Art. Xlll. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabitants of any 
State, or district which shall adopt the essential principles of this Cons^ution, 
especially ^e proyisions of the sixth article, as the basis of its own, such 
Society upon due notice of its existence, and desire of union, may be receiv* 
ed, by a rote of the Directors, as a constituent branch of the American 
Society.' 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the rig^ht of appointing^ its own of- 
ficers, including^ a Board of Directors and a Treasurer ; and also the right of 
appropriating its own funds for the assistance of beneficiaries, who shall bave^^ 
in all respects, the requisite qualifications. Every candidate for such assist- 
ance 'shall be examined by a committee of three competent men, two of whom 
shall be appointed by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the 
Directors of this Society ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, pre- 
paratory to the ministry, under the immediate superintendance of the Direc- 
tors of said Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candi- 
date may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. ATI 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be transmit- 
ted to the general Treasury ; and whenever the exigencies of such Society 
shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance to the Directors of 
this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be ex officio members of 
this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies that 
may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, till the next 
annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except or 
recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three fourths of the members 
present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed alteration shall hav^ 
feen submitted to the Society, in writing, at a previous meeting;

The following extract from, the subscription Book for founding scholarships 
contains the general stipulations which are made in regard to them. Where 
a donor wishes to make other stipulations^ a particular form can be used for 
this purpose. 

" As the object of this Society is connected with the best interests of present 
and future generations, in our own country and in the world, it is desirable 
that its support should be placed on as secure and permanent a basis as possi- 
ble. For this reason it has been resolved to solicit, in addition to what may 
be given to the general funds, the establishment of Scholarships, or perma- 
nent foundations of One Thousand dollars each, to be placed under the care 
of the Directors, and to be subject to such provisions as the Donor or Donors 
may think proper, in concert with the Society, to institute at the period of 
making the foundations^ 

Where no other conditions are annexed or specially instituted, the following 
general provisions shall be considered as established. 

The principal of each Scholarship shall be invested in some safe and pro- 
ductive form, and the interest only^ appropriated by the Directors in such 
manner as they shall judge best calculated to promote the great object of the 
Society. 

For every Scholarship thus founded, the Directors shall use their best efforts 
to put in a course of education one youth of hopeful piety and talents for the 
sacred ministry ; and to educate a succession of such youth as rapidly as the 
income of the Scholarship will permit. 

Where a Scholarship is founded by an individual it shall be designated by 
the name of the founder, unless the /ounder himself shall affix to it some other 
name ; and where a Scholarship is founded by several individuals, it shall b« 
called by such name as they may agree upon, or if none is given, by such name 
as the Directors shall give to it.'' 
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CHAP. I. 

OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to su- d^^j^ 
perintend and to manage the prudential and executive busi- 
ness of the. Society ; and, especially, to see that the Consti- 
tution and Rules of the Society are faithfully observed. 

2. The Board shall meet quarterly for the transaction of „ . , 
business, on the second Wednesday of January y Aprils Jnly^ 

and October. Special meetings may be called by the Sec- 
retary at the written request of three Directors. 

3. Two Standing Committees shall be appointed by the standing 
Board — a Financial Committee whose duty it shall be to Committew, 
attend to the funds, and to cooperate with the Treasurer 

in making investments in the safest and most productive 
forms ; and an Executive Committee whose duty it shall be 
to examine and to discuss subjects of importance, and to re- 
port on the same to the Board ; to afford the Secretary 
council whenever he shall request it ; and to perform any 
business during the recess of the Board, which, in their 
judgment, the interests of the Society may require. They 
shall keep a record of all their proceedings, which record 
shall be read to the Board at their regular, or other meet- 
ings, for their approval.

OF EXAMINING COMMITTEES. 

Examininf 1. The Board of Directors shall appoint such number of 
to^befew?^ Examining Committees in different parts of the country, to 
examine and recommend candidates/ for patronage, as the 
convenience of applicants, and the interests of the Society 
may, in their judgment, require. But, as the duties to be 
performed are of a most sacred and responsible nature, the 
multiplication of such committees is to be studiously avoid- 
ed. Where no special reasons exist for a larger number, 
each Committee shall consist of but three persons. 
Mode of ex- 2. When a candidate for patronage applies for examina- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the Examining Committee to 
whom the application is made, to institute a personal and 
faithful inquiry respecting his testimonials, his studies, his 
religious views and motives in seeking an education for the 
phristian ministry, and his willingness to conform to the- 
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rulesof the American Education Society. If, after serious 
and full examination, the Committee shall be satisfied that 
the applicant possesses the character and qualifications re- 
quired of beneficiaries by the Constitution and Rules of the 
Society, it shall be their duty to recommend him for pat- 
ronage to the Board of Directors of the Parent Society, or, 
of one of its Branches if the applicant happen to reside 
within the limits of a Branch Society. In their recommen* 
dation the Committee shall state very particularly, the name^ 
the age, the residence, place ofeducatian, the church eonnex- 
ioHi and other important facts connected with the history * 

or character of the applicant^ together with an account of 
the testimonials furnished, and the names of the persons by 
whom they were furnished.

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CHAP. VIII. 

BRANCH SOCIETIES. 

The following system of Rules for regulating the inters- 
course between the American Education Society and its 
Branches, may be properly inserted here, though it has been 
already printed and widely circulated, 

1. Each Branch and its Board of Directors will aim to Bran^hei to 
conform all their proceedings to the Rules and regulations the cooititu- 
of the Parent Society, and especially to the fundamental of the Parent

principles of the Constitution. 

2. The territorial limits within which the operations of Tohaveterri- 
the several Branches shall be confined, shall be a matter of 
mutual arrangement between the Board of Directors of the 

Parent Society, and the Board of each Branch respectively. 

3. Young men residing, or expecting to reside, within Applications 
the limits of a particular Branch Society, and applying for 

aid, shall be examined and recommended by a committee 
I of three, two of whom shall be appointed by the Directors 
of such Branch Society, and one by the Directors of the 
Parent Society ; and the recommendation of this commit- 
tee, or of a majority of them, shall be an essential prere- 
quisite to the receiving any person upon the funds, either of 
the Branch, or of the Parent Society : provided however, 
that in case the instructers, donors or guardians, under 
whose care beneficiaries are placed, or by whom they are 
supported, shall find it most convenient, or for other reasons 
desirable, that such examination should be conducted by a 
committee appointed wholly by the Directors of the Parent 
Society, — the wishes of such instructers, donors or guar- 
dians, may be gratified, at the discretion of the Directors of 
that Society. 

4. There shall be one Examining Committee, appointed Examining 
as above n^^ntioned, within the limits of each Branch ; and 
although the multiplication of Examining Committees is to 

be carefully guarded against beyond what is absolutely 
necessary, yet if one should not be found to be sufficient, 
another or more may be appointed, in addition, upon re- 
commendation of the Board of Directors of the Branch So*

Supervision 8. The Special care and supervision which the Secreta- 
ry of the Parent Society is required to take of beneficiaries 
in the various stages of their preparatory studies, shall be 
exercised without distinction over those who are under the 
immediate supervision of the Parent Society and of its 
Branches. 
Eaifing funds 9. The Board of Directors of each Branch Society, are ex- 
pected to cooperate with the Directors of the Parent Soci- 
ety in raising funds within its limits, by conferring with 
the Secretary of the Parent Society, and by appointing 
agents to assist him in the work of solicitation, within those 
limits, when desired ; but nothing contained in this regula- 
tion shall be construed as prohibiting the Board of any 
Branch Society from adopting measures of their own for 
raising funds when a cooperation with the Parent Society 
cannot, for any reason, be conveniently or speedily had. 
Principal of 10. The Parent Society, being an incorporated instita- 
heM by t£e tiou, with an ample charter for holding funds, all donations 
Parent Soc. gj^gj^ j-^^ jj^^ purpose of founding Scholarships, whether by 
individuals or associations, shall be given directly for that 
Society ; but the income of such as are given within the 
limits of a Branch Society, shall be pledged to the Board of 
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Directors of such Branch to be appropriated by them, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the general constitution. All 
donations for immediate use, within the limits of a Branch 
and sent to its treasury, shall be pledged in like manner : 
provided that nothing in this article shall be considered as 
restraining, or in any way affecting the liberty of Donors to 
make such an arrangement in regard to their donations as 
they may think proper. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Board of each Branch MeeUnfi. 
Society, to meet quarterly, at least two weeks previous to 

the second Wednesday of January, April, July and Octo- 
ber, to receive the returns of beneficiaries under their care ; 
to appropriate the funds at their disposal ; to attend to the 
applications of new beneficiaries ; and to transact any oth- 
er business which may be important to the welfare of that 
part of the general concern which is confided to their care. 

12. The treasurer of each Branch shall be required to ?*5*""*^u jj 
make a quarterly report, to its Board of Directors, of the »p^^^ <*""- 
gtate of the treasury, noting particularly the amount of dis- 
posable funds, which is possessed at the time ; he shall also 

be required to forward a duplicate of the same report, in- 
cluding a complete and accurate list of donations for the 
quarter, to the Treasurer of the Parent Society ; and for all 
funds in his hands, or under his care, belonging to the Gen- 
eral Society, he shall forward a certificate to its Treasurer. 

13. Surplus funds in the treasury of any Branch Society, g^pj^ ft^ag 
shall be transmitted to the general treasury, or made sub- 
ject to its order at least once a year, and oftener where 
arrangements for that end shall be mutually entered into, 

by the Board of the Parent Society and the Board of any 
Branch. 

14. Schedules, containing the pecuniary accounts of scheduiat. 
beneficiaries, with their renewed applications ibr aid, shall 
usually be made out, and returned quarterly. If the bene- 
ficiaries are under the care of a Branch Society, they must 
make their returns to the Secretary of that Branch, in sea- 
son for the quarterly meeting of its Directors ; and when 

those returns have been acted upon by them, they shall be 
sent by the Secretary of the Branch to the Secretary of the 
Parent Soeiety, in season for the quarterly meeting of the 
7 
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Boar4 of Direetors of that Society, with an official Dofe« 
stating how much has been appropriated by the Board of 
the Branch Society, and how much will be necessary front 
the Board of the Parent Society to complete the apprq>ri|ir 
tion. 
Differeneefl of 15. In case of a difference of opinion, between the Board 
Kferrod to of the Parent Society, and the Board of a Branch Society, 
stoeiety. the subject shall be referred to the decision of the Parent 
Society at a legal meeting, as a portion of the members of 
that Society are chosen from within the limits of each Branch. 
16. Other rules and regulations may hereafter be added, 
or those which are here specified may be altered or amen- 
ded, as experience may suggest to be necessary.

Other Committees may yet be appointed, provided it should 
be found necessary to accommodate the wants of particular Insti- 
tutions or Sections of the country ; though in all instances care will 
be taken to guard against an extended multiplication of Examiniiif 
Committees. 
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For the purpose of giving some additional information to those 
who may not have had opportunity of consulting the publications 
of the Society, in which its leading principles and Rules and the 
reasons for adopting them, arc fully exhibited, the following re- 
marks are subjoined. 

Origin and design of the Society. 

The Society was formed in 1815, and incorporated, with an 
ample charter for holding funds, in 18 L6. Its origin is to be 
traced to the spiritual wants of mankind, and to a deep conviction 
that more vigorous and more extended efforts than have ever yet 
been made, are called for, in order to supply our country and the 
world with pious, devoted, and well educated ministers of the Gos- 
pel. Facts show, that two thirds of those who have recently devot- 
ed their lives to preaching the Gospel in pagan lands — and one half 
of those who have engaged in the work of Domestic missions, have 
been indigent young men, who needed, and who received, in a 
greater or less degree, the special aid of the benevolent Christian 
public in acquiring an education for the ministry. Providence has 
thus shown the Church in what way she may speedily increase the 
number of faithful Pastors and Missionaries for the service of the 
Lord Jesus in this, and in other lands. She has but to provide the 
means of thoroughly educating the hundreds and even thousands of 
her pious sons, whose desire to preach the gospel is restrained by 
nothing so much as by their pecuniary inability to acquire a suit- 
able education, and thus to qualify themselves to become " work- 
men that need not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth." To remove this obstacle, by establishing a safe and effica- 
cious system of patronage, is the design of the American Education 
Society. 

Organization. 

In adopting a plan of organization, the founders of the Society 
have aimed to establish a system which should be simple and effica- 
cious, and which at the same time would admit of an easy extension 
over a wide territory. With this view a General or Parent So- 
ciety is formed, who^e members are chosen from every section of 
the country, and with whom rests the supreme and ultimate direc- 
tion of its concerns. 

A Board of Directors is annually appointed to superintend and 
to manage the prudential and executive business of the Society — 
and especially to form such Rules, and to adopt such a system of 
measures, as will, in their judgment, secure the great ends of the 
Institution. 

For the sake of greater facility, as well as safety, in managing 
the concerns of the Institution, Branch Societies are formed in di& 
ferent states and sections of the country. Each Branch has, by the 
Constitution, a Board of Directors, whose business it is to saperin- 
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tend that part of the general interest which is entrusted to its care 
by the Parent Society ; it has a special treasury ; examines and re- 
ceives, in concert with the Parent Society, beneficiaries ; and ap- 
propriates the funds in its treasury to their support. If there is a 
deficiency of resources application is made to the General Treasury ; 
or, if there is a surplus, it is remitted to the General Treasury. 
Thus, every Branch cooperates with the General Society, is govern- 
ed by its Constitution and Rules, and acts in subserviency to the 
same great object The influence of the General Society becomes 
coextensive with that of its Branches. Its funds include all which 
flows directly into its own treasury ; and all which passes into the 
subordinate treasuries ; while the number of its beneficiaries com- 
prehends all those who are placed under the special care of the di& 
ferent Branch Societies, as well as those who are under its own im- 
mediate supervision. 

The advantages of this system of organization are many. It 
gives the General Society all the energy of concentrated effort, and 
enables it to watch over the interests of separate portions of the com- 
munity with the facility of a local society. It produces a division of 
labour, which is not only favourable to economy, but, considering 
the nature and extent of the operations of the Society, is indispensa- 
ble. It is calculated to increase public confidence and to ensure 
public patronage, by introducing numerous checks, and rendering 
a perversion of the funds difficult. It gives to each portion of the 
community the security of the whole against final embarrassment 
and failure in the important matter of obtaining funds to carry for- 
ward the general object within its limits. In short, every Board of 
Directors of a Branch Society is a Committee for carrying into exe- 
cution the purposes and objects of the General Society. The most 
remote friends of the Institution are brought into contact with its 
interests and objects, and may have a personal share in the meas- 
ures which are taken to promote them. 

Leading Principle. 
To one who properly estimates the moral power, either good or 
bad, which may be exerted by an educated ministry, no responsi- 
bility will appear greater than that of opening the door of the sacred 
office, to hundreds and thousands of men. Such a responsibility, 
however, rests upon the American Education Society, and upon 
other similar Institutions. Millions of souls are to be saved or lost 
through their influence. Impressed with this belief, and awed by 
this responsibility, the Directors have been anxious to adopt such 
principles and to pursue such a system of measures, as should have, 
ultimately, the most favourable influence upon the pwriYy , the ability ^ 
the piety, and the evangelical energy of the ministry ; and which 
in this manner would best promote the safety, the enlargement, and 
the highest spiritual welfare of the churches of Christ. It is accord- 
ingly fifundamental maxim with them, that success must depend un- 
der God, chiefly, upon the character of those whom they are instru- 
■lental of putting into the ministry. They are not insensible to the 
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fact, that great numbers are wanted immediately to fill op the rank« 
of the ministry. They see it, they feel it to be true, and their 
hearts are ready to sink when they reflect how few are the labour* 
erSy compared with the harvest which is to be gathered ; but they 
would never forget that more is depending upon character than up- 
on numbers merely. 

System of affording aid. 
In rendering assistance to those under their patronage, the 
Board of Directors have endeavoured to adopt a system which would 
harmonize with the great principle now mentioned. They would 
grant so much assistance, that a young man of proper disposition 
and endowments may obtain, without serious embarrassment, or 
loss of health, a thorough education for the ministry ; and thej 
would afford aid in such a manner , as to incite him to diligence 
and economy, and to leave unimpaired, every desirable motive to 
personal effort. Proceeding upon this ground, the Directors have, 
aftQT much experience and reflection, decided to make but small 
appropriations, and to grant these in the form of advantageous and 
parental loans, rather than in the form of a simple charity. The 
tendency of habits of dependance on charity, especially when form- 
ed in early life, has oflen operated as an objection to Education 
Societies in the minds of intelligent and benevolent men. — It has 
been seen that multitudes of the most distinguished men in every 
profession have raised themselves to honour and usefulness by their 
own efforts ; and public opinion has generally ascribed their success, 
in no small degree, to the severe, but salutary discipline which 
they experienced in the school of necessity. They were compel- 
led to be men of enterprize, of diligence, of self-denial, and of re- 
sources, or to be nothing. Such men have been oftener found in 
the ministry, than in any other profession ; and rarely indeed, have 
they been found unoccupied ; or, praying to be put into '^ one of 
the Priest's offices that they might eat a piece of bread.'* Their la- 
bours have been estimated, as above all price, and the highest posts 
of usefulness in the church have been opened wide unto them. The 
Directors of the American Education Society, would increase, 
instead of diminishing the number of such men. By adopting 
their present system, they encourage young men to do all which 
they can for themselves, and to influence their friends and relatives 
to assist them ; they lessen the inducement, to any but those whose 
hearts are strongly set on the miinistry, and who really need assis- 
tance, to apply for aid ; they allow young men to feel that they are 
not pensioners on charity, but dependent, ultimately,' upon them- 
selves alone for their education ; and they increase the resources, 
and thus extend and multiply the benefits of the Society. 

Still the loans are of a peculiar kind — resembling those which 
a poor Father having many sons to educate, would be likely to 
make to one of them in assisting him to obtain an education. He 
would say to him, It is but little that I can do to aid you— only so 
much as to encourage you to make every prudent effort to help 
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jFOureel^— and what I allow you Co have, yoa will be expected to re* 
turn, at a future day, thai your brother may, in like manner, have 
the benefit of it. 

The loan, as will be seen by the Rules, is without interest until 
there has been time to refund it — it is without any other security 
than that of the young man's own name — and it is made with the 
further provision, of being ultimately cancelled in whole, or in part, 
by the Board of Directors, should they think it improper or unsuit- 
able to require him to refund. Foreign and Domestic missionaries, 
and ministers settling in very destitute regions, where they can 
obtain only a scanty subsistence, have been decided by the Board, 
in several instances, to come within this provision. 

No young man, who does his duty, can ever be oppressed or 
Tery greatly embarrassed by such a loan. Having derived impor* 
tant advantages from it, himself, he will, if he possess any benevo- 
lence, or any sympathy for those who are struggling with the same 
difficulties which he has had to encounter, find it a pleasure to re- 
turn into the treasury of the Lord, what he has received from «it. 
At least, if one professing supreme love to Christ, should be dissat^ 
sfied, and ask for more than this — the Directors feel no anxiety to 
assume the responsibility of educating him for the ministry. 

Responsible duty of Examining Committees, 

According to the foregoing Rules it will be seen that the Ex- 
amining Committees are sentinels placed at the door of the chrism 
tian ministry. Their recommendation is the most important step to- 
wards obtaining access td the funds. If they are unfaithful, it will 
be difficult to prevent a wide perversion of these, and a serious in- 
jury will result to the church of God. It is earnestly hoped that 
this reflection will ever be impressed deeply on the minds of all 
who are appointed to perform thia sacred trust. Christian prudence 
requires that the sense of this responsibility should not be weaken- 
ed by multiplying Examining Committees unnecessarily, nor by 
placing many on the same Committee. 

Causes of a discontinuance of patronage. 

These are stated in general terms, in Chap. Y. Sect 12, to be 
** improper conduct of any kind." We think it well to observe that, 
the Board regard all acts of resistance to the lawful authority and 
government of Instructers, as being eminently of this character, and 
they never fail to treat it accordingly. Neglect of study, extrava- 
gance in expenditures, great indiscretion, and any other conduct in- 
consistent with a christian profession, or calculated to bring reproach 
on the cause of religion and benevolence, will be viewed as a suffi- 
cient reason for discontinuing patroi\age. 

Importance of a permanent and uniform income. 

There is a striking difference in the circumstances of the Amer- 
can Education Society, and most other Benevolent Institutions of a 
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popular kind. The most important work which the Directors hare 
to perform lies in the selection, and thorough supervision of candi- 
dates for patronage. There is greater danger to be apprehended 
from this source, than from any other. The persons to be patron- 
ized are young, often minors, and their character is yet to be form- 
ed. In addition to this, they are peculiarly liable to have their qual- 
ifications overrated, throuerh the partiality of friends. To guard ef- 
fectually against evils arising from these and other causes, it is in- 
dispensable that the minds of the Directors and of their principal 
agents be relieved, as much as possible, from the hitherto all en- 
grossing care of raising funds ; and that they have an opportunity 
of attending minutely to the character and conduct of all under their 
patronage. No method has yet been devised which promises so e^ 
fectually to secure these important ends, as the establishment of 
scholarships. Those which are permanently established secure these 
endn, in as high a degree as they can be, by means of pecuniary 
provisions of any kind : — next to these, in the relief which they af- 
ford, are annuities of seventy five dollars a year for seven years — 
which are called temporary scholarships ; while for supplying the 
deficiencies of these when they exist, and meeting the various con- 
tingent expenses of the Society a large amount of subscriptions, in 
the ordinary way, are constantly requisite. 

Necessity of a constant and faithful observance of the Rules, 

The foregoing system of Rules may appear minute to those who 
are not acquainted with the extended and various concerns which 
the Society and its Branches are obliged to manage. They are, 
however, no more numerous than the exigencies of the Society, a& 
ter long experience in superintending its interests, absolutely re- 
quire. It is not known that a single rule has been adopted which 
has not been called for in practice. They must therefore be ob« 
served, or some part of the system of operations will be impaired, 
and move on irregularly. The Directors feel the necessity of ob- 
serving them to be imperative^ and they cannot consent to disburse 
the funds entrusted to their care, over numerous and widely distant 
portions of the country, except in conformity with the Rules which 
are now promulged. 

The quarterly meetings of the Board when only appropriations 
will be made, are on the Second Wednesday ofJan,^ Aprils J^fyf 
and October, All returns and applications should be in the hands 
of the Secretary of the General Society by the 1st day of each of 
these months. The Boards of the several Branch Societies meet 
usually two weeks previous to the meetings of the Board of the Par- 
ent Society. Returns and applications from young men within the 
limits of the respective Branches, should be sent to their several 
Secretaries, by the middle of the preceding months. 

Blank /schedules and notes may be had, gratuitously, at any 
time, by applying to the Secretary of the Parent Society at Ando- 
ver, Mass.

Art. L This Society shall be called the i

II. The object of the Society shall be to educate indigent pious young men for thlB 
Oospel ministry, as an Auxiliary ofthe American Education Society. 

III. Any person shall be a member of this Society, by p^yingf into its treasury the 
annual sum of ooe dollar or more ; and any person who shall pay {tkiTty dollars) at 
one time, or (Jifly dollars) within five years from the time of subscribing, shall be a 
member for life. 

IV. There shall be annually chosen by ballot a President, Vice President, Secreta- 
ry, and Treasurer, who with seven (or five) others appointed for the purpose* shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors, and shall contiaQe in office till others are chosen^ in their 
stead : any five of them shall constitute a quorum for doing business. The Society 
may also elect, frem time to time, such number of Honorary Vice Presidents as they 
may judge expedient. 

V. It shall be the duty ofthe Board of Directors to reccite benefactions ; to take 
measures in concert with the Parent Sodiety for raising funds ; to examine and receive . 
beneficiaries ; to make appropriations ; and generally to conduct all the interests and 
concerns of t]ie Branch : subject, however, to the general rules of the Parent Institu- 
tion, and in conformity with the essential principles of its Constitution. 

VI* Vacancies occurring in the offices of the Society may be filled by the Direc- 
tors, till there is opportunity for them to be filled by the Society at a regular meeting. 

VII. An annual meeting shall be held at such time and place as the Directors may 
appoint, for the choice of officers, for hearing the Report of the Directors, and for 
any other purposes which the Society or the Board of Directors shall think proper.

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CHAP. VIII. 

BRANCH SOCIETIES. 

The following system of Rules for regulating the inter- 
course between the American Education Society and its 
Branches f may be properly inserted here, though it has been 
already prirUed and widely circulated, 

i. Each Branch and its Board of Directors will aim to Branchei ta 

conform to 

conform all their proceedings to the Rules and regulations the consUtu* 
of the Parent Society, and especially to the fundamental of the Parent 
principles of the Constitution. 

% The territorial limits within which the operations of Tohaveterri- 
the scTeral Branches shall be confined, shall be a matter of 
mutual arrangement between the Board of Directors of the 
Parent Society, and the Board of each Branch respectively. 

3. Young men residing, or expecting to reside, within Appiioatioos 
the limits of a particular Branch Society, and applying for *'"'***'' 
aid, shall be examined and recommended by a committee 

&f three, two of whom shall be appointed by the Directors 
of such Branch Society, and one by the Directors of the 
Parent Society ; and the recommendation of this commit- 
tee, or of a majority of them, shall be an essential prere- 
quisite to the receiving any person upon the funds, either of 
the Branch, or of the Parent Society : provided however, 
that in case the instructors, donors or guardians, under 
whoBQ care beneficiaries are placed, or by whom they are 
supported, shall find it most convenient, or for other reasons 
desiraUe, that such examination should be conducted by a 
committee appointed wholly by the Directors of the Parent 
Society ,-^the wishes of such instructers, donors or guar- 
dians, may be gratified, al the discretion of the Directors of 
that Society. 

4. There shall be one Examining Committee, appointed Examining 
as above mentioned* within the limits of each Branch ; and 
although the multiplication of Examining Committees is to 

be carefully guarded against beyond what is absolutely

The Parent Society, being an incorporated instita- 
heM ^by^^£e tion, with an ample charter for holding funds, all donations 
Parent Soc. g|ygjj f^y jjjg purpose of founding schohirships, whether by 
individuals or associations, shall be given directly for that 
Society ; but the income of such as are given within the 
limits of a Branch Society, shall be pledged to the Board of 
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Directors of such Branch to be appropriated by them, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the general constitution. All 
donations for immediate use, within the limits of a Branch 
and sent to its treasury, shall be pledged in like manner : 
provided that nothing in this article shall be considered as 
restraining, or in any way affecting the liberty of Donors to 
make such an arrangement in regard to their donations as 
they may think proper. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Board of each Branch ifeetingt. 
Society, to meet quarterly, at least two weeks previous to 

the second Wednesday of January, April, July and Octo- 
ber, to receive the returns of beneficiaries under their care ; 
to appropriate the funds at their disposal ; to attend to the 
applications of new beneficiaries ; and to transact any oth- 
er business which may be important to the welfare of that 
part of the general concern which is confided to their care. 

12. The treasurer of each Branch shall be required to Treaaarer of

make a quarterly report, to its Board of Directors, of the "port aoar- 
state of the treasury, noting particularly the amount of dis. 
posable funds, which is possessed at the time ; he shall also 
be required to forward a duplicate of the same report, in- 
cluding a complete and accurate list of donations for the 
quarter, to the Treasurer of the Parent Society ; and for all 
funds in his hands, or under his care, belonging to the Gen- 
eral Society, he shall forward a certificate to its Treasurer. 

13. Surplus funds in the treasury of any Branch Society^ g„ i„, f„„^ 
shall be transmitted to the general treasury, or made sub- 
ject to its order at least once a year, and oftener where 
arrangements for that end shall be mutually entered into, 

by the Board of the Parent Society and the Board of any 
Branch. 

14. Schedules, containing the pecuniary accounts of schedule*. 
beneficiaries, with their renewed applications for aid, shall 
usually be made out, and returned quarterly. If the bene- 
ficiaries are under the care of a Branch Society, they must 

make their returns to the Secretary of that Branch, in sea- 
son for the quarterly meeting of its Directors ; and when 
those returns have been acted upon by them, they shall be 
sent by the Secretary of the Branch to the Secretary of the 
Parent Society, in season for the quarterly meeting of the 
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Board of DirectorB of that Society, with an official notfls. 

stating how mach has been appropriated by the Board of 

the Branch Society, and how much will be necessary from 

the Board of the Parent Society to complete the appropiia- 

tion.

CONSTITUTION 
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The object of this Society is to educate pious young* men for the gospel 
ministiy. 

Art. I. Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the Treaiorj 
at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clerg-yman forty dollars, shall be 
an honorary member ; and shall have a rigfbt to sit and deliberate in aH 
meetings of the Society. But all members hereafter added to the Society who 
shall be entitled to vote, shall be chosen by ballot at an annual meetings* 

Art. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, legacies, dona- 
tions and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; and of any other pn^rty 
of the Society, as the Directors may think best calculated to promote the ob- 
ject in view. 

Art. 111. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, Vice 
President, Treasurer, and Secretary who shall also be Clerk, and such other 
officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue in office till others shall 
be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, electtadia 
number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven Directors ; 
who, together with the President and Vice President of the Society, shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall constitute a quorum at any 
meeting reeularly convened. It shall be the duty of this Board to increase 
the funds of the Society, by soliciting themselves, and by appointing' and iar 
structing agents to solicit the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This 
board shall have the power of appropriating all monies for the support of ben- 
eficiaries; of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; (^appoiniiqg 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distsint parts ; 
and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the furtherance of the 
objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided for. The Directon shall 
also keep a fair record of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transactions to the Society. 

Art* VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, ia each stage of preparatory 
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edttCfttion. for the ministry ; bttt, except in very ling^ular caies, no RppUcani 
•hall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall not produce, from lerioiii 
and respectable characters, uneqaivocal testiinoniali of hopeful pietj, promis- 
ing talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person be continued on thii 
foundation, whose instructor or instructors, except in rery special cases, shall 
not annually exhibit to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of 
genius, diligence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character 
to receive aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the Directors, a 
written declaration, that it continues to be his serious purpose to devote hii 
life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. If any- person, who has been assisted by the Society, shall not 
devote himself to the gospel ministry, be shall, within a reasonable time, re- 
fund the sum expended for his education, with lawful interest, whenever re- 
quired by the Directors. 

ART. Vllf. The President, and in bis absence, the Vice President, in con- 
currence with three of the Directors, shall ha^e power to call special meetings 
of the Society, 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a reasonable 
sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the fhithful discharge of his duty. 
He shall ve?t the property of the Society in the safest and most preductivt 
forms ; make payments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably 
to the orders of the Directors ; and annually render to the Society, a written 
account of all receipts and expenditures within the y^ar of the amount of it* 
funds, and of the manner in which they are vested :— this account to be pre*- 
viously examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society^ 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, when- 
ever they request it, a partftoular account of the state of the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place as the 
Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the Report of the Directors, 
and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall be requ^ 
site to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, and of the Di- 
rectors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, which shall 
pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury of this Society, shall be, 
ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this Society. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabitants of any 
State, or district which shall adopt the essential principles of this Constitution, 
especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the basis of its own, such 
Society upon due noticie of its existence, and desire of union, may be receiv- 
ed, by a vote of the Directors, as a constituent branch of the American 
Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its own of- 
ficers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer ; and also the right of 
appropriating its own funds for the assistance of beneficiaries, who shall have, 
in all respects, the requisite qualifications. Every candidate for such assist- 
ance shall be examined by a committee of three competent men, two of whom 
shall be appointed by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the 
Directors of this Society ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, pre- 
paratory to the ministry, under the immediate superintendance of the Direc- 
tors of said Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candi- 
date may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. > All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be transmit- 
ted to the general Treasury ; and whenever the exigencies of such Society 
shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance to the Directors or 
this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be ex officio members of 
this tSociety, and also honorary members ofthe Board of Directors. 
A&T. XV. The Directors ihall have power to supply any vacancias that 
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naj o€car in tbeir own Board, or in the officers of the Society, till the next 
annual meeting:. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be maJe, except on 
recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of thr^e fourths of the members 
present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed alteration shall hare 
been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a previous meeting. 



EXPIiANATORT REMARKS. 



Origin of the Society. 

The American Education Society was formed in 1815, and in- 
corporated, with an ample charter in 1816. Its origin is to be 
traced to the spiritual wants of mankind, and to a deep conviction 
that more vigorous and more extended efforts than have ever yet 
been made, are called for, in order to supply our country and the 
world with pious, devoted, and well educated ministers of the Gos- 
pel. Facts show, that two thirds of those who have recently devot- 
ed their lives to preaching the Gospel in pagan lands — and one half 
of those who have engaged in the work of Domestic missions, have 
been indigent young men, who needed, and who received, in a 
greater or less degree, the special aid of the Christian public in 
acquiring an education for the ministry. To afford a limited pat- 
ronage to young men of this character, upon principles both safe 
and salutary, is the design of the Society. 

Organization. 

In adopting a plan of organization, the founders of the Society 
have aimed to establish a system which should be simple and effica- 
cious, and which at the same time would admit of an easy extension 
over a wide territory. With this view a General or Parent So- 
ciety is formed, whose members are chosen from every section of 
the country, and with whom rests the supreme and ultimate direc- 
tion of its concerns. 

A Board of Directors is chosen annually to superintend and 
to manage the prudential and executive business of the Society — 
and especially to form such Rules, and to adopt such a system of 
measures, as will, in their judgment, secure the great ends of the 
Institution. 

For the sake of greater facility, as well as safety, in managing 
the concerns of the Institution, fiRANce Societies are formed in di& 
ferent states and sections of the country. Each Branch has, by the 
Constitution, a Board of Directors, whose business it is to superin- 
tend that part of the general interest which is entrusted to its care 
by the Parent Society ; it has a special treasury ; examines and re- 
ceives, in concert with the Parent Society, beneficiaries and ap- 
propriates the funds in its treasury to their support. If there be a 
deficiency of resources application is made to the General Treasury ; 
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or, if there be a surplas, it is remitted to the General Treasury. 
Thus, every Branch cooperates with the General Society, is govern- 
ed by its Constitution and Rules, and acts in subserviency to the 
same great object. The influence of the General Society becomes 
coextensive with that of its Branches. Its funds include all which 
flows directly into its own treasury ; and all which passes into the 
subordinate treasuries ; while the number of it^ beneficiaries com- 
prehends all those who are placed under the special care of the dif- 
ferent Branch Societies, as well as those who are under its own im- 
mediate supervision. 

The advantages of this system of organization are many. It 
gives the General Society all the energy of concentrated effort, and 
enables it to watch over the interests of separate portions of the com- 
munity with the facility of a local society. It produces a division of 
labour, which is not only favourable to economy, but, considering 
the nature and extent of the operations of the Society, is indispensa- 
ble. It is calculated to increase public confidence and to ensure 
public patronage, by introducing numerous checks, and rendering 
a perversion of the funds difficult. It gives to each portion of the 
community the security of the whole against final embarrassment 
and failure in the important matter of obtaining funds to carry for- 
ward the general object within its limits. In short, every Board of 
Directors of a Branch Society is a Committee for carrying into exe- 
cution the purposes and objects of the General Society. The most 
remote friends of the Institution are brou^it into contact with its 
interests and objects, and may have a personal share in the meas- 
ures which are taken to promote them. 

Leading Principle. 
To one who properly estimates the moral power, either good or 
bad, which is to be exerted by an educated ministry, no responsi- 
bility will appear greater than that of opening the door into the sacred 
office, to hundreds and thousands of men. Such a responsibility, 
however, rests upon the American Education Society, and upon 
other similar Institutions. Millions of souls are to be saved or lost 
through their influence. Impressed with this belief, and awed by 
this responsibility, the Directors have been anxious to adopt such 
principles and to pursue such a system of measures, as should have, 
ultimately, the most favourable influence upon the purity ^ the ability^ 
the piety, and the evangelical energy of the ministry ; and which 
in this manner would best promote the safety, the enlargement, and 
the highest spiritual welfare of the churches of Christ. It is accord- 
ingly a /?mr/<7menf a/ maxim with them, that success must depend un- 
der God, chiefly, upon the character of those whom they are instru- 
mental of putting into the ministry. They are not insensible to the 
fact, that great numbers are wanted immediately to fill up the ranks 
of the ministry. They see it, they feel it to be true, and their 
hearts are ready to sink when they reflect how few are the labour- 
ers, compared with the harvest which is to be gathered ; but they 
would never forget that more is depending upon character than up- 
on numbers merely. 
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Sffiim of af&rMng aid. 

Ifi rendering assistance to those under their patronage, the 
Board of Directors have endeavoured to adopt a system which would 
harmonize with the great principle now mentioned. They would 
grant so nnteh assistance^ that a young man of proper disposition 
and endowments may obtain, without serious embarrassment, or 
loss of health, a thorough education for the ministry ; and they 
would afford aid in such a tnanner, as to incite him to diligence 
and economy, and to leave unimpaired, every desirable motive to 
personal effort. Proceeding upon this ground, the Directors have^ 
after much experience and reflection, decided to make but small 
appropriations, and to grant these in the form of advantageous and 
parental loans, rather than in the form of a simple charity. The 
tendency of habits of dependance on charity, especially when form- 
ed in early life, has often operated as an objection to Education 
Societies in the minds of intelligent and benevolent men. — It has 
been seen that multitudes of the most distinguished men in ever j 
profession have raised themselves to honour and usefulness by their 
own efforts ; and public opinion has generally ascribed their success, 
in no small degree, to the severe, but salutary discipline which 
they experienced in the school of necessity. They were compel- 
led to be men of enterprize, of diligence, of self-denial, and of re- 
sources, or to be nothing. Such men have been oftener found ia 
the ministry, than in any other profession ; and rarely indeed, have 
they been found unoccupied ; or, praying to be put into ** one of 
the Priest's offices that they might eat a piece of bread/'. Their la- 
bours have been estimated, as above all price, and the highest posts 
of usefulness in the church have been opened wide unto them. The 
Directors of the American Education Society, would increase, 
rather than diminish the number of such men. By adopting 
their present system, they encourage young men to do all which 
they can for themselves, and encourage their friends and relatives 
to assist them ; they lessen the inducement, to any but those whose 
hearts are strongly set on the ministry, and who really need assis> 
tance, to apply for aid ; they allow young men to feel that they are 
not pensioners on charity, but dependent, ultimately, upon them- 
selves alone for their education ; and they increase the resources, 
and thus extend and multiply the benefits of the Society. 

The loan, as will be seen by the Rules,* is tuithout interest until 
there has been time to refund it — it is without any other security 
than that of the young man's own name — and it is made with the 
further provision, of being ultimately cancelled in whole, or in part, 
by the Board of Directors, should they think it improper or unsuit* 
able to require him to refund. Foreign and Domestic missionaries, 
and ministers settling in very destitute regions, where they can 
obtain only a scanty subsistence, have been decided by the Board, 
in several instances, to come within this provision. 

• Chajk VI. BeetiMf 3 and & 
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Responsible duty of Examining Committees, 

According to the foregoing Rules it will be seen that the Ex- 
amining Committees are entrusted with a momentous responsibil- 
ity. They are sentinels placed at the door of the christian min- 
istry. Their recommendation is the most important step towards 
obtaining access to the funds. If they are unfaithful, it will 
be difficult to prevent a wide perversion of these, and a serious in- 
jury will result to the church of Ood. It is earnestly hoped that 
this reflection will ever be impressed deeply on the miinls of all 
who are appointed to perform this sacred trust. Christian prudence 
requires that the sense of this responsibility should not be weaken- 
ed by multiplying Examining Committees unnecessarily, nor by 
placing many on the same Committee. 

Causes of a discontinuance of patronage. 

These are stated in general terms, in Chap. V. Sect 12, to be 
'* improper conduct of any kind." We think it well to observe that, 
the Board regard all acts of resistance to the lawful authority and 
government of Instructors, as being eminently of this character, and 
they never fail to treat it accordingly. Neglect of study, extrava* 
gance in expenditures, great indiscretion, and any other conduct in- 
consistent with a christian profession, or calculated to bring reproach 
on the cause of religion and benevolence, will be viewed as a suffi- 
cient reason for discontinuing patronage. 

Importance of a permanent and uniform income* 

There is a striking difference in the circumstances of the Amer- 
can Education Society, and most other Benevolent Institutions of a 
popular kind. The most important work which the Directors have 
to perform lies in the selection, and thorough supervision of candi- 
dates for patronage. There is greater danger to be apprehended 
on this ground than on any other. The persons to be patron- 
ized are young, often minors^ and their character is yet to be form- 
ed. In addition to this, they are peculiarly liable to have their qual- 
ifications overrated, through the partiality of friends. To guard ef- 
fectually against evils arising from these and other causes, it is in- 
dispensable that the minds of the Directors and of their principal 
agents be relieved, as much as ]x>ssible, from the hitherto ail en- 
grossing care of raising funds ; and that they have an opportunity 
of attending minutely to the character and conduct of all under their 
patronage. No method has yet been devised which promises so ef- 
fectually to secure these important ends, as the establishment of 
scholarships. Those which are permanently established secure these 
ends, in as high a degree as they can be, by means of pecuniary 
provisions of any kind : — next to these, in the relief which they a^ 
ford, are annuities of seventy five dollars a year for seven years — 
which are called temporary scholarships ; while for supplying th6. 
deficiencies of these when they exist, and meeting the various con* 
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tingent expenses of the Society a large amount of subscriptions, in 
the ordinary way, are constantly requisite. 

Necessity of a constant and faithful observance of the Rules, 

The foregoing system of Rules may appear minute to those who 
are not acquainted with the various and extended concerns which 
the Society and its Branches are obliged to manage. They are, 
however, no more numerous than the exigencies of the Society, a^ 
ter long experience in superintending its interests, absolutely re- 
quire. It is not known that a single rule has been adopted which 
has not been called for in practice. They must therefore be ob- 
served, or some part of the system of operations will be impaired, 
and move on irregularly. The Directors feel the necessity of ob- 
serving them to be imperative^ and they cannot consent to disburse 
the funds entrusted to their care, over numerous and widely distant 
portions of the country, except in conformity with the Rules which 
are now promulged. 

The quarterly meetings of the Board, when only appropriations 
will be made, are on the Second Wednesdays ofJan.<, April, July, 
and October, All returns and applications should be in the hands 
of the Secretary of the General Society by the 1st day of each of 
these months. The Boards of the several Branch Societies meet 
usually two weeks previous to the meetings of the Board of the Par- 
ent Society. Returns and applications from young men within the 
limits of the re.spective Branches, should be sent to their several 
Secretaries, by the middle of the preceding months. 

Blanks of the various descriptions may be had at any time, with- 
out charge, by applying to the Executive Officers of the Parent So- 
ciety, or of the Branch Societies. 
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for STATISTICS, — religions^ literary^ henevolent^ and miscellaneous. The January 
number will furnish an annual and statistical view of ministers, churches, aira 
members of the various religious denominations in the United States, and, oc- 
casionally, summary views of religious denominations in other parts of the 
world. -The April number will exhibit a similar view of Colleges and Profes- 
sional schools, especially of Theological Seminaries in the United States ; and, 
so far as circumstances permit, of academies, and common schools. The July 
bumber wi]{ contain statistics of benevolence — embracing a view of beneyo- 
leot operations in America and in other portions of the wdrld. The statistics 
for the October number will be of a miscellaneous character. A quarterly 
list of ordinations and installations of ministers^ of all denominations^ in the 
United States, so far as they can be ascertained.; and, also, of the deaths of 
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the head of intelligence, will be given every thing of interest^ relatii^ to

The Society met according to adjournment. 

Hon. SAMUEL HUBBARD, President 

of the Society, took the chair. The Rev. Justin Edwards, d. d. 
of Boston opened the meeting with prayer. An abstract of the An- 
nual Report of the Directors, was r^ by Rev. E. Cornelius, 
Secretary. 

The following resolutions were moved and adq[>ted.-— On motion 
of Rev. Calvin Colton, seconded by Rev. M. Bruen, of New 
York: 

Resolved, — TJuxi the Report^ an abstract of which has now 
hem read, he adopted and printed hy the Board of Directors. 

On motion of Rev. William Patton of New York, seconded 
by Rev. Warren Fay, d. d.

Resolved, — That the pledges which have heretofore been made 
by this Society to worthy candidates for patronage throughout 
the United States, give it strong claims upon the liberality of the 
community ; and, especially, upon the faithful cooperation and aid 
of Auxiliaries and Branches. 

On motion of Rev. Heman Humphrey, d. d. President of Am- 
herst College, seconded by Rev. B. B. Wisner, d. d. Boston ; 

Resolved, — That the rapid march of benevolence, and the 
brightening prospects of Christianity thoughout the world, caHfor 
a vigorous prosecution of the glorious enterprise in which this Soci" 
ety is engaged. 

The Society passed a vote of thanks to the several speakers for 
their addresses— and on motion the meeting was dissolved. 
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Another year has completed its revolution, and the period 
has arrived for reviewing the progress of truth, and the triumphs 
of benevolence. The Directors of the American Education 
Society, in presenting the Thirteenth Annual Report of their 
proceedings would pause, and devoutly acknowledge the good- 
ness of God which has succeeded their efforts the past year. 
At no former period have the indications of prosperity been more 
numerous, or more unequivocal. Difficuhies have indeed stood 
in the way of success, but they have yielded to prayer and effort. 
The Saviour has smiled on our endeavours, and labourers for 
the spiritual harvest have been increased. 

JVcwr applications for assistance during the year. 

There is perhaps no better way of exhibitmg the growth of 
the Society, than by comparing the number of new applicants re- 
ceived under patronage, in successive years. No young man can 
be a successful candidate for patronage who does not exhibit sat- 
isfactory evidence of respectable talents, sincere piety, and real 
indigence, and who is not willing to submit to a long and severe 
course of discipline, both of body and mind. The following enu- 
meration embraces a period of three years. 

In the yew ending May 18S7, the number of new applicanta received was 35. 
" May 1828 " " " 91. 

" May 1829 " " " 208. 

What renders this view more satisfactory is, that the increase 
has arisen chiefly from applications by those who were com» 
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tnencing a course of study for the ministry. Three years ago the 
whole number of persons of this description, under patronage, was 
less than thirty. The applications from young men in this stage, 
during the past year, alone, were ninety six. This advance, how- 
ever, is not to be ascribed to any relaxation m the principles, or 
requisitions of the Society ; it is owing to a deeper, and more 
general interest in the christian community. 

Whole number assisted the past year. 

The whole number of young men, to whom appropriations 
have been made during the year, is Four Hundred and 
Four. Of these, 123 have been in connexion with e^fA< Theo- 
logical Seminaries, pursuing a regular three years' course of The- 
ological studies ; 157 have been members of sixteen Colleges ; ' 
and the remaining number, about 120, have been connected with 
forty two Academies, — making the whole number of Institutions, 
at which young men have been assisted, the past year, Sixty 
Six. Among those who havebeen patronized, may be found 
natives of nearly every state and territory in the Union, and some 
of five or six evangelical denominations of christians. 

Pastoral supervision. 

The plan of supervision which has been adopted by the Direc- 
tors, and of which mention has been made in former reports, has 
been a prominent object of attention during the year ; although, 
for want of time, the Secretary. of the Society, upon whom this 
important service As devolved, has been compelled to omit a 
larger number of beneficiaries in his visits, than he had intend- 
ed. By the assistance of a few fellow labourers, he has been 
enabled to furnish information concerning the character and stand- 
ing of nearly all who have enjoyed the benefit of the funds, since 
the last annual meeting. The resuk of these inquiries, is such 
as to^ encourage every pious and enlightened friend of the Socie- 
ty. It is hazarding but little to say that, taken together,.the young 
men aided by its funds are superior, in point of talents, scholarship, 
and moral qualifications for usefulness, to the majority of students 
in the Colleges and Seminaries in the land. A few have been 
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found unworthy of patronage, and have been separated from the 
Society. A few others may yet fail of satisfying the just expec- 
tations of their instructers and benefactors. But no one can be- 
come thoroughly acquainted with the body of young men, whom 
the American Education Society is now helping forward in their 
preparation for the ministry, without being convinced that there 
are among them those who are destined to be luminaries in the 
Church, and who are to shine as lights in the world. 

The experience of each succeeding year aflfords increasing 
evidence of the utility, and even of the necessity, of such a sys- 
tem of supervision as that which has been adopted. It furnishes 
the Directors with information highly necessary to a uniform and 
prompt discharge of their duty ; it brings every beneficiary into 
direct connexion with his benefactors, and a&rds the most fa- 
vourable opportunities of impressing the minds of young men with 
their obligation to cultivate a growing piety, and to aim at distin- 
guished usefulness in the world ; — it imparts exactness and ener- 
gy to the operations of the society ; and it forms a bond of union 
between the instructers and patrons of young men, which may re- 
sult in lasting advantage to the youth themselves, and to the cause 
of learning and religion. 

Every young man under the patronage of the society, who has 
been visited by the Secretary, or an authorized agent, has receiv- 
ed a copy of the Memoirs of David Brainerd, as a memorial of 
affectionate regard from his benefactors. More than three hun- 
dred copies of this excellent book have been put into circulation, 
in this way, the past year. Who that remembers the influence 
which this volume once had in forming the character, of Henry 
Martyn, and of our own beloved Payson,* can tell what fruits of 
holiness may yet spring up from the seed which has been so wide- 
ly scattered. The result of this comparatively small donation 
may yet be felt in the growing piety of the christian miniistry ; 
and eternity may show, that it has been intimately connected 
with the salvation of thousands and millions. 

* In a conversation with some friends, a few months previous to his death, 
Dt Payson declared that, next to the Bible, he was more indebted to the me- 
moirs of David Brainerd than to any other Book.

The distribution of such works as these, forms but one way 
in which the Directors of the American Education Socie^ may 
exert a powerful influence upon die religious character of the 
young men under their patronage. Other methods, scarcely less 
obvious and inviting, are constantly suggested by their experience, 
and the observation of others. There must however be more 
time set apart, for this purpose, or the system of snpervisioii, 
which is merely begun, can never produce half the good which 
it is fitted and designed to accomplish. Already does it require 
a journey of five thousand miles, and a visit to more than sixty 
institutions in order to obtain one interview with each young man 
under patronage. The Secretary of the Society has travelled 
nearly six thousand miles since the last anniversary, more than 
half of the distance with reference to the work of supervifflon, but 
has not been able to visit more than two thirds of those who are 
receiving aid from the Society. It will be impossible without ad* 
ditional help, and especially without some relief from the con- 
stantly recurring labour of soliciting funds, for the Secretary, or 
any other man, to carry the wishes of the Board and of the com- 
munity, on this deeply interesting subject, into complete execution. 

Death of two promising young men.. 

The Directors have been called during the year to add to 
the list of premature deaths, the names of two promising young 
men who bad been received under the patronage of the Society. 
One of them, Mr Solomon Maxwell, had finished his Collegiate 
course, and had charge, for a time, of a flourishing Academy. 
The other, Mr Preserved F. Davison, was prepared to enter Col- 
lege. Both these young men were endowed with excellent tal- 
lents ; they were distinguished as scholars ; and they gave much 
evidence of sincere and growing piety. Their death is a public 
loss.. The friends of Zion have cause to mingle their tears with 
those of the afflicted relatives and friends of Uiese rising sons of 
the church. 
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Importance of uniting exercise with study* 
The early graves of thirty young men, once under the pat- 
ronage of the American Education Society, who fell the victims 
of disease before their preparatory studies were completed, and 
the failure of nearly as many more to enter the ministry in conse- 
quence of a loss of health, afford melancholy proof that something 
should be done to render studious habits less injurious, particular- 
ly to young men who have been previously devoted to active pur- 
suits. No method promises so effectually to guard against this evil, 
as a course of systematic and vigorous bodily exercise. Experi- 
ment has proved that young men may devote from two to four 
hours of each day to labour, either agricultural or mechanical, 
without retarding in the least their progress in study, and with 
the prospect of maintaining vigorous health, as well as of earning 
something to defray the necessary expenses of an education. 

The Directors know not how to express their sense of the 
importance of a more serious and general attention to this subject. 
Of the sacred fund, entrusted to their care, probably Gve thousand 
dollars have been appropriated to young men whose prospects of 
usefulness have been cut off by disease or death. The calamity 
is greater because the destroyer often, perhaps usually, selects 
youth of the strongest minds, and of the highest acquisitions. 
There are few young men, of fairer promise, than some of the 
former beneficiaries of this Society, upon whom the grave has clo- 
sed forever. A larger number still will follow their example, and 
thousands of dollars will be spent without effect, in future years, 
unless more effectual measures are taken to unite systematic exer- 
cise with study. The Directors would not undertake to decide 
what those measures should be, in every case. But tbey cannot 
doubt that if a farm, or work shop, or both, were appended to ev- 
ery Academy, College, and Seminary, in the land, and placed un- 
der such regulations as to secure the regular and cheerful at- 
tention of indigent young men who have been accustomed in ear- 
ly life to labour, the sacrifice of health and life, which is now the 

cause of so much lamentation, would, in a great measure, cease.

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Amount of earnings reported by young men in conneooion with 

the Society the last year. 

The Directors take great pleasure ia stating, that the efibrts 

of the young men connected with the Society to assist themselves 

have been highly successful. The whole sum reported, as the 

fruit of their earnings the past year, is Eight thousand seven 

HUNDRED AND TWENTY EIGHT DOLLARS. Of this amOUDt $1963 

were earned by members of Theological Seminaries ; $5476 by 
members of Colleges ; and $1288 by members of Academies. 
Of the two last sums $4955 were obtained by teaching school ; 
and $1809 by various kinds of labour. 

The practice of teaching school is doubtless attended with 
many advantages besides those of a pecuniary kind ; but yet, when 
carried to the extent it now is, by young men in some parts of 
tlie country, it may be reasonably doubted whether the interrup- 
tion which it occasions in a regular course of study, and the con- 
sequent effect which it has in preventing a thorough education, 
do not more than overbalance the advantages gained. It would 
be far preferable, in the judgment of the Board, to stop a year 
at a time in some part of the course, and devote the whole to the 
business of teaching, than to leave as many now do, in the midst 
of their college studies, for a few weeks or months, and then re- 
turn to their re^ective classes with the design of keeping up, to 
the end of the course, with others who have been subjected to no 
such intermissions. The evils arisii^ from this source are often 
deplored by Instructers, as well as others ; and it may be neces- 
sary to adopt measures to lessen or prevent the injurious effects 
complained of. Whenever <a substitute for keeping school shall 
be provided, by means of which young men naay aid themselves, 
in a pecuniary point of view, as effectually as they now do by 
keeping school, the temptation will cease to be of dangerous ten- 
dency, and no more time will be consumed in this employment, 
than will be desirable for its own sake. But whether such a sub- 
stitute shall be found or not, it capnot admit of doubt, that the 
true policy for this Society to pursue is, that which gives full effect 
to the motives to personal effort. A dollar earned is worth twice 
the amount given for the purpose of teaching a young man how to 
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do good to his fellow men. It is the only effectual way of show- 
ing him how great are those resources which God has given him 
in himself. In this view the value of the earnings reported by 
the beneficiaries of this Society the past year is inestimable. 

Funds. 

Owing to the numerous and pressing calls upon the time of 
the Secretary, and the difficulty of obtaining suitable men to act 
as Agents, the funds have not increased, during the year, in pro- 
portion to the demands which have been made on the Treasury. 
From the Report of the Treasurer it appears, that the receipts 
have fallen short of the expenditures, $420i ; which, added to a 
previous debt of the Society, makes the whole debt, at the close 
of the year, $6402. The whole amount of receipts during the 
year, is $30,034 18. Of this sum $8316 83 have been receiv- 
ed on account of scholarships ; and $1950 on account of the per- 
manent fund. The Directors look with confidence to the Chris- 
tian publifi, for augmented resources, the ensuing 3rear. They 
cannot believe that, at a time, when labourers for the harvest are 
called for in nearly every section of the globe, and the prospect 
brightens of finding suitable candidates for this service, the means 
of bringing them into the field will be withheld, however great 
they may be. 

Branch Societies and Agencies. 

The operations of the Branch Societies connected with the 
American Education Society, have not, with one exception, been 
much extended during the year. 

The Presbyterian Branch located at New York has received a 
new impu!se---and is moving on with animating prospects. More 
than eight thousand dollars have been subscribed, chiefly in New 
York and vicinity, in the form of temporary scholarships ; or, an- 
nual donations of seventy five dollars each, to be continued for 
the term of seven years. The Secretary of the parent Society 
devoted about six weeks, soon after the last anniversary, to an 
agency in New York and the vicinity, for the purpose of soliciting 
donations. The Rev. Henry White, Secretary of the Branch, 
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and several members of the Board of Directors were also suc- 
cessfully -employed in obtaining funds. An agency of three 
months was undertaken by the Rev. William T. Hamilton of 
Newark, \n the state of Pennsylvania, the fruits of which, it is 
believed, will long be felt in the growing prosperity of the cause 
for which he laboured. 

The Western Education Society, whose operations are extend- 
ed through thirty counties in the western districts of New York, 
is an Auxiliary of the Presbyterian Branch. No part of the Uni- 
ted States affords, at the present time, a more interesting field 
for effort than that which is embraced by this Society. A larger 
number of young men are applying for assistance within its lim- 
its, than have been known at any former period. Arrangements 
are making to carry forward all the operations of the Society up- 
on a corresponding scale* 

The Branch Societies of Maine, New Hampshire, and Con- 
necticut, for want of suitable men to labour as agents, have re- 
mained nearly stationary. The North Western Branch, com- 
prehending the State of Vermont, has, for the sake of conve- 
nience, assumed the form of an auxiliary — and is prosecuting the 
cause in which it is engaged with increasing success. Mr. Ly- 
man Matthews has been labouring for several months in behalf of 
this Branch ; and there is a prospect that his exertions will be fol- 
lowed with permanent advantage. 

In the Southern and Western States something has been done 
to promote the interests of the Society, the past year. Pro- 
positions for union have been made by several existing Education 
Societies, in remote parts of the country, and a friendly coope- 
ration with them has been secured. 

An agency, performed by the Rev. Calvin Colton, m Balti- 
more, has resulted in the formation of a flourishing Young men's 
Auxiliary Society, and in the establishment of a permanent schol- 
arship by members of the First Presbyterian Church — ^to be cal- 
led "The Scholarship of the First Presbyterian Church of Balti- 
more." 

^arterly Register and JoumaL 
The Quarterly Journal has been continued with increasmg 
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prospects of usefulness. In order to give greater facility for the 
discussion of subjects relating to the education of men for the min- 
istry, and to provide room for a larger amount of statistical infor- 
mation, it has been found necessary to enlarge the ^ork, and to 
publish it in two forms. 

1. The Quarterly Register and Journal; to contain 
from 48 to 64 pages in each quarterly number, making a volume 
of 200 or 250 pages annually— and to be furnished to subscribers 
at One dollar per year in advance. 

2. The Quarterly Journal^ of 16 pages quarterly — for gratui- 
tous distribution. 

By a vote of the Board, the Society is charged, at cost, with 
those copies which are distributed to friends and benefactors or 
others for the benefit of the Society — and, it is hoped, that with 
this aid, the work will support itself. It is impossible to doubt the 
utility of such a publication, if well conducted. The public must 
be informed, before the work of raising up hundreds of ministers 
can be prosecuted witli enlightened zeal, and with entire success. 
The Board have had many proofs of the favourable opinion enter- 
tained of the work by intelligent and distinguished men in differ- 
ent parts of the United States. Nor has it plead in vain, the pe- 
cuniary wants of the Society. A donation of one thousand dol- 
lars has recently been forwarded to the Treasurer, by a lady in 
England, to establish a scholarship, who states that she had been 
induced to make the donation by reading a few numbers of the 
Quarterly Journal which had been sent to her by a friend in 
America. 

Principles of the, Society. 

On reviewing the principles of the Society as at present estab- 
lished, the Directors would express their conviction of the impor- 
tance of adhering to them scrupulously, in future operations of the 
Society. To raise the standard of ministerial character and quali- 
fications ; to guard against abuses in the appropriation of funds ; 
and to render the Society a permanent blessing to mankind, have 
seemed to the Directors to be the leading objects which should 
claim attention in such an enterprise as that of the American Ed- 
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ucatioa Society. The princijJes of the Society have beeo adop- 
ted with reference to these ends. Satisfactory evidence of good 
natural talents, of sincere piety, and of real indigence is insisted 
on as conditions of patronage. The applicant must be willing to 
pursue a thorough course of education, and to make every rea- 
sonable effi)rt, to sustain himself. The assistance granted is in 
the form of advantageous, parental loans, to be refunded at a fu- 
ture day, if circumstances should permit, and not in the form of 
an entire charity. An affectionate, but minute and faithful su- 
pervision, calculated to promote diligence, circumspection and 
piety jn those under patronage, is to be instituted and maintained* 
And finally, the patronage of the Society is not limited by sec- 
tional boundaries or interests-^^ut any youth possessing the qual- 
ifications required by the c(xistitution,and conforming to the Rules, 
is a candidate for assistance. The relations which the Society 
holds to the various Institutions of learning, are such as necessari- 
ly preclude the exercise of partiality. The amount granted must 
be the same, except where a less sum is desired than the regu- 
lar appropriation ; and whatever deficiencies may exist, arising 
from local circumstances, must be made up by local efibrts. It 
will doubtless be true that the Rules, of such an institution will 
sometimes operate unequally, and they may seem to be less adap- 
ted to some parts of the country than to others. But this is a 
necessary consequence of a General Institution, whose object is 
to promote, to the greatest extent, a common good. To decide 
against a rule, on account of its unequal application to a single 
section of the country, would be to require all the other portions 
of it, perhaps, to submit to a much greater evil. There can be 
but few cases, where local inconveniences may not be better reme- 
died by particular efforts, than by the alteration of general rules. 

Results of past efforts. 

The influence which the Society has akeady exerted up(»i 
the spiritual interests of men is greater than Can ever be fuUy 
known in the presotit world. More than tt^ hundred men have 
entered the ministry who once enjoyed, in a greater or less de- 
gree, the patronage of this Institution. Between forty and fifty 
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more will enter the ministry in a few months who have been ^m- 
ilarly aided. During the last year, nearly one tenth of all the 
Ordinations and Installations of ministers in the United States, 
which we could fiod mentioned in the public prints, were former 
beneficiaries of this Society. From communications received 
recently, it is safe to conclude that several thousands have pro* 
fessed religion within a few years under the ministry of men 
of this description. Many of them, if we may credit their own 
declarations, would not have been educated at all, or, would have 
been very imperfectly educated for the sacred office, had not this 
Society taken them by the hand, and assisted them on their way. 
One such minister, who was instrumental of several revivals of re- 
ligion while he was acquiring an education, and who has had the 
rare felicity of seemg five hundred members added to his church 
in two years, once said to the Secretary of the American Edu- 
cation Society : ^^ Had it not been for the appeals which the Di- 
rectors of your Society sent abroad, and the encouragement 
which they gave to indigent and pious young men, I know not 
that I should have ever been a minister." 

Many other facts, of an encouraging character, might here be 
introduced were it necessary. But the day for doubting has, we 
trust, gone by. The demand now, is for united and persevering 
effort to advance an object, admitted to be of transcendant impor- 
tance to the successful prosecution of every other branch of be- 
nevolent enterprise. The heralds of the cross are wanted to 
carry the Bible into every dark corner of the earth, and to press 
its truths upon the attention of men. The Missionary Society 
waits to employ a larger number of qualified preachers on the 
embassy of salvation, and repeats the inquiry, whom shall we 
send ? alid who will go for us ? Thousands of desolate church- 
es look and long for Pastors to break unto them the bread of 
life. The cause of truth, and the cause of humanity call for ad- 
vocates, to enforce their claims upon the world, and gain but par- 
tial triumphs for want of thenK All, all proclaim, give us minis- 
ters of the Gospel ! The Spirit of God is kindling a flame of 
holy love in the hearts of young men, and preparing them, in 
great numbers, for the toils and self denials of the ministry. But 
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among them there are many who are destitute of the means of 
acquiring an education. These look to the Church for help. An- 
imated by the encouragements which they have received, they 
rise up in greater and greater numbers every year, and say here 
we are, send us. Shall they now be told, the pledges which 
have been given you cannot be redeemed ? The Church is un- 
able to help you ? When, we may then ask, are the accumu- 
lating millions in our country to be supplied f Must other ages 
of darkness intervene before the dawning millennial glory shall 
break ? No. In God are our hope and trust. Relying on his prom- 
ised aid, we will go forward. Every pledge which this Society has 
given shall be redeemed, and every youthful disciple who has a 
claim on the patronage of the church shall be educated for the 
service of Christ. The Lord of the Harvest has given the 
word, and great shall be the company of those who publish it. 
Soon the song will be heard on every hill, and be echoed through 
every valley — how beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of him 
thai bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace ; that bringeth 
good tidings of good, that publisheth salvation ; that saith unto 
Zion, Thy Gob reigneth !

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CONSTITtTTION 

OF THE 

AMERICAX EBUCATION SOCIETY. 

The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the gospel 
ministry. 

Art. I. Any person who shall sttbscribe alid shall pay into the Treasury at 
one time, one hundred dollars, and if a cler^man forty dollars, shall be an 
honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit and deliberate in all meetings 
of the Sooiety. But all members hereafter added to the Society who shall be 
entitled to vote, shall be chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, legacies, donations 
and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; and of any other property of the 
Society, as the Directors may think best calculated to promote the object in view. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, Vice Pres- 
ident, Treasurer, and Secretary who shall also be clerk, and such other officers as 
may be found necessary ; who shall continue in office till others shall be chosen 
in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect such a num- 
ber of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge expedient. 

Art. V. Tne -Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven Directors ; 
who, together with the President and vice President of the Society, shall con- 
stitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall constitute a quorum at any meet- 
ing re^larly oonvened. It shall be the duty of this Board to increase the funds 
of the Booietjr, by Wicitin^ themselves, and bj^ appointing and instructing &- 

gents to solicit the aid reqmsite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall 
ave the power of appropriatinfir all monies for the support of beneficiaries ; c£ 
examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing committees to 
examine and recommend its applietmts living in distant parts ; and, generally of 
transacting all business necessary for the furuierance of tiie objects of this Socie- 
ty, not otherwise herein provided ibr. The Directors shall also keep a fair re- 
cord of their proceedings, and annually make report of their transactions to the 
Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of preparatory ed- 
ucation for the ministry ; but, except in very singular cases, no applicant shall 
be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and re- 
spectable characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeftil piety, promising talents, 
and real indigence ; nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose 
instructor or mstructers, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point pf genius, diligence, literary 
progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive aid from these sa- 
cred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, after his admission into any 
college, shall annually exhibit to the Directors, a iinritten declaration, that it con- 
tinues to be his serious purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the Society, shall not devote 
himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, within a reasonable time, refund the 
sum expended for his education, with lawful interest, whenever required by the 
t)irectors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice President, in con- 
currence with three of the Directors, shall have power to call special meetings 
of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a reasonable 
sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful discharge of his duty. 
He shall vest the property of the Society in the safest and most productive forms ; 
make payments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably to the or- 
ders of the Directors; and annually render to the Society, a written account of 
all receipts and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested : mis account to be previously examined 
and approved, in writing, by a committee of the Society, annually chosen for the 
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purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, whenever they request it, a partic- 
ular accoupt of the state of the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place as the Di- 
rectors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the Report of the Directors, and of 
the Tre^piurer, and to transact other necessary business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall be requisite 
to constitute a quorum; and every meeting of the Society, and of the Directors, 
shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, which shall 
pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury of this Society, shall be, ez 
officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this Society., 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabitants of any 
State, or district, which shall adopt the essential principles of this Constitution, 
especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the basis of its own, such Society, 
upon due notice of its existence, and desire of union, may be received, by a vote 
or the Directors, as a constituent branch of the American Society. 

. Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its own offi- 
cers, including a board of Directors and a Treasurer ; and also the nght of appro- 
priating its own funds for the assistance of beneficiaries, who shall have, in all 
respects, the requisite qualifications. Every candidate for such assistance shall 
be examined by a committee of three competent men, two of whom shall be ap- 
pointed by the Directors of said branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this 
Society, and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the ministry, 
under the immediate superintendance of the Directors of said 'Branch Society ; 
or, if thev shall deem it expedient, such candidate may be committed to the 
charge of the Directors of this Society. All monies of any Bj^anch Society, not 
appropriated as above, shall be transmitted to the general Treasury ; and when 
ever the exigencies of such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply 
for assistance to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be ex officio members of 
this Societv, and also honorary members of the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies that may 
occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, till the next annual 
meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except on re- 
commendation of the Directors, and by vote of three fourths of the members 
present, at an annual meeting ; or unless tiie proposed alteration shall have been 
submitted to the Society, in writing, at a previous meeting.

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 

Origin and Design of the ,^jnerican Edueation Society, 

The American Education Society was formed in 1815, and incorporated, with 
an ample charter, for holding funds, in 1816. Its orimn is to be traced to the spir- 
itnid wants of mankind, and to a deep conviction tnat more vigorous and more 
extended efforts than have ever ^et been made, are called for, in order to supply 
our country and the world with pious, devoted, and well educated ministers of the 
gospel. Two thirds of those who have recently engaged in foreign missions, and 
one half of those who have engaged in domestic missions, have been indigent 
young men, who needed, and who received, the special aid of a benevolent pub- 
lic, rrovidence has thus shown how the Church may speedily and greatly in- 
crease the number of faithful pastors and missionaries. 

Organization. 
The members of the General or Parent Society are chosen from every sec- 
tion of the country, and with them rests the supreme and ultimate direction of its 
concerns. A Board of Directors is chosen annually, to manage the prudential 
and executive business of the Society. For the sake of greater fiicility, as well 
na safety, in directing the concerns of the Society, Branches are formed in dif- 
ferent sections of the country. Each Branch has a Board of Directors, who su- 
perintend the general interests within its limits. It has a special treasury ; and 
in the admission of beneficiaries, and in the appropriation of funds, acts in concert 
with the Parent Society. The advantages of this system of organization are 
many. The General Society has all the energy of concentrated effort, while a 
division of labor is effected, not only favorable to economy, but, considering the 
extent of the Society's operations, indispensable to success. By introducing nu- 
merous checks, public confidence is increased, and public patronage insured. 

Leading Principle. 
A very great responsibility rests upon tho American Education Society, and 
upon other similar institutions. Millions of souls are to be saved or lost through 
their influence. Impressed by a sense of this responsibility, the Directors have 
been anxious to adopt anch prindples^ajid to pursue such a system of measures, as 
should have the most favorable influence upon the purity ^ the abUitv, the piety, 
and the eoangdical energy of the ministry. It is, accordingly, a fiindamental 
maxim with them, that success, under God, must depend mainly upon the char- 
acter of tliose whom they are instrumental in putting into the ministry. 

System of affording aid. 
In conformity with the great principle just named, the Board grant so mvjch 
assistance, that a young man of proper disposition and endowments, may obtain, 
without serious embarrassment, a thorough education for the ministry ', and they 
would afford aid in such a manner y as to incite him to diligence and economy, 
and to leave unimpaired every desirable motive to personaf effort. The Direc- 
tors have, therefore, decided to make but small appropriations, and to grant these 
in the form of parental and advantageous loans, rather than in the form of a sim- 
ple charity. It is the influence of the present system to induce young men to do 
all which they can to help themselves ; it lessens the inducement to any but 
those who really need assistance, and whoso hearts are strongly set on the minis- 
try, to apply for aid ; it allows young men to feel that they are not pensioners on 
charity, out dependent ultimately upon themselves for an education ; while it in- 
creases the resources, and multiplies the benefits of the Societjr. This loan is, 
however, tcithout interest, until there has been time to refund it. It is vnthout 
any other security \ha,n that of the young man's own name ; and in special cases, 
as in those of foreign and domestic missionaries, the Board may cancel the debt, 
either in whole or m part. 
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Method of obtaining Patronage, 
I. No one can be considered a candidate for patronage , who has not pursued 
classical studies for at least three months, and who has not attained the age of 
fourteen years. 

II. No person shall be regarded as a candidate who does not discover promis* 
ing talents, decided piety, and who is not in the way of obtaining a thorough 
classical and theological education ; that is preparing to enter college ; a mejn^r 
of some regularly constituted college, where a tnorough classical course is pursu- 
ed ; or engaged m a three years* theological course. 

III. W^en one applies for patronage, he must obtain decided testimonials 
from three or fcioie respectable persons, best acquainted with him, stating his agt^ 
place of residence J indigence, moral and religious character, including march cm- 
nexion, talents, previous education, and serious desire to devote his life to the Chris- 
tian ministry. These testimonials should be sealed papers, that the writers may 
speak freely in regard to the character of the applicant. Having obtained these 
testimoniaai, the applicant must present his request for examination and recom- 
mendation to some Examining Committee in his neighborhood. If no such Com- 
mittee is known to have been appointed, the applicant or his friends may write 
for information to the Secretary of the Parent Society ; or if he resides within 
the limits of a Branch, to the ^cretaxy of that Branch. 

Whenever a young man has taken the above course, and been examined and 
recommended by an authorized Committee, to the Board of Directors of the Pa- 
rent Society, or of one of its Branches, he may be admitted on trial, at the discre- 
tion of the Aoard, for a period not less than three months. 

Responsible Duty of Examining Committees, 
Examining Committees are sentinels placed at the door of the Christian min- 
istry. Their recommendation is the most important step towards obtaining ac- 
cess to the funds. If they are unfaithful, it will be difficult to prevent a wiie 
perversion of these frmds, and a serious .injury to the church of God. 

J{ecessity of a faithful observance of the Rules. 

The concerns of this Society are so extensive and complicated, that a rigid 
conformity to the Rules is indispensable. Aid is now extended to four hundred 
young men, in nearly all the states in the Union, and at more than sixty diflferont 
Literary Institutions. A violation of a rule, or any irregularity, is of course, a se- 
rious evil. 

The Quarterly Meetings of the Board, when only appropriations will be 
made, are on the second Wednesday of January, April, July, and October. AH 
returns and applications should be m the hands of the Secretary of the General 
Society by the first day of each of these months. The Boards of the several 
Branch Societies meet usually two weeks previous to the meetings of the Board of 
the Parent Society. Returns and applications from young men within the limits 
of the respective Branches, should be sent to their several Secretaries, by Uiemu^ 
die of the preceding months. 

Blank Schedules, Notes, and copies of the Rules of the Society, may be had 
gratuitously, at any time, by applying to the Secretary of the Parent Sociely, or 
to the Secretaries of either of the Branches.

BIBLICAL REPERTORY. 



Messrs Editors, 

In the third number of the new series of your Work, dated July, 
1829, 1 have met with a piece, on the General Assembly's Board of 
Education, and the American Education Society, which has deeply 
interested my feelings. Whoever the writer of that piece may be, I 
take the liberty to tender him my most sincere and hearty thanks, for 
the very valuable considerations which he has suggested, at the com- 
mencement of his strictures, respecting the present aspect of the moral 
and religious world, and the duties and obligations of Christians which 
result from it. I do most entirely concur with all his remarks, re- 
specting the past failure of the churches to perform their duty in re- 
gard to spreading the knowledge of the gospel abroad : and in regard 
to their error in seeking, at any time, to sustain themselves by tean- 
ing on the arm of civil power. For one, I rejoice that God has taught 
them so instructive lessons on this subject; for we may now venture 
to hope, in this country at least, that they will not again seek for help 
from a quarter which will never afford it ; and which, if at any time it 
condescends to put on the appearance of affording it, exacts more as a 
return for its &vours, than conscience can allow, or the interests of 
religion permit without injury. 

The picture of the religious wants of our country ; the call for pas- 
toral labours, made from thousands of places that are destitute of the 
word of life ; the interest which Christians are taking in this subject, 
the importance of immediately furnishing our new settlements with 
faithful, spiritual guides ; the necessity of having these well instructed 
and disciplined for their great work ; and the imperious duty of all 
Christians, who are praying the Lord of the harvest to send forth more 
laborers, to be active in iiirnishing all the means of training up such 
laborers ; are drawn, described, and urged in a manner which satis- 
fies the most ardent feelings and wishes of my heart. I fully concur 
with the writer, also, in the directions which he gives, as to the man- 
ner in which our spiritual wants are to be supplied. It is true, that 
our first duty is, to raise our humble and earnest cries to the great 
Lord of the harvest, that he would multiply the number of laborers ; 
and equally true, that the Christian church is under the highest obli- 
gations, while she prays for this, to do all in her power to promote it, 
by taking pious and indigent youth under her care, and providing for 
their education in an adequate manner. 



4 EXAMINATION OF THE STSICTURES UPON 

With the writer I do also sympathize most entirely, on the subject 
of beneficed livings in the church. If a graceless ministry is to be 
raised up ; if the church is to be thronged with aspirants after her &- 
▼ours, whose hearts are rankling with enmity at the strictness of her 
principles, and filled to overflowing with insatiable desires after world- 
ly and sensual pleasures ; then let her provide livings which will aflbrd 
the means of ease and luxury. She will thus hold up a premium to 
men of secular views, who are desirous of enjoying these; and wiQ 
never fiiil to have at least as many ministers, as she has benefices to 
bestow upon them. 

In view of the deadly evil which such a course has occasioned in 
other countries, it seems to be the plain duty of all sincere Christians 
in ours, to pray that the clergy may always continue to have very mod- 
erate incomes ; to see to it that they never can become rich ; at least 
never become so, by means of what the church bestows upon them in 
the way of salary. In respect to the usefulness of ministers of the 
Gospel, I can truly say, that their poverty appears to be great matter 
of congratulation. None but the most prejudiced and bigotted oppo- 
sers of religion can now accuse them of selfish and pecuniary views, 
in choosing the ministry for a profession. There is scarcely a salary 
in this country, at least among the Presbyterian and Congregational 
churches, which could be the object of ambition to any man of a world- 
ly spirit, and of talents above mediocrity. 

It would give me much pleasure, if I could proceed through the 
whole piece, on which I have commenced making remarks, and find 
nothing which I could not sincerely commend, and with which I do 
not fully agree. But when the writer comes to make his remarks on 
the principles and proceedings of the America Education Society, I 
am constrained to differ from him here, and cherish views materially 
diverse from those which he has disclosed. 

I take it for granted, that a man, of such an able mind and excel- 
lent spirit as is developed in that part of the piece on which I have 
been remarking, will very readily concede to others the liberty which 
he has himself taken, in the free remarks which he has made on the 
principles and proceedings of the American Education Society. He 
will cheerfully grant me the privilege of examining the facts and prin- 
ciples which he has brought forward, by way of supporting his objec- 
tions to the Society in question ; first, because he himself wishes only 
to come at a correct view of the whole ground, and to know what can 
be said in its defence, as well as against it ; and secondly, because the 
public, who have now had one side of the question placed before them, 
are entitled to kqow what answer the friends of the American Educa- 
tion Society have to make to the allegations thus produced against 
their measures. 

I enter with much reluctance on this task. It is always unpleas- 
ant to entertain, or to express differences of opinion, when these di^ 
ferences have respect to men for whom we eherish a high and Chris- 
tian regard. It is an unwelcome task^ also, to come before the Chris- 
tian public in a kind of polemic attitude. Many Christians shrink in- 
stinctively from every thing which looks like dispute. The world are 
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v«ry ready to speak with exaltation, on what they are pleased to call 
the quarrels of the church. Distrust, unkind feeling, alienation, cold- 
ness, or suspicion, are very apt to creep in, while the professed disciples 
of Christ are engaged in discusJSion, (not to say dispute) ; and espe- 
cially is this the case, when discussion grows animated, and the cause 
stands committed before the world. 

On all these accounts, I advance to the task before me with un- 
dissembled reluctance ; fearing, lest the declaration of opposing senti^ 
ments, or the correction of mistaken facts, may possibly be understood 
by some as an exhibition of feelings which are unfriendly, or as a man- 
ifestation of party spirit, which, reckless of truth or union, or peace, 
seeks to defend its own views at all adventures. 

I cast myself, therefore, after these remarks, on the generosity of 
the writer in question, and that of his friends who sympathize with 
him ; trusting, that while I endeavour strictly and faithfully to exan^ 
ine the allegations made respecting the American Education Society, 
they will not do me the injustice to believe, that I have any personal 
motives in view, or am seeking the interests of any supposed party in 
that quarter of the country to which I belong. 

I am, indeed, a friend of the American Education Society ; and I 
have been so firom its very rise. But it is not because I have been in 
any way connected with it, or have ever received, or expect to re- 
ceive, any direct benefit from it, nor am I in any way responsible for 
its measures. 

It is true, that having lived near the centre of the Society^s operas 
tions, and having an intimate acquaintance with all who are actually 
concerned in the immediate and principal management of its interests, 
I have been, from the very first, acquainted with its principles, meas- 
ures, and proceedings. Fr(»n a sincere approbation of these, I can 
subscribe most heartily to the noble and generous concession, which 
the Reviewer of their proceedings makes p. 354, and which I beg per- 
mission here to quote. 

<< We admit there is something very magnanimous and captivating in the 
idea of a great society, layinj^ aside sectarian names, collectin^r and disbursing 
funds in educatingpious indigent young men for the gospel ministry, reffmrdless 
of sect or part^.. We admit the energy and success of the American Education 
Society, that it has done more in exploring the spiritual wants of our country, in 
enlightening public sentiment on this subject, in pressing home on the conscien- 
ce* of Christians, the indispensable duty of engaging heart and hand in this 
' Wif "' ' ' 



mighty work, than has been done by all others. With unqualified pleasure, we 
admit also, that the concerns of this Society are managed by men in whose intel- 
ligence, piety, and energy, we have the highest confidence." 

Agreeing most fully with this writer ; in his views of those to 
whom the management of the American Education S|ociety is entrust- 
ed ; and cherishing these views, after having for a score of years been 
intimately acquainted with almost all of them, and with the remainder 
ever since they have come upon the stage of action ; I acknowledge 
that it is not without some degree of pain and reluctance, that I perceive 
the measures they have taken are virtually called in question, and our 
country is warned against the dangers to which they are thought to be 
exposing it, 
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Bat it becomes their firienda^ and therefore myself ametig thtem, 
to examine the charges preferred against their principles and proceedi* 
ings with impartiality ; and to listen to every sober and friendly sug* 
gestion which may be made by any, who are disposed to call in ques- 
tion the wisdom or the correctness of their measures. 

I have endeavoured to do this. The result I beg leave to*comnm« 
nicate in the following order ; viz. 

I. I shall examine the facts alleged, in regard to the measures and 
principles of the American Education Society. 

II. I shall make some remarks on the fears which are expressed 
with respect to it. And, 

III. I shall briefly consider the method which the Reviewer has 
chosen to accomplish his object. 

In examining the facts alleged by the Reviewer, I shall pro* 
ceed in the order in which he has presented them. It is my design 
to leave no material circumstance out of view ; for on a question of so 
great importance as the present, the public are entitled to information 
minute and circumstantial enough to lead them fully to make up theur 
opinion. 

The first allegation of the Reviewer is, that " the. details of expen- 
ses |ind receipts, of clothing, of books, of dcmations from other socie* 
ties and friends, of profits of teaching and labour, of debts contracted 
and paid, which young men under the patronage of the Society are re- 
quired to make, every quarter, are unnecessarily and painfully minute," 
p. 356. The grounds of his chief objection are, " that the plan holds 
out a powerful temptation to the beneficiary, to couceal the amount of 
receipts and expenses, so as to form a stronger claim on the aid of the 
Society,'' and that '' it places him in the attitude of a common beggar, 
whose success depends on the dolefulness of his story." *' Young men 
of delicate. and ingenuous feelings," it is averred, '' shrink from this 
public developement of private and personal circumstances," p. 356. 

On this subject, I would remark, that the details required of bene- 
ficiaries in Academies and Colleges, and which are in some respli^ 
more minute than those required of Theological Students, may be 
summed up in general, under the foUowing heads, viz. stage of study ; 
number of weeks engaged in study during the quarter ; price of board, 
with its amount ; tuition ; expenses for washing, room, fuel, lights ; 
also for books and stationary ; incidental expenses ; debts at the be- 
ginning of the quarter, exclusive of those due to the American Educa- 
tion Society ; receipts from the Society during the quarter ; receipts 
from any other source, either of money, or of clothes or books ; the 
number of weeks in which the beneficiary has be^i engaged in teach- 
ing school during the quarter, with the receipts for the same ; receipts 
for labour in any other way ; together with a general summary at the 
close, of the whole debts due, exclusive of those to the American Ed- 
ucation Society. The applicant subscribes, also, a declaration of his 
intention to devote his life to the ministry of the Gospel, and he asserts 
that he sdicits patronage for this end. 

Printed schedules of all the items are furniriied for the use of the

ben^citry/who makes his returns under eibch head. This is handed 
by him to the Principal of the academy or College with which he is 
oonnected^ who examines it as minutely as he pleases ; and then cer« 
tifies the correctness of it. IniaddiiicHi to this^ he certifies that the 
beneficiary in question sustains, in all respects, such a character as is 
required by the Constitution and Rules of the American Education 
Society in order to receive their aid. This is forwarded every quar« 
ler, to the Directors of the Society ; and on this is predicated their vote 
m- relation to the aid that is sought for. Where the distance of the 
sii^hool or college is very great, however, it is forwarded only once in 
six months. 

Such are the facts, in relation to the details in question. 

Iiet me now, make some remarks on these &ct8, and examine the 
proper tendency of them. 

(1) It is obvious, that as the Society is called upon to aid those 
90^ sitmd in need ojf aid, and as it was instituted sc^ely hr this pur- 
pose, so it can, with fidelity to its trust, bestow aid only on such as af-* 
ford aelequate and saiisfactor$f evidence of such med. But how is this 
evidence to be obtained ? The answer is, By a knowledge of the 
character and entire pecuniary circumstances of the individuals who 
apply for aid. If they are themselves indigent, but have fi'iends able 
to asNst them, and liberal enough to do it ; if they are able to obtain 
money enough to help themselves, by any perscmaJ efforts which they 
can make at labour or otherwise, consistently with honesty and integ- 
rity of character ; then they do not need the aid of the Society. On 
the other liand, if they are in debt ; if they have no fifiends of the 
character described ; if they fail in the means of aiding themselves in 
an adequate manner ; then it is plain, that they need the aid of the 
Society. If moreover they are prodigal, or excessive in their expen- 
ses far clothiiig, in the purchase of books, in their incidental expenses, 
or in their room-rents, or any thing of the like nature ; it is the pro* 
p^ business of the Society to know this. It is impossible to know 
whether they sure the deserving subjects of aid, unless all these facts 
are examined. 

I would ask the Reviewer to point out a single article in the 
Schedule of the student's returns, which is not concerned with an esti- 
mate either of his pecuniary condition, or of his character. If this 
eannot be done, (and I venture to say, it cannot), then does it follow, 
of course, that the Society have only taken means for information 
which their duty, and fidelity to their trust oblige them to take. 
There is not a single item here, which any honest and ingenuous 
youth should ever be ashamed or afraid to disclose. That he is poor, 
it is no ground of reproach. I had almost said, it is the contrary. 
That the whole extent of his indigence should be known to those who 
are to aid him, is a matter of as plain equity and propriety, as that a 
man who borrows money of his fi'iend, should not conceal fi-om him 
his true pecuniary condition. The most open, honest, and ingenuous 
proceeding, in all such cases, is to keep nothing back which can throw 
any light on the real circumstances of the case. 

The Reviewer thinks that the Committees of examination, or the 
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teachers under whose inspection the youth are, could judge of th^se 
matters with sufficient accuracy. But without attempting to show that 
the same amount of information never could be obtained in this man* 
ner with uniformity and correctness ; it may be asked, if it be not in- 
cumbent on those whom the community have made responsible for the 
distribution of funds, to know and judge for themselves, as far as they 
may, whether those whom they aid are in real need of assistance 1 
Upon the present plan, both Instructers and Directors are supplied 
with the means of forming an opinion on this subject ; dispense with 
it, and there is no certainty that either will be regularly and thorough- 
ly made acquainted with the facts upon which such an opinion should 
rest. 

(2.) Returns of such a nature as those in question, are of serions 
benefit to the individuals concerned. 

Need it be proved anew to the world, that the virtues of industry, 
frugality, regularity of life, and caution as to unnecessary and inju<U- 
cious expenses, are best taught in a pmctical way ? What can all the 
preaching in the world do, at Colleges, Academies, or> any where else, 
while young men and boys have their pockets filled with money which 
is at their own disposal ? The most weighty and well enforced pre- 
cepts, the most attractive examples, exert but little influence in such 
cases. Every instructer in any Seminary of learning in our country, 
will confirm this statement. 

What then is to be done ? What measures will effectually teach 
young men to enter on life, with frugality, with industry, with a judi- 
cious and uniform foresight in regard to all their pecuniary responsi- 
bilities and embarrassments ? I answer. Let them set out, fi-om the 
very first, as soon as they are able to take care of themselves, with a 
responsibility for doing so ; and with a responsibility, too, which will 
amount to something ; which will be felt in all their measures, and 
will have a controlling influence over them so as to make them guard- 
ed and sober, The responsibility to parents of most young men edu- 
cated in public, for the manner in which they spend money and time, 
is but little felt, and is, in most cases, made so light, as to afford no se- 
rious obstacle in the way of their extravagance and profusion. A 
fi'own or two when bills are presented, which are large beyond propri- 
ety ; a murmur at the unexpected amount of them, and a kind of half 
serious, half joking complaint of extravagance, constitutes the weight 
of the penalty on the part of parents, which most youth have actually 
to suffer for extravagance and idleness ; and the re^nsibility to a tri- 
bunal which inflicts only such a punishment, is but little dreaded, and 
has therefore but little influence on such as are disposed to be extrav- 
agant. 

How different the condition of a youth, whose character, whose 
prospects, whose success, whose all, depends on the strictness of his 
discipline, and the rigid watch which he keeps over all his powers and 
passions of body and mind ! I appeal to facts. From what class of 
youth do our most shining characters in church and state spring t 
From the children of the rich or the poor ? Almost exclusively from 
the latter. Debauchees, and profligates^ and blockheads abound among 
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the children of the rich ; while among the poor in our Seminaries, char- 
ncters of this sort are &r more rare. 

I hare been intimately connected with the instruction of youth 
for more than thirty years ; and I have very often been led to believe, 
that the greatest misfortune which can befal a youth, endowed by nature 
with promising talents, is, that his parents should be rich. The failure, 
in some respect or other, as to the requisite strictness of discipline in 
such a case, is almost certain, in a great majority of instances. But 
the beneficiary of the American Education Society has a powerful 
stimulus acting constantly upon him, and operating to produce habits 
of sobriety, and frugality, and industry ; habits on which depend, in a 
great measure, his prospects of usefulness and success in life. 

I feel the more certain of all this, because of the numerous young 
men, aided by benevolent societies with whom I have been intimately 
acquainted, I have observed some, who have been aided only in the 
way which the Reviewer would prefer, that have evidently been injured 
as to their habits of economy and of feeling. With a conviction that 
the treasury of their benefactors would not be closed against them, 
unless they should exhibit some palpable acts of extravagance, they 
have felt that a nice attention to frugality was unnecessary. The 
fact, also, that they had been taken up, as it were in their infancy, 
and dandled in the lap of more than parental kindness, contributed 
to inspire them with exalted ideas of their own talents and deserts. 
They did not seem to me so much to accept of charity in the way of 
a gratuity, as to claim it as a debt. Nay, one might well say, who 
Icnew the whole developement of their feelings, that they regarded the 
church as debtors to them, on account of their high importance to her, 
and of their elevated worth ; and that ifyey really deemed it a matter 
of condescension on their part, to accept of what was gratuitously prof- 
fered to them. 

Yes, I have seen this ; and my soul has sickened at the sight. The 
blasting influence of such a state of feeling on the Christian character 
of youth intended for the ministry, is self-evident ; and it is my heart's 
desire and prayer to God, that the church may keep as clear from 
presenting such a temptation, as the accomplishment of the great ends 
which she has in view will permit her to do. It is plain, beyond all 
doubt, that young men, who are to be ministers of the gospel, need to 
be educated in habits of frugality ; in which condition, it is absolute- 
ly certain that their salary, in any ordinary case, will never be adequate, 
without the strictest economy, to their wants. How many pastors are 
every year dismissed ; how many inflict deep distresses on themselves 
and on their families, for want of early discipline like that which the 
American Education Society requires, unhappy experience daily testi- 
fies. It is my fill! belief, that the Alumni of the American Education 
Society will present fewer cases of such melancholy facts, than have 
heretofore been usual. 

I am aware of the objection which has been made, and which the 

Reviewer hints at under another head, viz. that a mode of educating 

young men subjected to so many restraints, will make them niggardly 

aad covetous. But I am not prepared to believe, that attention to 

2 
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frugality and industry ; strict attention to all one's pecuniary responsi- 
bilities and expenditures, so necessary in all the business of life, and 
so much applauded by all men ; can have any proper tendency towards 
the vices of covetousness and pusillanimity. Beyond a few instances 
in which men love money merely for its own sake, covetousness, rapac- 
ity, extortion, and niggardliness, belong mostly to those who are greedy 
to obtain something to lay out on the means of sensual pleasure, or of 
gratifying some ambitious desire. In a word, I confess myself ex- 
ceedingly slow to believe, that the God of nature has so formed us, 
that the insisting on the practice of certain virtues should, in itself, 
have a tendency to lead to certain vices. Facts disprove this. Of 
all the classes of men in society, I know of none more liberal, more 
kind, more generous hearted in proportion to their means, than such 
as have been the beneficiaries of the American Education Society. 
Nay, I can say more ; I can say that their purses, light as they are, 
with scarcely sufficient to pay their letter postages, and to purchase 
enough of stationary to write to their friends, are opened to the calls 
of charity and religion; and the simple mites bestowed, with such views 
and such a spirit, I trust will prove to be, in the Saviour's estimation, 
like the widow's mite, cast into the treasury of God, in the view of the 
astonished disciples. 

(3.) I must add to the considerations already suggested, that an ac- 
countability like the one in question, is absolutely necessary to secure 
the confidence of the community, and particularly of men of business, 
who are accustomed to responsibilities. 

The experience of the American Education Society determines, 
that those who are able and willing to give, will not do so to any great 
extent, and certainly will not continue to do so for any length of 
time, unless a high responsibility is created on the part of those who 
are to receive their bounty. 

The allegation of the Reviewer against such a measure, is the 
first and only serious one of this kind, which the Directors have 
ever heard. With one consent, the community, so far as I have any 
knowledge, have applauded their measures on this point. Nay, of the 
hundreds of young men on their list, no one has as yet, so far as they 
know, ever raised his voice against the measure, or made complaint 
of its oppressive nature. So far have they been from this, that they 
have often testified their most hearty concurrence and approbation. 

If the American Education Society are wrong then, in respect 
to the measure in question, the whole community, givers and receiv- 
ers, are wrong along with them. AU men of business, especially, are 
fundamentally in error ; for it is from these in particular that the high 
and imperative demand has come, that the Society should create the 
utmost responsibility which is fairly in its power. They demand all 
the security which from the nature of the case can be afforded, that 
their bounty will not be squandered nor misapplied. That they 
are in the right, I do most heartily believe ; and that the American 
public will justify this view of the subject, and support it, I am fully 
persuaded. 

(4.) I may remark, in the last place, that the Schedule of re- 
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(urns under discussion, is very important to the Directors of the 
American Education Society, in as much as it furnishes them with 
a large number of facts, which must serve as the basis of many of 
their calculations and their measures. 

The average amounts of expenses are made out from such state- 
ments. The probable and possible means which young men possess 
of helping themselves by labour, or otherwise, comes in this way to 
be known. The comparative expenses in different parts of the coun- 
try are developed. In this way the Directors come to the knowledge 
of facts, which serve to meet assertions like that of the Reviewer, 
when he says, that " the aid afforded by the American Education 
Society is not sufficient to pay half the expense of an education, in 
the cheapest college in the United States." The answer to this is, 
that it does not comport with /ae/5 thus disclosed. 

I must not quit the topic under discussion, without noticing the 
two great difficulties which the Reviewer suggests, as standing in the 
way of the requisitions in question. 

In his view, '* The plan holds out a powerful temptation to con- 
ceal the amount of receipts and expenses, so as to form a stronger 
claim on the aid of the Society ; placing the beneficiary in the attitude 
of a common beggar, whose success depends on the dolefulness of 
his story," p. 356. 

But how would this evil, (if it be a real one), be cured by a dif- 
ferent method of management ? If the minuteness and the greatness 
of the responsibility expose a beneficiary to the evils here mentioned, 
then, of course, a diminution in both these respects would relieve the 
evil. But I have, always been accustomed to believe, that minute- 
ness of reroonsibility, and the greatness and certainty of it, is the 
highest and most effectual of dl means to keep men honest and 
straight in their business. And I appeal to the whole world for a 
^spontaneous decision on this point, without a single argument upon 
it ; for it certainly needs none. If you wish to tempt men to dis- 
honesty and partial statements of their concerns or their management, 
hold them at loose ends in their accounts ; if not, then create a high 
responsibility. I am utterly unable to see how the temptation is now 
any greater to give a false account of expenditures, than it would be 
under a system of inspection less rigid. 

And as to ** placing the receiver in the attitude of a common 
beggar, whose success depends on the dolefulness of his story ;" how 
is this dolefulness made any greater or less, by the fact that a man is 
accountable in regard to more or less of his expenditures ? If there 
be any *' hitting the point" here, I am not able to perceive it. Nay, if 
there be any thing in the revolting idea of " common beggary," which 
is applicable to the subject in question; then let me ask, who is 
most like a "common beggar 1" He who comes with a piteous story 
of his wants in a lump, without entering, or being able to enter, into 
any particulars, which are in any measure probable, or will bear the 
least scrutiny ; or he who brings along with him accredited vouchers for 
all his wants and woes, and can definitely show how they come to exist, 
and to be urgent ? The case is too plain to need comment ; and the 
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Statement must have escaped from the Reviewer, in a momeiit when 
imagination had strong predominance over reflection. 

But when the Reviewer proceeds, in connexion with the allega* 
tions just examined, to say, that ** young men of delicate and in- 
genuous feelings shrink from this public developement of private and 
persona] circumstances, p. 366 ;" he shews a want of information in 
respect to the subject on which he has commented, that might well 
have led him to hesitate and examine, before he ventured to speak in 
this way. And what is the ''public developement V* Just this ; viz. 
that the beneficiary goes with his Schedule to one who is or ought to 
be his most confidential and paternal friend, td the head of the schoc^ 
or College in which he is, and obtains his certificate as to the credibili- 
ty of the statement ; and this certificate comes before the Directors of 
the American Education Society who are also in loco parentum, and 
who vote of course in accordance with it, unless they have some special 
ground to Suspect that there is collusion or fraud. And is this a **pub' 
lie developement ?" I know not, indeed, that the Reviewer meant to 
convey so much as his words do convey. I understood by them, an 
intimation that the Schedules of all the beneficiaries of the American 
Education Society are published to the world, i. e. that they are a 
part of the regular documents of the Society which are to be made 
public. I may be mistaken in my apprehension, but I predict, that 
thousands in our country will understand it just as I have done ; 
and if so, may I be pardoned for suggesting, that the Reviewer is ac- 
countable for an impression so much at variance with fact, and 
tending to cast odium on the Directors of the American Education So- 
ciety, as men wanting in delicacy of feeling, and disposed to be rig- 
id, to an unreasonable degree, in their demands. I trust he will, 
therefore, pardon me, and indeed thank me, for making public the 
correction of such an error. I certainly do not charge him with any 
intended error ; I acquit him altogether of this. But I must still b^ 
lieve, that when such great interests are concerned as are called in 
question here, men are bound to know that what they state as facts, 
is correct. 

I have one more remark to make on this subject. This is, that 
ftzcts contradict the statement which the Reviewer has made, about 
the reluctance of young men to submit to the accountability in ques^ 
tion. More than 900 young men, educated in 77 Academies, 23 Col- 
leges, and 10 Theological Seminaries, during the last 14 years have 
submitted to an inspection of this nature, and for half that period, the 
present Schedule has been in actual existence, and yet it is not known 
as I have before said, that any complaints have been made. 

If the Reviewer has found " more than one young man of un- 
questionable piety," who declined asking aid of the American Educa- 
tion Society because of the strictness and minuteness of accbuntability 
to which he would be subjected ; then I can only say, that his ex- 
perience differs widely from that stated above. I cannot refi^in from 
adding, too, that if accountability will deter any young man from 
asking aid, it is my earnest hope and wish, that the American Educa- 
tion Society may never have any beneficiaries of this ' character. 
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They want such, and only stich, as are wiQing to be open to inspect 
tion, and shrink not from every responsibility that is requisite to give 
confidence to the public and to the world. 

I come now to the 

Second Objection of the Reviewer against the measures of the 
American Education Society. This is, that the principle of " reftind* 
ing the monies advanced to young men patronized, is a doubtful, if 
not a dangerous feature of this institution," p. 366. 

The reasons for this measure he represents as being two ; viz. (1) 
To relieve the beneficiary from the mortification of being considered a 
charity student. (2) To augment the means, and perpetuate the 
benefits of the Society. 

But are these all the reasons ? Certainly not. In the eleventh Re* 
port of the Society, the Directors say, that " because, after much <2> 
perience, they are convinced that loans will exert a more happy influ- 
ence upon the character of those whom they patronize," they have 
embarked in this measure.. They tell us, that the same experience 
proves, that more strength of character, more economy, more dili- 
gence, more frugality, will be promoted by it. This I do most fully 
believe. Nay, from long experience and observation, I might say, I 
do certainly know it. And if this be correet, it is a very important 
reason for their measures, which the Reviewer has not at all sug- 
gested. 

He is mistaken, also, when he speaks of the loan, as designed 
to be a " shelter for charity students, from the unmerited reproach 
often attempted to be cast upon them." The young men in this con- 
dition, are now too numerous, and too respectable for worth, and for 
talents, to need any such shelter. The voice of the church and of the 
community is too much in their favour to render it at all necessary. 
Disgrace is out of the question. But delicacy of feeling is not out of 
question, and to my certain knowledge, many a young man, that 
would have abandoned his education rather than obtain it by gratui" 
ty, now has no scruples in receiving a loan. And this shews the 
wisdom of the measure, which the American Education Society have 
adopted.* 

In regard to the " high ground" which the church should take, 
in the opinion of the Revfewer, and educate gratuitously all that are 
needed for the ministry, as our government educate young men in 
their naval and military schools; this is desirable then, and only then, 
when it becomes necessary. The question whether it is necessary, is 

* The following extract of a letter from the President of one of our Collearesr 
affords a striking illustration of the truth of the above remark. It is published 
in the Quarterly Journal of the Society, Vol. I. p. 32, and relates to the case oft 
peculiarly needy young man. '< He tells me ttiat he has been repeatedly ad« 
vised to apply for aid to your Society, but never could so far sacrifice his loVe of 
independence as to consent to it. He was, however, from the difficulty of getting 
along without too much loss of time from his studies, becoming discouraged, 
and on the point of abandoning tiie hope of public usefulness. I explained to 
him the metiiod of loaning money now adopted by the Society, as calculated to 
•ave the feelings of young men, and advised him to apply. H« coaeiafdes to d« 
so, and has gone to to procure the required testimoniaUi.*' 
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the very one in debate. And if such ground should be prejudicial to 
the character of beneficiaries, (and experience it, is believed has es- 
tablished this fact), then is a different ground preferable, unless it 
can be shewn to be the occasion of formidable evils. The money that 
would be expended on the wholly gratuitous education of young men 
fer the ministry, may now be appropriated to missionary objects, to 
building up our waste places, to helping our feeble churches, and 
to providing for their starving pastors. 

The Reviewer does not see the propriety of calling the loan made 
to beneficiaries a parental loan. He wishes to know what is meant 
by such a loan ; and suggests that obligations, like those demanded 
by the American Education Society, are not required from children 
by their parents, p. 358. 

Is it then true, in the first place, that the young men of the 
church have the same relation to her, as to support, which children 
have to their parent ? If so, then why may not the rich as well 
as the poor, claim support from her ? Indeed, the case of the cadets, 
which the writer presents, who are supported at the expense of the 
government, would seem designed to justify this principle ; for all are 
equally supported in this case, whether they are rich or poor. Would 
the Reviewer say, that a church struggling with poverty, and not ade- 
quate to maintain its own pastor ; or that an individual in circumstan- 
ces of indigence, who belongs to any church, should contribute money 
or labpur to help educate the son of a rich member of the church t 
This cannot be done ; it ought not to be done. And if it be said, in 
reply to this, that the rich ought to give the more bountifully in such ^ 
case, so as that, in the end, the poor man will be more than compen* 
sated for his contribution toward educating the sons of the rich ; the 
answer is, that justice indeed would require this; but how is it to be 
enforced ? Are all professed Christians, who are rich, and who may 
have pious sons, willing voluntarily to contribute in such a way ? Facts 
speak a loud and appalling testimony against such an assumption. 

There remains no way, then, if the principle of the Reviewer be 
adopted, but for the church to tax her members, and make out the 
regular proportion which ought to be paid, and must be paid by them. 
Any other method than this, can never be just and equitable, pro- 
vided the cadet'system, to which the Reviewer has appeiued as aflbrd- 
ing so noble an example, be adopted by the church. It is by taxation 
and by compulsion, that this system is supported. Can the churches 
resort to similar measures ? 

Does not the specious object, then, which seemed to be so attrac- 
tive while examined at a distance, and in the midst of the shining 
mist in which it was enveloped, assume a form entirely different, on 
near approach and after minute inspection ? 

The proposal of the Reviewer, I must regard as chimerical and 
impossible, unless we are to have a religious establishment, supported 
and rendered compulsory by the civil power. The Reviewer would 
himself be among the last men, who would desire any thing like 
this, or who would cease to oppose and resist it. 

Things must remain then as they are, in regard to charities. 
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Those who give, must do it vohtntanltf^ not by assessment or com^ 
pulsion. And while this is the case, it is quite certain, that the church 
will consent to educate only the indigent part of her sons. These 
she ought not to educate, I trust she will not, without efforts of their 
own, and without a high responsibility as to the manner in which they 
dispose of her bounty, and high and sacred obligations to become what 
she desires them to be. 

The Reviewer thinks it strange, that the loan should be called 
parentai. He wishes to know, ' whether parents lend money to their 
children ; and then, whether, in case they do, they demand written 
obligations of re-payment.' The answer to this might be, that it is 
no new thing for parents to make loans to their children ; and to 
insist on it, that they shall be repaid, in case there is ability to do it. 
I could appeal, in proof of this, to my own experience. I have 
sons to educate ; but I am unable to complete their education, unless 
the older ones do themselves contribute to assist the younger. I 
make this a condition of completing their education ; and I have no 
scruples in doing so, although I woidd hope and trust that I am not 
deficient in parental tenderness. I even consider it a serious advan-* 
tage to my children, to be placed under such a responsibility. 

Let it be remembered, however, that the property in the hands of 
the American Education Society is not their own. They are en- 
trusted with the sacred bounties of the church. They are under the 
most solemn obligations to see that nothing is squandered, nothing is 
lefl insecure. They must, therefore, on tl^ principle of loaning ^ re- 
quire a written security. If the sum in question, in any case, be 
lost to the Society for want of due care, they are responsible for it. 
In these respects, therefore, it is far from being fair, to compare their 
situation with that of a parent. 

If it be still asked. Why then call the loan parental? The an- 
swer is ; Because it is truly so, in some very important respects ; i. e. 
it is an accommodating loan ; it is afforded from mere motives of kind- 
ness ; and is very different, in regard to the conditions attached to it, 
from common loans. No interest is required until a reasonable time 
afler the young man has entered the ministry ; the only surety is Ms 
0wn note ; and it is further expressly provided by the Directors, *' Thai 
in case the future condition of those who are patronized by the Socie- 
ty, in consequence of any calamity, or of the service in the church to 
which they may be providentially caUed, or the peculiar situation in 
which they may be placed, shall in thejudgement of this Board be found 
to be such, as to render it unsuitable for them to be coiled upon to pay 
the debt contracted for their education, it shall he understood to be the 
right, and duty, of the Board to cancel such debt, in whole or in part, 
whenever they shaU judge proper" 1 1th Rep. p. 22. 

What more now can reasonably be asked, than is here granted f 
It will be agreed by all that such beneficiaries as can repay, ought in 
justice and in conscience to do it. But how will it be with those, who 
may be in a state of extreme poverty and dependence ? Why the 
debt will be cancelled. Here is ample provision, express legal pro- 
vision, for this purpose. This must be admitted. What then is the 
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hardship in this case ? There can surely be none, unless the Direc- 
tors are so lacking in humanity as to shut their ears against any com- 
plaints of indigence and misfortune which their bene&ciaries may 
make. Has this ever been done ? I ask this question fearlessly. I 
know the Directors too well to have any apprehensions about the an- 
swer. Nay, I challenge the whde World to produce an instance, 
where this imputation justly lies against them. 

The oppressive nature of the loan in question, then, is only in 
ftar^ in anticipation, not in fact. It is indeed possible, that the Di- 
rectors may abuse their commission to be compassionate ; it is possible 
for any man or body of men to abuse any trust committed to them ; 
but the probability of this, in the case now before us, is certainly one 
of the remotest that can be imagined. And even supposing it actually 
to take place, there is an appeal from the Directors to the whole So- 
ciety, composed of members from at least 20 states in the Union, who 
can reverse their decisicm, and displace them from office. 

I have been minute on this part of the subject, because I am well 
aware, that there is an appeal in the representations of the Reviewer 
to the compassion of the ccMnmunity toward the beneficiaries of the 
Society. Their case is presented as one, which must bear exceeding- 
ly hard upon them, after they are settled in the ministry ; and they 
are made to appeal to our sensibilities, on the score of a family who 
are suffering for want of bread, an empty library, an inability to aid 
the charitable objects of the day, and other things of the like nature. 
Now all of this has some foundation in reality ; but all cases of this 
nature are actually provided for, as we have seen above ; and this, eyen 
to the utmost extent which a considerate man can desire. I must 
believe that the Reviewer had never studied or contemplated the 
provisions so fully made, when he wrote the paragraphs on which I have 
now been commenting. 

I have one more remark to make, on this important part of oar sub- 
ject. This is, that feuts contradict the theory which the Reviewer 
has here presented. As a specimen of the mdjky facts which lie be- 
fore the Directors of the American Education Society, I jHresent the 
following extract of a letter from one of their beneficiaries. 

" Enclosed is dollars, which added to what I have given the 

last year makes the amount of the benefactions I received from year 
Society. My donations for several years previous, whether more or 
less, you may regard in the light of interest ; and in the same light you 
may regard all my future donations, which I purpose to continue, an- 
nually, as long as I have any thing to give. 

*'My salary is small; and though my family is also small, we have to 
consult the principles of economy and to deny ourselves many things, 
in order to have an agency in the various great departments of Christian 
charity. Our rule is,^rs^, to economize ; secondly, to give ' bounti- 
fully,' according to the Scripture maxim, 2 Cor. Or 6 ; and then, 
thirdly, if we have any thing to spare, to lay it up, until the Lord shall 
call for it ; — and we find so much enjoyment in this course, that we 
shall probably continue it." 

This is only a specimen of the manner in which I trast a great 
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part of the beneficiaries of the American Education Society feel and 
will feel. They would be among the last, I verily believe, to propose 
the giving up of their obligations to the Society. And this applies to 
those who have gone out from Theological Seminaries, and have set- 
tled in parishes, and know by experience all the difficulties with which 
they must struggle, and to which the Reviewer adverts. Testimony 
from these is worth more than all the theory in the world. The gen- 
tleman, whose testimony is cited above, and who holds a conspicuous 
place among the labourers in the great Missionary cause, is one who 
has had difficulties to struggle with. Is such experience, now, to be 
regarded by the Directors of the American Education Society ? Or 
are they to shape their measures, solely by principles deduced from 
reasoning a priori ? 

In regard to the allegation of the Reviewer, which stands connect- 
ed with this part of our subject, viz. * that the loan system will tend to 
create a calculating, craving disposition,' I have already remarked upon 
the subject above. I can only say again, that the cultivation of eco- 
nomical habits, of frugality, and industry, is one of the last things which 
can ever make misers and niggards. I must have overwhelming evi- 
dence to induce me to believe that the God of nature has so formed 
us, that the cultivation of virtues necessarily leads to vices. 

As a test of the ability and willingness of the American Education 
Society's beneficiaries to repay the loan which they have contracted, I 
would add, that within little more than two years, (although the system 
has as yet begun only partially to operate), more than $2000 have been 
cheerfully repaid into the Treasury. So much for the practicability 
of the measure, adopted by the American Education Society. 

The Reviewer has suggested, also, under his second objection, 
that Colleges and Theological Seminaries must likewise aid young men, 
who are indigent, in obtaining their education ; and that, in case they 
do this, the young men will be utterly unable to discharge their obliga- 
tions bDth to the American Education Society and to these Institu- 
tions. • 

Suppose this to be true ; then it follows that the American Edu- 
cation Society must abandon their claim, according to the pledge which 
they have given to the young men and to the world. The Colleges 
and Theological Seminaries must do the same, in some cases of im- 
perious necessity. But in ordinary cases, a young man of real indus- 
try and good talents, (no others ought to be educated by the funds 
of the Church) will find ways and means to help himself, so that he 
need not receive more aid than it will be safe for him to be obligated 
to pay. Experience abundantly testifies this. It is well known that 
some young men entirely destitute of property, get along without appeal- 
ing to any society or individual for assistance ; and surely it is prac- 
ticable for young men situated as are the beneficiaries of the American 
Education Society to do what is required of them. 

Besides, means are now used, and the prospect is now opening, for 

young men to aid themselves by manual labour ; which is very useful 

to them both in a physical and intellectual respect. To this source 

the Directors of the American Education Society are anxiously di- 

3 
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rectiiig young men. Between nine and ten thousand dollars have 
been earned in various ways the past year, by the beneficiaries of the 
Society. The Reviewer seems to be, and doubtless is, unacquainted 
with these and the like (acts ; otherwise he could not reason and assert 
as he does. 

The American Education Society do not wish to conceal it from 
the public, that it is a favorite principle with them, to induce, so far as 
in them lies, all their young men to help themselves in every honest and 
becoming manner, and to the full extent of their ability. The enter- 
prising and intelligent men of our country will certainly justify them in 
this. 

But the Reviewer asks, " What becomes of the monies when refund- 
ed ?" He then goes on to aver, that they are all returned to the treasu- 
ry of the Parent Society ; and that, in consequence of such an ar- 
rangement, this Society will finally have an unlimited capital at their 
exclusive control. Add all the loans returned, to the permanent funds 
and to the scholarships, and, he thinks, in half a century " a height of 
independence must be attained, sufficient to make even good men's 
heads turn giddy," p. 361. In particular, he suggests, that " if all the 
Presbyterian Churches in the United States were to become auxilia- 
ry to the American Education Society, the monies refimded by all 
their beneficiaries, as well as their annual surplus, must go to the Par- 
ent Board, and be entirely beyond the reach of the Branches/* p. 261. 

I shall not take the liberty to impute any special design to the 
writer in this appeal. The correctness of the principles and the as- 
sertions, on which it is grounded, are proper subjects of examination. 

If there be any one thing, which the Directors of the American 
Education Society have particularly aimed to accomplish in all their 
measures with respect to the Society, it is this, viz. that it should be 
guarded as effectually as possible against a perversion, or monopoly, 
of the funds. In order to effect this, the ultimate responsibility, in 
aU cases, is vested in the General Society. To them all questions may 
be referred ; and before them, every alleged grievance or perversion 
be laid, for their final and irreversible decision. 

Who then are the men, that constitute this General Society t They 
consist of evangelical clergymen and laymen, throughout the United 
States. The whole number of members entitled to vote, is, at pr^* 
sent, about 350. These belong to at least 20 States of the Union ; 
and 111 of these are either clergymen or laymen of the Presbyterian 
church. This church would have had a much greater proportion still, 
had the American Education Society originally set-out on the same 
ground on which it now stands. The Society originated in the heart 
of New England. For many years, (down so late as 1826), a certain 
sum of money, given by way of donation, entitled any one to the 
privilege of voting. The Society was thus at the mercy of any party, 
whether evangelical or noi^ that might choose to create members 
enough at any time, to come in and take entire possession of all its 
funds. In 1826, the Constitution was changed, and only members ekU' 
ed were in ^ure admitted to the privilege of voting; although a do- 
nation to a certain extent still constitutes honorary membership. None 
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migindUy entitled to vote, were excluded from this privilege, by thd 
new arrangement. And as to the future, the Society, (not the Direo« 
tors, as the Reviewer seems to understand it), elect hy ballot, those 
who are to be members. 

Before 1826, when this important change was made, there had 
been, as will naturally be supposed, many more donations in NewEng* 
land which entitled to membership, than elsewhere. In fact, during 
the first ten years of the existence of the Society, out of $100,000 con^ 
tribttted, $70,000 were given in Massachusetts. This accounts for it, 
why the number of members of the Society, belonging to the Congre- 
gational is greater than that of any other denomination. And this id 
the only reason ; fyr since the change in question, 94 members have) 
been elected ; and of these, 74 are out of New England, and only tM 
belong to Massachusetts. Mfty of the newly elected members belong 
fo the States of New York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania. Does this 
look like sectional partiality ? Or is there any party ambition Or pur-* 
poses, discoverable in this ? 

I repeat it, in order that neither the Reviewer nor his friends iriay 
overlook it. The Directors neither nomimUe nor choose any of the elecU 
id members of the Society. 

From these plain facts, it is very obvious, that the time is not far 
distant, when the Presbyterian church may have, and in all probabili* 
ty will have, a controlling influence, in the American Education So- 
ciety. Every act of the Board of Directors is subject to revision, di^ 
reedy or indirectly, by the General Society. Every choice of members, 
and every choice of officers, (who, let, it be noted, are elected only fbf 
one year at a time) is by the same Society, How then can its funds 
be perverted, or applied to party purposes? Never — until all branch- 
es of the General Society, including evangelical mien of at least 
five denominations, become corrupt throughout ; and when such a uni' 
versal corruption takes place, the American Education Society will at 
least be as safe as any other Society, whether Presbyterian or not. 

Let us now, for a moment, examine in another point of view the 
power of the Directors of the Parent Society, which is an object of so 
much dread. We have seen how entirely their doings are subject 
to revision by the General Society. Another check b imposed uponi 
them by means of Branch Societies. 

All applications for aid, within the limits of Branch Societies, must 
first be made to the Branch Societies. The Directors of these appoint 
a mc^ority of the examiners of such applicants ; on whose certificate 
depends the success of the application. When a favourable certificate 
is obtained from these examiners, it is remitted to the Board of the 
Branch Society first, who receive or reject the applicant, and if the for- 
mer, they make an appropriation. The application is then forwarded to 
the Board of the Parent Society for their concurrence. If they think it 
their duty to reject the application ; they remit the case back to the 
Branch Society, with their objections. Should a final disagreement 
take place between the two Boards, the case may come before the 
€reneral Society at their minual meeting, at which are present mem- 
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b6rs from all parts of the United States. This has an ultimate juris- 
diction over every question of this, or of the like nature. 

It is true that the two Boards in question serve as a check upon 
each other ; and the General Society has a supervision and ultimate 
control of the whole 1 In addition to this, there is an article of the 
. Constitution, which expressly provides, that Presidents of Branch So- 
cieties shall be, ex officio, voting members of the General Society, and 
also honorary/ members of the Board of Directors ; thereby giving to 
each Branch Society a perpetual representation, of its own selection, 
in the councils both of the Society and of the Board. Is this aiming 
at the concentration of power in the hands of the Directors of the Par 
rent Society ; or does it look like a most guarded distribution of power, 
and a cautious check upon it, not unlike what the structure of our na- 
tional government exhibits ? 

Are not the Branch Societies, however, dependent on the Parent 
Society 1 They must, of course, conform all their proceedings to its 
Constitution and fundamental Rules. But they elect their own offi- 
cers, from the least to the greatest, and as oflen as they please ; they 
vote their own appropriations, and dispose of their own funds ; they 
recommend and receive their own candidates. The Parent Board 
has, indeed, the power of nominating a part of the Examining Com- 
mittees ; but it is a minority of them : and this right is retained only 
for security in regard to the Constitution and Rules which they are 
bound to see observed. The Parent Society, except in an extreme 
case which is provided for, cannot take up a single candidate within 
the limits of a Branch Society, without its consent and approbation ; 
while,' on the other hand, the concurrence of the Parent Society is 
necessary, in order that the appropriation may be actually made; un- 
less, indeed, in a case of appeal, the General Society revoke their 
decision where they may have refused aid. 

But what control have the Branch Societies over the monies giv- 
en ? I answer, that all monies raised within the limits of a Branch 
Society are paid into its own treasury. If permanent scholarships are 
endowed, the property vests in the Parent Society, because it is an in- 
corporated body ; but the income of the said Scholarships stands pledg- 
ed to the Branch Societies, within whose limits they have been raised^ 
and is subject to their disposal as stated above. Can the Parent So- 
ciety adopt a more impartial method of proceeding than this ? 

Look, moreover, at the operation of this principle. When a Branch 
Society has more monies in its treasury than is needed for beneficia- 
ries within its own limits, it remits the overplus to the treasury of the 
Parent Society. But, on the other hand, if it have less in its treasury 
than is needed, (an occurrence that frequently happens), then it is enti- 
tled to draw out of the treasury of the Parent Society, just as though 
the money were in its own. If this be not generous impartiality, it 
would be difficult to say what is so in the management of such matters. 

In regard to the Examining Committees, whgse peculiar province 
it is to recommend beneficiaries to the American Education Society, I 
would state, that at present there are 41 of them in the United States ; 
of these, 14 only are in New-England, and 27 out of it. And when 
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we call to mind, that a majority of each of these committees, on whom 
the appropriation of all monies to beneficiaries depends, are appointed 
by the respective Branch Societies, in all cases where such Societies 
exist, this must be proof satisfactory enough to every candid mind^ 
that the Parent Society is not uming at power and control. 

While I am on the subject of the organization and powers of the 
American Education Society and its respective Branches, I would 
state, that the General Society, constituted as above, has recently 
held its annual meetings, alternately in Boston and New York during 
the week of their respective anniversaries. This arrangement will 
probably continue^ — and by means of it the Society will be brought in- 
to the vicinity of a very large part of all the voting members. Should 
the next meeting be held in the city of New York, more members will 
probably be in the city having a right to vote in the meeting of the 
American Education Society than will compose the next General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church. The meeting for the choice of. 
officers, and for the transaction of special business, is distinct from, and 
antecedent to, the general meeting, when addresses, etc. are made, as 
is customary in other Societies. 

At this previous meeting, any business whatever may be taken up ; 
all proceedings of the Directors may be examined and canvassed ; any 
objections can be raised, which any member of the Society chooses 
to raise either against any part of its proceedings, or of its principles. 
No officer whatever is chosen for a longer period than one year at a 
time ; and, if the Society see fit, every Director, Secretary, Treasurer, 
or other officer previously appointed, may be displaced, and others 
substituted in their room. If there be any aim in all this at dictator' 
ship, it is not, at least, to be perpetual dictators. 

From a review of the Constitution and principles of the Parent and 
Branch Societies, it seems to me quite impossible, that any partial or 
party appropriations of monies should be made by the Directors of 
the Parent Society, without a speedy and adequate accountableness and 
punishment for so doing. The General Society, at its annual meet- 
ing, coming from all parts of the United States, must be an impartial 
body ; and in their hands are Directors, Secretaries, Treasurers, Ex- 
aminers, funds, and every thing else. Can an imagination which 
is^not heated, see any phantoms of a frightful aspect rising up out 
of such ground as this ? 

To the important question, "What becomes of the monies refund- 
ed?'* we may answer, then, that they go into the treasury of the Pa- 
rent Society for the present, and are paid out from this to all the 
Branch Societies in the United States, according to their respective 
wants. They must ever continue to be so appropriated, until the Gen- 
eral Society cease to do their duty at their annual meetings* and until 
all parts of our country become heretical or corrupt. 

If, for the sake of convenience, however, the Genera] Society should 
adopt a plan, which would allow the monies returned within the limits 
of each Branch Society, to be paid into the treasury of such Society, 
this measure would remove even the semblance of the difficulty which 
the Reviewer suggests. The Directors, I have no doubt, will be en- 
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tirdy disposed to adopt this, or any other arrangement, wych may 
promote the interestsof the Society. 

In thus detailing the Constitution and principles of the American 
Education Society, I trust that I hare obviated most of the difficulties 
which the Reviewer suggests under his 

Third head op obiections. The substance of this head is, that 
the voting members of the Society are eligible to office ; and that thek 
election must depend on the Directors of the Parent Society ; that 
such an arrangement is giving them a power to perpetuate their own 
office, and their own contrd over an immense sum of money, which 
may be appropriated to purposes destructive to the welfare of the 
church. And this organization is represented to be such, that " the 
band of an infant in Boston can control and manage and direct the 
whole Christian community, south and west of the Ccmnecticut, inter* 
ested in this concern," p. 364. 
« The answer to all this is found in the preceding statement. It 
is built on misapprehension of the Constitution and Roles of the 
American Education Society. The Directors, as such, have no coib' 
trol at all over the election of any new members of the Society, nor 
over the number who shall be chosen. They have not even a nomina- 
tion of such members confided to them ; and should they undertake, 
to make one, any other member of the Society has an equal right, and 
I may add, an equal chance of success. After such a view as has 
been given above, of the manner in which membership and the right 
of voting in the Society, is now constituted, and of the number of 
members, their partition among different denominations of Christians^ 
and their diffusion among 20 States of the Union ; can it well be sup* 
posed, that any man of candour will say, that the fears of the ReviewoE 
are well grounded ? Is there no check here ? Are there no honest 
men among all these members of the American Education Society, 
chosen from leading men in church and state in our country ; no 
independent men there, who cannot be flattered or misled by any 
electioneering of the Directors? And are there not men enough, 
among the present members of the Society, of sufficient wisdom, prn« 
dence, and integrity, to secure the interests of the Society in fnture, 
by the choice of members like themselves ? To deny either of these, 
would be one of the last things which I would venture to do. 

On serious revision of what the Reviewer has intimated with re- 
spect to this subject ; I do hope and believe, that he will withdraw even 
an implied insinuation of such a nature. Representations of this kind 
may, indeed, be a forcible appeal to the jealousies of men, and of par- 
ties ; but they must be distressing to those who look seriously at the 
tendency of them to shake the confidence of the Christian community, 
and to fill them with groundless alarm ; and, of course, to quench their 
zeal in behalf of the American Education Society. 

I have thus examined the facts alleged by the Reviewer, as grounds 
of distrust and fear, in regard to the American Education Society. 
I know I am in danger of protracting the subject too much; but the 
importance of the discussion induces me to cast myself mi the patience 
of the public, until I make a still further developement of the pro- 
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caedings of this Society, in regard to loans and pernummi funds, 
which may serve to vindicate them in the view of the world. 

Originally, the American Education Society appropriated their mo- 
nies in the method advocated by the Reviewer. They made the whole 
a pure gratuity. They even adopted the principle of paying the bills 
of their beneficiaries. Soon, however, experience shewed the impru- 
dence of this measure. They then adopted the method of requiring a 
note from the beneficiary, to repay one half. This took place in 1820, 
and was continued until 1826. 

Before the principle was adopted, in 1826, of Joaning wholly, the 
American Education Society, by their Secretary and Directors, held 
an extensive correspondence with the heads of Colleges and Seminaries 
in different parts of the United States, and with distinguished clergy- 
men and laymen of several States, in regard to this and other subjects. 
In this manner they laboured &ithfully to ascertain the sentiments 
and feelings of the community ; and especially of those who had su- 
perintended the education of beneficiaries of the American Education 
Society. As a specimen of the communications which they received 
in answer to their applications, I would subjoin the following extract of a 
letter, addressed to the Directors of the Society, by the intelligent, 
judicious, and excellent President of Union College, at Schenectady. 
it is dated Nov. 1825. 

'* In general, I am very favourably impressed with respect to the wisdom 
of the plans of the Board, and the prudence and the energy witli which those 
plans are executed ; and, in conclusion, I have therefore only to add, that, from 
all that I have seen of the effect of public charity on the physical, moral, and re- 
ligious character of young men, I am of opinion, that appropriations from such 
a charity should be sparingly made. A greater number can then be assisted, 
and the motive to personal exertion will not be entirely removed from any. In 
the free and long continued distribution of a public charity, there is oanger 
that an opinion will be insensibly induced, that the amount distributed is the 
payment of a debt due, requiring no special gratitude in the receipt, or economy 
m the application ; and there is also aanger, lest those accustomed to be taken 
care of by others should insensibly cease to take care, and lose the habit of tak- 
ing care of themselves. In a country like ours, where the support of the min- 
istry must be voluntary, and where the people, if supplied at all, must be general- 
ly supplied by ministers who can live on small salaries, it is wise, as far as prac- 
ticable, to raise up men who can so live ; and if the ground already gone over 
were to be aeain gone over, it might be a question whether a system of loans, 
in toto,on alow interest, would not, on the whole, be wiser than a system of 
donations. Perhaps more would not then be refunded than will now be ; assis- 
tance, however, would be equally within the reach of the persons who needed 
it ; self-interest would operate more strongly to narrow their expenditures, and 
an increased stimulus to personal exertion would be applied during the whole 
-HBreparatory state ; the incumbents on the fund would be known, not as paupera 
living on charity, but as indigent young men, struggling with poverty, and cal- 
culating to repay the favours done them out of the fruits of their future earnings." 

Many important testimonies of the like nature were received, also, 
soon afler the measure in question was adopted ; as may be seen by 
referring to the Appendix in the Eleventh Report of the Society, where 
will be found the testimonies of no less than nine Presidents of Col- 
leges, of several Professors, and of many other gentlemen of high re« 
putation, besides communications expressing the views of about 70 
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beneficiaries belonging to four Colleges, and highly approving the 
measures in question.* 

Several other Societies had also adopted similar principles, or 
have adopted them since.t The business men of the community call- 
ed aloud for such an arrangement. Before it was adopted, the treasu- 
ry of the Society began to languish. Since its adoption, the receipts 
have been greatly augmented. Some who doubted about the principle 
at the outset, have come fully into the approbation of it, since it has 
been put to the test of experience. 

Such were the efforts of the Directors of the American Education 
Society to learn their duty, and such the results of these efforts. Will 
any one say, in view of these facts, that they ought to have hesitated 
about acting as they have done ? 

Nay, I may make the appeal nearer home to the Reviewer ; I may 
refer him to the General Assembly. In their Minutes of this very year 
their Board of Education say, " We desire every beneficiary to remem- 
ber, that his duty to the church, to his younger brethren who seek the 
same holy oflice, and to his Saviour, requires that so soon as he is able 
he should refund the benefaction conferred on him with interest. Ev- 
ery beneficiary shall be furnished with an attested copy of this resol- 
ution." 

The Reviewer will perceive that the General Assembly's Board 
of Education have here recognized, in the most distinct manner, the 
duty of its beneficiaries toward " the church, their younger brethren, 
and the Saviour" himself, to refund not only the sums of money fur- 
nished them by the Board, but to return the same " with interest," in 
all cases where they are able. How does this differ at all from '^ the 
principle of refunding" adopted by the American Education Society ? 
They cancel the debt, in case of inability to pay it ; the Assembly's 
Board do not think that more than this ought to be done. And although 
they do not require a written obligation, they require that every stu- 
dent should be furnished with a copy of this resolution, which cer- 
tainly amounts to a printed obligation. If there be any advantage in 
this latter measure over the former, I confess myself unable to perceive 
what it is. Indeed I have difficulties, of serious import, in my own 
view, in respect to this measure of the Assembly's Board. The young 
men, who, on the score of duty^ thus become their debtors, are left

D. C. Oct. 1828. The Presbvtery of Albany, and the late Youn^ Men's Ed- 
ucation Society of New York, adopted the Bame system of loaning before the 
American Education Society. 
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IB a state in which their geBerosity and their honour, merely, are 
appealed to ; and in case they decline making repayment, they are 
liable to be filled with apprehension that their motives may be mis- 
construed. But in case they are expressly liberated from their obhga- 
lions to those by whom they are due, no such apprehensions will ex- 
ist. In which of th«se predicaments would any young man of generous 
feelings prefer to be ? And suppose cases to occur, (and such do oc- 
cur) in which a young man abandons the object for which he was pa- 
tronized, or becomes an apostate and disgraces the ministry ; then» 
how are the General Assembly's Board to obtain the repayment of the 
monies expended ? In this case, the American Education Society have 
a security that such monies shall not be lost to the treasury of the 
church. 

But lest I should be tedious, I will cut short the farther consider- 
ation of facts alleged by the Reviewer, and come to the consideration^ 

II. Op fears. 

The Reviewer is afraid of the immense power, which he thinks 
the Parent Society will ultimately attain. These fears he has une- 
quivocally expressed in the following language. Speakiilg of the 
election of members by ballot^ he says, 

" Whatever may be the effect of this arrangement in preventing or retard- 
ijig the perveraion of the funds from the original purpose, it certainly increases 
the power of the Officers and Directors to an almost unlimited extent. It enables 
them, if so disposed, to select the persons who are to vote in choosing Officers and 
Directors ; so that in fact they might as well be elected for life, with the pow- 
er of non^inatinsr their own successors. Suppose that at any time a majoritv of 
the acting members of the Society are in favour of the measures adopted by 
the Directors, the Directors can, through their friends, have new voting mem- 
bers chosen, ^vourable to the same course ; so that it will in the end amount 
to the same thing, as to give the Directors the power of appointing their suc- 
cessors. The distant members, who have a right to vote, can seldom attend the 
anoiversaries ; so that from the nature of tlie case, the election of officers and 
new members, can always be under the control of those residing near the place 
of holding the annual meetings. If at any time the concerns of the Society 
should be mismanaged, it is evident, from the very terms of the compact, that the 
branches and distant contributors, have no means of effecting a reformation ; 
because they have voluntarily surrendered their rights into the nands of a body 
. politic in the State of Massachusetts. And as this corporation can hold real estate, 
whose annual income shall equal ten thousand dollars ; can increase permanent 
fhnds and scholarships to any extent^; can dispose at pleasure of the annual sur- 
pl«s <tf the auxiliaries, and toe monies returned by beneficiaries, and has also a 
veto on the appropriations of the branches ; its power must become immense. 
And the organization is so adjusted, the machinery is so admirably arranged, 
as to concentrate the whole power in a single point ; so that the hand of an in- 
fant, touching a lever in Boston, can control, and manage, and direct the whole 
Christian community , south and west of the Connecticut,interested in this concern." 

As to the facts here alleged, they have already been examined. The 
amount of the /ears is, that there may be, or will be, perversion of 
power and funds. 

Again, in canvassing the subject of monies loaned being returned to 
the general treasury, he says, 

'' Add these monies refunded to the permanent funds and fljcholaiships in- 

tiwrtad to the immediate care of the Parent Society, and it seems to us, liiat if 

this process were to go on for half a century, a height of independence must b^ 

«t|aiiMdj luffiQient to make even good men's heads turn giddy. From the very 

4 
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Coiurtitution of the Society, whose claims to aniversal patronage we haTO ^pn* 
samed to examine, it must erery year be growing more and more independent, 
not only of the original contributors, but also of the auxiliaries ; and it mu&t also 
be acquiring a more extensive influence over the ministers of the gospel in 
the United States. Let us suppose that some twenty or thirty years hence, one 
half of the ministers of the Presbyterian Church shall have been educated un- 
der this system, and that the bonds of many of them remain unpaid in the handa 
of the Directors in the vicinity of JBoston, and that in these circumstances a pro- 
position were made in the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, to change 
some important feature in her discipline or doctrines, and that the Directors of 
the American Education Society were known to think fiivonrablv of these chan- 
^ ff es — what would be the consequence ? We all know how wonderrally interest in- 
fluences the opinions even of good men, and how prone they are to coincide in 
sentiment with those on whom they are dependent. 

Here then are two distinct fears ; the one that the power and funds 
of the Society may be perverted to some sinister purpose, without any 
adequate control ; the other, that the Directors in the vicinity of Boston 
may, some twenty or thirty years hence, undertake, through the me- 
dium of their 'beneficiaries, ** to change some important feature in the 
doctrines or discipline"of the Presbyterian church. 

I am glad the writer has been ingenuous enough to speak out thug 
plainly the difficulties which he feels on this subject. On fads, his 
difficulties, as it seems to me, cannot rest, when he comes to review 
them. If so, then they must have their basis in fears, 

I do him honour, that, while cherishing such fears, he has added 
ti testimony so frank and noble, in regard to the present Directors and 
management of the American Education Society, as is the following : 

** We are far from intimating that any such influence is now intended to 
be attained, and if it were attained, that it would be improperly used. We have 
the happiness to be personally acquainted with some of the Directors of this great 
concern, and we know the reputation of all ; and we believe them to be as pare 
in their intentions, as single m their purpose, and as devoted to the cause of evan- 
gelical piety, as any men on earth ; and we disclaim any knowledge of a single 
act in their management of this great charity which has the most remote sec- 
tarian bearing." 

And again ; 

" As Ions as the Directors remain, such as we believe they now are, intelligent, 
active, anifdevoted to the cause of evangelical doctrine and vital piety, eveir 
thing, which the interests of the church and of the world demand, will be done. 

With these testimonies I do most heartily agree ; and I sincerely 
thank the Reviewer for having given them to the public. It would 
seem now, that in his own view, with all his eaution and apprehensions, 
there is, at least, no present danger. But then who can certainly se- 
cure us for the future 1 

None, I answer unhesitatingly, but the Great Head of the Church ; 
none but God. And in this respect the American Education Socie- 
ty do not stand alone. Every College, Theological Seminary, and A* 
cademy in this country, stand on the same footing as to the future. Who 
knows whether the distinguished College and Theological Seminary at 
Princeton will not, before the next generation passes wholly away, go 
into the hands of Arminians or Unitarians ? None but God, I answer 
boldly. Experience in other States and countries will support this an- 
fwer. 

The Reviewer has referred us to the University at Cambridge, as an 
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example and a proof that funds may be perverted, and the Societies 
who manage them may become faithless. I acknowledge this, with a 
feeling of deep distress. But what is the remedy ? As a member of 
the Presbyterian Church, he may answer, " The remedy is in our creed 
and in our formulas of discipline and doctrine." But have not the 
church in Scotland been in possession of these for almost two centu- 
ries ? And is the Reviewer ignorant of the fact, that the Moderates, 
i. e. the Arminian and Ariam'sA party have had the predominance in 
that church, and swayed all its General Judicatories for many years, 
if not at the present period 1 He is surely not ignorant, that there 
are a large number of Scotch churches, which are seceders from the 
General Assembly of their church, on the ground that the majority had 
become corrupted. 

Or, if he pleases to refer the public attention to the establishment 
in England, and the 39 Articles of the Episcopal church, will this in 
any measure help the cause ? Who that knows any thing, does not 
know, that the Church of England, in respect to far the greater major* 
ity of its leading members has been Arminian, I had almost said for 
ages ; not a few, (if we may credit the statements of some of its own 
ministers) and that for no small period of time, a decided majority were 
Arian 1 And if one goes to the Creeds and Confessions of the Dutch 
and the German churches on the continent of Europe, is the. argument 
helped at all ? One glance at the Neology of the continent will an- 
swer this question. 

I am, indeed, not one of those who have any prejudices whatever 
against Creeds and Confessions, when used within their proper limits, 
and assigned to their appropriate places. In fact, whenever I hear a 
man declaiming against them in a loose and general manner, I always 
take it for granted, that it is because he wishes to have the liberty, 
in some way or other, of inculcating what is opposed to them. But 
on the other hand, I have no apprehension that we can put them into 
the same scale with the Bible, in regard to their influence in preserving 
the unity and purity of the churches with respect to doctrine and prac- 
tice. When sdl is done and said, they are only paper ramparts about 
the citadel of God ; and men will batter them down, whenever their 
passions or their prejudices are armed against them. 

What then is to keep the Theological Seminary at Princeton from 
ultimately turning apostate ? Is it the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church ? How can we any more put our trust in this, than 
the good people of Scotland could in theirs? Once, men of God fill- 
ed nearly all the pulpits in their land ; but what has been the fact for 
a century past ? Now, most of the members of the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly I hope, and verily believe, are men of God, and devot- 
ed to the interests of truth ; but how can this prove that it will always 
be so ? And if the General Assembly in the United States should take 
the course of the established churches in Scotland and in England, 
then what is to become of the Seminary at Princeton, with all its 
funds and all its scholarships, which already amount to more than one 
half of the permanent funds of the American Education Society ? What 
a tremendous engine will it be, to prostrate in the dust every advo- 
cate of the truths which it now defends ? 
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And'do^s tiot the very same ftrgnment, (if H be any >wgifilieiit «t 
all), apply to every CoU^e, Theological Seminary, Academy, and 
benevolent Society nvith funds, in the whole conntry 1 Moet eettsMf 
it does. The next generation— who can tell what tliey are-lo be ^ Qoi. 
only knows. What is the residtthen ? Why, if we are to reaoon tt 
the Reviewer does, the result is, that we must have no Colleges en«> 
dowed ,* no Theological Seminaries of this character ; no Acadediies ; 
no Scholarships ; no benevolent Institutions, for even such as are 'witfa'- 
out permanent funds, may be ultimately perverted. Nay, the very ^tmth 
ture of our government should be altered ; for the powers now com*- 
mitted to our legislators and judges, are liable to abuse by bad men, 
and therefore adapted to become the causes of immense and incatcuia^ 
ble injury to the community. 

"^ Can any man, now, on sober consideration, adopt or give assent 
to an argument or a principle, which is connected with such treme»- 
dous consequences as those to which the argument of the Reviewer doeft 
most plainly and certainly lead ? " What proves too much, proves no^ 
ing," says the old proverb of the logicians ; and it says this very truly.* 

The reasoning of the Reviewer on page 368, in order to reiliove 
suspicion that the General Assembly, as well as the American Educa- 
tion Society, might possibly betray their trust in process of future time^ 
furnishes no answer to the above suggestions ; nor is it grounded on any 
■ .■■■..., *■ t .■.■,.■■,..■■ ...ti I I 

* An opinion has sometimes been expressed (and it will be well if the ve- 
marks of the Reviewer do not strengthen the belief) that Institutions ought not 
to have permanent funds. In regarcT to seme Institutions for promoting religion 
and benevolence, this is doubtless true. But is there no danger of inflicting m 
deep and palpable injury upon the church by an indiscriminate condemnation of 
these important aids in building up the kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ in the 
world ? The experience of the best men in all ages, hae shown that suoh funds 
are exceedingly necessary and useful in promoting some objects of great and per- 
manent interest. As an example, may be mentioned^ the work of education in 
nearly all its Branches. The American Education Society, it is believed by 
very many, comes to some extent at least within this class of InstitntioiiB. It is 
not formed for temporary purposes. Should the millennium commence the neaBt 
year, the object which it has in view would be increased, not diminished in im- 
portance. " For the poor ye have altoays with you.'* The means of educating 
them will always be needed. The responsible duty of supervision, the neglect 
of which will more than any thing else lead to a perversion of the ftinds, ean nev- 
er be thorou£[hly discharged by the officers and agents of Education Societies, un- 
less they are in a good degree relieved from embarrassment, and constant appre- 
hension as to the means of carrying forward the youth under their patronage. 
The American Education Society has adopted no new principle on this sub- 
ject. The plan of establishing Scholarships is of long standing. The G«n8ml 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church have wann]}^ approved ft ; and the Tras- 
tees of that Judicatory already hold 16 such foundations for the use of the Sem- 
inary at Princeton, amounting to a pennanent fund of ^40,000 — which is more 
than half of all tlie money invested by the American Education Society and its 
Branches in this manner — and within $10,000 of as much as has yet been actualo 
ly paid into the Society. Four fifths rfaUthe Scholarskips belonging to the.Amer- 
ican Education Society and to its Branches are merely temporart ; annual subscrip- 
tions binding only during the pleasure of the donors. But three permanent schol- 
arships have been given out of New England, and one of these was by a bene* 
■yolent lady in Great Britain. In this respect, therefore, those who have jealou- 
sies about permanent funds, may find many other Societies and Institutions in 
our country, which afford, as to the point in question, more ground of jealoosy 
than the American Education Society. 
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aypefll to die history of tlie Geneial Assenibly in pait ag90, and in otiber 
eoontries. How ean all this history be overlooked by itttelligeiit and 
eandid men ? The grand remedy proposed by the Reviewer, for all 
the evils which may occur in the General Assembly's Board of Educa-- 
tion is, that they do not perpetuate their own body ; and that the Gen- 
era] Assembly, on whom they are dependent, is ammaUy elected. But 
is not tibis precisely the case .with the Directors of the American Eda- 
eation Society % And after all, who can, in either case, give assur* 
aace that those who elect mnnuaUy^ will not, in process of time, be* 
Gome corrupt 1 Was not this the case in Scotlaini 1 And have we 
any better security in this country ? None, I answer ; none that can 
be better, so far as merely human arrangements are concerned. 

What then is the antidote for our fears as to ihe future ? Not the 
General Assembly, nor any other Assembly, or Society, or body of 
men, or Statutes, or Creeds, or Constitutions. To trust in God, and 
to do our duty, is the only ground of hope that we have, or can have, 
or that we need, in regard to the time future. Had Christians more 
faith and less fear, the world would be revolutionized in a short time. 
The treasuries of God would be • full to overflowing ; and all hands 
would be set to work, and all hearts engaged in the glorious enterprise 
of spreading abroad the knowledge of salvation. 

In view of all this, I am constrained to wooder, that such an objec- 
tion to the American Education Society should be brought forward. 
The argument is simply this ; ' Take care how you build up this So- 
ciety ; for should it once become corrupt, it will be a tremendous en- 
gine in doing evil.' And cannot this be said of every good Institution 
which adorns society or blesses mankind? Nay, cannot Christianity 
Itself be abused, and has it not been, to the destruction for time and 
eternity of millions and millions ? But shall there be no Christianity, 
because it may be abused ? Shall there be no endowed Academies, 
Colleges, and Theological Seminaries, because they may be. abused? 
If so, then let the Reviewer use his eloquence and his influence with 
^le next General Assembly, to take away all the funds from the Prince- 
ton Semmary, and to return its Scholarships to the owners. It is vain 
for him to say, that there is, or can be, any other security that they 
will not be perverted, than that which the American Education Society 
have, that theirs will not be. 

I have a word to say, on the fears which he expresses, that at some 
future period, the beneficiaries of the American Education Society, 
who settle in the South and West, and who are indebted to the So- 
ciety, may come forward, and, out of complaisance to the Directors 
who live near Boston, may vote in such a way as will change the doc- 
trines or the discipline of the Presbyterian churches. 

In the first place^ who are to license and settle these young men, 
in the Presbyterian connexion? Of course the several Presbyteries be- 
longing to the General Assembly. Will these Presbyteries, then, or- 
dain young men, most of whom will be educated in Presbyterian 
Seminaries of learning, who will sell their consciences and their in- 
tegrity, and break their solemn vows, in order to please the DirectCNrs 
of the Parent Society in and around Boston ; and all this because 
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they owe tkem a small sum of money ? The fact that the Society has 
no Institutions of its own, but educates young men wherever they 
pursue a regular course of study, is sufficient |Nroof that the direct in- 
fluence which they may have over young men will ever be secondary. 
The society has assisted forty young men the present year, in four 
Theological Seminaries belonging to the Presbyterian church; but who 
will imagine that the influence which the Society holds over these 
young men, is equal to that of their Instructors, or of the Presbjrto> 
ries to which they stand related 1 No one who considers in what man- 
ner the Society is constituted, and how entirely the Directors are de- 
pendent upon it, can seriously apprehend any evil from this source. 

But I have other questions also to ask. Whence comes the sus^o- 
cion that the Directors in and about Boston may wish to intermeddle 
with the doctrines or the discipline of the Presbyterian churches 1 To 
my certain knowledge, it is habitual with those who now hold that o^ 
fice, to recommend to all the young men who go from New England 
into the boundaries of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church, to unite with the Presbyteries, and not to hold on upon Congre- . 
gationalism. A greater mistake cannot be made, than to suppose they 
have any zeal on this subject. And should the American Educati<m 
Society elect others like them, (which they certainly may do, when 
they leave the stage or r^^ign, or whenever the Society chooses to su- 
persede them), then these same views will be still cherished. Nearly 
one half of the young men who have gone from the Andover Theologi- 
cal Seminary have become Presbyterians, and the Seminary allows of 
a Presbyterian Professor, and never has uttered, and I trust will not 
utter, one word against Presbyterianism. 

Let us now turn the tables. The Reviewer calls on the General 
Assembly to educate their own young men, and not to leave them to 
others. In this he is in the right. And it is exceedingly cheering to 
know, that very many individuals and churches, belonging to the con- 
nexion of the General Assembly, have Icmg ago embarked in the bless- 
ed work which the Reviewer recommends, and now assist in bringing 
forward at least 200 young men for the ministry, in harmonious con- 
nexion with the American Education Society. The Reviewer has 
said, that nothing, or nothing to the purpose, has yet been done by 
the Assembly's Board. But while our western country is starving for 
the bread of life, and the world is perishing in wickedness, the Ameri- 
can Education Society have believed that something is to be done, and 
have tried to do it. 

Have they ever decried the exertions of other benevolent Societies ? 
Have they ever suggested one syllable, which could raise a suspicion 
about their motives, or alarm the public about the danger of such As- 
sociations 1 Let it be produced ; and for one, I will give them my foil 
share of disapprobation. 

On the contrary, they will lift up their hands and hearts to Grod, 
with devout thankfulness, when the exhortation of the Reviewer shall 
be fully heeded by Presbyterian churches, and they will come forward 
and iake charge of a great host of laborers for the vineyard of the Lord. 

But suppose now, when they do this, the Congregationalists should 
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i§y ; " See, the Presbyterians are filling our country with their pupils 
and friends. They have a great Society, great Seminaries, many 
Scholarships, and great zeal for Presbyteri&iism ; and if we wait 
much longer, they will be too strong for . us, and Congregationalism 
will be driven from the land. What is to be done 1 miy this we 
can do : We can call aloud on the public, and rouse them up to an 
apprehension of future dangers to their religious freedom, and their 
welfare. We can easily excite the jealousies of the West on this sub- 
ject, who are ahready filled with apprehension. We can thus make 
the candidates of the Presbyterian ministry objects of suspicion, and 
cause the public zeal in favour of raising them up greatly to abate. 
And thus Congregationalism may still be safe.'' 

What could the Reviewer object to this 7 It is difficult for me to 
see ; for has he not, by implication, done the same thing 1 The recti- 
tude of his intention, I do not mean to call in question. The correct- 
ness of the principle, on which his popular appeal to suspicion and par- 
ty feeling is evidently grounded, (although he may not be conscious of 
it), is what can never for a moment be defended, until it is decided, 
that Congregationalists are heretics, and that they have a design to 
destroy the Presbyterian churches. 

In a day like this, when every opposer of vital piety in our land is 
making an effort to raise a hue and cry about " religious combina- 
tions," and " religious establishments," is it prudent, is it wise, is it 
becoming, is it brotherly, to make such objections as these 1 

But I must come to a close. And this I shall do, by a few words 
on the last topic proposed for consideration ; viz. 

III. The method which the Reviewer has chosen, in order to 
accomplish his object. 

I frankly confess, that I have a deep feeling on this subject. The 
obligation to communicate serious doubts and fears, about the tenden- 
cy of any measures so important as those of the American Education 
Society, I do fully recognize. The privilege of doing it, is an undoubt- 
ed one. But haw shall this be done ? Shall the tocsin of alarm be 
sounded through the United States ; and all the enemies of religion be 
set in motion, and have their mouths filled with matter of accusation 
against the American Education Society ? Thousands will read or 
hear these accusations or objections, who never listen to the present, 
or to any answer whatever. Is it best to afford matter of clamour to 
such men ? If the Reviewer had serious objections, why not make 
them directly to the American Education Society or to its Directors, 
and have them canvassed in the meeting of the Society, or of the 
Board ? Is there any ground to suppose, that they would not have re- 
ceived an earnest and respectful attention? None. Why then should 
the public mind be awakened to suspicion, or be agitated about this 
matter, before it had been canvassed by the Society ? If it be proper 
to accomplish objects of this nature in such a way, then may such 
members of the Presbyterian Church as approve of the writer's views, 
find hereafter deep reasoQ to regret, that they have sanctioned a prin- 
ciple, which allows all their efforts to endow Seminaries of learning, 
classic or sacred, to be held up as objects of suspicion and of danger. 
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But I do betieTe, I may say that I know, that many, very maiif 
members of the Presbyterian Church never will, and never can, "ap* 
prove either of the reasoning and arguments of the Reviews, or of the 
method which he has chosen, in order that they should be k^ by the 
public. Est modus in rebus. A great concern like th» should nol 
be transacted by an appeal to p(^ular feeling; above aU, by an appeal 
which has its basis in a view of fects altogether imperfect, and in many 
respects entirely err<Mieous. As a friend of the American Education 
Society, as a disinterested friend, I fee) that this Society has reascHi 
to complain of such a proceeding ; and, if I may judge of the sympap 
thies of others who have read the Reviewer's remarks, I believe its 
friends will complain aloud, and far and wide too, that justice has not 
b^en done the Society, and that it is not guilty of the mistakes laid to 
its charge, nor any more exposed to future dangers, than every Society 
and Seminary in the country, and throughout the world. 

The Reviewer will, I trust, forgive the plainness of these remarks, 
after the plainness with which he has expressed his own views. That 
they are published to the world, is the necessary result of his own 
Strictures having been published. 

Whoever he may be, I honour his talents, and the warmth of his 
heart in the great and good cause, although I difS&r widely from him 
as to some facts, and some principles of reasoning. If any thing 
Which I have said bears hardly upon him, it results from necessity, not 
from choice. I could not help endeavouring to shew the true result 
and bearing of his allegations and his reasoning ; and if in doing this, 
there may now and then be something which presses hard, it is nol 
because I wish it, but because the nature of the case demands it. 

Afler all, the American Education Society fear no convassing, ei- 
ther in public or in private. They exclaim with one voice, if our 
cause cannot be sustained by appeal to reason and argument, and 
Christian principle, then let it go down. That it can be sustained, I do 
most fully believe ; and I have here proffered my feeble aid, to assist 
in this great object. But I am most fiilly aware, that neither my aid 
nor that of all its present friends will be adequate to accomplish and 
to secure all the important objects which it has in view. To God and 
the Saviour, I would most sincerely, most devoutly commend it ; and 
it is my earnest supplication, that the smiles of Heaven may be contin- 
ually afforded it ; that all its benevolent measures may be blessed ; that 
its friends and its opposers, (if it should have them) may yet be united 
in rejoicing over it as the happy instrument of turning many to right- 
eousness ; and that future generations may rise up and call it blessed. 
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Thb above letter was written, and forwarded to the Editing of 
the Biblical Repertory for publication, before the close of last Septem* 
ber« After waiting a considerable time beyond the period wben the 
Repertory was expected to make its appearance, it was at length re- 
ceived, and the foregoing letter was found to be accompanied by thirty- 
seven *pages of '* Remarks" upon it, purporting to be made by the 
Editors. ( 

That the Editors of any watk have a right to contrd the manner 
of its appearance, and to select the matter which it shall contain, is, 
in the abstract, a very plain principle, and one which I should be 
among the last to question. But, after inviting discussion on a point 
of deep interest to the religious public, and having given in very strong 
terms their own views respecting it, that they sli^uld refuse to publish 
a reply which held up to view a different side of the question, and in 
such a way as to let it take its courise in the same manner as the origi- 
nal Review had done, the friends of the American Education Society 
could hardly have expected. 

The numner of publishing the Remarks in question, however, is a 
matter of minor importance. The merits of the subject under discus- 
sion, are all to which I am anxious to direct the attention of the public. 

I have read with great care, and more than once, the Remarks of 
the Editors. After deliberating on the subject, I have satisfied my 
own mind, that an effort on my part to answer them at length, is not 
called for. The reivsons for this I shall state, after taking a summary 
view of the Remarks, and making a few observations on the most im- 
portant topics. 

In general, the Remarks are merely a repetition and expansion of 
the thoughts contained in the Review, which is the subject of exami- 
nation in the foregoing letter. The main points and arguments are the 
same. In both cases, the grounds of objection are, the system of mi- 
nute and thorough accountability required by the American Education 
Society ; the system of parental loaning ; and the mode of organiza^ 
lion adopted by the Society. 

1. The same objections, which had been made by the Reviewer to 
the schedule of accountability required by the American Education 
Society, are, for substance, repeated in the Remarks. On these ob« 
jections, if I were designing to make out a full reply, I should hav« 
very little to say in addition to what the foregoing letter contains. 

One thing only I shall notice here, in respect to argument. The 
Editors say, that they do not at all object to accountability ; but to the 
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kind and minuteness of it, as demanded by the American Educaticm 
Society, p. 609. By the preceding letter of mine, they were called on 
to point oat any one article in the schedule, which has not an immedi- 
ate connexion with the evidence that fairly respects either the charac 
ter or the indigence of a beneficiary. This was reducing the com* 
plaint to a question about matter offact^ instead of leaving it afloat on 
the ocean of general terms. But on the tnatter of fact they have chos- 
en to be silent, while they have reiterated the complaint itself, in a 
tone still more decided. 

On p. 607, the Editors tell us, that ''extreme caution" as to the 
character of the candidate is our beet security against deception. This 
I fully believe. But does not the manner in which a young man ex- 
pends the resources which are furnished him, (and furnished, it may 
be, from the hard earnings of Christians), go to make up a part of his 
character 1 And how is it possible to judge of thb, without any know- 
ledge of particulars 1 And when the Editors suggest, that the Exam* 
ining Committee might do all that is requisite in regard to ascertain- 
ing the claims of beneficiaries ; do they intend that this shall be done 
only by general inquiries, or by particular ones 1 If by the latter, 
then what plan is more easy, obvious, and impartial, than that of the 
schedule ? If by the former, will the donors to the American Educa- 
tion Society be satisfied with such a method of executing their trust 1 
But besides all this, Examining Committees are appointed chiefly with 
the view of placing candidates upon the funds, and not of superintend- 
ing their future applications for assistance. The local situation of 
these Committees prevents them, in some cases, from doing any more 
than this. 

Afler admitting, however, that extreme caution is necessary in re- 
gard to the character of beneficiaries, the Editors observe, on the next 
page,, that ** the way to make men worthy of confidence, is to treat 
them with confidence.'' But if this confidence consists in a remission 
of minute accountability, how is '' extreme caution" respecting the 
character of beneficiaries compatible with it 1 Extreme caution neces- 
sarily implies minute and circumstantial inquiry ; and if this be a pro- 
per matter of umbrage to a beneficiary, in regard to his pecuniary a^ 
fairs, will it not be more so, on points of greater delicacy, and in which 
his feelings are much more deeply concerned ? Are not all officers of 
the public, who in any way receive or appropriate monies, minutely 
accountable ? And yet, is requiring this to be construed as treating 
them in. a manner which shows a want of confidence in them 1 Noth- 
ing can be farther from reality. Minute responsibility and the behest 
degree of confidence may go hand in hand ; nay, they do, and must go 
so, through all the gradations of agents, fi-om the highest to the lowest, 
by the universal laws of civil society. 

On p. 607 seq., the Editors represent young men ** of delicate and 
ingenuous minds," as shrinking spontaneously fix)m a responsibility 
such as that which the American Education Society requires ; and 
they bestow their marked commendations on this characteristic. But 
when the inquiry presents itself, which very naturally arises, how nine 
HUNDRED young men should have submitted to the requirements of the 
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Society, they answer ; "That a sense of duty, and.a desire to promote 
the Redeemer's kingdom, have led them to do this,'' p. 610. This I 
admit ; hut then I have another inquiry to make. If piety has led 
the NINE HUNBRBD young men in question to submit to the accounta- 
bility required by the American Education Society ; then what has led 
others to refuse such a submission ? Some other principle, it would 
seem , which must be different from piety . But is it a better one ? Either 
the nine hundred young men must be wanting as to a praiseworthy de- 
gree of delicacy and ingenuousness, or the others are wanting in piety ; 
that is, this must be so if the statement and reasoning of the Editors 
be correct. 

I might say much on a topic of this nature, for I have a deep feel- 
ing of the importance of it. I would ask, whether the pride, indepen- 
dence, and unwillingness to feel obligation, which are natural to the 
human heart, are to be palliated, I might even say, justified and en- 
couraged, by being saluted as ingenuousness, and delicacy, and noble 
mindedness ? But to pursue this question would lead me beyond the 
boundaries which I have prescribed to myself I can only say, that 
if there be any, who prefer a system which is adapted to foster such 
feelings as those in question, and to encourage young men to shun a 
responsibility like that which the American Education Society requires, 
I must be allowed to prefer that " sense of duty, and desire to promote 
the Redeemer's kingdom," which will lead the youth in question 
cheerfully to submit to such responsibility; nay, to regard it as a 
privilege.* 

I shall notice but one more remark of the Editors under this head. 
The Reviewer has asserted, that the sum afforded by the American 
Education Society is not sufficient to meet half the expense of an ed- 
ucation in the cheapest College in the United States. To this it was 
replied in my letter above, that such an assertion does not agree with 
facts as disclosed by the schedules of the Society. On this the Edi- 
tors remark ; " We regret that so much of these reports has not been 
published^ as would inform us where these Colleges are to be found, 
which afford the advantages of an education on terms so accommoda- 
ting." Had the Editors been better acquainted with what the Society 
has already published, they would have suppressed this remark ; at 
least, the implication that no such College exists, would have been 
expressed in more guarded language. In the Appendix to the 8th Re- 
port, published in 1823, the average expenses of beneficiaries at differ- 
ent Institutions, as ascertained firom the schedules of the Society, is 
mentioned ; from which it appears, that at one respectable College, the 
amount for board, tuition, and every other expense named by the Edi- 
tors, instead of being 9144, as the Reviewer's assertion implied, was 

* The writer of this Postscript, it would seem, is not alone in his views of 
this subject. While the Repertory has been publishing its objections, a respecta- 
ble and entirely independent Education Society, a Society which is second only 
to the American Education Society in the number of its beneficiaries, has adopt- 
ed these yery Schedules, and required them to be used by all under its patroB- 
age.

but $106»2d* At nMther CMtege, lU. wbieb nochfirge ibi^mi mfuie ibr 
tuition, (a privilege which has saa^ b^eii gf anted in several C^eges), 
the amount was $112,92. The actual expeme of an eduewtion to 
beneficiaries, it is well known, has been materially lesseaed since the 
period now in question \ and consequently, the remark of the Review- 
er is more incongruous with fact now, than it Would have been at thai 
period. 

2. Oh the subject of hair^^ the Editors have come out fully with a 
{)rincip]e, stated indeed by the Reviewer, but not made so prominent 
as in the remarks. The doctrine is avowed and advocated ; That the 
churches are as much obligated to pay salaries to those who are prepare 
ingfor the, ministry, as to pay salaries to pastors, '* Whenever any 
man devotes his whole time and talents to the service of any comnm- 
nity, at their request, it is obligatory on that community to provide iat 
bis support/' This is the general principle, fiut this is not the only 
principle advocated ; if it were, the discussion might be more easily 
settled. The obligation in question, it is maiptained, extends not cmly 
tp those who are engaged in actual service, but to those who are mere- 
^ preparing to engage in service at some future period, whether in 
church or state. Thalf the meaning of the Editors has not been mis- 
apprehended, the Mowing extracts will show. Speaking of the prin- 
ciple in question, they say ; '' It is recognized by every civilized gov- 
ernment in the world, in regard to those who are in actual service, and 
t0 those who are preparing'jor it. If this principle be just, it a^i^ies 
as well to young men preparing for the ministry, as to pastors. We 
can see no reason, why the support of the one is more a matter <^ cAo- 
rity, than that of the other." Again, in remarking on the loaning 
system, they say ; '* It is unjust in principle ; as mu^ so, as it wauUL 
he to make every servant of the civil or religious public, refund their 
several salaries," pp. 612, 614. 

Of course, the sons of the rich who are preparing for the minis- 
try, are as much entitled to the support of the church, as the sons ai 
the poor ; and the church is just as much bound to pay them an annui- 
ty. This is perfectly clear, unless the Editors will shew us that pas- 
tors who possess property of their own, have no right and no claim to 
salaries. To guard in some measure against this difficulty, they have 
intimated, that they '' should be glad to see the rich preaching the gos- 
pel gratuitously ;" and also, that they ** are glad when young men pre- 
pare for the ministry at their own expense,'' p. 613. But then, sup- 
posing that ministers and students, having a competence, decline to 
supply the means of support from their own funds, on the ground that 
" the church is bound to support all who devote themselves to her aer- 
vice ;" must not the church grant annuities as much in one case, as in 
the other ? But even if this difficulty were removed, the principle of 
the Editors is liable to overwhelming objections. 

In order to render the argument valid, it must be admitted on the 
same grounds of reasoning, that all our youth, from childhood up to 
mature age, in a course of preparation for the service of the public, in 
whatever capacity, ought to be maintained at thejp«6/ic expense, during 
the whole term of their preparation. Of course, the youth of all our 



Goileges, and oCmU our profesaooal SelKM^, whether of law, medicine, 
ot di?inity, who are preparing for pabtie service, should be maintained 
from Che public treasury, and should each receive a salary adequate to 
his comfortable support. Hold out, then, the prospect of saJartf from 
eiyrly life, to the young men of our country at large, and see what the 
consequence would £9, in one year. Why, there would be more 
statesmen, magistrates, lawyers, physicians, and (may I not addj) 
preachers too, tit the hud^ than there would be citizens to support 
them. Private effort^ the great source of indiridual and of public- 
prosperity, would no more l^ made by professionai men ; and society 
would sink under its own burdens. 

It is impossible that the Editors should carry this point, even in 
their own church. If any doubt, let the experiment be made. Com« 
mission the agents, and send them forth to the churches with tlie speci- 
fie and avowed object of raising salaries to support young men who 
are preparing for the ministry, and those who are applied to for the 
money will decide whether they have so understood the obligations of 
the church. No Education Society has yet ventured to put forth its 
claims to public patronage on such grounds. The doctrine advocated 
by the Editors, is as much opposed to the principles of the Board of Ed- 
ucation of the General Assembly, as it is to those of any other Educa- 
tion Society. That Board declares, as has been stated in the preced- 
ing letter, that **duty to the church, to his younger brethren who seek the 
same holy ojfice, and to his Saviour, requires that so soon as he [the 
b^ieficiary] is able, he should refund the benefaction conferred on him, 
with interest;*' — and in order to impress the obligation more deeply, 
it is added, ^^ Every beneficiary shall be furnished with an attested 
copy of this I'esolution.'' I leave it for the Editors to reconcile this 
fundamental recognition of duty and obligation by the Assembly's 
Board, with the principle avowed in the Repertory, that salary is due 
to beneficiaries /rom the church, instead of their owing the sum ex- 
pended on their education to the church. If this cannot be done, 
(and certainly it cannot), then I appeal to the public to say, whether 
an objection, which, if raised at all, is common to Education Societies 
generally, can with fairness be represented as belonging exclusively to 
the American Education Society ? 

I have another remark to make on this part of the subject. The 
exemption of beneficiaries from all feelings of gratitude, by teaching 
them to look on their pecuniary supplies, ck a debt due to thefn on the 
part of the church, would probably have an influence over the minds 
of the young, that would be of a fearful nature. What would more 
effectually cherish the idea of personal desert, of claim, and of that 
species of independence which refuses gratitude and subordination, 
than measures like those which the Editors recommend 1 I think I 
may venture to predict, that neither the Board of the Assembly, nor 
the American Education Society, will relinquish the just and excellent 
sentiments, which they have alike professed on this part of the subject ; 
and that the churches cannot be persuaded into measures of a nature 
flo entirely opposite, as those recommended in the Repertory. 

The question, In what manner indigent young men of piety shall 
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be asmted in obtaining an edncation for the minbtry ? seems to me 
to be intimately connected with the question, What shall be the /tifore 
eharacter of the ministry itself, for parity, for enm'gy, and for self d& 
nial ? Were this the time and pkce, it would not be difficult to shew, 
that to principles like what the American Education Society have 
adopted, and to the salutary discipline which such principles have ex- 
erted, the church is indebted for some of its greatest and best minis- 
ters, in every age. To this class belong most of that noble band of 
missionaries, whose labours have of late years, by the blessing of God, 
changed the aspect of large portions of the Pagan world. To the 
same class belong many of the ablest and most successful ministers 
and pastors, now on the stage in our own country ; men who, in ob- 
taining an education for tbe ministry, would have felt themselves 
" rich," (as one of tbeir number has expressed it), could they have 
enjoyed the facilities of a pecuniary nature, which are now afforded 
by the American Education Society. 

Neither the Reviewer, nor the Editors have done justice to the 
Board of Directors, in their observations on this part of the subject. 
The obvious misapprehension of tbe former, in stating tbe principal 
reasons which led the Board to adopt the system of /Sooits, instead of 
a system of entire charity, is pointed out in the preceding letter. The 
Editors refuse to admit the correction, and say, they '' did think, and 
do still think that it was from the smctilness of the loan, and not from 
the loan itself, that the Directors anticipated a happy influence on the 
cHAfiACTER of thosc they patronize." — Here the reaider will recoUect, 
that the question is not, what were the reasons which led the Directors 
to fix upon a small loan, instead of a large one ? but what was the 
principal reason for adopting the system of loan, in any form, in pre- 
ference to a system of charity ? And although the Editors *' will not 
waste words on this point," but leave their readers to look afler the 
Report to which reference had been made and judge for themselves, I 
must be permitted to lay the extract itself before the reader, that he 
may judge how far the assertion of the Editors is correct. 

" It is because the Directors, after much experience, are convinc- 
ed that it will exert a more happy influence upon the character of those 
whom they patronize, and render the Society more extensively and 
permanently useful, that they have decided to make appropriations of 
money in the form of loans, instead of gifis. Experience shows, that 
dependence on charity is not only a painful lesson for noble and inde- 
pendent minds to learn, bat, in some cases, a dangerous one. Not a 
few who have taken the deepest interest in the prosperity of Education 
Societies, have looked with apprehension to the uUinuUe influence of 
a system of entirely charitable education, upon the energy and devot- 
edness of the Christian ministry. It has been often observed, that 
those who have been compelled to rely chiefly upon their own efforts, 
in obtaining an education, have acquired a strength of character which 
has eminently qualifled them for usefulness in after life, and proved a 
full remuneration for all their toil and self denial. It is natural thai 
those who are familiar with instances of this kind, should express soli- 
citude when motives to personal effort are taken away. Besides, it is 
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possible that the door to the mtQistry may be opened so wide, and ao 
cess to it so easy, as to pioTe a temptation to ambitious or worldly 
minds, and in this way greatly to ^idanger the purity apd safety of 
the church," 11th Report, pp. 20, 21. 

Thus fiur the Directors proceed in stating the reasons which have led 
them to adopt the system of loan^ in preference to a system of charity. 
The reader will decide whether character be not the principal reason, 
as stated in my letter above. They next consider the influence of the 
loan in connection with the smallness of the sum granted ; and they 
infer, that similar effects may be produced by this also upon the char- 
acter and efforts of young men. But the smallness of the loan, as I 
before observed, is not the paint in debate. 

I perceive that I am unconsciously becoming engaged to make out 
a full reply ; which is what I have, on the whole, tbsught it not ne* 
cessary for me to attempt. I shall therefore pass over this branch of 
the subject by remarking only, that I can most cheerfully submit the 
question at issue, to the sober and enlightened judgement of the com* 
munity. This has^ indeed, been already very widely expressed. Since 
the preceding letter was written, document^ have been 4Hiblished 
from which it appears, that three Education Societies, viz. the Mas- 
sachusetts Baptist, and the Societies under the direction of the Synod 
of Virginia, and of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod, have all declared 
in favour of the principle of han. These are in addition to the exam- 
ples quoted in my letter ; and they are so many independent testimo- 
nies in £ivour of the system of the American Education Society, firom 
enlightened members of three religious denominations. While such 
testimonies are spontaneously afforded by Christians of different de- 
nominations, and living in widely distant parts of the country, who can 
doubt what the general voice of the community is, in relation to this 
subject ? 

3. Another, and a fruitful topic of remark with the Editors, as it 
was with the Reviewer, is the organization of the American Educa- 
tion Society, and the power whi<^, in consequence of its permanent 
funds, and the system of loans, this mode of organization is supposed 
to throw into the hands of a few. On this point, I have no doubt the 
public mind will be satisfied, whenever the subject comes to be fully 
understood. The same reasons which have decided me to take only 
a summary view of other Remarks made by the Editors, will render it 
necessary that I should be very brief here ; but the principles and 
facts, upon which the whole discussion turns, and upon which the 
decision of the religious puUic must ultimately rest, may be compres- 
■ed within narrow limits. These I shall endeavour to state. 

First, then, the intelligent reader will perceive, that much which 
the Editors say under this head, depends entirely, for its effect, upon 
their objections to the loaning system. If these fail of being support- 
ed, the remarks growing merely out of them can have no weight. Be- 
sic^, if money is to be refunded, whether it be in the way prescribed 
by the Board of Education of the General Assembly, or in any other 
method, the power to receive and appropriate it must be exercised 
somewhere. Consequently, the American Education Society has no 
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more eoneenhwith the Remarks on this pomt, than all odi^ Edaev 
tion Societies which have adopted theprvneipieof refmiding. 

In the next place, as it regards the aecumMUaion of power in the 
hands of a few, in consequence of monies refunded, and the income of 
permanent schdJarships, the following /oris, in connection with what I 
have said in the preceding letter respecting checks, will enable the 
reader to form his own opinion of the merits of the question. • One of 
these facts is, that with the exception of those cases where a donor 
chooses to prescribe a different method, all monies refonded Ibrm a part 
of the conimgent, and not of tht permanent iiind ; amd they are, there* 
fore, expended fis fast as received. Of coarse, there can be no acco- 
mulation from this source, any more than from other conting^it funds. 
Another fact is, that a pea^t only of what is appioprtatc^ to bene- 
ficiaries, can be refunded ; inasmuch as the Rules of the Society make 
provisicm for cancelling the notes of a numerous class of young men, 
snch as missionaries, and others, who, with a bare support, devote 
themselves to self denying tabors for the benefit of the church. These, 
it is to be hoped, will be greatly multiplied, as the work of evangeliz- 
ing the world advances. But their increase m«tst necessarily dimini^ 
the amount of money, to be refunded by the beneficiaries of Educa^ 
tion Societies. 

Another fact is, that monies refunded by beneficiaries of Branch 
Societies, are pledged, by a recent vote, to the Branch Societies by 
whom the money was appropriated, to be used by them in the same 
manner as other funds raised within their limits. In my lett^, I ex« 
pressed an opinion that such an arrangemeiU would be cheerfully en* 
tered into by the Board of the Parent Society ; inasmuch as their 
measures have uniformly been distinguished by an enlarged and liber* 
al policy, and they could not be supposed, as yet, to have had occasion 
to act on this subject, the whole system of Branch connection being 
one o{ recent experiment. The Editors regard this ^' concession," as 
they are pleased to term it, '* worth all the attention wUch they have 
paid to the subject." I am hnpfj that their labour can be so easily 
recompensed. The reader, however, will decide whether the resolu- 
tion of the Board, does not, as stated in my letter, " remove even the 
semblance of the difficulty which the Reviewer suggests." The fi^ 
lowing is the resolution, as published in the Ctoartetly Register and 
Journal ; Voted, thai mmUes refunded by benefieuaries, €g^prapriatum$ 
to whom shall heme been made by a Branch 8oeiety, shall heret^iter be 
pledged to the Branch Society by which the money was appropriaUd, 
in the same manner as is now provided for in regard to other fimd» 
raised within the Kmits of Branch Sod^ies, 

Another fact to be noticed in this connection, is, that the entire 
permanent fund of the American Education Society is snudl. Thus it 
appears from the last annual Report of the Treasurer, that the wkok 
amount received for ^Scholarships , including bonds and cash, w«» 
948129,58. Compare this with the amount vested in tlie same de- 
scription of funds, at the single Seminary of Pripcetcm. From the min- 
utes of the last General Assembly it appears, (and for one, I rejoice 
tn the fact), that tho number of scholarships belonging to that Seminar 



rf is NimTSEir, (not sixteen as I stated in mj notfe), wfaieh, at $3M0 
for each seholarship, amount to 947,500 ; i. e. within less than seven 
hundred dolhrs of the whole sum, which has yet been paid to the Sehol« 
arship fend of the American Education Society. And yet the fundtf 
of this latter Society are held for the benefit of young men, in nearly 
every eyangelical Seminary and Cdlege in the United States. Nor 
are all these fiinds subject to the Board of the Parent Society ; for the 
income of scholarships raised within the limits of Branch Societies, is 
pledged to such Branch Societies, as has been repeatedly mentioned 
foeforo. At the same date with the above, the Treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Education Society reported the whole amount of the remaining 
Permanent Fund to be $26143,79. If now, as the Editors say, 
the permanent funds of the American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions are ** so insignificant that they could hardly live a month 
without the contributions of the Christian community," (which is un- 
doubtedly true), pray, how large are the permanent funds of the Amer- 
ican Education Society, and how long could they live^ and redeem 
their pledges to 400 young men pursuing their studies at 60 or 70 In- 
stitutions, with no resources but what they are aWe to derive from per- 
manent funds, and from monies refimded by beneficiaries T* 

Let these facts be considered, and I willingly leave it for the can- 
did and enlightened of every community to determine, whether a So- 
ciety, like the American Education Society, surrounded with nume- 
rous checks, with an income from permanent fiinds and loans which is 
insufficient, even if its most favourable anticipations should be realis- 
ed, to cover one half of its expenditures, and pledged to assjst young 
men of suitable character, who apply for its patronage, throughout the 
United States, is likely to become ** independent of public opinion" 
and patronage, as the Editors of the Repertory suppose. The with-* 
drawrag of that patronage, for six months, would absolutely paralyze 
the Society, and spread embarrassment and distress among the hun- 
dreds of young men who are depending upon its fiinds. 

Thus far I have confined my remarks to the subject (A funds, A 
few words now, in regard to the mode of organization which the 
American Education Society has adopted. 

Two objects are to be aimed at in all well organized bodies ; effi- 
ciency, and security against future perversion. That the organiza- 
tion of the American Education Society is well adapted to secure the 
first of these objects, even the Editors of the Repertory will probably 
allow. That it is equally well adapted to the last, admits of as clear 
proof, as any proposition which is supported by probable evidence. 
For, granting, as the Editors do, that those who now compose the vot- 
ing members of the American Education Society are enlightened and 

♦ The permanent funds of the Board of Foretgn Missions, as reported, at their 
late meeting, includingr foundations for the support of officers, is |$7^067, 58. 
The whdle amount of permanent funds, including scholar $hvp9y reported by the 
American Education Society, at the last annual meeting is $74273,37. It should 
be mentioned, also, that the income of $20,000 of the general permanent fund of 
th« American Education Society, is appropriated to the support of officers, until 
Qlhcr vamxm can be speoiaily provided ^r this muI. 
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good men, to whom the community may safely confide important oh 
terests, the simple question at issue is, Whether such a body of men is 
more likely to err, in choosing its successors and those who are to man^ 
age its concerns, than bodies depending upon popular election and canr 
tinuaUy varying their aspect 1 

On this subject, what do the corporations of nearly all our Colleges 
and Seminaries speak ? The interest felt concerning the late decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, in the case of Dartmouth 
College, will answer this question ; and so will the maxims which the 
experience of the x^ivilized world has settled in the appointment of the 
higher officers of justice. Why is it, that the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions deserves to be characterized, in 
the strong language of the Editors, as an Institution '^ of all others af- 
fording perhaps the least temptation to abuse ?" They choose their 
successors, and the community very confidently and justly expect, that 
they will choose men of like views and like spirit with themselves. 

The Reviewer has referred to Cambridge as an unhappy instance 
of the perversion of funds ; but did he know when he made the refe- 
rence, that Cambridge was wanting in the very arrangement for its 
trusts which the American Education Society has made 1 The Board 
of Overseers of Harvard College, when it changed its character, had 
not the right of electing its own members, but depended upon popular 
election. The pastors of the six neighbouring towns (including Bos- 
ton) together with the Councillors and Senators of the State, chosen 
annually, were ex officio members of the Board. These last, of 
course, gave a different character to the College, when a majority of 
them departed from the faith of their fathers. 

I might appeal to other cases ; but the principle is too obvious to 
require illustration. So long as the maxim holds true, in the moral 
as well as natural world, that like causes are adapted to produce Uke 
efiects, so long human experience and human testimony will decide, 
in favour of the mode of organization which the American Education 
Society has adopted, as best suited to guard permanent fimds of any 
kind against future perversion. 

It were easy to show, that the very thing on which the Editors 
place their ultimate reliance for safety, in regard to the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church, viz. popular annual election, (sup- 
posing the church in general should become corrupt, and that this is 
possible, the history of the church in past ages affords sufficient proof), 
would of itself be a most terrible engine of evil, and a most formidaUe 
obstacle in the way of reformation. When this should once happen, 
what would prevent the adequate majorities of the Presbyteries fipom 
" changing the doctrines and discipline of the Presbyterian church," 
and throwing all its funds, Seminaries, and every thing else pertaining 
to it, into the hands of the enemies of evangelical truth? The Edi- 
tors and the Reviewer seem to have no fear of the future perversion of 
this mighty power in the hands of the General Assembly ; and they 
challenge a comparison of its mode of organization, with that of the 
American Education Society. Comparisons of this nature are always 
to be avoided, if possible, lest they should seem to be invidious. Eat 
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lince the subject is forced upon tny attention, I hope I may be allowed 
to inquire, without being supposed to be unfriendly to the Presbyterian 
Church, Where lies the ultimate security against perversion, accord- 
ing to the Constitution of that Church 1 The Reviewer and the Ekli- 
tors both build their hopes upon the annual election of Commissioners 
to the General Assembly by the Presbyteries, But how are the Pres- 
byteries constituted ? The Book of Discipline says, that they consist 
** of pastors and elders, within a particular jurisdiction." By whom 
are these pastors and elders chosen ? The same authority answers, 
that a pastor is to be chosen by *' the electors of the congregation," 
over which he is to be settled. And how are the ruling elders to be 
chosen ? Why, " every congregation shall elect persons to the of- 
fice of ruling elders;" and the mode of election is to be " the most ap- 
proved and in use in that congregation,*^ (Form of Gov. and Dis. 
Chap. XII. §2, and XIV. §3.) Now the congregation consists of 
those who are church members , and of those who are not ; and nearly 
always, to say the least, the latter exceeds the former in point of ntim- 
hers. The power, then, of electing those who are to determine what 
men shall constitute the General Assembly, lies ultimately in the hands 
of the congregation ; i. e. as the Book of Discipline explains it, the 
pew holders or proprietors, (or in some instances it may be attendants 
on public worship), a majority of whom, in most instances, are not 
professors of religion. The church as such, and by her separate vote, 
elects neither her pastors nor her ruling elders. 

Will it be said, now, that those who are to be elected, must be 
members of the church, and give their assent to the Confession of 
Faith ; so that church membership and the creed become a check upon 
the congregation, i. e. upon the world 1 I answer, this may be ; and 
it is equally true, also, that it may happen otherwise. To confirm this, 
I bring the testimony of the Editors themselves, in a previous article of 
the very number of the Repertory in question, who tell us, that 
**^ The Lutherans have their Confession of Augsburgh : the English 
Church, their Thirty-nine Articles ; the Scotch and the French Cal- 
vinists have a Confession still more extended and minute : hut the Lu^ 
therans are Neologists ; the English are Arminians ; the Scotch have 
their moderate men, which is but another name for Arminians ; and the 
FVench, as a church, have now, if we are rightly informed, no creed at 
all Philosophy, as it is called, has produced these changes. And it 
is not in human wisdom effectually to guard against them. We see 
corresponding changes taking place, even in the best constituted 
churches in this country. Our own denomination [the Presbyterian 
Church] affords a very striking instance of this kind," p. 490. 

The Editors have said much about what is possible in regard to 
the future character and fate of the American Education Society. It 
is possible, 1 admit, that *' eleven men" of corrupt or sectarian views 
may, at some future time, constitute a majority of the members present 
at an annual meeting of the American Education Society, and may 
take advantage of their accidental ascendency to change the Constitu- 
tion, and to elect hundreds of men into the Society of like character 
with themselves ; and all this may take place in a way so sudden and 



mdookecl for, tkat the rdmawing dOO or 4M member* will net htfjl 
taken the akriB in time to prevent the miaehief. But soieiy the Edi- 
tors will not now deny, that it b possible, (must they not admit it to be 
even probable 7) that, at some future period, the wobld may break 
through the slender barrier of a Confession of Faith, and elect pai^rs 
and elders for t)ie Presbyterian churebes, who will give her tears to 
drink, instead of the water of life ; and who will commission men to 
represent them in the General Assembly, with whom those now on the 
stage, and who for the present annually constitute that venerable body, 
would refuse to bold communion for an hour. When that gkx>my day 
comes, then who shall wield the vast and aecwfmdating power which is 
aubservient to the will of the General AssemUy ?-^a power which has 
at its disposal, seminaries, professors, students, Ainds, and every other 
means of influence pertaining to a denomination, wealthy, powerful^ 
and i^ead over all parts of our country. The churches of Massacbu* 
setts, deprived of their rights by parish influence, (that very influence 
which now elects the pastors and elders of the Freabyterian churoh)^ 
and looking in vain for protection to Confessions of Faith, and long es* 
tabJished usagies, once fully acknowledged as valid even by the oivil 
power, aJSbrd a lesson of admonttioai on this subject, which should new* 
€T — ^never be forgotten. 

It would be easy to enlarge ; but this would draw roe aside from 
the course, which, on the whde, I have thought it my duty to pursue. 
Some passages in the remarks of the Editors, not immediately connect- 
ed with the foregoing heads oS discussion, olaim att^stion. On these 
I shall make a few observations, and then bring my remarks to a elose« 

P. 616, the Editors intimate, that because the salaries <^ ministers 
m thi0 country must, in the great majority of cases, be small^ therefore 
the ability to refund cannot exist, except in a very limited degree ; and 
^consequently that the principles of the American Education Society 
must have an expressive influence. It is also stated, that I '^ appear 
strangely to have forgotten" my own remark on this subject, in argu- 
ing that young men of good talents may, with proper diligence and 
economy, return into the Treasury of the Society what they have re- 
eeived. To this, it is sufficient to reply, that ability to refund, bas or- 
dinarily quite as i[nuch connexion with economy , as with the amount of 
qalary received. Many whose salary is barely sufficient to meet their 
\Kants, evqn with '^ the strictest economy," have nevertheless found the 
means of cancelling every debt contracted for their education, by pru- 
dent management; and^ e^)ecially, by not injudiciously increasing 
^eir responabilities, as soon as they have entered upon their public la- 
bours. How often has this been done by the indigent young mea of 
talents, in other professions, whose effiirts no Education Society ever 
aided or. encouraged 1 If there be any one particular reason, why the 
American Education Society should maintain the [H-inciples which 
they have adopted, this is one, the very one, to which President Nott 
has alluded in his letter, quoted by me, p. 23, as a reason for prefer- 
ring a system of locms to a system of donations, viz. that, in a coun- 
try like ours, the people, if supplied at all, must be supplied by minis- 
tera who caja live on small salaries; and that it is wise to raise up mea 



wh# «Mi te live. Compare now the salary systtm of edacating sta- 
deiite in a course of preparation for the ministry, (so earnestly recom- 
mended by the Editors), and the system adq>ted by the American £d« 
licatiiMi Society ; and can there be a doabt, which of them is best cal* 
cnlated to promote such an olijeot ? 

The Editors more than intimate, in several places, that the power 
which the American Education Ssciety possesses, is a power to control 
the place 0/ education to which every student shall go ; and conse- 
quently, to control their principles and views of theology, as well as to 
build up, or pull down, any Seminary or College. But is this dealing 
justly by a Society, whose fundamental rule, in all its operations, is 
impartiality and uniformity, in regard to its treatment of young men 
and Institutions ; and which has encountered no small amount of ob- 
jection and prejudice, in consequence of adhering inviolably to this 
broad and catholic principle, and extending it to different evangelical 
denominations ? And this, too, when the American Education Socie- 
ty is the only Education Society in the United States, which is known 
to have acted on the same broad and catholic ground. If, in any in- 
stances, '' the friends and officers of its tributaries and Branches" have 
departed from this principle, (as the Editors say), let the cases he points 
ed out, and the Society will doubtless use whatever influence they pos- 
sess, to guard against a recurrence of the same evil in future. But let 
not the Society be charged with doing, or attempting to do, what they 
utterly disclaim in their fundamental rules of proceeding, and what 
they, as at present constituted, have no lawful " power" to do. Ought 
not the bare enumeration of seventy'^seven Academies, twenty*three 
Colleges, and ten Theological Seminaries, in which have been aided 
nine hundred young men, the natives of almost every State of the 
Union, including individuals of Jive or six evangelical denominations ; 
all this, too, by funds obtained chiefly from one denomination, and I 
may add, from one State ; otight not such facts to shield the Society 
against imputations of local or sectarian perversion? The causes 
which led to its formation, and which have produced its enlarged and 
truly Christian policy, are to be traced to higher and more benevolent 
views of the wants of our country and of the world, than pertain to a 
sectarian spirit. 

The Editors have taken much pains (pp. 62tf— 629), to shew that ' 
what I have said respecting some assertions of the Reviewer relative to 
the .unrestrained power of the Parent Society over all funds in its treas- 
ury, is irrelevant, and therefore require no answer at all. But what 
are the assertions of the Reviewer ? Not merely, that monies are re- 
funded to the Parent Society, but that they are placed " entirely be- 
yond the reach of the Branches." It was proved, if I mistake not, 
that this is not a just view of the case ; and numerous checks were 
pointed out, which were intended to prevent the evils referred to by 
the Reviewer. In what other way should assertions of this nature have 
been answered 1 Every candid reader, on comparing the two articles, 
will be competent to judge. 

I might go on to comment, in a similar manner, on many other 
passages ; but it is unnecessary. I shall notice but one more remark 
of the kind to which I now refer. 
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On p. 635, the Editors, after disapproving the methods pursued by 
the American Education Society, in regard to the establishment of 
permanent scholarships &c., say ; " Our mode of carrying the same 
principle into effect, is to collect all the money which the Christian 
public is able and willing to give for the purpose, and to expend it im- 
mediately in educating youth of a suitable character." To this mode 
the American Education Society can surely have no objection, since it 
is the mode which they have most commonly practised. But do the 
Editors mean to say, that this is the only or the principal method 
which has been pursued, at the distinguished Seminary in their neigh- 
bourhood, and with which some of them are connected ? Where then 
are the nearly fifty thousand dollars invested for the benefit of that 
Seminary, in permanent scholarships ? Have the funds thus raised 
for charitable purposes, " been all expended immediately," so soon as 
received ; or, has only the interest been applied ? 

A word, on the defence made by the Editors of the manner in 
which the attack was commenced upon the American Education Socio- 
ty, and I have done. 

The Editors entirely mistake, if they suppose that the friends of the 
Society wish to " hush up" the subjects under discussion. They, as 
well as all others, may rest assured, that from whatever quarter serious 
objections may come, the American Education Society will not shrink 
from canvassing them ; nor strive to suppress them, even when they 
might wish the manner in which they are made to be different. Hav- 
ing no end in view but the highest good of the Redeemer's kingdom, 
they only wish to know the best way in which this can be accomplish- 
ed, and they will feel themselves bound to adopt it ; and this, whether 
they come to the knowledge of their duty by open rebuke, or by pri- 
vate conference and kindly admonition. 

But the abstract right to attack openly a benevolent Society like 
the one in question, and to make a public impeachment of its meas- 
ures, does not prove, and cannot prove, that Christian confidence and 
fraternal regard are not due to it. I cannot help feeling, that an at- 
tack of such a nature, and on the ground of such a right, is one of 
those cases, in which civilians would say, Summumjus, summa injuria. 

The Editors say, " We might as well have placed our objections in 
the fire, as presented them to the Board," p. 603. And yet, in different 
parts of their remarks, they intimate that the objections, which they 
bring forward against the American Education Society, are so forci- 
ble, so plain, and so convincing to all men of candour, that none of 
this character can refuse to feel their weight. What sort of men, then, 
must the " Board" be, before whom objections so plain would do no 
more good than if they were ** placed in the fire ?" And are these 
the men, too, of whom the Reviewer, from his personal acquaintance 
with some of the Directors, and from information obtained concerning 
them all, has said, (and the Editors tell us they are not disposed to call 
these assertions in question) ; " We believe them to be as pure in 
their intentions, as single in their purpose, and as devoted to the cause 
of evangelical piety, as any men on earth ; and we disclaim any know- 
ledge of d single act in their management of this great charity, which 
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has the most remote sectarian bearing." And again ; " As long as the 
Directors remain such as we believe they now are, intelligent, active, 
and devoted to the cause of evangelical doctrine and piety, every thing 
which the interests of the church and of the world demand, will be 
done," p, 361, 364. 

I do not know to which of the Directors objections against the 
American Education Society may have been made, as the Editors de- 
clare ; nor whether the Secretary may not have heard the doubts of 
some men expressed, in regard to the measures of the Society. But 
this I know, that neither Directors nor Secretary have felt, that they 
had a right to expect a sudden and public attack ; least of all, have 
they anticipated this, from any objections before made on the points 
exhibited with most prominence, by the articles published in the Re- 
pertory. 

I may ask, moreover, have not the Editors themselves suggested an 
important reason, why the mode of attack resorted to by them and by 
the Reviewer, is not the most auspicious to the peace or to the prosper- 
ity of the church ? On p. 632 they say, and very justly ; " There is 
no subject on which jealousies are so likely to arise, as respecting 
the education of young men for the ministry." Could any thing now 
be better suited to produce such a result, than the manner which has 
been adopted in the Repertory of attacking the American Education 
Society ? The present organization and measures of the Society have 
not been adopted without long deliberation, and faithful exertion to 
learn, as widely as possible, the views of the Christian community. 
The objects of the Society are, by the Reviewer and the Editors, ac- 
knowledged to be excellent ; the management of it able, and, as far as 
Christian intentions are concerned, correct. I may add, too, that it 
has expended fourteen years of great labour, and ceaseless effort, in or- 
der to accomplish its objects ; and that the acting members of it have 
made sacrifices, which few if any of our churches know how to esti- 
mate ; which indeed, I believe, none but the great Head of the Church 
will fUlly estimate. In this state of things, to be publicly impeached, 
and held op as an object of terror and suspicion, was not what was ex- 
pected. Is it wise, in such a day as this, to adopt a course which is 
calculated to divide and distract the churches, and to set those who 
really love the Saviour at variance with each other ; and all this, while 
the common enemy is pressing on all evangelical churches, and en- 
deavouring to overthrow them ? All this, too, while |he world is per- 
ishing for lack of vision, and millions have none to break to them the 
bread of life ? 

How easy, now, for any man, without claim to any thing more than 
a mediocrity of talent, to make an appeal that should excite the jeal- 
eusies of the east and the west, of the north and the south, in regard 
to the ** power*' which is necessarily confided to each and all of our 
great benevolent Societies ! But could this be done with Christian 
wisdom, and kindness, and propriety ? If brethren honestly differ in 
their views of conducting these Societies, is it not on all accounts pre- 
ferable, that the strife be, to " show a more excellent way," by each 
endeavouring to hold up the light of a holier, and brighter, and more 
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energetic example of beneyolent aeium f When tliie is done, thoM wlio 9s»% 
dering may see the error of their wajs \ and until it be done, those who through 
self denial, and high and strenuous and long continued effort, are striving to save 
the perishing souls of men, are entitled to something different from being made 
the objects of suspicion and jealousy. 

But I hasten to bring these observations to a close, by briefly stating mjrea- 
•ons for declining to enter into a more extended examination ot the Romaxke of 
the Editors. 

The fear that the present discussion may come to be a real eaniroversy, is one 
reason why I decline a continuanee of it. In addition to tins, my own offietai du- 
ties are of such a nature, as to leave me no time for a controversy on a subject 
foreign to them, however important. At least, I cannot go any further than I 
have already gone, without neglecting previous and paramount obligations.^ A 
third reason is, that should further discossion be judged necessary or expedient, 
the subjteU in question (not the controversy) will be discussed by another writer, 
who is more thoroughly acquainted than myself with all the principles, and ivlesy 
and business of the American Education Society, and in whose candour, soood 
judgement, and ability to discuss, the public may reasonably put great oonfi- 
dence. A fourth reason for not pursuing the subject is, that naving, for a long 
time, been in the habit of the most brotherly and confidential intercourse witn 
some gentlemen, whom I suppose to be among the Editors of the Biblical Repep- 
tory, and cherishing towards them most unfeigned respect, confidence, and imr 
ternal affection, it would be a sacrifice to which nothing but the most imperious 
duty would force me, to trespass on their affection and confidence by dispute ; 
jfor dispute, unhappily, seems now to be the next step, if indeed it be not already 
begun. 

I may also add, that I have given mv name te the publie, and thus stand di- 
rectly and avowedly responsible for all that I say \ but the Reviewer, and the 
writer who comes forward in the name of the *' Editors,** have declined doing 
this, and, consequently, have shunned to meet the discussion on equal terms <n 
responsihiUty. 

My last reason for declining to protract the discussion beyond its present limits, 
is one of which I mnst leave ray readers to judge. In various parts of the Re- 
marks, there occur ex[>ressions of the following nature ; ^< We might as well 
have placed our objections in the fire as presented them to the Boud,*' p. 603 ; 
which has already been noticed. So ajnin ; ^* This appears very mueh like 
throwing dust in the reader's eyes," p. 609. ^< But unless we are greeilv deeeiveA, 
we cannot be schooled ez cathedra into the admission of facts not fully substaar 
tiated," p. GSM. *^ We are not the only persons who write about important c<hi- 
cems without correct information," p. ^H. ^^ We were obliged to show how fax 
bis argumeals were from reaching the point, and how little we were disposed to 
take tMta for proof," p. 638. Of these and the like expressions, by no meam 
sparsely scattered over the Remarks of the flditors, the public are competent 
judges. They will probably see in them some reasons for my fears that contro- 
versy is near at hand, if the subject be farther pursued in its present attitude ; 
and also a good reason why I should deeline to pursue it, when it is assuming a 
fiirm Uks this. Ever since I entered on pttblie life, and engaged in polemics of 
any kind, it has been my fixed resolution, when any thine of this nature begins 
to develope itself, to decline further discusuon ; because I have a full apprehen- 
sion, that no good can be expected from it. I see no reason, in the present case, 
for departing from this resolution. 

I take nugr leave, therefore, of the discussion in qnesUon, sineerelv hopiBf that 
I have not given occasion for the public to censure the manaMT^ if they do not 
a|>prove the maXter, of what I have published. But should they disapprove of 
eitner, or of both, I only stand responsible ; the American Education Society are 
guiltless. As my name appears before the world, they will know whom to cea- 
snre. If it be not an evidence of a man's cenfion, to be thus open in the eanae 
which he pleads, it is at least some evidence of the sincerity of his opinion, and 
of his full persuasion that it can be honestly supported. A cause that will follj 
bear examination, needs no concealment.

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AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Abt. L Any person who shall subscribe and 'shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, 
forty doUars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right 
to sit and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all mem. 
bers hereafter added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote^ 
shall be chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Abt. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, lega- 
cies, donations, and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; and of 
any other property of the Society, as tlie Directors may think best 
calculated to promote the object in view. 

Abt. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall con- 
tmue in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Abt. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge ex- 



Abt. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors ; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli, 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructiug agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This board shall 
have the power of appropriating all moneys for the support of bene- 
ficiaries ; of examining afid selecting candidates for patronage ; of 
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appointing committees to examine and recommend its applicants 
living in distant parts ; and, generally, of transacting all business 
necessary for the furtherance of the objects of this Society, not 
otherwise herein provided for. The Directors shall also keep a fair 
record of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transactions to the Socie^. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry ; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ' 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructer 
or Instructers, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhi- 
bit to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, di- 
ligence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper charac- 
ter to receive aid from these sacred fluids ; in addition to which, each 
beneficiary, afler his admission into any college, shall annually ex. 
hibit to the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be 
his serious purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifica- 
lions required by the constitution, and the rules of the Directors ; or, 
who shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel minis- 
try, shall, within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his 
education, with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his » absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power 
to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful 
discharge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in 
the safest and most productive forms ; make payments and advances 
of money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Direct- 
ors ; and annually render to the Society a written account of all re- 
ceipts and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, 
and of the manner in which they are vested : — ^this account to be 
previously examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of 
the Society, annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to 
the Directors, whenever they request it, a particular account of the 
state of the Treasurr. 
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Abt. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of 
the Directors, and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Abt. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall 
be requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the So- 
ciety, and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Abt. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury of 
this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Abt. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential princi- 
ples of thas constituticm, especially the provisions of the sixth arti- 
cle, as the basis of its own, such Society, upon due notice of its ex- 
istence, and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Di- 
rectors, as a constituent branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing 
its own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer ; 
and also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance 
of beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifi. 
cations. Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by 
a committee of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed 
by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors 
of this Society ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, prepa- 
ratory to the ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the 
Directors of said Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedi- 
ent, such candidate may be committed to the charge of the Directors 
of this Society. All moneys of any Branch Society, not appro* 
priated as above, shall be transmitted to the general Treasury ; and 
whenever the exigencies of such Society shall exceed its own re- 
sources, it may apply for assistance to the Directors of this Society. 

Abt. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be ex officio 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board 
of Directors. 

Abt. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacan- 
cies that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the So- 
ciety, till the next annual meeting. 
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Abt. XVI. No alteration of this constitution shall be made, ex- 
cept on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three 
fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the 
proposed alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in wri- 
ting, at a previous meeting. 
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CHAPTER I. 



OF THE BUAKU VW lliKJSUTOIlS. 

1. It is the duty of the Board of Directors to super- 
mtend and to manage the prudential and executive busi. 
ness of the Society ; and, especially, to see that the Con- 
atitution and Rules of the Society are faithfully observed. 

2. The Board meet quarterly for the transaction of 
business, on the second Wednesday of January^ AprUy 
Jtdy^ and October. Special meetings may be called by 
the Secretary, at the written request of three Directors. 

3. Two Standing Committees shall be appointed by the 
Board — a Financial Committee whose duty it shall be to 
attend to the funds, and to advise with the Treasurer con- 
ceraing the investment of funds in the safest and most 
productive forms ; and an Executive Committee whose 
duty it shall be to examine and to discuss subjects of im- 
portance, and to report on the same to the Board ; to afford 
the Secretary counsel whenever he shall request it ; and 
to perform any business during the rece»9 of the Board, 
which, in their judgment, the interests of the Society may 
require. They shall keep a record of all their proceed- 
ings, which record shall be read to the Board at their 
regular, or other meetings, for their approval. 
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4. The Directors shall keep a fair record of their pro- 
ceedings, and annuaUy make report of their transactions 
to the Society.

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OF THE SECRETABY. 

1. The Secretary shall conduct the correspondence ; 
keep the records of the Board and of the Executive Com- 
mittee ; take measures for increasing the funds ; and do 
what he can to promote the highest prosperity and useful- 
ness of the Society. 

2. The Secretary shall pay particular attention to the 
character and qualifications of applicants for aid, and for 
this purpose he shall be authorized to take part with Ex- 
amining Committees, whenever he can be present, in the 
examination of candidates^ as the official representative of 
this Board, and in special cases to conduct examinations 
separately. 

3. The Secretary shall be required to exercise, so far 
as he shall be able, pastoral supervision over all who are 
under the patronage of the Society ; by visiting them at 
the places where they reside, and conversing and praying 
with them individually or collectively ; by correspondence 
with them, and with their instructors ; and by any other 
means calculated to excite them to effort, and to encou^ 
rage them to seek an elevated spirit of piety. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to see that the 
stated or other accounts of beneficiaries, under the patron- 
age either of the Parent Society or of its Branches, are 
made out conformably to rule, and returned to the general 
office in season to be reported to the Board at each quar- 
terly meeting. He shall also give notice of all appro- 
priations made by the General Society^ or its Branches, 
to young men under patronage, and direct them how, and 
where to apply for the same. 

5. The Secretary shall notify all meetmgs of the Board, 
and when it can be done, make an orderly arrangement 
of the business to be transacted. 
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6. Such assistance shall be allowed the Secretary in 
his department, as the Board shall judge to be necessary*

CHAPTER III. 



OF THB TBEASUBER. 

1. The Treasurer shall take charge of the funds be- 
longing to the Society, and keep an accurate account of 
the same, showing the sources from which they have been 
derived, and the purposes for which they have been given. 
He shall open a separate account with each Branch So- 
ciety, with each Scholarship, or other distinct fund, and 
with each Beneficiary of the Parent Society, and of the 
Branches. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to invest the 
funds of the Society in the safest and most productive 
forms ; but no permanent investments shall be made, or 
changed by him, without the concurrence of the Finan* 
cial Committee. 

3. No money shall be paid by the Treasurer from the 
funds of the Society, without a written order from the Di- 
rectors. The following shall be the form in which the 
payments of accounts shall be directed. << The within, 
[or above] account allowed by the Directors, and pay- 
ment ordered [adding the date] A ^B , Clerk. 

C D , Treasurer." 

4. The Treasurer shall receive and take charge of all 
notes of young men assisted by the Parent Society and of 
its branches. Whenever, in his judgment, it may be im- 
portantto have the notes deposited for safe keeping, at the 
places where they are given, he shall have the power of 
appointing such persons as he shall judge proper, for this 
purpose, and of giving them the necessary instructions, as 
his agents. When the notes thus given shall become 
due, it shall be his duty to give seasonable notice thereof 
to the persons by whom they have been given, unless they 
shall have been previously cancelled, or otherwise dis- 
posed of by the Board.

^*£?e^* of Examining Committees in different parts of the coun- 
try, to examine and recommend candidates for patronage, 
as the convenience of applicants, and the interests of the 
Society, may require. But, as the duties to be performed 
aro of a highly sacred and responsible nature, the undue 
multiplication of such committees is to be studiously 
avoided. Where no special reasons exist for a larger 
liumber, each Committee shall consist of three persons. 
JSriLSiJ?* '^ When a candidate for patronage applies for exam- 
ination, it shall be the duty of the Examining Committee, 
tp whom the application is made, to institute a personal 
fmd faeitkfufl inquiry respecting his testimonials, his studies. 
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his religious character ; his motives in seeking an educa-: 
tion for the Christian ministry, and his willingness to con. 
form to the rules of the American Education Society. If, 
after serious and full examination, the Committee shall be 
satisfied that the applicant possesses the character and 
qualifications required of beneficiaries by the Constitution 
and Rules of the Society, it shall be their duty to recom- 
mend him for patronage to the Board of Directors of the 
Parent Society, or, of one of its Branches if the applicant 
reside within the limits of a Branch Society* In their 
recommendation, the committee shall state very partico.

Every 
such person upon removing out of the limits of one Branch 
Society into those of another, or from within any of the 
districts where the Parent Society exercises a direct su- 
perintendence, to those of a Branch Society, shall be re- 
ceived by the Board of such Society, upon presenting the 
above certificate ; provided, that he shall also be able to 
exhibit evidence of a regular dismission firom his former 
place of instruction and recommendation, agreeably to 
he 11th section of this chapter.

Examining Committee of this Society with satisfactory 
evidence of their attainments and piety, and be recom- 
mended by them to its patronage, before they can be re- 
ceived either upon trial, or regularly admitted. 

16. It is desired and expected of all under patronage, 
that a valuable portion of every day will be employed, as 
there may be opportunity, in usefiil exercise and in pro- 
ductive labor, with a view of promoting vigorous health, 
and of enabling them to do something towards defraying 
the expenses of their education. 

17. Every beneficiary of this society should regard it 
as an object of primary importance to grow continually 
in a spirit of enlightened devotion, and of fervent piety, 
deeply impressed with the sentiment, that without this, all 
his other acquisitions will be comparatively of little worth, 
either to himself, or to the Church of Christ. It is, there- 
fore, affectionately and earnestly recommended to every 
beneficiary, that he daily spend a portion of time in de- 
vout meditation, reading the scriptures with a view to a 
personal and practical application, and in humble and 
fervent prayer ; that the Sabbath be feithfully employed 
in religious duties, social and secret, and that assoeia- 
tions for prayer and religious improvement be attended 
as circumstances shall permit.

OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

1. The amount appropriated to young men under pa- 
tronage shall be the least with which they can be carried 
forward, consistently with health and a thorough educa- 
tion, after making suitable efforts to assist themselves, and 
receiving the aid of other public funds and of friends. 

2. The annual amount of appropriations to young men 
under patronage in all stages of their education, shall be 
seventy .five dollars; of which eighteen dollars shall be 
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appropriated for each quarter ending in July and October; 
nineteen ddllars for the quarter ending in January ; and 
twenty dollars for the quarter ending in April : excepting, 
that in the first stage, while young men are fitting for col- 
lege, there shall be a reduction of five dollars from each 
quarterly appropriation, in cases where tuition is gratui- 
tously afforded ; and in any stage of their education 
where both the board and tuition are furnished gratuitous- 
ly, the quarterly appropriation shall be ten dollars. 

3. Appropriations in money shall be made in the form tioM^n^^l 
of loans, for which young men, whether of age or not, ''®"" of loans 
shall give their notes, at the time of receiving them in the 
following form — ^if under the direct superintendence of 

the Parent Society:

which yearly instalments immediately on its being paid, 
is to be subject to the order of the Treasurer of said 
Branch Society." A^ — B 

4. Upon receiving a new appropriation, young men Notes to be 
shall be required, at the discretion of the Treasurer, to J^Sn perl- 
take up their former notes and give a new note, of ihe 
same form, for the amount. When a beneliciary has 
completed his whole course of study, or wishes to close 
his connexion with the Society, he shall take up all the 
notes which he has formerly given, and put the amount 
into a new note ; or, if he has entered upon his profes- 
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sion, the amount shall be divided into three equal parts», 
and a note given for each party according to the condi- 
tions expressed in his former notes. 

5. In case the future condition of those who are patron- 
ised by the Society, in consequence of any calamity, or 
of the service of the church to which they may be pro- 
videntially called, or the peculiar situation in which they 
may be placed, shall, in the judgment of the Board, be 
found to be such, as to render it unsuitable for them to 
be called upon to pay the debt contracted for their edu- 
cation, it shall be understood to be the right and duty of 
the Board, to cancel such debt in whole, or in part, when- 
ever they shall judge proper. The notes of young men 
patronised by a Branch Society, shall be cancelled by 
the concurrent vote of the Boud of Uie Parent Sockty 
and of such Branch. 

6. No appropriations shall be made to young men either 
by the Board of the Parent Society, or of a Branch So- 
ciety, except at the regular meetings ; and then no ap- 
propriations shall be made unless young men have con- 
formed to the Rules in making out their returns. If an 
applicant has failed to make such returns in season for 
the meeting at which they should have been presented, 
they must be laid over till the next regular meeting ; nor 
may an appropriation for the preceding period be allow- 
ed, if the failure of the applicant to forward his returns 
be owing to any fault of his, either in not making him- 
self acquainted with the rules, or in not taking the neces- 
sary pains to inform himself, and to observe them. 

7. A young man admitted on trial, shall receive his 
first appropriation at the same meeting in which he is ad- 
mitted. But the sum granted, at one time, shall not ex- 
ceed the appropriation allowed for one quarter, unless, on 
account of the distance of the applicant, he has been au- 
thorized by the Board of the Parent Society to make his 
returns and to receive his appropriations less frequendy 
than once in a quarter. 

8. Notice of appropriations shall be given to young 
men as early after being made as shall be convenient, by 
the Secretary of the Parent Society, and be shall direct 
how and where the funds are to be obtained. Persons 
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authorized by the Treasurer of the Parent Society to re- 
ceive the iiotes of young men, for safe keeping, shfdl in 
all cases, where it can be done, be the persons authorized 
to draw or to receive the funds thus appropriated, and 
shall take each young man's note for his appropriation at 
the time of paying it. 

9. Where appropriations have been made by the Board ^SSiby"*' 
of Directors of a Branch, the order of the Directors of i'*"**,?**: 
such Branch for payment shall be suspended, until the g^^^^^ ^ 
Board of the Parent Society have held their correspond- Parent socie- 
mg meetmg, and have concurred m the appropriations ; caned, 
and the Secretary of such Branch, upon receiving offi- 
cial notice from the Secretary of the Parent Society that 

the appropriations have been concurred in, shall immedi- 
ately forward the order for payment to the Treasurer of 
the Branch, mentioning the names of each individual for 
whom funds are to be drawn, with the amount voted to 
eachy and directing the money to be paid to such person 
or persons, as the Directors of the Parent Society shall 
authorize to receive and distribute the appropriations. If 
the Board of the Parent Society do not concur in an ap- 
propriation made by the Board of a Branch, the reasons 
of such non-concurrence shall be forwarded, and payment 
suspended until a further investigation of the case shall 
enable both Boards to concur in their decision on the 
subject* 

10. A list of appropriations made by the Board of the ^^^l^ 
Parent Society at each quarterly meeting, and of all de- 2iiJmi1£?io 
ficiencies in the several Branch Treasuries which they tteTnam- 
have voted to supply, shall be made out by the Clerk of 

the Board immediately after the meeting, with the usual 
order for payment. The former, the Treasurer shall 
pay to those who are authorized as his agents to draw for 
the money, upon receiving their respective orders ; the 
latter, he shall forward direct, and without delay, to the 
Treasurers of the several Branch Societies in which the 
deficiencies may exist. 

11. Moneys refunded by Beneficiaries, appropriations ^^^ 
to whom shdl have been granted by a Branch Society, ^."^ ^' 
shall be pledged to the Branch Society by which the mo- 

ney was appropriated. The manner of redeeming this 
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pledge shall be lefl to mutual arrangement between the 
Board of the Parent Society and the Boards of the several 
Branches. 

12. That there may be a thorough and uniform obser- 
vance of the Rules of the Society, the Board of Directors 
shall keep a constant supply of Blanks, and of Blank 
Books, for the use of officers of Branch Societies anct of 
all others concerned in the business of the Society, the 
expense of which shall be defrayed out of the Parent 
treasury. 



CHAPTER VII. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1. Scholarships shall be of two descriptions. Perma- 
nent, and Temporary. A permanent scholarship shall 
consist of one thouss^nd dollars, the income only of which 
shall be appropriated. A Temporary scholarship shall 
consist of an annuity, or subscription of seventy-five dol- 
lars a year, continued for a period of seven years. 

2. For every Temporary scholarship which may be 
intrusted to the Society, the Directors will aim to educate 
one young man for the ministry ; and for every Perma- 
nent scholarship founded and secured to the Society, the 
Directors will educate a succession of ministers of the 
gospel, as fast as the income will permit. 

3. In cases where a scholarship is founded by an indi- 
vidual, it shall be designated by the name of the donor 
unless the donor shall affix to it some other name, and 
where a scholarship is founded by several individuals, it 
shall be called by such name as they may agree upon, or 
if none is given, by such name as the Directors shall 
give it. 

4. Donors wishing to nominate young men to their re- 
spective foundations, may have the right of doing so, pro- 
vided the persons so nominated shall in all respects pos- 
sess the character required, and shall conform to the rules 
of the Society. 

5. Regular beneficiaries, in either stage of their edu- 
cation, shall be placed upon scholarships, and each scho-

larship shall have some such beneficiary placed upon it 
as speedily as may be after it is established. 

6. Branch Societies shall be requested to nominate 
young men under their particular care to scholarships ob- 
tained within their Umits, unless the donors themselves 
reserve this privilege. 

7. The income of permanent scholarships pledged to 
the Board of Directors of a Branch, shall be transmitted 
by the Treasurer of the Parent Society to the Treasurer 
of such Branch. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 



BSANCH SOCIETIES. 

1. Each Branch and its Board of Directors will aim to 
conform all their proceedings to the Rules and regula- 
tions of the Parent Society, and especially to the funda- 
mental principles of the Constitution. 

2. The territorial limits within which the operations of 
the several Branches shall be confined, shall be a matter 
of mutual arrangement between the Board of Directors of 
the Parent Society, and lY^e Board of each Branch re- 
spectively. 

3. Young men residing, or expecting to reside, within 
the limits of a particular Branch Society, and applying 
for aid, shall be examined and recommended by a com- 
mittee of three, two of whom shall be appointed by the 
Directors of such Branch Society, and one by the Direc- 
tors of the Parent Society ; and the recommendation of 
this committee, or of a majority of them, shall be an essen- 
tial prerequisite to the receiving any person upon the 
funds, either of the Branch, or of the Parent Society : 
provided however, that in case the instructors, donors, or 
guardians, under whose care beneficiaries are placed, or 
by whom they are supported, shall find it most conve- 
nient, or for other reasons desirable, that such examination 
should be conducted by a committee appointed wholly by 
the Directors of the Parent Society, — ^the wishes of such 
instructors, donors, or guardians, may be gratified, at the 
discretion of the Directors of that Society. 
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4. There shall be one Exammiog Committee^ appMnl' 
ed as above mentioned, within the limits <^each Brandi ; 
8Bid although the multiplication of Examining Committees 
beyond what is absolutely necessairy, is to be ca^einlly 
gmirded against, yet if one is^ould not be found to be mA- 
cient, another or more may be appointed, m addition, 
upon recommendation of the Board of Directors of die 
Branch Society, and with the sanction of the Board of 
Directors of the Parent Society. 

5. The Board of Directors of the Parent Socie^, ex- 
cept where special reasons shall make it inexpedient, or 
inconvenient, will transfer the beneficiaries which it may 
already have within the limits of any Branch Society, to 
the immediate care of the Board of Directors of such 
Branch. 

6. Beneficiaries removing from the limits of one Branch 
into those of another, shall be regarded as removing their 
relation to the Branch within whose limits they are to re. 
side. Or if there be no such Branch, they shall Ml 
under the immediate superintendence of the general So. 
ciety* 

7. All accounts with Beneficiaries shall be kept in the 
name of the Parent Society ; and their periodical or other 
retoms, or copies of them, shall be directed and regularly 
transmitted to the Board of Directors of that Society. 

8. The special care and supervision which the Secre- 
tary of the Parent Society is required to take of benefi- 
ciaries in the various stages of their preparatory studies, 
shall be exercised without distinction over those who are 
under the immediate supervision of the Parent Society 
and of its Branches. 

9. The Board of Directors of each Branch, are ex- 
pected to co-operate with the Directors of the Parent So- 
ciety in raising fimds within its limits, by conferring with 
the Secretary of the Parent Society, and by appointing 
fronts to assist liim in the work of solicitation, within 
those limits, when desired ; but nothing contained in this 
regulation shall be construed as prohibiting the Board of 
any Branch from adopting measures of their own for 
raising fimds when a co-operation with the I^arent So- 
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ci^ cannot, for aoiy reason, be conveniently or speedily 
had. 

10. The Parent Society, being an incorporated institu- 
tion, with an ample charter for holding funds, ail dona- 
tions given for the purpose of founding permanent scho- 
larships, whether by individuals or associations, shall be 
given directly for that Society ; but the income of such as 
are given within the limits of a Branch Society, shall be 
pledged to the Board of Directors of such Branch to be 
appropriated by them, according to the provisions of the 
general constitution. All donations for immediate use, 
and all temporary scholarships within the limits of a 
Branch and sent to its treasury, shall be pledged in like 
manner: provided that nothing in this article shall be 
considered as restraining, or in any way affecting the li- 
berty of donors to make such an arrangement in regard to 
their donations as they may think proper. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Board of each Branch 
Society, to meet quarterly, at least two weeks previous to 
the second Wednesday of January, April, July, and Octo- 
ber^ to receive the returns of beneficianes Under their 
care ; to appropriate the funds at their disposal ; to attend 
to the applications of new beneficiaries ; and to transact 
any other business which may be important to the welfare 
of that part of the general concern which is confided to 
their care. 

12. The treasurer of each Branch shall be required to 
make a quarterly report, to its Board of Directors, of the 
state of the treasury, noting particularly the amount of 
disposable funds, which is possei^ed at the time ; he shall 
also be required to forward a duplicate of the same re- 
port, including a complete and accurate list of donations 
for the quarter, to the Treasurer of the Parent Society ; 
and for all funds in his hands, or under his care, belong- 
ing to the General Society, he shall forward a certificate 
to its Treasurer. 

13. Surplus funds in the treasury of any Branch So- 
ciety, shall be transmitted to the general treasury, or be 
made subject to its order at least once a year, and oflener 
where arrangements for that end shall be mutually en- 
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tered into, by the Board of the Parent Society and the 
Board of any Branch. 

1.4. Schedules, containing the pecuniary accounts of 
beneficiaries, with the^ir renewed applications for aid, 
shall usually be made out, and returned quarterly. If 
the beneficiaries are under the care of a Branch' Society, 
they must make their returns to the Secretary of that 
Branch, in season for the quarterly meeting of its Direc- 
tors ; and when those returns have been acted upon foy 
them, they shall be se^t by the Secretary of the Branch 
to the Secretary of the Parent Society, in season for the 
quarterly meeting of the Board of Directors of that So. 
ciety, with an official note, stating how much haa been. 
appropriated by the Board of the Branch Society, and 
how much will be necessary from the Board of the Pa- 
rent Society to complete the appropriation. 

15, In case of a difference of opinion, between the 
Board of the Parent Society, and the Board of a Branch, 
the subject shall be referred to the decision of the Parent 
Society at a legal meeting, as a portion of the members 
of that Society are chosen from within the limits of each 
Branch. 

16. Other rules and regulations may hereafter be 
added, or those which are here specified may be altered 
or amended, as experience may suggest to be necessary.

POURTEEBTTH AXBfUAL MEETING. 



The Society convened in the city of New York, at the American 
Tract House, on Thursdiiy, May 13, 1830, at 8 o'clock, A. M. 

The Reverend James Richards, D. D., of Auburn, New York, was 
called to the chair, and opened the meeting with prayer. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting were read. 

The Annual Report of the Treasurer was presented, certified by 
Henry Hill, Esq. and Mr. Charles Stoddard, of Boston, who were 
appointed by the Board of Directors as Auditing Committee, in the 
absence of the Auditor chosen by the Society. 

Voted, That the Auditing Committee appointed by the Board, be 
accepted in the present case, instead of the Committee chosen by the 
Society, and that the Report as presented, be adopted. 

On . motion of Reverend Justin Edwards, D. D., of Andover, 
Mass., the following Resolution was adopted : 

Whereas the dependence of the church on the Spirit of God, is 
absolute and constant, and the dependence of the Christian ministry 
emphatically great, constituting the only hope in reference to present 
and future usefulness ; therefore. 

Resolved, That it be affectionately and solemnly recommended to 
all the young men imder the patronage of this Society, in addition 
to their ususd seasons of devotion, to observe Thursday, the eleventh 
day of November next, as a day of fasting and prayer, with special 
reference to the more copious effusions of the Holy Spirit upon all 
who are preparing for the Christian ministry ; and that the in- 
structors, guardians, and benefactors of the young men, and the pa. 
trons and friends of the Society, and of Education Societies generally, 
be invited to notice the same so far as they may find convenient. 

The officers of the Society, for the ensuing year, were then 
chosen by ballot, and the Society adjourned to half past 7 o'clock, P. 
M. to the Brick Presbyterian Church, for public exercises. 
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The Society met acccording to adjournment. 

Hox. SAMUEL HUBBARD, Pbesidext 

of the Society, took the chair. The Rev. Benjamin Ricb, of 
New York, opened the meeting with prayer. 

The Annual Report was read by the Secretary. 

The following resolutions were adopted : 

On motion of Reverend Charles B. Storrs, Professor in the Wes- 
tern Reserve College^ seconded by Reverend Ezra Fiske, .D. D., of 
Goshen, 

Resolved, That this Society regard with gratitude to God, the sue^ 
cess which has attended their exertions in past years ; and, that the Re- 
port which has now been presented by the Directors, be accepted and 
published. 

On motion of Reverend Mark Tucker, of Troy, N. Y., seconded 
by Rev. Justin Edwards, D. D., of Andover, Mass. 

Resolved, That since U is the evident design of Providence, that the 
numbef and character of Pastors and Missionaries should, to a great 
extent, depend upon the Education Societies of the country, it is a duty 
of high Migation, to adopt those principles and measures which wUl 
nave the best influence upon the ministry, the church, and the world. 

On motion of Reverend William Wisner, of Ithaca, N. Y., seconded 
by Rev. John H. Rice, t>. D., of Virginia. 

Resolved, That the conflict which is begun in the land, between truth 
and err^, holiness and sin, demands that no time be lost in diffusing a 
correct moral influence through the nation, by means of a pious and 
educated ministry. 

The thanks of the Society were voted to the several speakers, and 
copies of their addresses were requested for publication. 

The Society was then, on motion, dissolved. 
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To those who are engaged in the benevolent enterprises of the 
day it is an inspiring thought, that their labors are probablj 
connected with the Divine plan, for the salvation of the world. 
Whoever examines the origin of these enterprises and compares 
their results with the means used to produce them, will find evi- 
dence that they are sustained by the special favor of Heaven. 
How else is it to be accounted for, that, in one instance, the sug- 
gestion merely of an individual, thirty years ago, has led to the 
formation of thousands of Bible Societies^ and the distribution 
of millions of copies of the word of God ; and in another case, to 
the organization of Tract Societies, and the distribution of hun- 
dreds of millions of tracts? What supposition but this explains 
the fact, that the incidental remark of an humble female, made in 
the hearing of the benevolent founder of Sabbath Schools, has 
been followed by the instruction of millions of children in the 
scriptures, throughout the Cbriistian world f These, and other 
facts show, as dearly as Divine Providence can be expected 
in any case to show, that the band of God is in these efforts. 

The Directors of the American 'Education Society have found 
this consideration an unfailing ground of hope and confidence, 
nnder every vicissitude. No doubt has been entertained that the 
cause for which the Society was formed is the cause of Christ 
The narrative which is now to be given of its progress for 
another year will show^ that the blesnng of God has not ceased 
to attend its exertions. 

Whole mmher assisted during the year* 

From the formation of the American Education Society in 
1816, to May, 1826, a period of about eleven years, tbere were 
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aided by the Society five hundred and forty-one yomg mm. 
The following is the nomber assisted ia each year since that pe- 
riod : 

In the year ending May, 1827^ the whole number assisted 
was . V • • • . • • • • 156 

In May, 1828 • .300 

In May, 1829 . 404 

In May, 1830 524 

By this statement it appears that there have been assisted, du- 
ring the past year, nearly as many as were aided during the first 
eleven years of the operations of the Society* They have been 
connected with nine Theological Seminaries \ nineteen Colleges ; 
and Hxty-six Academies ; in all, mnety-fowr Institutions of learn* 
hig; jSve.have pursued study under private instruction; and 
one hundred a/nd sixty-five have been applicants, who had not 
before been patronised by the Society. 

Number licensed to preach during the year. 

The Directors have learned with pleasure, that, of those who 
have been assisted during the year, fiftyfive have either been li- 
censed, or are about being licensed to preach the gospel. Of 
this number, twenty were members of Theological classes that 
graduated in 1829; and thirty-five are members of the present 
senior classes in various Theological Seminaries. The fields of 
their present, or prospective labours are widely distant. They 
lie in the extreme west, in the south, in the north, and in the 
east ; among the desolations of Zion, and under the deep shade of 
Pagan superstition. One is an Israelite, and has consecrated 
himself to the service of Christ among his brethren and kinsmen 
according to the flesh ; while others still are hoping to preach the 
glad tidings of salvation to the heathen. 

In consequence of the patronage afibrded by this Society, they 
have had the best opportunities of obtaining a sound education 
which the Seminaries of our country furnish. Each has pursued 
Theological studies for three years, and with scarce an exception, 
has had, besides, a regular Collegiate education. Of their reli- 
gious qualifications for their work, they have already given proof, 
by the zeal and self-denial which some of their number have dis- 
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covered, and by the readiness of others to labor wherever Provi^ 
dence shall call them* It is not known that one of them is other- 
wise than evangelical in bis opinions and feelings. 

The Directors cannot but commend this new corp$ of laborerf 
to the continued intercessions of the friends of Zion. They enter 
the field in answer to many prayers; and the same means will en- 
sure their success in future years. 

Character of those remaining under patronage. 

Of those who will remain under patronage at the close of thie 
present Academical year, it is not too much to affirm, that, talien 
as a body, they are youth of high promise. They are destined 
to be not only the ^^ messengers of the churches," but, we confix 
dently hope, " the glory of Christ." 

Nor is the influence of their example r^tricted to one Institu- 
tion, nor to one class of students. It is diffused as widely as the 
opportunities in Providence would admit. Indigent young men 
of real pie^ and talents, who are willing to conform to the Rules 
of the Society, are candidates for patronage, without regard to 
territorial limits, or to those denominational lines which separate 
the true followers of the Lord Jesus. Consequently, it has ever been 
the fact that youth of various evangelical Communions have ap- 
plied for patronage, and have been received. The Directors 
have seen no cause to regret this broad feature of the mginal 
Constitution of the Society; but they have had evidence to Con^ 
vince them of the wisdom as well as benevolence of its adoption. 
It agrees with the spirit of the age, and of Christianity. It fur^ 
nishes proof to all but the illiberal and obstinately blind, of the 
disinterestedness of the object which the Society has in view. It 
induces the different denominations to provide the means of educa*> 
ting their own young men; and it powerfully strengthens tb^ 
bonds which hold together the members of that Spiritual Body, of 
which Christ Jesus is the Head. 

Superviiion* 

In regard to no part of their trust have the Directors felt a 
more solemn responsibility, than in the exercise of a vigilant su- 
pervision over those who are under their patronage. Their eX- 

5 
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perience has demonstrated, at least to themselves, the necessity of 
great faitUiilness on this subject. Such a supervision can do na 
injury to any ; and it may avert from the Church the sorest ca- 
lamities. The method which has been adopted for rendering this 
supervision effectual, and of making it, at the same time, a means 
of spiritual good to the young men, is that of a religious and pas- 
foral visit, by an authorized agent of the Board. The Secretary 
of the Society, on whom this service has chiefly devolved, has 
hitherto found fewer opportunities of attending to it, in con- 
sequence of the severe pressure of other and indispensable du- 
ties, than has been earnestly desired. What has been done, how- 
ever, has served fully to show the great benefit arising from such a 
system of intercourse. The nature of the service to be performed 
will be better understood by a communication contained in the 
Appendix, and recently addressed to the young men connected 
with the Society. 

Patronage withdravm. 

While the Directors have felt unmingled satisfaction in the 
CharacteiC atnd prospects of the great majority of those whom tfaey 
have had occasion to assist, they have been disappointed concern- 
ing a ftw others. It would be strange indeed, if among so large 
a number of young men, there should be found no deceivers of 
themselves, or others. The purest ages of Christianity have not 
been without such trials. Even the Lord Jesus Christ wa^ 
betrayed by one who had been admitted into the society of 
the Apostles. The friends and benefactors of Education So- 
cieties cannot reasonably expect to be more highly favored in 
their selection of candidates for the ministry. Nor will they be 
disappointed, if through the vigilance of those whom they have 
appointed to act as their Agents, the instances of dereliction 
should seem to be multiplied. 

In consequence of information communicated to the 6oard» 
patronage has been withdrawn during the year, from ten young 
men. Three have been stricken from the list of beneficiaries, 
for unchristian, and, in one case, for grossly immoral conduct. 
One has been suspended for walking contrary to the Christian 
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profession ; three for resisting the lawful authority of their instruct- 
ers ; and three have been either dropped entirely, or suspended, 
for deficiency in talents and scholarship. The Board have also 
had occasion to express their strong disapprobation of the con- 
duct of another young man, who was induced to seek and to ob- 
tain ordination, before he was fitted for College, without commu* 
nicating his intentions to this Board, and contrary to the implied 
conditions on which the patronage of the Society had been 
£^ranted to him. 

Dismissions. 

Two young men have been dismissed from their connexion 
with the Society, during the year, with the view of receiving pa- 
tronage from other Education Societies ; and one has requested 
a dismission, on account of needing no further assistance* 

The Directors add, with grief, that one young man, Mr. Ira 
Woodward, a member of Knoxville College, in East Tennessee, 
has been removed from under their care, by death. 

Amount of earnings. 

Jt has long been a favorite object of the Directors of this So- 
ciety, to encourage young men to do all in their power to support 
themselves. Both the. manner, and the amount of assistance 
granted, are intended to have this efiect. The best, and on all 
accounts the safest method, were it practicable, of educating 
indigent young men for the ministry, or indeed for any profes- 
sion, would be to furnish them with the means of earning their 
entire support. Few would then find their way into public life 
firom among this class, without acquiring those habits of personal 
efibrt and independence which are necessary to qualify men for 
difficult services, and for posts of great usefulness. The nearer 
any system of educating men for the ministry approaches this 
standard, the greater will be the amount of blessings wbich it will 
confer on mankind. 

It is gratifying to perceive that these views are becoming ge-^ 
neral, and that they are warmly approved by young men them- 
^Ives in most Seminaries of learning. The amoKint of earnings 
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reported for several years past, by those who have been conoect- 
ed with the American Education Society, exhibit evidence of iu- 
creasiQg attention to this important object. The following state- 
ment contsuns the report for four successive years. 
The amount of earnings reported for the year ending 

May, 1827, was $4,000 

May, 1828, 5,149 

May, 1829, 8,728 

May, 1830, 11,010 

Total, $28,887 
Thus it appears that the young men under the patronage of the 
Society, have, during the last four years actually earned , in va- 
rious ways, and appropriated to their own support, the sum of 

tWENTY-BiaHT THOUSAND, EIGHT HUNDRED AND EIGHTY 
SEVEN DOLLARS. The average amount earned, the last year, 
by 372 young men, who made report, exceeds twenty-eight dol- 
Jars each. Would it have been wise to burden the Christian 
public with this additional tax, by increasing the amount of ap- 
propriations, seeing that it has been obtained with so much greater 
advantage, by the personal efforts of the young men themselves ? 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

From the Report of the Treasurer, it appears that the whole 
amount of receipts during the year ending the 30th of April, is 

THIRTY THOUSAND, SEVEN HUNDRED AND TEN DOLLARS, AND 

FOURTEEN CENTS. Of thjs sum, there have been received, on 
account of permanent scholarships, four thousand six hundred 
and mnety-nine doUars and Jifty-fout cents ; leaving the amount 
received during the year for current use, twenhf-six thousand and 
ten doUars and sixty cents. 

The expenditures, in the mean time, have amoupted to thirty- 

FOUR THOUSAND, SEVl^N HUNDRED AND NINETY-SEVEN DOL- 
LARS AND EIGHTY-NINE CENTS. The excess of expenditures 
over the receipts, is therefore, eight thousand seten hundred and' 
nghij^evm doUars and twenty-rdne cents. To this sum is to be 
added Ifae debt of the Society, at the last annual meeting, 
amounfing to rix Amsand four hundred and ttto doilars, and 
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niTiety^ieven cents; aud the entire deficiency in the funds will be 
found to be fifteen thousand one hundred and nin^y dollars^ and 
twenty-six cents. 

This deficiency is to be ascribed to the rapid increase of ap- 
plications within three years past, without corresponding eflbrts 
to obtain funds. The increase of appropriations, in conse- 
quence of applications for aid, will be evident from the following 
statement. The amount of appropriations to young men for the 
year ending May, 1827, was $8,652 

May, 1828, 10,485 

May, 1829, 19,009 

May, 1830, 28,622 

It is obvious that such augmented demands upon the Treasury, 
can be sustained only by a growing liberality on the part of the 
community. It cannot be a question, for one moment, whether 
these demands shall be met. They are the result of those pledges, 
which have been given to worthy applicants, throughout the United 
States. The Board, under these circumstances, could do no other- 
wise than resolve to go forward^ trusting in Him who has the 
silver and the gold, and using every practicable method to relieve 
the Treasury of its load. 

Money refunded. 

A portion of the receipts for the year is composed of money 
refunded by former beneficiaries. Although, for manifest reasons, 
the income, from this source is small, yet it is sufficienl to show 
that there are those who find it both practicable and delightful to 
return to this sacred Treasury, the whole, or part of what they have 
received. The Directors are more and more convinced that every 
reasonable expectation which has been expressed on this sub^ 
ject, will be realized. The following sums have been refunded 
since the system of entire loan was adopted in 1826. A larger 
sum may he expected in future; years.

Reduction and specific appropriation of the General 
Permanent Fund. 

Ever since the Directors entered upon systematic efTotts to in- 
crease the resources, and to extend the usefulness of the Society, 
by the employment of permanent Agents, who should devote 
their whole time to the service of the Society, they have encounter- 
ed many obstaclei^ from the want of funds, specially appropriated to 
to their support. Through the liberality of private friends, and 
the disposition of the agents to make sacrifices, these services 
have hitherto been secured with comparatively small expense. 
At a meeting of the Board in October last, it was resolved, that 
so much of the salary of the Secretary as may be derived from 
the funds of the Society, shall be paid hereafter from the income 
of the general permanent fund, instead of being taken from or- 
dinary contributions for contingent purposes. The Treasurer 
was accordingly directed to set apart and invest for this purpose, 
twenty thousand dollars, until other provision should be made. 

The whole amount of the fund at the last quarterly meeting of 
the Board was $26,842.35. 

The Board, taking into view the great demands upon the Trea- 
sury at the present time, and having ascertained that apart of the 
fund was still subject to their disposal, directed that $6^42.35 
be transferred to the current fund. By this measure, the general 
permanent fund of the Society is reduced to twenty thousand dol- 
lars, the sum before mentioned as having been specifiically appro-^ 
priated ; and the debt of the Society is, by the same operation^ 
reduced to eight thousand three hundred and forty-seven doBa^s 
and ninety-one cents. 

Agencies. 

The want of funds, and the necessity of greatly increased 
efforts throughout the country to avert the spiritual calamities 
by which it is threatened, have induced the Board to appoint 
several agents during the year. However desirable it may be to 
enlist the services of settled pastors, with a view to systematic ex- 
ertions in their respective churches or districts, and thus to di- 
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iiunish the unavoidable expenses attending special agencies, facts 
prove that, the only effectual method yet devised of calling into 
vigorous exercise, and upon an extensive scale, the energies of 
the Church, is that of employing suitable agents. Had the Di- 
rectors relied exclusively, or chiefly, upon other means of ob- 
taining funds, the Treasury would have laboured under still 
greater embarrassments, and the efforts of the Society have been 
paralyzed. Without the aid of men of commanding qualifications, 
to go and tell the Churches the greatness and the urgency of those 
wants which, in such a day as this, should press upon the conscience 
and the heart of all who love the Redeemer, Christians will 
continue to sleep, and spiritual famine and death will stalk 
through the land. 

Three agents, the Rev. William Cogswell, the Rev. John K. 
Young, and the Rev. Henry Little, have had fields of labour as- 
signed them in NTew England, and they have each enjoyed an en- 
couraging degree of success. The Rev. Mr. Cogswell has also 
recently been appointed General Agent of the Society, and he is 
expected to continue his labours for a longer period. 

Another agent, the Rev. Ansel R. Clark, has been successfully 
employed in organizing societies, and raising funds on the West- 
em Reserve, in the state of Ohio. By his efforts a Branch So- 
ciety has been formed, called the Western Reserve Branch of the 
American Education Society. The Branch has been recognised 
by this Board, and has commenced its operations under highly 
favorable circumstances. 

As another result of the agency of Mr. Clark, it is expected 
tiiat a number of pious young men will be induced to prepare 
for the ministry. 

In addition to the above agents, several gentlemen have been 
employed during the year, either by the Parent Society, or its 
Branches in different parts of the United States. 

The Rev. William, Patton, Secretary of the Presbyterian 
Branch, labored for several weeks the last summer, with much 
success in the Western district of the state of New York. 

The Rev. Sylvester Holmes, of New Bedford, the Rev. Jona- 
than Bigelow of Rochester, and the Rev. Calvin Hitchcock of 
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Randolph, all of Massacfausetts, were employed for portions of 
the year, in that state, in the service of two auxiliary societies. 
The exertions of these men have evidently been the means of ex- 
citing a deep interest, and have been followed with valuable ad- 
ditions to the funds. 

Western Agency. 

The cohslderatiODS which have been already adverted to, have 
led to another measure during the past year, which in the opinion 
of the Directors, is to elert a happy influence upon the cause of 
the Redeemer in the Western States ; and th^t is die estabUsbment 
of a Board of Agents at Cincinnati, to superintend the operations 
of the American Education Society in that section of the Union. 

The unexampled growth of these states in numbers, resources, 
and influence, and the accumulating spiritual wants of the people, 
demand that immediate and energetic measures be taken to pro- 
vide them with pastors. To the American Education SocieQr, 
the appeal for help by the indigent and pious youth of the West, 
presents an irresistible appeal. From the commencement of their 
efibrts, the Directors have regarded the education of pastors and 
missionaries for this immensely important portion of our country, 
as essential to the prosperity of the Redeemer's kingdom, not only 
at the West, but ultimately, throughout the United States. With 
the view of prosecuting this object with greater efiect, especially 
by aiding young men of suitable character who are natives of the 
West, in obtaining education in their own Seminaries of learning, 
the Board have established this agency, and have appointed 
the Rev. Franklin T. Vail, Secretary; a gentleman already 
well known to the Christian community by his successful exer- 
tions to promote the cause of benevolence. Mr. Vail entered 
upon his labors in November last, and has been actively en- 
gaged ever since, in promoting the great object of bis ap- 
pointment. Recent communications state that from ^fty to one 
hundred young men will be found in the Western country during^ 
the present year, who will be suitable candidates for the patronage 
of the American Education Society. Nor is it in regard to young 
men only, that God has been pleased to smile upon the eflforts 
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of oar efficient Secretary at Cincinnati. Very liberal contri- 
butions have been made.to support them, especially by a number of 
churches in that rapidly rising metropolis. In a letter recently 
received, Mr. Vail states, "I have just been presenting the Edu- 
cation cause before the churches in this city, and you will rejoice 
and thank God with me, that twelve temporary scholarships have 
been secured in the city, and I have hopes that the number will be 
increased to fifteen in a few days, and ultimately to twenty, 

Indiana Education, Society. 

A Branch Society has also been formed within a few montiis 
at Hanover, in Indiana, through the agency of Mr. Vail, which is 
called the Indiana Education Society, and has been duly recog- 
nised as a Branch of this Society. The operations of the Board 
of the Parent Society will hereafter be conducted in the state 
of Indiana, through the medium of this Branch. 

Operations of Branch Societies. 

The number of Branch Societies now connected with the Pa- 
rent Institution, is seven^ viz :— Maine, New Hampshire, North 
Western, Connecticut, Presbyterian, Western Reserve, and In- 
diana. Of these, four are confined to an equal number of stated 
in New England; one, the Presbyterian, conducts its operatioqsin 
New York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania ; one is formed in the 
northern part of Ohio, and one in the state of Indiana. The 
operations of the Parent Society, in the other portions pf the 
United States are conducted directly by this Board, or through 
the Board of Agents at Cincinnati. The Western Education 
Society, which formerly reported its proceedings to the Directors 
at Boston, has during the past year adopted a difierent arrange- 
ment, and is expected to labor in direct connection with tlie 
Presbyterian Branch. 

Owing to the difficulty of obtaining suitable agents, the re- 
sources, and consequently the operations, of several of the 
Branches have been circumscribed ; and large remittances have 
been made from the treasury of the Parent Society, to supply 
their deficiencies. Measures are, however, now in a course of 

♦; 
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rapid accomplishment, which will, with the blesRing of God, ena* 
ble each Braoch to meet its own wants, and to contribute, it is 
hoped, something to the funds of the General Society. The 
Presbyterian Branch has set a noble example in this respect* 
Notwithstanding it has aided more than one hundred and fifty 
young men during the year, under its immediate patronage, it 
has furnished ^$2,200 for the cause in other portions of the 
country. 

The following table exhibits the amount appropriated to young 
men by each Branch, the sums paid by the Branch, and by 
the Parent Society, together with the sums which have been re- 
mitted to the treasury of the Parent Society during the year. 
From this table it appears, that of $14,494 appropriated to 
young men under the patronage of Branch Societies, $8,999 
have been paid by the several Branches, and $5,495 by the Pa- 
rent Society. The amount remitted to the Parent Society in the 
mean time, has been $2,728.56 ; consequently, the excess paid 
by the Parent Society to young men connected with the Branches, 
above what has been received from the Branches, is $2,766.44.

Uniform apprapriatiom in all stages of education. 
In conducting the operations of an Education Society, whose 
connections are widely extended, there is, perhaps, no subject 
attended with more difficulty than that of a judicious system of 
appropriations. At first view, it might seem expedient to regu- 
late the amount appropriated to young men, by the compa- 
rative expensiveness of an education in the places where they 
reside. The Directors of the American Education Society pur- 

* In addition to this fum f 1000 have since been remitted. 
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sued this course for several years. But it was found necessary 
to adopt a diiSerent rule. It was a delicate, and, often a difficult 
task, to discriminate between men and Institutions holding the 
same relation to the Society, and possessing the same claim upon 
its regard. Th6 Board were dbliged, therefore, to adopt a ufUr 
form mode of appropriation, and to grant the same sum to 
young men in all Institutions* 

A difference, however, existed still, in the amount granted in 
the three stages of education. Members of Colleges received 
less than members of Theological Seminaries ; and such as were 
in Academies even less. This rule, though attended with many 
advantages, operated unequally, and bore heavily upon some in 
the early stages of their education. The Board of Directors of 
the Presbyterian Branch, having experienced special inconve- 
niences from this cause, requested that measures might be taken 
to remove the difficulty, by granting a larger amount to young 
men in the first and second stages of their education. The 
Board of the Parent Society, after carefully attending to 
the subject, and consulting extensively with their brethren, re- 
solved to carry the principle of uniformity still farther, and to 
appropriate the same amount in all stages of education. The 
annual amount of aid was accordingly fixed at seventy-five dol- 
lars, the sum required to constitute a temporary scholarship, ^nd 
the rule will go into effect with the next appropriations. 

Appropriatiom by Branches to be refunded to their Treasuries. 

The intercourse between the Parent Society and the Branches 
having become more intimate and responsible than formerly, ad* 
ditiooal regulations have been found necessary in order to render 
this intercourse in the highest degree advantageous. The de-> 
sign of Branch Societies is, to awaken local interest ; to secure 
vigilant attenticm ; to create useful checks ; and to increase the 
benefits of concentrated effort. The rules originally adopted 
have answered the purposes of union and co-operation on most 
subjects. Nothing definite, however, had been arranged in re- 
gard to the repayment of money appropriated by [branch Socic*- 
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ties ; except, that all accounts were to be kept in the name of 
the Parent Society whose funds were held for the benefit of the 
common object. A rule has recently been adopted by which it is 
provided, that, whatever money may hereafter be refunded by 
young men, whose appropriations shall be made by Branch So- 
cieties, shall be returned to the treasury of the Branch, by which 
it was appropriated. It is also provided, that the notes of such 
young men shall be cancelled by the concurrent act of the 
Boards of the Parent Society, and of the Branch. 

, Auxiliary Societies. 

The Board would mention, with lively satisfaction, that the 
past year has been distinguished by a revival of interest in a 
number of Auxiliary Societies, particularly" in Massachusetts. 
Not only have old Auxiliaries been revived, but new Societies 
have been formed; and some, which had conducted their opera- 
tions independently, have united with this Society. The Hamp- 
shire Education Society, and the Benevolent Education Society, 
of Massachusetts, have, in this manner, become auxiliary during 
the year. The last of these Societies was formed two years pre- 
vious to thie American Society. 

The office of Secretary removed. 

In consequence of the rapid accumulation of business, it has 
been founid necessary to remove the office of the Secretary to 
Boston, and. Rooms have been taken, where the concerns of the 
Society will hereafter be transacted. This arrangement is the 
more necessary, because while the present connection between 
the Parent Society and the Branches exists, it will be most convel 
nient to transact a large part of the business of the latter, at the 
office of the Parent Society; and, although this will increase the 
contingent expenses of the General Institution, it will lessen those 
of the Branches, and on the vf^hole will be a saving to the commu- 
nity. 

Mesignations. 
Since the last annual meeting of the Society, the office of 
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Treasurer has been vacated by the resignation of William Ropes, 
Esq. The Board supplied the vacancy in January last, by the 
appointment of Hardy Ropes, Esq. of Boston. The Rev. Rich- 
ard S. Storrs having also resigned his place in the Board, the va-» 
cancy has been filled by the appointment of Samuel T. Armstrong, 
Esq. of Boston. 

'Quarterly Register and Journal. 

The publication of th^ Quarterly Register and Journal has been 
continued. The utility of the work has been rendered fully ap- 
parent, not only in promoting the welfare of this Society, but in aid- 
ing the cause of benevolence generally. It would be easy to refer 
to notices and riecomihendations which have appeared in the public 
prints, to prove that this opinion is entertained by others, as well 
as by the Directors. But it is greatly to be desired that, the 
publication should sustain itself. This it has not hitherto done, 
owing to the expensiveness of the statistical information which it 
contains ; and the number of subscribers, which, though respecta- 
ble, is not yet large enough to cover all the expenses of the work. 
Under these circumstances, it has been judged expedient to in- 
crease the price of the work, and to take special pains to com- 
mend it to public patronage during the ensuing year. 

Review of the year. 

Such is the record which God has permitted the Directors to 
make of his goodness to this Society, during another year. It 
has been a year of peculiar trials ; but it has been a year also of 
peculiar success. The difficulties which have encompassed our 
path, though many, and in some respects new and unlooked for, 
have not retarded the ultimate advancement of tlie work in which 
we are engaged. The glorious Head of the church, whose king- 
dom alone is worthy to be promoted, has remembered us in every 
time of need, and taught us to rely in safety upon Him ! If any 
good has been accomplished, the glory belongs to Him, whose is 
the greatness, and the power, and the victory, and the majesty. 
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Progress of the Society. 

And here it may be useful to pause for a moment, and review 
the progress which the Society has made since the commencement 
of its opertions in 1815. It was in the summer of that year, that 
eight young men, whose attention had been directed to the subject 
by the persevering efforts of two eminently pious females in Boston, 
were induced to meet in the study of the late Rev. Joshua Hun- 
tington, of that city, to consider the expediency of forming an 
association for educating indigent young men of piety for the 
ministry^ This small band of youilg men, finding the object too 
great to be accomplished by them alone, took measures for a 
general meeting of ministers and others in the vicinity. This 
meeting was held on the last week in July, 1815, and the 
resolution was taken to form the American Education Society. 
The first person who received patronage, was the Rev. Samuel 
Mosely, a missionary to the Choctaw Indians, who has since 
rested from his labors. He was admitted in March, 1816. 
Since that time one thousand and twenty-seven young 
men have been assisted, the natives of nearly every state and 
territory in the Uiiion, and the members of from one hundred, 
to one hundred and fifty Institutions of learning. Of these, about 
three hundred have been licensed to preach the gospel. Some 
have devoted their lives to the destitute in our own country ', four- 
teen have consecrated themselves to foreign missions, and not far 
from one hundred and fifty have been settled as pastors in twenty- 
one states and territories. Seventeen have become permanent in- 
structers, as professors, or principals in various Literary and Tbeo* 
logical Institutions, and about ffty are known to be temporarily 
employed as teachers, who will probably ere long enter the ni* 
nistry. Thirty-four young men have died while {mrsuing a course 
of education, and twenty-six others have been compelled to re- 
linquish study for want of health. Twenty-six have been dropped 
on account of not possessing the requisite qualificadons, and as 
many more have entered upon pursuits or professions, foreign firom 
the minisiay. Not far from^ humlred yoxmg men arc now 
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under patronage, and there are about j^>ify from whom no recent 
information has been received by which they can be classified. 

The moral results which have grown out of these efibrts, will not 
be fully seen till the disclosures of the final day. But enough may 
be known to reward every friend and benefactor of the cause an 
hundred-fold. In numerous instances, the sanctifying influences 
of the Holy Spirit have attended the labors of those who once 
were connected with the Society, and thousands have been given 
them as the seals of their ministry. In Europe, Asia, and Ame- 
rica, the words ci eternal life have been dispensed to hundreds 
of benighted pagans, by men who once depended upon this 
Society for <the means of education. Tracts have been scat- 
tered, and Bibles distributed by the same class of men in the 
difierent. stages of their preparation for public life. They have 
been the efficient helpers of Sabbath schools, and have fiir- 
nished hundreds of advocates for the triumfdiant cause of Tem- 
perance. In short there is not an object of Christian benevolence 
which has awakened public attention in the present age, whidi 
has not derived aid from the example and efforts of the young 
men connected with this Society. 

Let these results be compared with the means which were .em- 
ployed to establish the Society at first, and who can help seeing 
that God hath affixed his seal to this enterprise f It was no scheme 
of ambition, no effort of party zeal, — ^no dark laid plot to unite 
<' Church and State," which gave birth to this movement of mercy. 
It sprung from hearts filled with love, kindled at the altar of de- 
votion. He whose prerogative it is, to save by few or by many, 
has glorified lus own power and grace, by honoring the exer- 
tions of one or two godly women to put in motion a system of 
benevolence which has already brought into the treasury of the 
Liord two hundred and fifty tiunuamd doUars^ and assisted more 
than a tiunuaml youth in a course of study fi>r the ministry. : 

Nor are these direct results the only good which has been ac- 
complished. It may be doubted whether the indhrect benefit pro- 
duced by such a Society, is not as great as the direct. By its ap- 
peals and discussions it has turned public attention widely to its 
object ; it has induced many to prepare for the ministry who have 
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supported themselves, and it has encouraged the formation of 
other Education Societies, by whose efforts hundreds of educated 
ministers will yet be prepared to preach the gospel. 

Increased interest in the cause of Education Societies. 

It is one of the auspicious signs of the times, that the cause of 
Education Societies is taking strong hold of the public mind. It 
is seen, and in some measure felt, that more evangelical men must 
be raised up to perform the work of pastors and missionaries, or 
the country cannot be saved from spiritual ruin,, and the world 
cannot be evangelized. The noblest and best concerted plans of 
benevolence must fail, unless instruments can be furnished to carry 
these purposes of love into execution. From every quarter the 
unceasing, the urgent demand is, CHve us men. Thousands of des- 
titute churches cry, Give us pastors. Every foreign and domestic 
Missionary Society in the nation lifts up its voice and repeats, 
Gitie us men^ or we cannot rescue the millions who are perishing. 
At the same time God is pointing the Church to her pious 
sons whom he has endowed with competent talents and piety, 
and saying,-*-Take these youth and educate them for me. 
The period has come when this command must be heard 
and obeyed. The different denominations of Christians are 
beginning to move. Already each has its Education Society 
of some form. Nor is it in regard to mmbers only that a 
deep concern is felt. The standard of ministerial qualifications 
is rising. The age is one of increasing light ; and it is perceived 
that there must be a corresponding increase of knowledge in the 
ministry, to keep up with it. The American Education Society 
hail these kindred, though independent Societies, as sister In- 
stitutions, which are laboring to save, and ^ich by the blessing of 
God are destined to save, the land from the scourge of superstition, 
infidelity, and profligacy, and to diffuse the blessing of salvation 
widely among men. They occupy parts of a field boundless in 
extent, and waving throughout with the richest harvests. Each 
may employ its energies, and exhaust them all in the glorious work 
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of gathering fruit unto eternal life, without collision, or in- 
terference from the rest. 

That there should be a. perfect union of views, on all subjects 
connected with the prosecution of such an enterprise, is not ne- 
cessary, nor is it to be expected. But, there may be one spirit, 
and one aim ; and while this is the case, God will be glorified, 
and men will be saved. 

A conflict is approaching, and is even now begun, which will 
compel the friends of Christ, to forget all their minor difierences^ 
and to rally in defence of their common cause. The signs of the 
times are full of interest, and in some respects of ominous 
import. They are such as precede a struggle of the prince 
of darkness to regain territory lost, and to prevent further in- 
roads upon his -usurped dominions. The character of our insti- 
tutions, and the extent of our country, render it certain that the 
combat is here to rage with peculiar violence. Such is the rapid 
growth of the population, such are our resources, and such our 
spiritual desolations, that the land is sure to become an object 
of intense interest to good, and to bad beings. This great 
nation is to be Chistian or Infidel ; virtuous or wicked ; free or 
enslaved. The question is, which shall be its character in future 
ages ? Look where we will, and the enemy may be seen organizing 
and concentrating his forces. Infidelity is sowing its poison; 
superstition is weaving another winding sheet for the souls of 
men, and vice is binding in adamantine chains, its countless vic- 
tims. And is such a crisis the time for dividing the councils, 
and scattering the forces of the armies of Israel f Where is the 
heart that does not bleed in view of such a catastrophe, as possi- 
ble f No, it must not be. The agony, and bloo^, and dying 
groans of a crucified Saviour, exclaim against it. Blessed Jesufi, 
by thy grace and help, it shall not be! Baptized afresh with thy 
spirit, thy disciple^ shall be united, and thy Church shall arise in 
her strength and beauty and become the joy of the whole earth.

CIRCULAR LETTER REFERRED TO p. 34. 



To the Young Gentlemen under the patronage of the American 
Education Society, 

Beloved Youth, 

Next to the solicitude which is felt by a Parent for his children, is 
the concern of enlightened and Christian benefactors for those who 
are the subjects of their beneficence. Especially, is this the case, 
when the object which they are laboring to accomplish is associated 
with the honor of religion, and with the highest and best interests of 
mankind. 

The Directors of the American Education Society, in common 
with the numerous friends and benefactors of the Society, in every 
part of the country, cherish towards you the same affectionate con- 
cern. Moved by compassion for the spiritual wants of their fellow, 
men, and intensely desiring that they may be supplied with the Word 
of Life, they have encouraged you to obtain a thorough education 
for the Christian ministry, as being, in their view, the most likely 
means of accomplishing this great end. But, it is plain, that their 
hopes and expectations, under God, rest on you. You will not think 
It strange, if under such circumstances, you should be regarded, by 
the friends of Zion, with very lively interest. Every step of your 
way to the Christian ministry is marked by the tears and prayers of 
thousands whose hearts have been touched with sympathy for lost 
men, and who are daily imploring the Lord of the harvest to send 
forth laborers. As they come from their closets, they direct their 
thoughts to you, and inquire whether your character and conduct are 
such as authorize the belief that their prayers will be answered. 

It was with the hope of helping you to fulfil these expectations, by 
putting you in mind of your responsibleness to God and to his Church, 
that the Directors resolved, several years ago, to maintain a more 
direct and aJOfectionate intercourse with those under their care, by 
means of personal conference, and by correspondence. The Secre- 
tary of the Society, who was more particularly charged with this 
service, has be /n prevented hitherto from attending to it thoroughly, 
by the pressure of other and indispensable duties, which have left 
him only a remnant of time to devote either to personal intercourse 
with you, or to correspondence. A division of labor has, however, 
been recently made, which will enable him to give in future a larger 
share of attention to this part of his duties. In the mean time, he 
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seeks this pppKurtunity, as the orgaa of tho Pirectors, to uAisetm you 
in the language of Christian plainness and affection, and to temind 
you— Of toiM the Church host a right to exp^ from yoUy mcomefnenct 
of thepecviiar reb^ion which you hold to the Religioug PMie. 

1. The Church expects of you a high degree of pergonal hoUiusM* 
The obligation to be holy, is ^reat upon those who are only membera 
of the Church of Christ. It is far greater upon those who are to be 
teachers and guides of others. How great, and how solemn, then, 
is your obligation to be holy, seeing that you have appealed to the 
Church, and publicly requested that you may be devoted to the Chris* 
tian ministry, and sustained by sacred funds while preparing for the 
work? What can be more reasonable, after such a request, than the 
expectation that you will keep yourselves unspotted from the world ; 
crucify the flesh, with its affections and lusts; maintain a close walk 
with God ; be dead to sin ; and exercise a spirit of entire and su« 
preme devotednessto the Lord Jesus Christ? To this, you are urged 
by the nature of the work to which you are destined. You are to 
enjoy the privilege of standing next to yojur Master in the order of 
his household ; to serve in his immediate presence ; and to become 
the messengers of his will, to others. Suppose, then, that Jesus 
Christ were again in the flesh, and that you were appointed to stand 
in this near relation to his person ; would you dare to come into hia 
presence with a divided heart, or an unrestrained imagination, or with 
a deceitful tpngue ? Would you for a moment thii^ of ffratifying 
pride and ambition ; or, take occasion, fiK^m the intimacy of your in- 
tercourse with the Saviour, to betvay him into the hands of his ene% 
mies ? What you would judge fit in such circumstances, is binding 
upon you now. How holy, then, ought you to be in all manner of 
conversation ; how circumspect ; how jealous of your motives ; ia 
all things approving yourselves, as the future ministers of God,— 
'<in much patience, in watchings, in Castings; by pureness, by 
knowledge, by long suffering, by kindness, by the Holy Ghost, by 
love unfeigned, by the word of truth, by the power of God, by the 
armour of righteousness, on the right hand, and on the left ; — as poor,, 
yet making many rich ; as having nothing, and yet possessing all 
things.'' hx this way only, can you answer a good conscience in the 
sight of God ; in this way only, can you accomplish fully the object 
for which the patronage of the Church is bestowed upon you. The 
apostles manifested this spirit, and were more than conquerors. The 
same spirit has triumphed over the powers of darknebs in every age. 
Baxter, and Brainerd, and Martyn, and Mills, and Hall, and Payson, 
and a multitude of others of whom the world was not worthy, 
armed with this divine panoply, out of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in flght, turned to flight the armies of the aliens. Let 
this spirit, beloved youth, be in you, and you also will turn many to 
righteousness, and shine as the stars for ever. 

2. The Church has aright to expect Uiat you will make a thorough 
preparation for the ministry. By accepting of the patronage which 
you enjoy, you have virtually given your pledge to do this. The 
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character and wants of the age demand, that those who minister at 
the altar should be thoroughly furnished. Infidelity, superstition^ 
and error of every kind, are entrenching themselves on the broad 
field of popular opinion, by means of human learning ; and they are 
not to be dislodged from their strong holds, by miracle. A neces* 
sity is laid upon the ministers of the gospel of meeting the attack 
here, or, of retiring from the conflict. This is the true reason why 
you are advised and required, by your benefactors, to pursue a li- 
beral course of education, for the ministry. You cannot serve your 
Redeemer effectually without it, in such an age as this. It may seem 
long to you, before you enter the field of labor; but, your services 
will be doubly valuable when you shall have been fully equipped for 
the work, and each year which you are tempted to think lost now, 
will be a year gained then. The Society by which you are patronised 
bids you beware, how you rush uncalled, oir unqualified, into the 
vineyard of the Lord Jesus. They hope to see no one in the pulpit, 
who has enjoyed the benefit of their funds, until he has reached it 
by patient toil, and a diligent use of the means of acquiring know- 
ledge, which are afforded in our best seminaries of learning. 

3. The Church has a right to expect of you every exertion to ntp- 
fort ypursehesy which your situation admits. Your object is not to 
impose burdens. You do not wish that a single claim of humanity, 
or of Christian benevolence, should be sacrificed to gratify yoar 
pride, or to pamper your appetite. That you should divert to your 
own necessities, ever so small a portion of those pecuniary resources 
which might be converted easily into spiritual food for the destitute, 
is doubtless painful to your benevolent feelings ; and is submitted to, 
only because you hope, one day, to render what you thus receive the 
means of still greater good to mankind. You will not think it unrea- 
sonable, therefore, that your benefactors should require of you self- 
denial, personal efforts to support yourselves^ a rigid economy,' and 
a minute accountability in the use of funds obtained from the purses, 
and oflen, from the hard earnings of others. The Society, whose 
aid has been granted to you, would sooner do nothing, than discou- 
rage these just expectations. It is for this reason, that they have 
adopted Ae system by which appropriations are made ; and they are 
happy in the assurance, that it is the system which most nearly cor- 
responds with the feelings, and preferences, of a heart supremely 
devoted to Christ, and intent on doing the greatest anraunt of good, 
with the least expense to the Church. 

4. It is evident the Church expects, that when educated, you wiH 
cheerfully enter her service, in any field where you may be called in 
the providence of God to labor. The world has been given to Christ 
for his inheritance, and the Church has received it in charge to be 
evangelized for him. For this purpose she is now training you, for 
the office of embassadors of Christ. You cannot receive her pa- 
tronage, in good faith, unless you hold yourselves ready to labor in 
her cause, wherever the intimations of the Divine will may lead« 
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The field may lie in Pagan lands, far from the endearments of comi- 
try and home, and from the refinements and privileges of civilized 
and Christian intercourse ; it may he in the wide wilderness of Ame- 
rica, or among the waste places of our own infant ^on ; but wherever 
it be, you will, as consecrated and cherished sons of the Church, go, 
without conferring with flesh and blood. Though poverty, and disap- 
pointment, and obscurity may be your earthly Tot, it will be enough 
that Christ is with you, to sustain you, and to comfort you, and to 
witness and approve your efforts for the salvation of perishing souls. 

Which of these expectations, that have now been mentioned, is 
unreasonable ? Which of them, beloved youth, would you willingly 
disappoint ? To wliich, it might be asked, are you not already pledged, 
by your own solemn act ? Sooner than become recreant to such 
engagements, you had better submit to any toil, make any sacrifice 
of personal ease, and crucify the strpngest carnal appetites. Either 
never enter the ministry ; or come to the determination to engage 
in its duties with all your heart, and soul, and mind, and strength. 
The age for half-formed resolutions, for low aims, and for feeble 
endeavors, is gone by The watch- word now, is, Z7p, do with thy 
might whatsoever thy handfindeth to do. If you would not be crushed 
beneath the chariot wheel of the Lord, you must run, and not faint. 
In view of such efforts, does your heart fail you ? Then pause — it is 
better to sit down at this late period and count the cost, than to pro- 
ceed upon false estimates of the zeal and devotedness to which the 
exigencies of the times call you. 

Some of your associates, (thanks be to God that the number is 
small,) afler putting their hands to the plough, have looked back. 
Their names were once seen on the same list with your own ; but 
they have been stricken off, by the solemn vote of their injured and 
disappointed guardians. Even during the last year, it is painful to 
state, instances of dereliction have occurred, which could not be 
overlooked. One has been expelled from college, for a violation of 
the civil, as well as of the moral law ; two have been suspended, for 
insubordination to the authority of their instructors ; another, for 
mingling in scenes of festivity and mirth, and otherwise dishonoring 
the profession of the gospel — and still another, for indiscretion and 
a want of faithful application to study. These are spots on the es- 
cutcheons of benevolence ; but they serve also as beacons to warn 
others ; and if they shall stimulate you to more earnest prayer, and 
to greater watchfulness, the delinquents may yet be of service to a 
cause which has been deeply wounded by them. 

We cannot close this communication, without again reminding you, 
that the hopes of the Church and of millions of lost souls are sus- 
pended upon you. Eminent piety, high attainments in learning, 
strenuous and self-denying exertions to support yourselves, and a 
willingness to labor in any part of the world where jou may be 
providentially called — ^are the requisitions which the Lord Jesus 
Christ is making upon you ; which his Church is holding up to your 
constant attention ; and to which, we doubt not, your own hearts and 
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consciences have often responded in the language of assent. May 
the grace ot God be with you, and be sufficient for you ! B^ often in 
your closets ; cherish a deep sense of dependence on Christ ; com- 
mune much in your thoughts with Heaven ; obey conscience ; and 
listen to every whisper of the Spirit of God within you ; and be as- 
sured, you ihaU renew your strength daily. The prayers of thou- 
sands for you will be answered, and the end for which you are pa- 
tronised will be accomplished. 

You are aware that the afternoon and evening of the Tuesday ^ vau 
nkediately following the first Monday in the month, is observed ex- 
tensively as a Concert of Prayer by the friends of the American 
Education Sfociety, and by those under their patronage. The object 
is, to pray for^ou, for the Society, fot the deHihae, and for the Semina- 
ries where you are receiving your education. In this Concert, it is 
Jiresumed that you feel a deep interest. No common hindrance, it 
is confidently believed, will be allowed to prevent you from observ- 
ing it ;' and, where as many as two or three reside in one Institution, 
it is expected that it will be observed in a nniied manner. It will he 
pleasant to you, and pleasant to your benefactors, to meet, at least as 
often as this Concert returns, around the mercy seat of our Father in 
heaven, and to implore for ourselves and for our fellow-men, the 
blessings of the Holy SpmU A quarterly letter, though it should 
be brief, is expected by the Secretary of the Society from the presi- 
ding member of each monthly Concert of beneficiaries, early in 
January, April, July, and October, in which some account may be 
given of the Concert, of the state of religion among its members, 
and in the vicinity. In return, several valuable periodicals will here- 
after be forwarded to every presiding member from whom a commu- 
nication shall be received. For some additional instructions on this 
interesting topic, you are referred to thie Appendix of the Annual 
Report o£ the Society to be published in May nexf. 

Favored sons of the Church ! The period in which you are to labor 
is one of surpassing interest. The vision of prophets, and the prayers 
of ages, are hastening to their accomplishmisnt. To you is given 
a place in the van of that noble army, which, uiider the guidance 
of the Captain of salvation, is to achieve the moral conqtiest of the 
world ! What might not be effected by more than^ve hundred youth- 
ful soldiers of the cross, who- have been training the past year for 
this glorious service, under the patronage of the American Educa- 
tion Society, if they should all make good the promise of their future 
usefulness ! Be excited then, dear youth, to double diligence. It is 
now too late to escape from your responsible situation. You are 
made a spectacle te God, to angels, and to men ! As you shall prove 
true, or faithless, triumph or defeat will attend the cause of Christ ; 
this Society will flourish, or decay ; and Heaven or Hell will exult.

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CONSTITUTION FOR THE PRECEDING CONCERT OF PRAYER. 

We, whose names are underwritten, being sensible of the sacred 
nature of the object for which we are patronised by the Christian 
Public, and feeling the necessity which is laid upon us to cultivate a 
spirit of prayer, and of devotedness to God, do hereby unite for the 
purpose of observing, monthly, a season of prayer, with special re- 
ference to our connection with the American Education Society, and 
in conformity with the following rules. 

1. This Concert shall be composed of those members of 

who have been regularly received under the pa- 
tronage of the American Education Society, and who shall furnish 
the usual Testimonial which is given by the Society to young men 
under its care. 

2. A meeting for prayer shall be held on the Tuesday evening 
immediately following the first Monday of each month, at such hour 
and place as shall be agreed upon ; except, that in vacations, or 
when individuals are necessarily prevented by the Providence of 
God from attending, the season shall be remembered, as there may 
be opportunity or ability, in private. 

3. A presiding member shall be chosen once a year, or oftener, 
if circumstances require it, to preside at the meetings ; to keep the 
records, or other property belonging to the Concert ; to conduct the 
correspondence ; to notify the members, before each meeting, and, 
to call special meetings of the Concert, whenever it shall be deemed 
important. It shall be the duty of the presiding member to call 
upon each member of the Concert, in the order of seniority, to take 
part in the exercises ; also to make a record of each meeting, con- 
taining the names of members present, the order of exercises, and 
any tlung else which he may deem it suitable to insert. 

4. There shall, ordinarily, he four prayers at eax^h meeting. 
The First for ourselves^ and for our Brethren in other instUutiotiSy 

who enjoy i with us, the patronage of the American Education Society j 
that we may be the sincere disciples of the Lord Jesus, and never be 
left to deceive ourselves or others concerning the ^ hope which we 
have professed before many witnesses^; that we may possess, in large 
and increasing measure, the spirit of humility, self-denial, disinter- 
estedness, and holy zeal ; that our hearts may be filled with the 
love of God, and of the souls of men, so that we may count it our 
highest happiness, if we shall hereafter be called to Uiis service, ta 
carry the gospel to the meanest and most destitute of our fellow- 
men ; that we may be kept during our preparation for the mioi^ry, 
from pursuing any course of conduct which may bring reproach on 
ourselves, or on our benefactors, or on the cause of religion ; and 
that we may diligently use the means afforded us for religious and 
literary improvement ; — ^that, at length, we may be prepared to en- 
gage in the glorious work to which we desire to devote our lives and 
all that we possess, and be used as successful instruments of ad- 
vancing the kingdom and glory of Christ. 
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The Second prayer shall be, especially, for the prosperity of the 
American Education Society, and of its several Branches ; for the 
members and supporters of them respectively, that they may have a 
rich reward for their exertions, in the salvation of great numbers of 
their fellow-men — and that the funds given by them may never be 
perverted, nor lost upon unworthy recipients; for the Exeeuthe 
qfieers on whom is immediately devolved the concerns of the Gene- 
ral Institution or of the Branches, that they may have wisdom from 
above to guide them in all their deliberations ; and for the Secretary 
of the Parent Society, in particular, that he may have grace, and 
every needful qualification for his various and responsible duties. 

The Third prayer shall have reference to those who are destittae 
of the gospel in our own country j and in other parts of the worhd ; that 
the waste places of Zion may be built up ; that the tide of moral de- 
solation, which is coming in like a flood, may be stayed ; that the 
supply of ministers of the gospel may keep pace with the rapid in- 
crease of our population ; especiaUy that the wesUm and newly set- 
tied parts of our country may be blessed with a competent and faidi- 
ful ministry — that the glorious enterprise of converting the woiid 
may go on with more and more success, till missionaries are raised 
up for all unevangelized nations, and the earth iB full of the know- 
ledge and glory of the Lord. 

The Fourth prayer shall be for a remwd of reHgton in the Insti- 
tution to which we belong, and for a similair efiusion of the Hdly 
Spirit in all the Academies, Colleges, and Theological Seminaries ia 
our land, that hundreds of young men who are now training up for 
public life may be converted to God, and become heralds of salvatioa 
to their f«llow.men. In this prayer may also be remembered the 
instructors and governors of literary and sacred institutMMis. 

5. The intervals between the prayers may be occupied m singings 
reading portions of Scripture, or other appropriate pieces, giving in- 
telligence, or in Christian conference, as there may be time or occa- 
sion. The subjects of each prayer, as given above, shall be read by 
the presiding member immediately before the prayer is offered ; and 
previous to the last prayer being made, the following questions shall 
be proposed l^ the presiding member, for free and fraternal conver- 
sation. What is the present state of religion in this Institution, and 
especially among ourselves ? Cannot some measures be taken to in- 
crease the spirit of piety in our own hearts, and to promote a revival 
of religion in the Institution with which we are eonneeted? 

6. "Hie members of the Concert will strive to cherish a fraternal 
interest for the spiritual welfare and usefulness of each other, and will 
endeavor faithlully to perform towards each ether the duties whteb 
belong to members of the same Christian brotheriiood. 

7. If at any time this Concert should cease to exist, the records 
a»d other prq>erty belonging to k shall be depooted with the senior 
oflieer of the Institution, where it was established, snbject to the or- 
der of the Directors of the American Education Society.

Chester 7 ; of Pottsdam 2 ; of New York 13. The whole number 
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who have roceived aid from the Society's funds durmg the year, is 
152. These are distributed in 32 institutions in the states of New 
York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania. Of these, 81 have been in 24 
Academies, 21 in 4 Colleges, and 50 in 4 Theological Seminaries. Of 
these, 8 have been licensed to preach the Gospel, some of whom are 
now employed as missionaries in the great valley of the west. 
Others, in passing from the Academy to College, and from College to 
the Seminary, have been transferred to the supervision of the re- 
spective Branches within, whose limits they have removed. The 
number of beneficiaries, who were aided the last quarter is one 
hundred and seven. 

Treasury and Treasurer, 

The Board would greatfully acknowledge that the treasury ban 
been able to meet the increased demands which have been made 
upon it. From the treasurer's report, it appears that there have 
been received 99,622.19; expended 98,752.85, together with $602 
appropriated, but not yet called for, making in all, 99354 85, and 
leaving a balance of 9267.34. Of this 99,354.85, 95,178 have been 
appropriated directly in aid of beneficiaries under our immediate 
eare, 9374.85 have been needed for the current expenses, and 
93200 have been remitted to the Parent Society. In this connection 
it is proper, however, to remark, that between two and three thousand 
dollars were expended by the Parent Society upon beneficiaries 
under the care of the Western Education Society, (within the limits 
of this Branch,) previous to the arrangement by which they became 
immediately connected with this Branch. 

The Directors, judging it for the interest of the Society, that 
greater permanency should be given to the oflice of Treasurer, and 
that the accounts and other moneyed interests should be attended to 
with great care, and being persuaded that properly to discharge these 
duties, would require more time and labor than they could rea- 
sonably ask, or expect from men already pressed with the cares of 
private business, have, upon the resignation of Peter Ludlow, Esq. 
(for whose gratuitous and valuable services the Board feel greatly 
indebted,) appointed Oliver Willcox, treasurer, under suflScient secu- 
rities, at a salary of 9250 per annum. 

Western Education Society. 

The Board would further report, that the Corresponding Secretarj', 
in the month of August last, attended the Anniversary of the West- 
ern Education Society of Auburn, at which time, the Western So- 
ciety so altered their Constitution as to become the Western Section 
of the Presbyterian Branch, and transmitted the follpwing resolutions: 

<< Whereas, in the judgment of this Board, it has become expedient 
that a more direct intercourse should be established with the Presby- 
terian Branch of the American Education Society, that the quar^* 
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terly schedules of Beneficiaries and other returns should be loade to 
that Branch instead of being sent as heretofore direct to theParent So- 
ciety ; therefore 

Voted, That this Society will hereafter conduct its operations in 
connection with the Presbyterian Branch of the Ameican Educa- 
tion Society as the Western Section of that Branch, and that the re- 
spective Boards be requested to concur in this arrangement. 

Voted, That an Executive Committee of five, including the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer of the Society, be appointed, whose duty it shall 
be to receive applications for patronage, including the quarterly re- 
turns of Beneficiaries, to recommend appropriations, to transmit the 
accounts and documents to the Board of Directors of the Presbyterian 
Branch of the American Education Society. 

• Voted, That this Committee be authorized to direct the Treasurer 
to transmit, from time to time, the funds which may be in his hands 
to the Treasurer of the Presbyterian Branch in New York, after de- 
ducting such sums as may be requisite, to defray the incidental and 
other expenses of the Society. 

Voted, That the Executive Committee have power to appoint 
agents, and to perform any other duties in the recess of the Board, 
which in their opinion may be judged important to the welfare of 
the Society." 

The Board of the Presbyterian Branch received with much plea- 
sure the above communication, and passed unanimously a reso- 
lution of approval and concurrence. They have since been 
gratified with the evidences which they have already seen of in- 
creased energy, and more harmonious action as the result of this ar- 
rangement. 

The Corresponding Secretary performed an agency during the 
months of July and August, in connection with the Secretaries of the 
Parent Society, and Western Branch. As the result of that agency 
it is hoped that from 50 to 60 temporary scholarships have been es- 
tablished. The report of the Treasurer, details the payments from 
the West, as highly encouraging, that the pledges will be very gene- 
rally redeemed. 

Permanent Secratary, 

The Board have not been able during the year to obtain a suitable 
person as Permanent Secretary and General Agent. 

They are however more and more impressed with the conviction, 
that the best interests of the church, and the world demand the whole 
time of some efiicient and devoted man. So important does this 
field of labor appear, that the Board would feel themselves justified 
in inviting to it any man of suitable qualifications from almost any 
station. Nor do they yet despair of obtaining the services of a person 
in^hom all may confide, and through whose labors the efiiciency of 
this Society maybe greatly extended. 
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Changes in the Rulea. 



Two important changes have been made in the Rules by the Pa- 
rent Society. These relate to the refunding to Branch Societies, 
and to equal appropriations in all the stages of education. 

The following resolution, in the form of an additional Rule, was 
passed unanimously at a meeting of the Board of Directors held in 
Boston, October 28, 1829. 

" Voted, That moneys refunded by beneficiaries, appropriations to 
whom shall have been made by a Branch Society, shall hereafter be 
pledged to the Branch Society, by which the money was appropri- 
ated, in the same manner as is now provided for, in regard to other 
funds raised within the limits of Branch Societies." 

The following arrangement respecting the notes of Beneficiaries, 
and the disposal of moneys refunded, was submitted to the Di- 
rectors of the Parent Society. 

I. All notes, given by Beneficiaries for grants received of the 
Presbyterian Branch, shall firom and after the first day of June next, 
contain a clause stating, that the money when paid shall be for the 
use of the Presbyterian Branch by which the appropriations were 
paid, and shall be subject to the order of the Treasurer of this 
Branch, which notes shall be drawn after the following form : 

For value received, I promise to pay the American Education So- 
ciety, or order, (for the use of the Presbyterian Branch of the Amen. 

can Education Society,) dollars in one, two, and three yeaTS 

after my preparatory studies for the Ministry, shall have been closed ; 
viz. one third part each year, with interest upon each part, after the 
same shall have respectively become due ; each of which yeaiiy in- 
stalments, immediately on its being paid, is to be subject to the order 
of the Treasurer of said Branch Society. 

II. The Treasurer of the Parent Society, on receiving notes of 
the above description, shall forward a certificate of the sanae to the 
Treasurer of the Presbyterian Branch, for whose use they are keld, 
which certificate shall state the names of the promissors, and the date 
and amount of each note, and shall also contain a declaration that the 
notes are held in trust for the Presbyterian Branch Society. 

III. Resolved, That to meet the wishes of the Directors of the 
Presbyterian Branch, the Directors of the Parent Society d^MMdt in 
the hands of the Treasurer of said Branch Society all notes of Bene-, 
ficiaries given for moneys received from said Branch, which notes 
shall be so deposited within six months after sUch Beneficiaries shall 
have terminated their connection with the Society : Provided however,, 
that no such note shall, in any case, be cancelled by the DixecUxs 
of said Branch Society, without the concurrence of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Parent Society. 

rV. Resolved, That in the opinion of this Board, it is higUy im- 
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portant to tlie intereflits of th^ Education cause within the bounds 
of the Presbyterian Branch, that hereafter, the Directors of this 
Branch shall in such cases as they may deem expedient be authorized 
to appropriate to young men in the first and second stages of their ed- 
ucation an amount not exceeding seventy-tive dollars per annum.'' 

Afler a full consideration of the subject, the Board of Directors 
of the Parent Society, at their meeting held in Boston, April 14, 
1830, adopted unanimously the first, second, and third of the above 
resolutions, and the following vote was prepared on the fourth reso- 
lution, and has been adopted by the Boards of both Societies : 

'< Whereas it appears evident, afler mature reflection, that the in- 
terests of the American Education Society will be promoted by a 
further extension of the principle of uniformity, in making appro- 
priations to beneficiaries, so that the amount granted shall be the 
same in each stage of education, and in all institutions of learning. 

" Voted, That the annual amount of appropriations to young men 
under patronage, in all the stages of their education, shall hereafler 
be seventy-five dollars ; of which eighteen dollars shall be appro- 
priated for each quarter ending in July and October; nineteen 
dollars for the quarter ending in January, and twenty dollars for the 
quarter ending in April ; excepting that in the first stage, while young 
men are fitting for college, there shall be a reduction of five dollars 
from each quarterly appropriation, in cases where tuition is gratu- 
itously afibrded ; and in any stage of their education where both the 
board and tuition are furnished gratuitously, the quarterly appropria- 
tion shall be ten dollars." 

From these changes, the Board look with great confidence for 
happy results, and are strengthened to proceed with their labors, 
believing thai the public will repose yet higher confidence in the great 
principles upon which the American Education Society is founded. 

In conclusion, they would assure the Society, that the demand for 
holy and benevolent enterprise is greater than at any former period, 
whilst the success with which God is pleased to crown the exertions 
to supply this land and the world with an educated ministry, en- 
courages to yet greater efibrt. 

From what the Branch have experienced in the operations of past 
years, they are confident that the churches will increase their hbe- 
rality, until, through the medium of this and kindred institution*, the 
destitute shall be supplied with the living teacher : and in the in- 
creasing revivab which are now blessing the churches, the Board are 
looking for a large company of talented and devoted youth, who will 
need aid, whilst training for the ministry, and would call upon 
all who love the Lord Jesus, for renewed and greatly increased ex- 
ertions, so that by the blessing of God, the pledge may be promptly 
redeemed, **That no man of proper qualifications shall fail of entering 
the ministry for want of pecuniary aid."

CONSTITUTION. 



▲BTICLB I. 

This Society shall be known by the name of The Presbyterian 
Branch of the American Education Society. 

article ii. 

The object of the Society shall be to assist indigent and pious young 
men in acquiring an education for the Gospel Ministry. 

ARTICLE III. 

This Society shall annually report its proceedings to the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church; reserving to themselves, however, the 
full and unrestricted ri^ht of taking up any young men who may give sa- 
tisfactory evidence of piety and talents. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Every person paying three dollars annually shall be a member of the 
Society ; every person paying thirty dollars at one time shall be a member 
for life, and every person paymg fiffy dollars at one time shall be a director 
for life.

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JLRTICLS T. 



The preference shail be given to young men who have in view a mis- 
sionary life ; and all who are aided by the funds, shall be held bounds if 
required by the Board, or by that Braneh of the Society under which they 
were educated, to labor in domestic missions one year after their licensure^ 
provided such labor shall not interfere with the authority of the Presbyte- 
ries under whose care they may be. 

ARTICLB VI. 

If any person who has been assisted by the Society shall, through his 
own faudt, fail to enter upon the Gospel Ministry, he shall, if required, re- 
fbnd the money expended in his education, with lawful interest. 

ABTICLE VII. 

The business Qf this Society shall be conducted by a Board of Directors, 
which, exclusive of their officers, shall consist of twenty-fbur members, 
who shall be elected annually. The Board shall annually elect their own 
officers, consisting of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretaries, a Treasu- 
rer, and such other officers as may be necessary. They may fill their va- 
canies, appoint Executive Committees, and do every thing not contrary to 
this Constitution, which they may deem expedient. Five shall constitute 
a quorum. 

ARTICtB VIII. 

The Branches of this Society shall consist of Executive Committees 
appointed by the Board, and Auxiliary Societies voluntarily formed, toge- 
ther with Associations subordinate to either (^these, or to the Board. Exe- 
cutive Committees may increase their own number at discretion. 

ABTICLX IX. 

Associations shall annually report and pay their moneys to tiie 
Executive Committee or Auxiliary Society with which they are connected ; 
stating in their report the amount of moneys received, the number of their 
members, and the names of their officers. Executive Committees shall 
make a report to the Board of Directors by the 1st day of March, June, 
September, and December of each year, respecting the stateof their funds, 
including a complete list of donations for the quarter, of all disbursements 
made on behalf of beneficiaries, and of all funds in their hands, or under 
their care, accompanied by schedules of beneficiaries, containing their 
quarterly account, with renewed applications from them for aid; all which 
accounts are to be kept by each Executive Committees in the name of the 
American Education Society. 

• ARTICLE X. 

The annual meeting of the Sode^ shall be held in the city of New 
York, on the second Thursday, in May ; but the time of the sermon or 
sermons shall be fixed by the Board. Special meetings may be called by 
the Directors. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Members of Executive Committees and Auxiliaries are entitled to vote 
in all meetings of the Society, and their officers are entitled to a seat in the 
Board. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Any alterations in this Constitution, which the Board may recommend, 
may be made at an annual meeting of the Society.

CONSTITUTION 

OF tHE 

BRANCH OP THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



Aet. I. This Society sliall be called the Branch of the 

American Education Society. 

n. The object of the Society shall be to educate indigent pious young 
men for the Gospel ministry, as an Auxiliary of the American Education 
Society. 

III. Any person shall be a member of this Society, by paying into its 
treasury the annual sum of one dollar or more ; and any person who shall 
pay at one time, or within five years from 
the time of subscribing, shall be a member for life. 

IV. There shall be annually chosen by ballot, a President, Vice Presi- 
dent, Secretary, and Treasurer, who with seven (or five) others appointed 
for the purpose, shall constitute a Board of Directors, and shall continue 
in office till others are chosen in their stead ; an^ five of them shall con- 
stitute a quorum for doing business. The Society may also elect, from 
time to time, such number of Honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

V. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to receive benefac- 
tions ; to take measures in concert with the Parent Society for raising 
funds.; to examine and receive beneficiaries ; to make appropriations ; and 
^nerally to conduct all the interests and concerns of the Branch : sub- 
ject, however, to the general rules of the Parent Institution,- and in con- 
formity with Uie essential principles of its Constitution. 

VI. Vacancies occurring in the offices of the Society may be filled by 
the Directors, till there is opportunity for them to be fiUed by the Socie^ 
at a regular meeting. 

VII. An annual meeting shall be held at such time and place as the 
Directors may appoint, for tne choice of officers, for hearing Uie Report of 
the Directors, and for any other purpotes which the Society or the Board 
of Directors shall think proper. Special meeting may be called by the 
President with the concurrence of three other Directors. 

VIII. Alterations of this Constitution shall not be made except on the 
recommendation of the Board of Directors, and by vote of three fourths 
of the members present at an annual meeting, or unless the proposed al- 
terations shall have been submitted to the Society at a previous meeting. 
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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 
OOXOfl[OirWBAZ.TH OF MASSJELCHUSSTTS. 

IN THE YEAR OF OUR LORD ONE THOUSAND BIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN, 

An act to incorporate the American Education Society. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gene- 
ral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, that William Phillips, 
Samuel Salisbury, EUphalet Pierson, WUliam Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa £aton, 
Samuel H. Walley, and Aaron P. Clereland, together with those who have asso- 
ciated, and who may hereafter associate with them, be and are hereby incorpo- 
rated and made a Body politic, by the name of The American Education So- 
ciety. And the Society aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, and may have 
a common Seal, which it shall be lawful for them to alter at pleasure ; and may 
pvehase and receive by gift, or devise, lands, tenements, ttxtd real estate of any 
kind, and the same hold in fee simple or less estate, the annual income and profits 
whereof shall not exceed the value of ten thousand dollars. And the said Society 
is hereby enaMed to take and receive subscriptions o£ charitably disposed per- 
sons, and may take any personal estate in succession; and all donations to the 
Society, either by subscriptionf legacy, or otherwise, (excepting such, as shall be 
differently appropriated by the donors, or by a vote of the Society agreeably to 
their Constitution^ shall make a part or be put into the capital stock of the So- 
ciety, which shall be put out on interest or good security, or otherwise improved 
to the beat advantage, and the income or profits applied to the porpoee of aiding 
indigent yoirag men of talents and hopeful piety in acquiring a learned and com- 
petent edxication for the Gospel Ministry. 

Section 2, Be it further enacted, that tb« said Society may choose a President, 
Vice-President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers as they shall see fit ; 
and may at their first meeting under this incorporation, by the vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or system of 
Rules and By-laws, as they shall think necessary for the orderly conducting and 
executing the business of said Society, and for fiie most effectually securing the 
object of their institution ; which Constitution or system of Rules and By-laws 
shall .be for the government of said Society, and shoJl nM be altered at any sub^ 
sequent meeting, but in the manner therein pointed out : provided 4meh Rizles 
and By-laws be not repugnant to the Constitution and laws of this Conunon- 
wealth. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at all times 
under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, appear, prosecute, and defend to final judgment and execution, and may 
appoint an Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of substi-^ 
tution ; and it shall be lawful for the said Society to make sale of any estate or 
personal property, given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other wny or right 
accruing to them in their corporate capacity, (unless that, which is given, be 
otherwise expressly ordered or appropriated by the donor) and convey the same 
by deed or other legal instrument, duly executed ; and, when the property to be 
conveyed is real estate, under the hand of the Treasurer and the Seal of the So- 
ciety : provided that aU moneys, arising from such sale, be applied to the same 
use to which the income thereof was before applied. 

Section 4. Be it fhrther enacted, that William Phillips, Esquire, be and hereby. 
is authorized by notification, in any two of the newspapers printed in Boston, to 
appoint the time and place of the first meeting of said Society.

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Origin and Design (^ th^ ^^merkan Ediication Siieieiif. 

The American Education Society was formed in 1815, and ineorporated, wiih 
an ample charter, for holding funds, in 1816. li&firigin is to be traoed to the spi- 
ritual wants of mankind, and to a deep conviction that more vigorous and more 
extended efforts than have ever yet been made, are called for, in order to mipply 
our country and the world with pious, devoted, and well educated ministers of 
the gospel. Tioo thirds of those who have recently engaged in foreign misnons,, 
and one half oi those who have engaged in domestic missions, have been indi- 
gent young men, who needed, and who received, the special aid of a benevolent 
public. Providence has thus shown how the Church may speedily and greatly^ 
increase the number of faithful pastors and missionaries. 

Organization, 

The members of the Ctbnsral or Pabjjnt Sociktt are chosen from every sec- 
tion of the country, and with them rests the supreme and ultimate direction of its- 
concerns. A Board of Directors is chosen annually, to manage the prudential 
and executive business of the Society. For the sake of greater facility, as well 
as safety 4n managing the concerns of the Society, Baancbbs are formed in diffin:- 
ent sections of the country. Each Branch has a Board of Directors, who snper- 
intend the general interests within its limits. It has a special treasury ; and in 
the admission of beneficiaries, and in the appropriation of funds, acts in ooneert 
with the Parent Society. The advantages of this system of organization are 
many. The General Society has all the energy of concentrated effort, while a 
division of labor is effected, not only favorable to economy , but, considering the 
extent of the Society's operations, indispensable to success. By introducing nu- 
merous checks, public confidence is increased, and pubUc patronage ensured. 
'Leading Principle. 

A very great responsibility rests upon the American Education Society, and 
upon other similar institutions. Millions of souls are to be saved or lost through 
their influence. Impressed by a sense of this responsibility, the Directors have 
been anxious to adopt such principles^ and to pursue such a system of measures, 
as should have the most favorable influence upon the pwrity^ the ability.^ the 
pie/y, and the evangelical energy of the ministry. It is, accordingly, ^fundamental 
maxim with them, that success, under God, must depend mainly upon the cha.- 
RhAGTXII of those whom they are instrumental of putting into the ministry. 
System of affording aid, 

Li conformity with the great principle just named, the Board grant so much 
assistance^ that a young man, of proper disposition and endowments, may obtain, 
without serious embarrassment, a thorough education for the ministry ; and they 
afford aid in such a manner^ as to incite him to diligence and economy, and 
to leave unimpaired every desirable motive to personal effort. The Direc- 
tors have, therefore, decided to make but small appropriations, and to grant these 
in the form of parental and advantageous loans, rather than in the form of a sim- 
ple charity. It is the influence of the present system to induce young men to do 
all which they can to help themselves ; it lessens the inducement to any but 
those who really need assistance, and whose hearts are strongly set on the minis- 
try, to apply for aid ; it allows young men to feel that they are not pensioners on 
charity, but dependent ultimately upon themselves for an education ; while it 
increases the resources, and multiplies the benefits of the Society. This loan is, 
however, wUhoui interest^ until there shall be time to refund it. It is toithout 
any other sejmrity than that of the young man*s own name ; and in special cases, 
as in those of foreign and domestic missionaries, the Board may cancel the debt, 
either in whole or in part. 

Method of obtaining Patronage, 

I. No one can be considered a candidate for patronage, who has not pursued 
classical studies for at least three months, and who has not attained the ago of 
fourteen years. 

II. No person shall be regarded as a candidate who does not discover promis- 
ins: talents, decided piety, and who is not in the way of obtaining a thorough 
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daoucal and theological education ; that is preparing to enter college ; or a meni' 
ber of aome regularly conatitated college, where a thorough claaeical coorae is 
pursued ; or engaged in a three years' Uieological course. 

ni. When a young man applies for patronage, he must obtain decided testimo- 
nials fh>m three or more respectable persons, best acquainted with him, stating his 
age^ place <^ rtsidenety iniigencty moral and rdigiout character, including church 
amneetunh talenit^previow education, and teriotu desire to devote his l^e to the 
Christian ministry. These testimonials should be sealed papers, that the writers 
may speak freely in regard to the character of the applicant. Having obtained 
these testimonials, the applicant must present his request for examination and 
recommendation to some Examining Committee in his neighbourhood. If no 
such Committee is known to have been appointed, the applicant or his friends 
may write for information to the Secretary of the Parent Society ; or if he re- 
sides within the limits of a Branch, to the Secretary of said Branch. 

Whenever a young man has taken the above course, and been examined, and 
recommended by an authorized Committee to the Board of Directors of the 
Parent Society, or of one of its Branches, he may he admitted on trial, at the dis- 
cretion of the Board, for a period not less than three months. 

Examining Committees are sentinels placed at the door of the Christian 
ministry. 'Aieir recommendation is the most important step towards obtaining 
access to the funds. If they are unfaithful, it will be difficult to prevent a wide 
perversion of these funds, and a serious injury to the church of God. 

The concerns of this Society are so extensive and complicated, that a rigid 
conformity to the Rules is indispensable. 

The Quarterly Meetings of the Board, when only appropriations will be 
made, are on the second Wednesdays of January, April, July, and October. All 
returns and applications should be in the hands of the Secretary of the General 
Society by the first day of each of these months. The Boards of the several 
Branch Societies meet a few weeks previous to the meetings of the Board of 
the Parent Society. Returns and applications from young men within the limits 
of the respective Branches, should be sent to their several Secretaries, in early 
season for these meetings.
